Son of Lewis de Bourbon^ the firft of the Name, 
Prince oi Conde. And his Mother was Donna 
Olywpia Mancinu Niece to Cardinal Ma%a* 
rine. They had five Sons, -o^f whom Prince 
^iugene was the youngeft : Bat m fliew nwre 
clearly how he is united to the Houfe of S<^wy, 
we muft go as far back as his Great Grand* 
father Charles Emanuel the Firft, firnamed tlve 
Gregf, Duke of Savoy ^ who marrying ^Kaihd^ 
tine Michelle of Aujlriay Infanta of Spain^ 
Daughter of Philip II. had by her five Sons 
and four Daughters. . .The Sons were Philip 
Emanuel^ Prince of Piedmont^ who dy'd in the 
^Flower of his Age; Victor Jm&deus^ who fi*c* 
ceeded him in xfce Dutchy of Savvy ; Emanuel 
JPUIibert^ Grand Prior of Cajlile-, Cardinal 
Maurice^ who afterwards quitted the Purple and 
married his Niece, the Princefs Louifa of Sa^ 
voy ; and nomas Francis^ Prince of Carignan. 
This laft Prince, the youngeft of the five Sons 
of Emanuel tfhe Gra^t, married Mary xsi Sour- 
ioHj whom we have already mentioned, and 
by whom he had Emanuel Philibert^ Prince of 
Carignan ^ Jofeph Emanuel, who dy'd young ; 
Eugene Maurice^ Count oi SmJfons\ Amadeus 
Jperdinand, arid two Daughters, , the youngeft of 
which married Ferdinand Maximilian, Prince 
K:fi Bfiden. Eugene Maurice, the third Son of 
the Prince of Carignan, had, h^Qlympia Manr 
cini, the Niece of Cardinal MaT^arine, five Sons, 
Thomas Lewis, Count of Soiffons;, Philips who 
dy'd at the Court of Vienna j Lewis Julius^ 
Chevalier de Sovoy; Emanuel Philihert, Count 
of Preux^ and Francis Eu^ene/ol Savjoy, the 

fpoft 
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moft iliuftrious Hero, who is the Subject of 
the following Sheets. By the aforegokig Ge- 
nealogy, it appears, that this Prince has in his 
Vems, Mixture of the &iood Royal both o( 
Frame and Spain. 

In the Year 1670, he was committed to the 
Tukion of one of the Doftors of the Sorh&nm ; 
biit his Father dying before he was Ten Years 
of Age, after the Fnncb King had given htm 
tke grant of an Abby, as a Step to the Cardi- 
nal Hat ; and the Government of Qhampdgne 
being given put of his Family, it occafioned an 
Alteratioj^^m his intended Profeffion, which 
was by no meant fuitable to his Genius, not bi>t 
that he gave carJy and great hopes of Profi- 
ciency in the Belles Lettres \ but as he advanced 
in Yeats, it was obfervod that he took moft De- 
light in the Study oi^intuiCurtius wdCafar^s 
CommemarUs* 

The young Prince was full of Spirit and Re* 
fentoaent of Injuries, and fo jealous of the Ho- 
nour of his Fkmily^ that when his Mother was 
haniflied by the King's Order from the French'^ 
Court to the Low Countries^ foon after her Huf- 
band's Deceafe, he protefted againft the In- 
juftice of her Baniihment, and vowed eternal 
Enmity to the Authors of her Difgracc. This 
Lady was highly refpe^aed by all who had the 
fionour to approach her : Wherever (became, 
her Wit and Delkacy flionc above all others, * 
and her courtly and en-gaging Air charmed e- 
very one who faw her. King William the 
Third ufed to fay, that be knew no Body who 
lad (0 many fine ^alities as the Countefs of

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Soiffons, Nor was he ever fo well picafed as 
jn her. Company during her Abodd* at the 
Hague^ 

The Prince was yei for a Time trained up 
to the Service of the Church, but having no 
Relifh fprit, h^ dcfired the King, who main- 
taiaed hira according to" his Quality, to give 
him fome Military Employment ; which was 
dcny'd, fonietimos on Account -of the Weak- 
nefs of his, Cpnftitutien, at other Times for 
want of a Vjsicancy, or a War to employ the 
Troops in. Apprehending from hence, that 
he was. pot like to be confidered fo nujch as he 
thought he deferved in France^ and perceiving 
that he was involved in the Difgrace of hit 
Mother, and elder Brother Thomas^ Counter 
Soijfons^ who was diverted of a Penfion of 
jQ^QQO l. per jinnunty upder Pretence of mar- 
rying againft the King's Confent, he refolved 
to rttivt to J^ienna^ with another of ^his Bro- 
thers, Prince Philips to whom the Empcror^s 
Ambaflador had, in his Mafter's I^'ame, pror 
mifed a Regiment of Horfe. They were fa- 
vourably received by the Emperor ; and Prince 
Eugene foon grew to be very much in his Im- 
perial Majefty-s good Graces. He had many 
flattering Promife^ and Invitations made him 
to return to France \ that Court in a very little 
lime perceiving he would be a Lofs to them \ 
t>ut his Fidelity to;thc Emperor was unfhaken, 
and he refolved to think no moire of France ^ 
but look on himfclf as a German^ and fpend 
Jii§ Life in the Service of the Houfe oi Aujiria. 

When 
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When thcfc two Bmtheis firft arrived in 
Garmai^y thcTirrii were coming down upo|i 
ihe Ifftperialifisj in order to make an Imiption 
into the Hereditary Country ; Prince Philip 
received his Death's Wound, by the Fall of 
h^ Horfe, after he had gallantly behaved him- 
feif. in a Skirmifh with the 7«r*j, and left his 
Command to his Erother Eugene. 

This Prince, in the Year 1683, fignalized 
himfelf^ 2t t^ railing of the Siege of Vienna^ 
where he made a great Slaughter of the fWritj^ 
in the Prefcncc of John HI. King of Poland^ 
the Eleftor of Bavaria^ John George III. E- 
fcftor of Saxanyy Charles Y. Duke of Lorrain^ 
Frederick^ Prince rf JValdtcky Lewis H^illiam^ 
Margrave of Baden^ and many other great Men, ^ 
of whom he learned the Art of War. 

It may not be an improper Digreffion, per- 
haps in this Place, to giv6 the Reader an Ac- 
count of the Rife of the Troubles in Hungary^ 
raifed by Count ^Tekeli^ and fomented by France^ 
a Confequencc of which was the Siege we have 
juft mentioned, the moft famo«s of -any one of 
the laft Age, 

Stephen^ Count de Tel;eb\ father of E^merlcf 
Count de Tekeli^ who drew the Turksy into 
Auftria^ was fo powerful in Upper Hungary^ 
that his Revenues amounted to 300,000 Livres 
yearly. If fome Mens Opinions may be 'be- 
lieved, his vaftJEftate was the chief Caufe of 
his Misfortune and Difgfaccs*. He grew fo' 
mighty by his Mother's Inheritance, which fell 
to licr by the Death of her Father Emericli 
"Tburfp^ Palaijne of Hungary ^ bcf^dcife he had* 
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a great Fortune by his Wife. 'Tis fdidy *Hut 
the Jealoufy of the Imperial Minifters on this 
Count's Score, put *em upon contriving ali 
Sorts of Means to ftrip him of his Weftltfa. 
To this End they endeavoured to bring him 
into Count 5m»i's Plot, for which* that Coutic 
and three other great Lords of Htmg^^ Fran^ 
gipatiiy Nadaftiy and ^aiemiucb^ were executed 
in the Ytar 1 67 1. 

Th€ Emperor, upon Information • thrt fomc 
other Lords, Tufpcited to be coacerned in the 
Confpiracy, as well as Si:epben Count de Teieli^ 
were retired to their ftrong Holds, r^olving 
to defend themfeives, font General Heifter with 
a Body of Horfe to befiege them. He tm&t 
himfelf Mafter of all the Places which bel<mgfid 
to the Counts OftenbiSSj PetrozTia^ and Barra-- 
g^tzij where he found great; Quantities ciF war- 
Tike Stores and Provifions. This dotw, he 
marched againft Count Stephtn di TeieJi^ who 
pretefted he had always been faithful to th6 
Emperor, and offered to clear himfelf by the 
Laws of Hungaiff^ but wou'd provide for his 
Defence, if no regard was had to thofe Laws«, 
%:ekeli had poffcfs^ himfelf of all the Avenues 
to his Caftle, which being on the Mountains 
was eafily kept. This obliged Ueifter to fend 
for Cannon and Infantry, and then he laid 
Siege to the Caftle of Kus^ where ^ekeli had 
fhut himfelf up. The Count died of a Difeafe 
in the beginning of the Si^ge, and left his Son 
to the Care of fome of his Friends, who en* 
deavoured to make a good Defence ; but find- 
ing they wet^c likely to be taken by Storm, the 

young 
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j. ircMHI^Count Emeric de ^ekeli^ ^ho was then 
hvR 15 Years old, made his Efcape io the 
^ Night wjth Bdrragotziy Petrvzzi^ and fome 
\ others. They retirtd to the Caftle of Licoufa^ 
vAkvc they were bcficgcd ; but they found 
nicans to make a fecond Efcape by favour of 
I \kt Night, and retired to the Caftle of Huft 
I ia J'ranfyhoHU. Count Tekeli^s Eftate was 
confifcated, and nothing but Defolation was to 
I be feen in his Country. His three Sifters wcr€ 
; brought to Vienna^ bred Catholicks, and after- 
wards married to three great Lords of the Im- 
perial Court l^ekdi not being able to forget 
the Emperor's ill' Ufage of his Father, ftaid in 
^nnfyhomia^ with fome other iieads of thd 
Makcontents^ waitmg for an Opportunity to 
be revenged. In the mean time he endeavour* 
ed to iafmijate himfelf into the good Graces 
of Prince Abagi : His Wit and extreme Va- 
lour foon diftinguiftied hinf from the other 
JLords of that Court, and. acquired him the 
Prince^ Favour, whofe chief Miniftcr he be- 
came. The Moft Chriftian Ming iipon this 
ordered the Marquefs de Louvcis to write him 
a very obliging Letter. The Coun oi jFram^ 
coold not liave cbofen a better time to favour 
the Deligns ihe had formed againft the Em* 
pire. 

Count de TekeW% being a Malecontent, atid 
•burning with a Defire of Revenge againft Ihe 
En^ror,wa$ tht beft Opportunity for her in the 
World. The Court* wanting nothing to forward 
thofe Defigns, i^nd execute his Vengeance, but 
a powerful proteftor and a confiderabie Supply 
'^' of 
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of Money r the King of France^ to make hit 
Advantage of fuch good Difpofit ions for hi$ 
Jnterefts, fent a trufty Perfon to Tekeli^ to af- 
furc him of his Protcftion, And promife him the 
Supplies he fliould have Occafioa for. He 
was given to underftand at t\\t fame time, that 
fuch Meafures were taken at the Ottoman 
Court, that he might depend upon it the Grand 
Signior wouM do the fame for him. In efFeft, 
ihc French Ambaflkdor at Conftantinople had 
obtained of the Sultan to join his Forces with 
^'tkeli^ to invade the Empire.^ On the other 
gide, the Court of France fiCpiporttd Tekeli*s 
Intereft in frinct Maffiy and by her Carefles 
and Offers got him at laft to declare ^ekeli Ge- 
neral of the Troops he fent to the Affiftance of 
|he Malecontcnts. ^ekeli reviewed them, and 
found them to be 12,000 effedive Men, be* 
fides a feparat-e Body commanded by Count 
^tkeliy hisCoufm, 

In 1678, he marched his Troops," began hi^ 
Ccffikquefts in Upper Hungary^ took feveral con- 
fiderable Town*, and was Matter of the Coun- 
try. His Succefs encouraged him to invade 
i4fWir Hungary y where he made himfelf Mar 
ftcr of L€wentz.nt2iT Strigonia or Gran. He 
ienii circular Letters to all the Inhabitants, to 
invite *em to take Arms and follow his Party, 
Xhcfe Letters, wich Tekeli*s great Reputation, 
and happy Succefs^ drew fo great a Number of 
Hungarians to him, that by the beginning of 
A^fi he had an Army of above 120,000 Men, 
not including feveral detached Parties. 

* ' ^ , 'la 
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In the mean Time the Imperial Court, tQ 
put a ftop to thefe Troubles, confented to a 
Treaty, by thf Mediation of the Archbifliop 
of Striganiaj who laboured with the Empcrort 
Minjflers to effcft it. The Grounds of Tekel^s 
and the Malecontents Complaints were then 
esamined, as alfo their Demands ; which were. 
That all Ecclefiafticks whtm tbey fufpeBedy /btttld 
ie kanijhed tie Kingdom ; nat a general Pari^m 
le- granted i That the free E^tercife of their Rg^ 
Ugiom be allowed fhm \ That their Efiates and 
•Churches he refiored^ and Permiffion granted tbem 
to chufe a Palatine of their own Nation. They 
threatened to deliver up to the Turks all the 
Cities in the Mountains of which they were 
MaAers, if what they demanded was not a- 
greed to. Thefe Articles were not all reiifhed 
by the Court of Vienna^ where the War wai 
renewed ; and Tekeli^ being puihed on by the 
Ottoman Court on one hand, and by the French 
on Ae other, was the more untra^ble* 

In the Year 1680, there was a Truce for 
two Months, and during that Time a Nego* 
tiation was fet on foot, but it came tt) nothing. 
Tekelij who had always loved the Count de 
Serini's Daughter, Widow of Prince Ragotzi^ , 
courted her for* Marriage after the Prince** 
Death, The £mperor's Minifters hearing of 
it, did thiir utmoft to crofs him in it, as in 
Afikir, which, if itfucoceded, would be very 
prejudicial to their Mailer's Interefts. His 
Dcfpair and his Love were fo great, that he. 
opered to turn Roman Cadiolick, if he might 
ittarry her. The Minifters however would not 

hear 
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hejir of itj repreftnting to- his Imperial Ma- 
jefty,^ That befides that this Marriage would 
render i'ekeli ft ill more powerful, it was to be 
feared the Priri(^efs Ragaizi would feek Means to 
revenge her Father's Death. There was after ward[3 
a Convention of the States of Hungary at Tir* 
muy to endeavour to atccommodate JiU ?arti«su 
Tekeli enraged at tb^ Emperor's refuftpg tp 
confent to his marrying the Princefs Rag^zi^ 
took hold of that time tP fhcw hijjRrfentment : 
■He faid ther^efore, that be could do imnhii^ 
without the Grand Signior*s ConfeiAt. Tht# 
Einnperor, finding he was not fie be fpgnage^, 
refclf ed to fend the Baron de KmhUz to Qofi^ 
ftaniinople^ to confer with the Grand Vizier 
concerning I'ekeli^s Excufes. The latter b^ng 
informed of Kaunitz*^ Embafly, was fo pro-i 
yoked, than without ftayirtg for the End of 
tke Truqe, h^ renewed the h^s\ pf HoftiIitj{j 
and drew near the Turkic Frontiers ; Th^ Mak.f 
contents took Arms purfbajnt tct his Exgtmplc, 
The French Minifters finding j:hej? b^d fucqeed- 
ed with Tekeli, and ftirred him. up to ^ .War» 
ff^ him againft any AccommodatiQn prQpo^'di 
by the Emperor, took care to makfe. hiyn fc* 
veral confiderable. Remittances, and the Mar- 
quefs de Louvois wrote him a Letter tp encou- 
rage him ; l^QH may . depend j(p.QM it% faysj th^i 
IVSnifter in one of, his Letters,, tbe^ Kiftg ffff 
Majier will mi lef you «^»/ any ^hipg^ If 0^4. ^ 
klejfesyour Arms in ^ejt^ Wjaryog^ ar^^pui Uh 
undertake^ againft § Prime wb^^M fk^- P^^^.

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rttkon U as a preparing the Way for you to ibe 
Sfbrttie of Hungary^ ibe ntfi CbriJUan King 
ha ordered me to affitreyM of bis powerful Pro^ 
ttBion. Count TekeU improring all thefe Ad^ 
▼antages, and fktter'd by fuch fair Hopes» be* 
gin the War, and received great Affiftanoe from 
the Turks and Tartars. He' divided his Army 
into three Bodies : One was commanded by 
Tekeliy the other by Petrozzi^ and the Third 
by Pal^. He then form'd the Defign of in* 
Tading the Emperor's Hereditary Coantriies 
three feveral Ways ; while on another Side the 
Turks entered Croatia^ command by the Baflk 
of Buda. Tekeli had this l6fcripcion on hts 
Standard. Comes Tekeli qui pro Dea & Patria 
Pugnat. 

The Imperial Court, taking into Confident* 
tion what might be the fatal Confequenccs of 
the War of Hungary^ thought fit to make new 
Advances towards an Accommodation. To 
this End, in the Beginning of the Year 1681, 
a Trace was concluded, to iaft till the Diet met 
at Oudemburg at the End of April: Tekeli was 
invited to aflift at it, but he excus'd himfelf, 
and only wrote a Letter, fign'd by himfelf and 
fix of the principal Malecontents. By this Let^ 
ter rfiey oflfercd to accept of thc'Gcncral Pardon 
on thefe Conditions, That the Liberty of Religion 
fooedd be granted them ; That their Churches 
pbUd be r^ored, together with all their Efiaies ; 
and that the Money they bad promifed the Turks, 
be paid them. The Diet lent this Letter to the 
Emperor, who made Anfwer, That he could 
not confcnt to the new Article concerning the 

Turks : 
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Turks : Of which teke^ beiftginformed^ he 
^ain took up Arms, and renew'd the War 5 i 
kit he foon ceafed his Hoftilities, alnd even, i 
propofed to return to the Obedience of the 
Emperor; , » 

The Grand Signior, at the News of the Dif- 
po(itions Tekeli had lhew*d to make his Peace 
with the Imperial Court, fent a Bafla to diffuade 
him from it ; offering to put him into Poffcf- 
fion of the Principality of Tranfylvania irtimc- 
diately after the Death of Prince Abaffi. The 
Baffa fuccceded in his Negotiations with Tekeli 
and other Chiefs of the Malecontents, who 
promifed, in the Name of the whole Kingdomi 
of Hungary^ to pay his Highneft a Tribute of 
fourfcore thoufand Crowns a Year, if he wou'd 
fend them a powerful Succour. 

In the mean while, the Court'of ^/>p»tf, wha 
was ftifFas to yielding to the Malecontents De-« 
mands, was very willing to put an End to the 
War, and being alfo taken up with the Em- 
prefs*s Coronation, concluded a Sufpenfion of 
Arms again .with Tekeli mOSober 168 r, tolaft 
till July 1682, in which Time the Count form'd 
the Projcft of beginning the War and aft- 
ing openly, as foon as the Truce between the 
Emperor and the Turks expired, which was to 
be in the Beginning of Augufi. He had an In- 
terview with the Baffa of Buda^ to confalt about 
the Motions of their Armies 5 at which Intdr-^ 
/iew he had a Guard of no lefs than three thou^ 
and Horfe. The Baffa being inform*d of his 
roming, rcfolv'd to pay him a!l the Honours 
jvhich might flatter his Ambition, and (till en- 
gage 
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engage him farther in the Grand Signior's In* 
tcrcft. To this EfFeft he ordered his Son co 
meet him at the Qatc of the City, at the Head 
of the Spahies : Tekeli entered Buda in a fort of 
Triumph \ his own troops were lodged in 
Teats on the other ^idc of the River near Peft. 
The Baffa at the Head of the Janifaries waited 
for him in the City, paid him all imaginable 
Civilities, and aiTured him of his Highnefs^s 
Favour and ProteAion. He then pray'd him 
to take off his Hungarian Bonnet, and prefented 
with one a Id'^urque^ enriched with t)iamonds : 
He alfo gave him a Sabre, a Suit of Armour, 
and Colours 5 telling him, the Grand Signior 
prefented him with all that, to give him Marks 
of his Efteem and AiFedion. The Bafla alfo, 
as from himfclf, made him a Prefent of feveral 
Horfcs richly harnefs*d •, nay, it was reported, 
he declared him King of Hungary^ put the 
Crown on his Head, and cloathed him in 
Royal Robes, in the Prefence of all the Offi- 
cers of the Garrifon, and feveral other Bafla'6, 
who had received exprefs Orders to be at Buda 
^o affift at that pompous Ceremony. Th^ In* 
(lances of the French Ambaflador at the PorUi 
contributed very miich to the Grand Signior's 
taking this Step, The Sight of a Cfpwri hid 
fach Cfiarms in it, that there needed no Vrhol-e 
to ftir up ^ekeli to a kevolt and Riling. His 
Glory would by that be at the Height of hu- 
man Greatnefs, but that was not all he- 
wanted : He loved the Princefs iiagolzi, and 
every thipg wlthbiit her came Ihort of his De- 
fircs. To .obtain her, he refolved to try the 
2 • B Emperor 
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Emperor once more, and fent his Secretary to 
Vienna to obtain Leave to marry her. The 
Emperor, who was a good Prince, and thought 
fuch a Compliance woyld bring hinato his 
Obedience, confented to what the Secretary de- 
manded in his Matter's Name. Tekeli*s Joy 
on this Occalion is not to be exprefs*d 5 he 
gave the Princefs Advice of the good News he 
had received : She came Immfediately to Mwr- 
gaiz, v/hcrt '^ekeli marry'd her with extraor- 
dinary Pomp, and garrifoned that Fortrefs and 
all that belonged to his Wife. The Emperor's 
'Condcfcenfion in the Affair of his Marriage, 
kept him quiet no longer thznjfugi^ iiSS2^ 
when he began the War in earnefl, and having 
joined thtf ufks with all his Forces, carry*d 
Terror and Defolitibn every where. To make 
the greater Noife, he coined Money, on dne 
Side of "which was ftamped this Infcription, 
Etnericus Comes Tekeli, Princeps Hungari^e j 
and on the Reverfe this. Pro Deo^ pro Pntria^ 
(^ pro TJbertate. In the next 'Month' he fent a 
Deputation to Vienna^ which was looked on as 
Lightning before Thunder. His Deputies pre- 
fented a Memorial to his Imperial -Majefty, 
wherein ^^ekeli and all the * Malecontents pro- 
teilled, ^hey would not he dnfwer able for 'the Ca- 
lamities the War might caufe^ for that they had 
no other Intention hut to prejerve the Liberty and 
Privileges of Hungary ; the exaSi Ohfervation 
itf which the Emperor fwore to at his Coronatton. 
Tekeli then fummoned a Dyet, which met in 
January 1683, at Cajfovia^ where an Aga was 
prefcnt to take care of the Intercft of the O/- 

tomatt 
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ftt^j« Court, and afiafla affiftcd at it on the Part 
of the Grand Signior -, icvcral Hungarian Lords, 
who were faithful to the Emperor, were alfir 
prefent' to prevent the dangerous Effefts of 
fekdi*^ Menaces : The latter declared in the 
Dyct hi^ Engagements with the Porte^ which 
he faid,. he copld not depart from : Thd' he 
continued to block up all the Fortreflcs which 
remained in the Emperor's Qbedience in Upper 
Hungaryy and to feize all the Paffcs, yet he 
pretended to thofe Lords who were againft the 
Revolt, that he only defired reafonable Condi- 
tions from the Imperial Court, which he might 
doubtlcfs have had \ but he foon Ihewcd that 
his Intention was for War, preparing to put his 
Projcfts concerted witfi. the 4'urks and French 
in Execution. The Grand Vizier having pafs'd 
the SdWy encamped ne^r Effeck\ and there 
Tekeliy paflling the Danube ,at Falkowar^ came 
and joined him. A Chiaux Baffa, attended by 
the Spahilar Aga, and feveral other Aga*s, 
whom Maurice Cordate^ the Grand Siguier's 
chief Interpreter, ferved in that Quality, met 
him three 'Leagues from the Camp. One hun- 
dred and twenty of the Vifier's DcUi*s waited 
on him, to offer him their Service, afTuring 
him^'twas by the Vizier's Commands that they 
attended him to receive his ; fo he put himfelf 
at their Head, and thus proceeded to the Turks 
Canip: Firft marched 150 Huffars well mount- 
ed, with Ttumpets and Drums, one of them 
bearing a blue Standard, wherein was wrought 
an* Arm in Gold holding a naked Sword, and 
Tekehh Name about it. There was bcfides a 
<!r B 2 red 
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red Standard and others. Then came fix Ipd 
Horfes, followed by 150 Hungarian Gentle^? 
jtnen, as well Proteftants as Catholicks, led by 
Count Humanai. After thefe came a Cornet, 
followed by feveral Hungarians and Turks mia- 
gled together, their feveral Saddle Horfes led 
by Hungarian Grooms : And behind thefe was 
Sr^^^// himfelf on a Horfe richly caparifoned, 
which the Vizier had fent him : He was en- 
compaffed by fix Perfons with Tyger Skins on 
their Backs, cloathed after the Hungarian man-^ 
ner, in grey Cloth edged with Gold Lace, and 
a long Plume of JFeathers on their Bonnets. 
After that came his Coach with fix Heydukcs 
at each Door, drefs'd in red Silk faced up with 
Orange, and JPlumes in their Bonnets. There 
was another Coach and two Calalhes, followed 
by a Standard at the Head of a Company of 
Heydukes well cloath*d and arm^d. At laft 
came a Troop of Horfe, which with the pre- 
ceding Attendants made the Number of four 
hundred. 

Tekeli in this Order went up to the Vizier's 
Tent, who treated him and all his Train with 
Caftans -, he alfo prefented him with a Velt 
facM up with Ermin, made up of a StufF with 
little filver Flowers on a red Ground. After 
which he was conducted to a Tent prepared for 
him, furroUnded with feveral others for the No- 
bility that followed him. Such was Tekeli^s 
Reception in Prefence of the Emperor's Envoy, 
to fliew how much the Porie fet.a Value on the 
Head of the Malecontents : He had feveral 
ConferencoK with the Gran^ Vizier concerning 
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the Defigns to be executed in concert, and by 
■him in particular. As foo(i as he arrived, he 
, publiflied a Manifefto, cxhorring all the Hun- 
garians who loved their Country to fide with 
him, telling them, The Grand Signior 'Would 
receive all into bis ProteHion who embraced the 
Party -of the Makcontents \ and that he would 
maintain their Religion and Privileges ; hut no 
garter Jbottld be given tofuchas refufed tofuh- 
mit. The Hungarians being always inclinable 
to revolt, this Manifefto made fuch an Impref- 
fion on them, that feveral Cities opened their 
Gates to the Malecontents •, but fincc Vienna 
was the Objcft of Tekeli^s and the Grand Vi- 
zier's Ambition, and the chief Aim of their 
Conquefts, we ftiall, from the beft Information 
we cou*d get, fpeak of both the City and the 
Siege. 

Vienna is the Capital of Aujlria^ fituate on 
the Danube. The Emperor Maximilian the 
Firft, refolving to make it the Place of his Re- 
fidence, about ihe Year 1500, contributed very 
much to its Embelliftiment. Before the laft 
Siege, the Suburb of Leopoldjiadt was almoft as 
fine as the City itfelf. The ftately 5^^/ j Church, 
and the Houfe of the favourita^ were diftin- 
guifhed by their Beauty : The Palaces of the 
frhief Lords of the Imperial Court were fo ma- 
ny Ornaments to it-, all which were reduced to 
Afties in the Siege J am about to fpeak of. The 
Cathedr^ Church of St. Stephen is famous for 
its Tower, one of the moft remarkable in the 
World : So prodigious is its height, that one 
may at the Top of it fee eafily over a good 
'*^ B 3 Part 
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Part of Jujlria ; the Architedure is of a fur-» . 
prizing Beauty. The Church of Notre Dame 
is alfo very confiderable for its admirable Ar- 
chitefture. The Fortifications of this City con- 
fift of twelve Baftions. On the 25th of 5^p- 
tember^ 15*^9^ Soliman II. befiegcd it with an 
Army of 200^600 Men, and had fo gQod aiv 
Opinion of his Enterprizc, that he boafted 
he'd be Mafter of it as foon as his Artill^^fy 
arriv'd, that was then on the Danube : But the 
Governor of Preshurg deceived his Hopes j for 
having pointed the Cannon of his Fort on the 
Banks of the River, he funk S$liman*s Artil- 
lery. The Grand Signior not being able to 
bitter Vienna as he intended, refolved to pro- 
ceed by Mine^, and gave two general Aflkults, 
but his Men were both times rcpulfed. His 
ill Succcfs at thefe two Attacks, and the Ap- 
proach of Charles V. who advanced towards 
him by flow Marches, obliged him to retire, 
mortally grieved that he had done no more 
with fo numerous an Army. Since that time 
Vienna has been fortified as it is now. The 
Fortifications are not indeed regular i but the 
abundance of its Baftions, the Convenience of 
the Danube for tranfporting of Stores, and the 
great Number of the Inhabitants, fupply other 
Defefts, Befides, the Danube forms the Ifle of 
Prater at its Gates, where an Army may ad- 
vantageoufly encamp, to cover it. 

We come now to the Siege it fuftained in 

1683. We have feen how Tekeli had joined 

the Grand Vizipr, and by the Plan they had 

drawn they divided the ^oils of the Empire 

6 between 
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them. Such Succefs had their Arms met with, 
fekeli was looked upon as King of Hungary j 
and the Grand Signior as Mafter of Germany. 
The Turks Asmy was above 200,000 ftrong 
when it entered Aujiria. The Dqke of Lo^ 
rain having Notice of their March, feared fo 
formidable an Army might furround him. His 
Body of Troops not being able to relift fo ma- 
ay Enemies, he reiolved. to retire under the 
GuinoQ of yienna, and poft himfelf between 
the Raab and Rabwitz^ for the Defence of the 
City. After this Motion he thought fit to 
encamp in the Ifle of Tabory near the Bridges 
of Vienjiay where he had Advice that the 
Enemy's whole Army marched towards Jliem^ 
hurgb. The Conftcrnation the Emperor and 
all the Imperial Court were then in, is eafily 
to be imagined, whereas that of France were 
in extreme Joy. The French Minifters faw 
with Pleafure the EfFefts of their Negotiations 
with the Porte and Cqpnt l^ekelij which had 
coft immenfe Sums. They were in the greater 
Hopes of the Infidels Succefs, confiding in a 
vaft Number of French Officers and Ingineers, 
who ferved the I'urks and Tiekeli. The French 
King had an Army on the Rbiney to awe the: 
Princes of the Empire, and prevent their fend- 
ing Succours againfi: the Infidels. The Em- 
peror finding his Affairs in fofad aPofture, bad 
recourfe to the Counfel of all his Minifters j 
who affembling on this Occafion, were of Opi- 
nion his Imperial Majefty (hould retire with his 
whole Court to the other Side of the River, 
that they njight not fall into the Hands of the 

B 4 Infidels. 
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Infidels. All the Carriages that could be found 
were employed in tranfporting Perfons and 
Equipages. The Houfes and chief Palaces 
were abandoned, with all the rich Furniture 
and Provifions that were in them. What a fad 
Sight was it. to fee the Emperor quitting ^z- 
enna? What Floods of Tears did it occafion ? 
He ieft that City the 7th of July^ 1683, ac- 
company'd with the two Empreffes, the Arch- 
dukes and Archdutcheffes ; on whom the La- 
dies of the Court attended in Tears, and the 
Pomp looked like that of a Funeral. Never 
was the Empire in fo deplorable a Condition ; 
its Fate depended oh the Defence of Vienna^ 
and the Succefs of thofc Princes Arms who 
marched tp her Relief. 

The Imperial Court removed the firft Day 
to Cronenberg^ two or three Miles fromTi>»»^. 
Above 605OOO Perfons went out of the City the 
fame Day : However, without reckoning the 
Garrifon, 'twas thought there* remained alike 
Number of Men able to bear Arms, who re- 
folved to perifti in the Defence of their Coun- 
try. The Emperor removed farther off to 
LintZi and the Duke of Lorain entered Vi- 
€nna\ with a Body of 10,000 Men; where he 
immediately fet Men to work on the Fortifi- 
cations, and gave Dircdlions for the Conduft of 
the Befieged, if the Infidels, as was expe<3:ed, 
ihould lay Siege to xi. On the lith they began 
to burn the Suburbs, which they continued all 
the next Day, and it was fiirprizing to fee with 
y^hat Intrepidity and Uflconcern the Burghers 
fet fire to their Houfes. On the 14th the 

Turks- 
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^urks opened the Trenches on the Side of the 
Imperial Gate, where they took Poll in fpite 
of the great Fire from the Cannon of the 
Gity. 

The next Day the Duke of Lorain taking 
with him the Horfe and Dragoons, went out of 
the Town, and encamped on the other Side of 
the Bridges, leaving all the Foot with the Go- 
vernor, Count Slaremiergj to defend. the City. 
The Turks then poffcffcd themfelvcs of the 
Taiar^ and inviiled it on all Sides, The Pa- 
laces of thp Great Lords and the Houfe of the 
Favowfi*a were foon fet on Fire, with the 
3|l?<oie Suburb of Leopolftadt^ by the Infidels ; 
who filled it with Janizaries, when the Ruins 
were cold enough to receive them j the Duke 
of Lorain could now neither fend News to the 
befieged, nor receive it from them : And to 
add to their Misfortunes, the Scots Church took 
Pire, that (lately Building was confumed, and 
the Flames ftretched towards the Arfcnal, 
where were all their warlike Stores.. The 
Powder was hurried away, but the Wind blew 
the Fire on three adjoining Palaces, which 
were reduced to Alhes. This dreadful Acci- 
dent was attributed to a Boy of ftxteen Years of 
Age, becaufe he. was found difguifed like a 
Girl : The People enraged, tore him immedi- 
ately in Pieces ; and this occafioned that the 
Truth of the Faft could not be dil covered. 
Had the Fire taken the Arfenal, a Way had 
been made for the Turks to enter the City with- 
out any Obftaclc. 

TV 
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The Duke of Lorain fent a Spy inta the 
Town, who had the good Fortune* to crofs the 
four Arms of the Danube without being fiir- 
prized by the Turks Guards : He carry'd Let- 
ters about his Neck for the Governor, which 
informed him he fhould fopn he relieved by- 
Troops which arrived daily from -all theCirclea 
of the Empire, and the King of Polandy who 
was on the March to that Purpofe with a Body 
of an Army. The Turks in the mean while 
loft no time, firing perpetually on the Baftion 
of the Daniik ; their Fire being fo fierce, that 
with Bullets, Bombs and Grenadoes, they beat 
down the Churches and Houfes, that appeared 
above the Place ; notwithftanding which, the 
People went daily to Chqrch, to imptore the 
Divine Help, and the Preachers, with a pioua 
Zeal, exhorted them to Repentance and Perfr- 
verance. 

The jjthof J«/y, the Befiegers Works were 
advanced as far as the Counterfcarp, atid the 
Turks approached fo near the Befieged, that 
they fought often with the Palifadoes they tore 
up; in which Sort of Battle a new Invention 
was made ufe of, contrived by Count "Vaun : 
The Turks Heads were drawn between the Pa- 
lifadoes by long Crook?, and then cut off with 
Scythes, ftuck in the End of Poles : And fom^- 
times three or four Turks Heads were caught 
together by this Machine. The Siege was vi- 
goro^f!y cirried on by the infidels, and the 
Town as vigoroufly defended by the Chrifti- 
ans; on the nth of September^ the Auxiliary 
Troops advanced^ and appeared in very fine 

Order, 
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Order, <» the Mountain of Kalemberg. The 
bcficged, at the fight of their Deliverers, made 
ihc Earth tremble with fhouts of Joy, which 
were taken as a Freiage of triumph. The next 
Day, the King of Poland^ dc fired before the 
Battle to implore the Divine AfTiftance, went 
to the Chapel of St. Leopold^ accompanied by 
the Duke of Lorain. His Majefty heard Mafs, 
and to ihcw his Zeal, wou*d even ferve it. In 
doing which, he held his Arms extended ftill 
crofs-wjfe, and lifted towards Heaven, except- 
ing in thofe Moments, wherein, the Capuchin, 
who officiated ilood in need of his Afliftance. 
After theKii^ had communicated, and received 
Benedidlion, which was at the fame time given 
to the whole Chriftian Army, he rofe and faid 
aloud, IFe may now march a^aivji our Enemies 
with entire Confidence^ that God will afftft us. 
His Majefty's Piety, and his (hort Speech, fo 
animated all that were about him, that Orders 
were immediately given, for the Army to dc- 
fcend the Mountain, which they did wich a Re- 
folution not to be cxpreffed, and marched to 
the Combat. The I'urh Camp was prefcntly 
forced ; and after having, for fome time, re- 
fifted the Attacks of the Chriltians in jr, the 
Infidels retired to the other Side of tht Danube^ 
to avoid a total Defeat. They retreated lb pre- 
cipitately, that they abandoneri at the Grand 
Vizier's Qy^t/tcr the Standard of the Oucman 
Empire, arid the Horfe Tails, the Infignia of 
his Pignity. The greateft Part of their Equi- 
page was left in their Camp; all their warlike^ 
Scores, Provifions and Artillery, conlifting of 

180 
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180 Gannon and Mortars. The Ghriftiatis loft 
in this Battle very few PerfoDS of Diftinftion ; 
* as only the Prince de Croyj the Count de Traut- 
manfdorf^ and young Poto/ki^ Captain of a 
Trotop of Hujfars. The Duke of Lorain hav- 
ing formed the Plan for the March of the Army 
to purfue the Viftory and improve it, held the 
Troops in a rcadinefs, and then conferred with 
the King of Poland^ who thinking the Forces 
had been too much fetigued, and wanted Eafe 
and Refrefhment, was for making fome fmall 
ftay to that End : Accordingly he entered the 
City of Vienna^ where he was received as their 
Deliverer the 13th of the fame Month ; *twas 
obferved, that among the Artillery the Turks 
had abdndon-d, there were feveral Pieces of 
Cannon, which were marked with the Arms of 
the Emperor Ferdinand I. and Rodolfus II. 
Gne may eafily imagine, what Joy the Impe- 
rial Court was in on the Defeat of the Turkijh 
Army. Never Revolution was more tranfport- 
ing and furprizing. As foon as the Emperor 
heard of it, he embarked with his whole Court, 
and came to Vienna^ with all poflible Dili- 
gence. On the f4th of September he made his 
Entry am id ft the loud Acclamations of the 
People, who rejoyced to fee their Sovereign. 
He firft viewed the Enemy^s Works, and then 
c2iu(tdTe Deum to be fung by the Bifhop of 
Newftadt^ with all the Pomp and Solemnity 
fuch a Viftory deferved. 

The Archbifliop of Vienna made one Re- 
mark, putting the Emperor in mind of a 
Circumftance which had happened at the Siege 

of 
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of Vienna^ by Soliman^ Anho 1529. The 
Burghers obtained of the Sultan, chat he would 
not fire upon the Cathedral Churchy and they 
out of Gratitude had a Half Moon engraved 
on the top of the Tower, with a Star^ which 
are the Arms of the Ottoman Empire, That 
Prelate reprefented to the Emperor, that the 
Turks not having had that Deference at this 
Si^e, 'twas fcandalous for the Chriftians any 
longer to fulFer fuch a Monument of their Com- 
pliance with Infidels ; and that he thought it 
would be proper to put a Crofs there, inftead 
of a Crefcent. His Imperial Majefty approving 
of the Archbifhop's Thought, 'twas executed 
that very Day. The King of Poland having 
caus'd the EKvifion of the rich S(poi!s of the 
Ottomans to be made, fent the next Day the 
Great Chancellor of his Kingdom to the Em- 
peror, to offer him a Part. Among other 
Things found in the Grand Vizier's Tent, was 
a Standard borne before him as the Mark of 
his Dignity. 

His Majefty, as a Tokeil of his Piety and 
Zeal for the Holy See, fent the Abbot Denbof 
at the fame time to Rome^ to prefent the Pope 
with the Standard of the famous Mabomety the 
moft fhining Mark of his Triumph. Upon it 
was embroidered thefe Words in Arabick Let- 
ters : La illabe ilia alia, Mebemet Reful allab : 
Which in our Language (ignifies, There's na 
other God but God alone^ and M^ikomtt fent by 
God. On the other Side were embroidered other 
Arabick Charafters, fignifying. May it pleafe 
God So afftfi us with his fowerful Help i *tis he 

who 
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wluf has placed a profound Sluiet in the Hearl of 
ibe Faithful J to ftrengtben their Faith. 

We have feen *cwas the King of Poland'^s 
Succours, which contributed mbft to relieve 
the Emperor, when in fo miferable a Condition. . 
The Moft Chriftian King, the greatcft'Whcel * 
in the Motion of the Turkijb Machine, had 
committed a mighty Fault in Politicks. The 
Queen of Pclandy a Frenebwoman by Nation, 
had defired that Monarch to make her Father, 
the M arquefs ^-^ry«itfB, a Duke and Peer, and 
was fo enraged at her being rcfufed, that, in 
cffed, *twas flie Who engaged the 'King her 
Huiband to march to the Relief of Fienna : 
"Which produced fo happy a Revolution, that 
from that Moment, the Afliirs of the Empire 
changed Face, and the King of France became 
fenfible of his Error. 

^fter the Siege of Vienna was ralfed, and 
the Turks retired, the King of Poland reflefted 
on the fatal Confcquences of the War in Hun- 
gary : He found the Caufe of all the Miferies, 
which had threatened the Empire with Ruin, 
was the Emperor's Quarrel with Count 9^ekeli ; 
wherefore he propofed his Mediation to accom- 
modate the Differences with the Malccontents, 
whofe Pretenfions were reduced to five prin- 
cipal Heads* 

1. T'he Prefer vation of their Privileges. 

2. The Liberty of Religion. 

• 3. The Reflitution of the confifcated Eftates. 
4. To declare Count Tekeji a Prince. 

And, 
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And, 5. To^anl bim the CountrUs of which 

Hopes 'ix^re given him formerly. 

But the Duke of Lorain^ ivho was rather 
fcH* ending Matters by the Sword^ than by 
Treaty, t)ppo&d it. He reply *d, the only Way 
for^hiiXLtohaire the Emperor's Favour, would 
•fceiio quit the Party of the Turksy and to have 
Tccourfc to his Clemency. So that thefe Cob- 
dttidns were rejedted ; and the King of Poland 
would meddle no cnore with the Matter. How- 
ever, though this Negotiation had np efieA, it 
rendered Count Tekeli fufpeAed at the Portia 
as if he had InteHigence with the Enemy, in- 
fottnocfa^that his Difgrace was Calked of, and he 
had footi felt the ill EfFeds of the Sultan's Jea- 
ioufy;had he not likea goodPolitician,prevent!ed 
the Storm, by going iVr^^l'iyi/^ to Adrianople zt 
the latter End of the Year 1683, demanding 
Audience of the Grand Signior : And, obtain- 
ing it, he declared at firft to his Highnefs, 
that he broi^ht him his Head, and would ra- 
ther lofe it, thap be expofed to the Calumny of 
his Enemies, and the Difgrace of his Pro* 
xx&ox. 

The boldnefs Ttkeii Ihewcd on this Occafion, 
\ reftored him to the Sultanas good Graces, who 
from that Time thought all the Misfortunes 
which had happened at, and after the Siege of 
Vienna^ ought to be imputed to his Vizier's ill 
Conduft, He permitted Tekeli to return, af- 
furing him of his Prote<5i;ion, and promifcd 
him newSupply. Thus he became an infepa- 
rable Ally of the Turks^ and kept up the Party 

of 
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of the Male(!:ontents in Hungary^ Of which he 
was always the Chief. 

After the raifing the Siege of Vienna^ it was 
refolved hot tcT givp the ^urks Time to recoHedt 
themfelves. The Projeft was laid to redact 
the mbft important Fortreffcs in Hungary. And 
the next Year, 1684^ Prince Eugene of Savey 
^ain diftinguiflied himfelf, as we ihall. fee at 
the Sieges of GraA and Buda. The Infidels in 
the Month of yuney advanced towards BuJa^ 
tinder the Command of Kara Hajfan Ogten^ who 
had been made Grand Vizier ; but being flow 
in his March, the Duke of Lorain prevented 
him, and befieged Gran^ which after atefolute 
Defence was fuVrendered to him. Tjxen the 
Imperialijts attacked Vicegrad bctow Gran^ to 
hinder the Infidels fuccouring NewhaufeL The. 
Town and Caftle were taken in two Days, , be- 
ing unprovided with Neceflaries, which was 
occafioned by the C^nfufion that .happened On 
the Grand Vizier^s Death. 

Near IFeitzen the Imperialifts mkt with a 
confiderable Bady of the Turksy whom they 
engaged and defeated. Upoo which that 
Place on the other Side of the Danube^ where 
the River forms the Ifle of St. Andrew^ was 
mafter^d^and 500 Turks made Prifoners of War. 
From thence the Chriftians marched to Pig^, 
over-againft Buda^ which the Turks ^ not being 
able to keep, burnt 5 then ruined the Fortifi- 
cations, and abandoned it; The Imperialifts^ 
endeavoured to put out the Fire, and fome 
Troops were left ta repair the Foptificatioftt,^ 
bccaufe Pe& might favour' the Siege of Buda^

if *twas undeitafcen : But the Cannoa.'of ^this 
laft Place made fuch a continual Krc v n the 
Chriftians,. thac they we/e fopced to leave the 
&rmcr. *• • ■ . • • ' -J , . »»r 

The Sieges of Buda anri Newbau/kl ^ex ri^ 
foivcd on in the Beginning of the Campaign, 
-diat by being Matters of thofe two impdrtant 
-Fortreffc&r the'Rebels TOight be driven pnt of 
ail their Faftneflcs. Buda^ that was agreed up- 
on to be firft bcfieged, is famous foe having 
been the antient Refidence of the Kings ^of 
Hungary % -fatned alio for two or three Siegies; 
ibut had th^n never beeci . taken by the Chrifti- 
aiis, fince &?//«flw . made himfelf Matter of- it 
in 1541, yet *twas . ill 'forfrfy'd, being only 
flanked with old Towers, without any Baflions ; 
fa that there wds nothing buti ftrong Garrifon, 
tliatooa'd'have made ihpe! taking of it difficult 
to an able GeocraJ,' well' provided for a Siegfe. 
*Twas now fdll of all Sorts of warlike Scores, 
and hadin ka^jarrifoaof 10,000 »Mcn, com- 
manded by five Bafla's. The Duke of 'Lorain y 
having »laid a Bridge of Boats over-agaiKft the 
Ifle of St. jindrm)^ pafsM hir Army over it the 
lorfi of Jidy: He had ^aVce pafa'd, before 
he was attacked by fome %crki(h Troops. Prince 
Eugene^ at the Head of the.*. Iraperialifis^ char- 
,ged the Enemy fo a pfvp$i^ that he forced them 
^ retire with great Difadvantage, not having 
fordcen that all the Imperial Army was there; 
fo the l«a»r marched diresftly to Buda :tx> be- 
iiege it.- The lurh^ at their Approach, fct 
iirc xo the lower Town, and retired to the 
higher, which is defended by a good Caftlc, 
and is much ftronger than the other. The ^ 
q C Trenches 
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Tre?flchc$ were opened the 14th of July^ Bat- 
teries were at the fame time raifed, and the 
Place attacked with Vigour : But Kara Mebe- 
met J Bafla of Buda^ being one of the befl: Of- 
ficers in the Turkijh Empire, made all imagin- 
able Refiflance. The whole Garrifon were alfo 
refolved to defend themfelves to the laft Extre- 
mity, and fatigued the Imperial Army by fre- 
quent Sallies. Prince Eugene, who was attetir 
tive to all that paffed, gave, in the mean time 
Proofs of his Intrepidity on all Occafions. He 
was every where, and expofed himfelf to the 
greatefl Dangers. His Generofity made him 
beloved by the Soldiers 5 he had acquired the 
Efteem of the Duke of Lorain, and the other 
Generals ; and gave an Example of heroick 
Valour, in the Battle that was foon after fought 
by the Serafquier, who marched inftead of the 
Vizier to the Relief of the Place. 

This Serafquier, encouraged by the vigorous 
Defence the Garrifon of Buda made, formed a 
Defign to raife the Siege, or to throw Succours 
into the Place. To this End he got together 
near 20,000 Men. The Duke of Lorain con- 
fidering of what Importance it was to prevent 
him, thought fit to attack him, even in his 
Intrcnchments. He therefore, leaving almoft 
all his Foot before Buda to continue the Siege, 
took with him all his Horfe, i6ooHufrars, 
and a few Foot, and, marching all Night, by 
Day-brc& came up with the Ottoman Army, 
on the 2ift of July. The Serafquier, without 
ftaying to be forced, quitted his Trenches, and 
the two Armies came to an Engagement. Prince 
Eugene was at the Head of the Troops, and 

en- 
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encouraging them by his Example, led them 
to the Enemy. The Viftory was for a long 
time doubtful, but declared at laft for the Im- 
perialifts. The Infidels were then forced to 
yield the Field of Battle, and all their Ba^^age 
to the Chriftians ; but did their utmoll in this 
Route to favc their Artillery. During thcfc. 
TranfaAions, Prince Lewis of Baden^ with thci 
Regiment of Goffe^ and Prince Eugene at- 
the Head of the Regiment of Savoy ^ purfued 
them to take their Artillery. The Prince 
drove them for above a League, and attacked 
them with fuch Valour, that they forced them 
to abandon all. The Duke of Lorain^ tranf- 
ported at the Succefs of his Imperial Majefty's 
Arms, in this Battle with the Serafquier, wrote 
to the Emperor in fuch Terms, as fhewed that 
Prince Eugene had a very great ihare in the 
Viftory. Which made the Generals conceive 
new hopes of reducing Buda. The Eleftor of 
Bavaria^ advancing with the Army he com- 
manded, formed a new Attack. Befides 
which, the Duke of Lorain received a new 
Reinforcement of the Troops of Suabia. The 
Serafquicr having rallyed his broken Army, 
and enqreafed it with Reinforcements, avoided 
coming to a fecond Engagement. He con- 
tented himfelf with drawing the Siege out into 
Length, by the Alarms he gave the Imperia- 
lifts. In the mean time, notwithftanding all ' 
the Difpofitions that favoured the Reduftioa of 
the Place, which already had coft many Men, 
they were forced to raife the Siege. The 
i:urks^ who were excellent Defenders of Places, 
did Wonders in this. Prince Eugene^ who al- 
C 2 ways 
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ways was f<^remoft in Peril, wlas- wounded in 
tfie Arm m th*f T/eneheSi He: looked on Str 
aV the firft FriSks of the War, and was fo lar 
fWnn( being diiKearferied, it ferved 'only to ani-i 
liiafe-him th^ 'more' in the Chace of GloryY 
Ab^yg- 20,o0d' M^hdy'd before this Town 'by;' 
the Enemy ^Ad^Si^^ and an^bftg thfefe'66o 

Offic6?i;" aiid 150 Vdiunteers;- '/^he Campaignj; 
whicH'Was fa' Trppefiil in the * beginning, hadr 
ifot* arrfwerable'Su'ccefs ift the Efid.' 'Twas he-^ 
ceffary to; ky a h«w -Plan for the War in 
Nimgary v ^ttd^IHe -Defence of Buda fhewed the 
^urks were noF.to be defpifed: If the Mald^* 
contertts ;nju(t Be driven 'otit of thdr Hold*, 
tfi^e muft 'b^ -greater Armies to d<3; it. AikI 
the [Duke of 2k?rt7/>f, with other Gfficers, find- 
ing ^heir Forces too weak to undertake any 
tKifig'elfe that Campaigrt, retufhed to Vitn- 
nay to cbn-cert the Operations 6f thfe next. 
'' It h^s been faid before that the Duke of L(?- 
f^^/»^^r6te a Letter to. the Emperor, wherein 
he mightily' ex^Hed Prince Eugene's Bravery. 
*Tis cafy therefor^ to imagine, how that Prince 
wasTecetved at his Return to the Court of Fr- 
enna Jfom this Campaign. His Imperial Ma- 
]6fty carefsM him on all Occafions : HisEflreem 
of him was the greater, *for that ^twas grounded 
dn the Zeal he had^ (hewn for his Service ; and 
the Emperor being a good Jtidge of- 'Merit, 
forefaw Prince Eugene would one Day be a 
great Captain, and perhaps the Reftorer of the 
Glory of the Empire'. S6 from tliat time he 
rofe daily in the Favour of that Court, and all 
his future Campaigns were fo many new Steps 
by which he was advanced to the- firft Military 
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Offices. If he poflcffed the Emperor's gpod 
Graces, his good Breeding and Civility ixijide 
him betov^ by all the Lords of the Courts ,and 
diftinguiflied him from ail the other Generals. 

The Truce which the moft Chriftian K^ng 
had made with his Imperial Majefty, gave 
Peace to France ; and now the Prince ^e Tu- 
reunej Nephew to the Marefchal of that NAme;, 
the liuke de Cr^fui^s Son, the Prince of CcwiSy 
the Prince Je la Roche Sur-Tgn his Brother, and 
fome other Lords of the French Court, arriircd 
zi Vienna. Nothing could be more fplendid 
than the Court of thefc t^rinces, who, to avoid 
a Life of Ina6i:iofl at home, and through ^ 
Thirft of Glory to fignalizc themfjplves in thjp 
War with the Infidels, came to Prince Eugene^ 
and the Princes de Commerci and Vauiemantj 
their old Friends. The three laxter being al- 
ready in the Emperor's Service, contributed 
very much to make the others known at thie 
Imperial Court \ and the Emperor conceived 
the greater Idea of, the reft, by what he knew 
of Prince Eugene. Their Liberality and tfip 
great Expence they lived 3t in Vimna^ gained 
them the Love of the People 5 thefe French 
Princes'diftinguiihing tbemfclves from all the 
great Lords of the Court by their Gcnerofity, 
the Luftre of their Train, and the Magni- 
ficence of their Equipages. 

We conic.now to the Campaign qf 1685, 
which was very fortunate to the Emperor's 
Arms. The Siege of Buia was again debated 
Ml the Councils of War, at which all the Of- 
nazals affifted j but the Majority was for th^t 
of Newbauftk to ftraiten..aUth€ otheY Places 
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in Upper Hungary. Thither therefore the Im- 
perial Army was ordered to march : It confiftcd 
of 60,000 Men, old Troops of the Empire, 
commanded in chief by the Duke of Lorairt. 
The Eleftor of Bavarians Prefence was gene- 
rally wifhed for, he having fignall:ied himfelf 
eminently in the laft Campaign j but Love 
then had taken him from War, and he was 
bufy at Vienna^ celebrating his Nuptials with 
the Archdutchefs, the Emperor's Daughter. 
This Army was one of the fineft that had ever 
appeared in Hungary j befides that there was 
no want of Generals, the Princes of France 
made each an Appearance equal to the greateft 
General. Of thefe Prince Eugene was moft 
confidered, his prudent Condudt having ac- 
quired him the general Elteem of the whole, 
Army ; and while the other Princes ferved as 
Volunteers, he was at the Head of a good Re- 
giment of Horfe. Newbaufel had been in 
the Turks Power ever fince the Year 1663. 
To. befiege it with the more Advantage, 'twas 
thought neceflary to attempt the taking of 
Novigrady by which the Communication be- 
tween Newhau/el and Buda would be cut oflF. 
But that Fortrefs was fo extraordinary well 
provided, and the Roads by which the Ar- 
tillery muft pafs fo impradticable, that the De- 
fign on Novigrad was laid afide. The Turks 
feeing the Chriftians approach, made a Sally 
with a confiderable Body of Horfe and Jani- 
faries. The French Princes, eager to fhew their 
Talour, took hold of this Opportunity, and 
rulhing too far among the Infidels, were fur- 
founded by thtm, who gave Quarter to none. 
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The Doke of Lorain feeing the Danger they 
were in, ran to their Succour, and difcngaged 
them from it, but not without Difficulty. TTiis 
Aftion taught thofc young Lords to know the 
Turks better, and they were more circumfpeft 
afterwards. 

Nmfbottftt was invefted the i6th of July : 
The Trenches were opened, and the Works 
carry'd on with great Refolution ; but the 
Turks defended themfelves fo well, that 'twas 
above a Month before there were any hopes of 
caking it. The Serafquier, to improve this 
Time, and confidering the Importance of the 
Place, made fcveral Motions in view. To 
draw the Imperialifts from before Newbaufeiy 
he formed the Delign of befieging Vicegrad 
and Gran^ not doubting but the Chriflian 
Army would come to relieve thofe two For- 
trefles. To this End he marched his Army, 
confiding of 60,000 Men, over the Danube^ 
and attacked Vicegrad: He took the lower 
Town by Storm immediately, and forced the 
Caftie to furrender on Articles not long after. 
This Succefs encouraged him to attack Gran^ 
efpecially having Notice *twas not provided 
for a Siege ; and indeed the Imperials ffs fo little 
expefted one, that Lieutenant-Colonel Strajfen 
had hardly Time to throw himfelf into the 
Place to defend it. The Duke of Lorain ob- 
fcrving the Vigilance of the Turks ^ and fear- 
ing the Serafquier might carry the Place \t\ a 
few Days, and afterwards fall upon him with 
all his Troops, thought beft to prevent the 
Lofs of Gran^ or rifk a Battle, before the Im- 
perial Army was fatigued by the Siege of Nev;-^ 
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bmf4'' He therefore lefc Cotint Cofmra tp 
carry on the Siege with about 20,000 Men, 
gaffed the D^;!i«fe the i8th of jfygufi over twc^ 
Bridges he cayfed to be laid ^ Cjam^rra^ and 
adv^Bcqd with 40,090 Men towards Gr^«, h^ 
orde> of Battle. The Diike of Bavaria^ who. 
hj^i.^^fifr the Arms of the^ Archdutchcfs, his 
Bride, TO (hare the Glory of the Campaign 
with the Duke of Lorain^ was .by this time 
arj-ived in the Army, and put himfelf at the 
H/SfLd of -his Troops. All the frgucl; Princes, 
haftened thither, to be prefent at theAftion,- 
which^ was impatiently expefted with the In- 

' Tl^e Serafquier, at-^he ApproacJi. of the Jm- 
perialifii^ came out of his Lines, and put 
himfqlf ♦ in order of Battle, refqlving, by a 
Comjb^fA to endeavour to fave Nca/haufd. He 
hadr made Choice of a very advantageous 
Camp.: -He polled his Army between a Moun- 
tain co^^ered wi;h a thick Wood and a Morafs ; 
which Poft being, inacceffible, xh^.lmperialijis 
cGiuld never have compelled him to fight, had. 
they 'not ufcd . a Feint. They gave out they 
\fer<: but 20,000 Men,- and feemedtp retire in, 
Confufion •, after having fecured their Baggage 
a(id Ar2;illery. They retired thus a League^ 
Wihere tAt) Wi4^<g o^.;t]>e Army being covered, 
on, one Sidp by therpamt^e, and. on the other 
hyMop'^^i^Rinsi th^y ;cayld.6ght without fear of 
b^ii>g furtpunc^ed. .H-ere thqy drew up in' 
Qjitx^lia, expelling 'the* ^l^^r/^j* ';.'^ha, Sera^quier 
feeing them retreat with fo muQh .precipit^r.. 
tionl Cf^me out. of his ftrong Camp^ .d^fignipg^ 
to-:pflflue.and attack the Chrillians.. PI? marchTd- 
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all Nigfet with extreme Diligence, and the 
next Morning found himfelf at Day-break in 
Prcfencc of the ^pcrial Army ranged in Bat- 
talia. The Duke, of Lhrain -commanded the 
Right Wing, having under him Prince TTal- 
deck^ the Duke de Cr(jy, the Count de. Foun 
taine^ and Count *Taaf. The Duke of Bavaria 
eommanJed the Left Wing, and Prince Lewis 
of Baden the main Body, having under him 
Prince Eugene of Savoy. The other French 
Princes were placed in the Front of the Right 
Wing, forming the firft Line, and confequcnt- 
ly were moft expofcd to the Enemy's 
Fire. 

The Serafquier having made his Left de- 
file by a Hill, attacked the Right of the 
Impcrialijls with a very great Fire and Refolu- 
tion : His Right came down at the fame time 
on the Elcftor of Bavaria^ who received them 
fo well, that they turned to the Centre or • 
Main Body, thinking they fliould there meet 
with lefs Refiflance, and having penetrated it, 
eafily defeat the two Imperial Wings. But 
Prince Lewis of Baden and Prince Eugene do- 
ing Wonders, put a Stop to their Efforts. The 
other French Princes fignalized themfelves at 
the Right Wing, and acquired a great deal of 
Glory. In fine, the Battle which began at 
Da]h break laftcd till Noon with great Slaugh- 
ter, and then the Infidels were routed. Prince 
Lewis of Badeny who had been a Speftator of 
Prince Eugenes Valour and Conduft, highly 
extoll^ it after the Battle, doing Juftice to his 
Merit in prefcnce of the Generals. 

The 
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The Imperialiftsy after this Vidtory, having 
nothing to fear from the Serafquier, returned to 
the Siege of Newbaufely andifo vigoroufly at- 
tacked the Place, that they yarry'd it by Af- 
faultthe 19th of Auguft. Tht French Vrmces 
were with the foremoft at the Storm, and Prince 
Commerci the firft that entered the Town, giv- 
ing great Proofs of his intrepid Courage. He 
maintained this Reputation in all the Campaigns 
he made with Prince Eugene ; and Valour be- 
ing the reigning Paffion of thefe two Princes, 
never was there clofer Friendfliip between two 
Heroes than between them. Nothing happened 
afterwards remarkable in this Campaign, ex- 
cept a Stratagem of the Bajfa oi Great Wa- 
rndin to ruin *Tekelij at the Perfuafion of his 
Enemies. 

After the taking Newbaufel^ Count Caprara 
iffzs fent with new Reinforcements to command 
the Army in Upper Hungary j in the room of 
General Scbultz. He marched dircftly to Caf- 
-fovia^ and invefted it the fecond of OSober^ 
but could not hinder the Counts of Oirowilz^ 
and fome others, throwing themfelves into the 
Pl^ce. They at firft made a vigorous Defence, 
and might have held out a good while : But 
Count Tekelij who had only 7 or 8000 Men 
with him, and was not in a Condition to re- 
lieve it, feared with'Reafon 'twou'd be take» if 
*twas not fuccoured. He early made his Ap- 
plications to the BaJfa of Great fVaradin for 
Succours, and redoubled his Inftanccs accord- 
ing as the danger Cajfovia was in prefs*4 him. 
The BaJfa reply 'd, He durft not do any thing 

with- 
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without Orders from the Sultany which he cx- 
peftcd daily. A while after he fent to Tekeli 
chat he had received Orders, but was to com- 
municate them to himfelf only, praying him 
to come to Waradin to confult with him there- 
on. *Tekeli advanced towards it, attended by 
Peirozzi^ and the chief Officers of his Army : 
The Bajfa met them, and conducted them in- 
to the Town, where the whole Artillery was 
difcharged. The Army of Malecon tents en- 
camped in the Neighbourhood, and the Bafa 
treated the Officers very magnificently. But 
when Jekeli rofe from Table to have a private 
Conference with the Bajfay fome Janifaries en- 
tered the Room with Chains which they put on 
him ; the Turk telling him, he had received 
fuch Orders from the Porte. The other Of- 
ficers were civilly difmifs'd, the Baffa telling 
Petrozzi he might put himfelf at the Head of 
the Troops, and take Care of Aflairs till he 
had new Orders. *Tis probable the Serafquier, 
or fome other ^urkijb Officers, had accufed Te- 
keli of being Author of all the bad Succefs of 
the War, as if it had been his Fault that the 
Imperialifts had got fo many Advantages, and 
taken fo many Places, by his not making the 
Diverfion he had promifed. 

The Turks were fo out in their Politicks on 
thiaiOccafion, that they had like to have de- 
ftroyed the Party of the Malecontents ; for 
they gave it a Blow, of which it never reco- 
vered. 

Petnozziy either weary of the War, or fright- 
pd at Tekeli*% bemg fcizcd, got the Officers and 

Troops 
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Troops he commanded to accept of. the Am- 
nefty the Emperor granted fuch as came over to 
his Side. They fent Deputies to Caprara to 
know whether he would receive them, who^ 
with Joy, affured them of the Emperor's Paj- 
don; fo they marched to his Camp, took a 
new Oath of Fidelity, and moft of them en- 
tered into the Emperor's Service. 

The Garrifon of Cajfovia hearing what had 
happened, and thinking Tekeli was loft with- 
out rcfource, followed the Example of the 
other Malecontents, making much the fame 
Conditions as that of Eperies, The other Places 
the Malecontents were poffeffed of were feized^ 
and in Zolna were found confiderable Stores of 
Ammunition and Provifion. 

The Imperielijh fent Petroxzi with a Party 
to Mo7igatXy to acquaint the Princefs, Tekeli*% 
Wife, with what had happened to her Huf- 
band, and get her to deliver that Fortrefs to 
the Emperor, as alfo that of Palack^ which fhc 
held, fmce there was no way to fave Tekeli^ 
nor re-eftablifh' the Party. She reply 'd. She 
did not believe her.Hufhand was feized; but 
that if he was advanced into the Turks Terri- 
tories, *twas only to concert Meafures with the 
Grand Signior. On this Anfwer Palack was 
attacked and taken in a few Days; and Mon- 
gatz blocked up. 

It was at the Return to Vienna^ after this 
Campaign, wherein Prince Eugene had behaved 
fo gallantly, being conftantly in the Trencher 
at the Siege of Mexvhcufely and one of the fir ft 
who entered the Town, with Sword in Hand, 
athat the Duke of Lorain^ when he prefented 

him 
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him to the Emperor, faid. May it pleafeyaur 
Majejly^ this young Savoyard will fome Time or 
other be the greateft Captain of the Age: 
Which Prophecy is certainly fulfilled at this 
Day. 

The Court of Fienna hvrmQ given fuch a 
Check to the 0//^;»^» Power, began to think of 
the ill Ufage it had received from the Court of 
Verfailles^ and to defire nothing more . than 
Opportunity to (hew its 'Refentment. The 
only Thing that embaraffed the Imperial Mi- 
nifters at this Time, was the DIfcontent of the 
Duke of Lorain:, who did not like the Elcftor 
of Bavarian being joined with him in thei 
Command of the Army. He attributed the 
Caufe of It to Prince Herman of Baden, one of 
the Emperor^s Prime Minifters, and chief of 
the Council of War, who was no great Friend 
of his : He thought alfo 'twas by this Mini- 
fter's Favour that Count Staremhergy who had 
fo bravely defended Vienna, was made Vice- 
Prefident of the Council' of' War. Though 
there was nothing to be faid againfl: his Merit, 
and his Elevation to that Poft was only a grate- 
ful Acknowledgment in the Emperor of his 
eminent Services, yet the Duke of Lorain was 
difguftcd, that a Creature of his was not put 
into it. But fuch was that Prince's Zeal for the 
Emperor's Service, that his Chagrin iat the 
Minifters did not abate it. 

We ftiall begin our Account of the Tranf- 

aft ions of the next Year, 1686, where we left 

off thofe of the laft ; the Blockade of Mon- 

' gatz. We have feen what Anfwer the Princefs 

Ragotzi 
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Ragotzi returned thofe who were fent to inform 
her of her HufbancJ*3 Difgrkce ; and in the 
Beginning of this Year Ihe publifhed Letters, 
as if written from Alba Graca by her Huf- 
band, containing that the 'Porte was fatisfied of 
his Innocence, and that the Baffa who had ac- 
cufed and caufed him to be fcized, was con- 
demned to make him Reparation as to his Ho- 
nour. He added, he only waited for the new 
Serafquier to take the Field, and he would then 
foon raife the Blockade of Mongatz. He ex-. 
horted his Wife not to hearken to any^Propo- 
fals of Peace. Capmra to prevent the EfFeft 
of thefe fuppofititious Letters, and elude the 
ingenious Turn the Princefs made ufe of, wrote 
a Letter to her, reprefenting the Affairs of the 
Party to be reduced to fuch an Extremity, the 
Count her Hufband being felzed by the Turks^ 
and the greateft Part of the Malecontents hav- 
ing fubmitted, that 'twas Time for her to think 
of her Frmily, and have recourfe to the Em- 
peror's Clemency. She reply'd, Ihc had given 
that Prince no Occafion to make War upon 
her ; and being Tutrefs of the Children (he 
had by Prince Ragotzi^ fhe was obliged, as 
much as Ihe could, to keep the Places which 
had belonged to their Father for them : That 
*twas not to be wondered at, to fee a Mother 
defend the Right of her Children, and a Wife 
not declare againft her Hufband : That what 
was faid of his being feized was a Fiftion, as 
would be ften when the Campaign opened : In 
fine, it was no great Honour to defpoil the Or- 
phan, and force a Caftlc defended by a Woman. 

Upon 
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Upon this Caprara prepared to befiege Mon- 
gatZj which required a great deal of Time, that 
Fortrefs being fituated on a very high and deep 
Rock, and hardly to be maftered but by ftar- 
ving. It ftands near the River Torza, between 
Ungttar and Zacbmar^ and has^above 300 Vil- 
lages in its Dependency. The Turks quickly 
perceived the Fault they had committed in ar- 
refting Tekeli^ not only by the diflieartcning 
of the Malecontents, and almoft ruining the 
Party, but alfo by the Lofs of Lippa^ a Town 
of great Importance by its Situation, it lying 
between the River of Maros^ the Teyffcy and 
the Danuhcy where they had Magazines. This 
Place being covered by a River and Great JVa-- 
radin^ feemed out of Danger; but the Impe- 
rial Cavalry, accompany'd by the Hungarians^ 
to whom that Country was perfcftly known, 
advanced to the Town, entered it, and carry'd 
off all the Stores they found there, before the 
Infidels could recover themfelves of their Sur- 
prize. 

Now the neighbouring 5^'s, feeing how 
ncceflary Ttkeli was to them, 6f r. made hafte 
to fit him out for the Campaign, in hopes he 
would revive the Spirits of the defpairing Htm^ 
garianSy and gather . his Friends about him. a- 
gain. Tekeli publilhed a Manifefto, and fcnt 
it by one of his Domefticks who (laid with 
him^ and coming from Alha Gr^eca and 7>- 
mifwaerj fpread abundance of them about . the 
Kingdom. But though this Paper contained 
virulent Complaints againft the Court of Vienna^ 
fufficient to animate the Peo{de to Rebellion, 

before 
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before the Emperor's Arms bocaine fo iortni- 
dabJe, it had no great Efl5:^- "Tekeli follow: 
ing his Manifcfto with an Army of 10,060 
Men, Hungarians^ Tranfylvanians .3X\d TurUiy 
be encamped ijear Waradin^ and found a JRie- 
ception there %nuch diflferetrt -from that' Jafl: 
Year. He fen-t to give the Prkicefs his Wife 
notice of his Mardb, and foUicited every whei^ 
his old Friends to join him. 

To return to the Campaign in Hungary ; the 
Siege of Newbaufd fucceeded ' io\ well thedaft 
Campaign, 'twas rcfolvdd to open this with 
ihat of Buda^ the Capital : of the Kia^i 
dom. . : .' , 

. The Army was reviewed the loth of Jwi$^ 
and confifted of 30,000 Foot, * and 20,000 
Horfe, befides the Hungarians and the Brak'- 
denburgh Troops, who were cxpcfl^d every Mfr 
nnte. The Artillery confitted of 60 great 
Pieces of Cannon, 40 Mortars 5 aiid the Traift 
was. well provided with .all Ncccflaries. Thz 
Army was divided into two Parts, and.prOf 
ceeded by HicJrt Marches, biecaiufe of the -bad 
Roads. The Duke of Lorain inrefted the PhwJfc 
the 1 8th, and laid a Bridge over the Danidi^ 
for the other Part of the Army, commanded 
by the Eleftor of Bavaria^ to pafs. 

The Turks^ who had no Thoughts of rhe 
Chriftians befieging J5«i^, did not oppofe their 
March, nor fend out to obfervc their Motioris, 
till the Army was come near the Place. Three 
Attacks were to be formed, one to be cona- 
manded by the Duke of Lorain^ the other by 
the Eleftor of Bavaria^ and the. third by Ge- 
neral 
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hcral Scboning^ who cbmmanded the Branden^ 
hurgb Troops. The Trenches were opened 
the 2 ift of June. The Fire of the Artillery 
and Mortars was the moft terrible that ever 
was feen. Prince Eugene of ^ibjr was at the 
Duke of Bavarians Attack^ mDi Prince Lewis 
of Baden. The fixth Day after the Trenches 
were opened, an Aflault of the three Attacks 
was given to; a Tower, which made a great 
Fire on tht Imperial Army. The Tower was 
carryM Sword in Hand, but the Imperialifis 
and Brandenburgbers loft abundance of Troops, 
and had much ado to maintain this Poft, be* 
caufe the befieged fpringing three Mines, di- 
vided thofe who mounted to the Aflfault from 
thofe who were to fupport them. All this 
pafs'd by favotir of a thick Smoak, caufed by 
Bags of Powder, which the Turks had fpread 
up and down, which blowing up, blew up 
feme of the Chriftians, and put the reft in 
Diforder. The Duke of Bavarians Troops fuc- 
ceeded in their Attack, becaufe the Eleftor, 
Prince Lewis of Baden^ and Prince Eugene^ 
animated them by their Prefence ; but the /«- 
perialijis recoiling through the Obftacles be- 
fore mentioned, the Duke of Lorain put him- 
felf at their Head, drove the Turks into the 
Ditch that was behind them, and pofted him- 
felf on the Breach. The ^randenburgh Troops 
encourj-ged by the Example of the Imperialijls^ 
pufhed on their Attack with more Vigour, and 
carry'd the Poft. After the taking this Tower, 
a Summons, according to the Law of Arms, 
was fent to the Bajfa^ Governor of Buda^ of- 
4 ^ D fering 
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. fering him an honourable Capitulation if he 
furrendered, and threatning to put him and 
his Garrifon to the Sword, if he flood it out 
obftinately. The Bajfa returned a haughty 
Anfwer \ whi^L fo provoked the Chriftian Ge- 
nerals, that troy ordered the Works to be 
pufhed on with more than ordinary Vigour. 
The BaJfa making a Difcharge of his whole 
Artillery, it was underfl:ood to be a Signal to 
the Grand Vizier, to let him know, he was 
informed of the March of the Ottoman Army, 
which was coming to his Relief. The /«»p^- 
rialijis upon this redoubled the Fire of their 
Attacks, andaflembled all their Forces to make 
Head againft the Grand Vizier. To this End, 
they difpatched an Exprefs to General Scharf^ 
fenhurgh^ who commanded in Tranfylvania^ 
and General Caraffa^ who commanded in Up^ 
per Hungary 'i to join the Army with their two 
Bodies as foon as poflible. Several Trenches 
were raifed about the Camp, and every thing 
prepared for a general Aflault. Some Mines 
were fprung as a Prelude to the Affault, but 
they had not the EfFcft the Imperialijis expeiSl- 
cd i which made the Duke of Lorain doubtful 
whether he (hould hazard it or not. In the 
mean time the Duke of Bavaria^ Prince Lewis 
of Baden^ and Prince Eugene^ putting them- 
felves at the Head* of the Troops they com- 
manded, led them to the Aflault, and began 
the Attack with a great deal of Goiirage and 
Refulution ; which the Duke of Lorain feeing, 
he ordered the Imperialijis and Brandenburghers 
to attack at the Hime time. Thefe were at firft 

over- 
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overwhelmed by the great Number of Grana- 
does, and the continual Fire of the Oitoman 
Artillery and Foot, and being not able to 
force their Way, were obliged to return as they 
came. Among 'other Officers af DiftinAion, 
the Counts de Staremberg^ Hebetflein and Kau- 
nitz loft their Lives. The Eleftor's Troops 
having twice mattered the Caftle, were obliged 
to abandon it, and not without Lofs. Prince 
Lewis of Badm and Prince Eugene of Savoy y 
who had eminently diftinguifhed themfelves. 
were (lightly wounded. Mean while, the Grand 
Vizier, attentive to all that pgfs'd at the Siege, 
ycame with the Ottoman Army even in Sight of 
the ImperiaM J. In this Difpofition he made 
feveral M..:ions to alarm them, and keep them 
in Breath. Ail his Feints ferved only to en- 
courage the befieged, and draw the Siege out 
into Length. He had had a f]ine Game if he had 
dared to hazard ^Battle ; his Army was 150,000 
ftrong, frefh Troops ; whereas thtJmperialifts 
were extremely fatigued by the Length of the 
Siege, and had befides loft abundance of 
Men. But he had been {o roughly handled 
in all his Enterprizes, that he durft not ven- 
ture to force Intrenchmcnts, nor come to a ge- 
neral Engagement, which would have been fa- 
tal to him had he loft the Battle. He made 
feveral Attempts indeed to throw Succoyrs into 
the Place, but all to no Purpofe, The Impe- 
rialifts v/ent op in their own Way, and the Pre- 
fence o{ x\ic .Ottoman Army was fo far from 
difcouraging their Generals, that, on the con- 
trary, they made it a Point of Honour to take 

D a Buda 
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Bud a in fight of the Viztcr. To this End 
they prepared for a fecond Aflault. The Im- 
pcrial Army was drawn up in Battalia along 
the Lines of Circumvallation, to expeft the 
Vizier, if hejiad an Inclination to a Battle, or 
attempted to fuccour the Place, which was re*- 
duced to the laft Extremity. Prince Eugme^ ] 
whofe Vigilance and Adlivity were already very 
^remarkable, was left to guard the Lines, and 
with him ftaid his Regiment. After this the 
Duke of Lorain formed the Attacks. On one 
Side the Troops were to be commanded by the 
Dukes of Croy and Newburgb^ by the Counts 
de Souches and S chaff enburgb^ and by the Baron ij 
Diepenthal : On the other Side, the Prince of 
Badetty the Count of Serini, the Ma* quis de la 
Vergne^ and the Baron de Bek^ were to com-, 
mand the Bavarian Troops, as General Scheming 
did his Eleiftoral Highnefs of Brandenburgb'%. 
On the 2d of September^ the Day affigned for 
the Aflaults, the Signal was given in the Eva- ' 
ing by four Guns. Then the Troop»^ com- 
manded, appeared to the Number of 8000 
Men : At the Right 80 Grenadiers marched at 
the Head, under four Captairts and four Lieu- 
tenants. Thefe were followed by the Imperii 
aliftsy led by the Baron d*JJH, who fignalized 
himfelf at the Siege of Newhaufel ; after them 
came Quarter- Mafter- General Biffchopjhaufen at 
the Head of 400 Mufqueteers, and 100 Pikes 5 
then a Body of Referve of 900 Men, wuh a 
Major-General at their Head. The fame Or- 
der was obferved at the Left Attacks 5 the &>U 
diers^ who were armed with Partizans and Axes 
to clear the Way, marched in Front. The 

ffene- 
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general Aflault began by favour of the Fire of 
all the Artillery and Bombs, which by ruining 
the Town, made the Turks conceive there was 
no more ER>pes of Safety for them. How- 
ever, they defended themfelves with an incre- 
dible Intrepidity, and were attacked on all 
Sides with equal Valour : At laft the Imperia^ 
lifts mounted the Breach, which was abandoned 
by the Infidels, who retired to the Cattle. The 
Brandenburghers^ encouraged by tbe'Succefs of 
i^^Imperialifts^ made their Way thro* the Smoak 
and perpetual Fire of the Enemy, and penetrated 
to the Trenches, where the Turks maintained 
their Ground, and fought like Men defpexate, 
and refolving to fell their Lives on no cheap 
Terms. In fine, the Brandenburgb Troops, 
maugre all their Efforts, lodged themfelves 
there, and put all they met to the Sword, 
The Infidels, finding it was impoffible for 
them to fave the Place, hung out a white 
Flag, and demanded Quarter : The Soldiers, 
enraged at the Length of the Siege, which had 
coil fo much Blood and Toil, were inexorable, 
and nothing could reftrain the Slaughter. Such 
was the Saccefsof the attacks of the City, while 
PrinceXdw/V, who, at the Head of thtBavarians^ 
attacked the Caftle, met with more Difficulties. 
The Breach on that Side was almoft imprafti- 
cable, the Ground being inacceffible, and the 
Janifaries, who defended it, fo refolute. The 
latter, ignorant of what paffed in the City, 
took the 7urks\ who flying from the Fury of 
the Conquerors, faved themfelves in the Caftle, 
to be Succours ; which made them more ob- 
ftinate in the Defence of the Breach. The 

D 3 G^r- 
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Germans began to be- weary of thiis Aflault ; 
and had not Prince Z.(?w/j animated them by 
his Prefence, and a Detachment of the Regi- 
ment of Apremont came to their Afliftance, 
they would probably have given it over. 
Numbers at length bore down the Infidels, 
who were forced to yield every where to the 
Conquerors. Here they would Have hung 
out the White Flag, but no Quarter was to be 
given. The Baffa himfelf, who for his Bra- 
very in defending Buda fo well, deferved a 
better Fate, was killed at the Breach. Thejr 
gave Protedlion to the Aga of the Janifaries, 
who wifely chofe rather to fubmit than die 
fighting, when all Hopes of Succefs were over. 
Prince Eugene^ who, as is before faid, was 
left to guard the Lines, was impatient to fhare 
the Glory, which the other Generals acquired 
by mounting the'Breaches \ however, he could 
not but be pleafed with the Duke of Lorain^s 
trufting fo important a Poft with him, when 
he had been fo few Years in the Wars. 
H As foon as the Duke of Lorain^ and the 
Eleftor of Bavaria had put themfelves again 
at the Head of the Army to obferve the Vi- 
zier nearer. Prince Eugene entered the Town 
with a Body of 'Horfe, where the flaughter 
continued on all Sides, and never was the 
like feen. The Elcftor of Bavaria moved 
at the doleful Cries of fo many Wretches, 
haftened into the City to put a flop to it. 
The Duke of Lorain did the fame, and thefe 
Princes fignalized their Clemency, as they had 
already their Valour. The Duke of Croy was 
ordered wich feveral 'Bodies of Troops to pof- 

iirfs 
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fcfe the Avenues to, and the publick Places 
in, Buda. The Soldiers were brought off to 
their Colours, and fo aboire 2000 Turks of all 
Ages and Sexes were fav*d, who elfe had infal- 
libly been flaughter'd. The Chriftians had 
but few Men ^killed in the Storm, confidering 
the Length and Difficulty of \t. Among the 
Slain, the Chief was the Count ^e Jaccoy 
Quarter- Mailer General, the Count de Taiiem- 
bacby and the Marquis de Spinola. 

To eternize the Memory of the taking of 
Buda^ a triumphal Arch was ordered to be 
made, to be fet up in the great Market-place 
of that City : The Emperor was to be reprc- 
fented, holding in his Right Hand a Lance, 
and in his Left a Dart with thefe Words for 
the Device, I fiop the Sun^ I pierce the Moon. 
Among the valuable things at Buda^ was, jthe 
famous Library of Matthias Cervinusy King of 
Hungary, It confided of a great Number of 
Tvire and curious Manufcripts, relating to Anti- 
quity, befides an infinite Number of other 
great Volumes. The Emperor would have it 
tranfported to Vienna^ 'Twas wonder*d the 
Turks did not burn this Trealure to prevent its 
falling into the Hands of the Chri^ftians, but 
they did not know how much it would be va- 
lue i. The Vifier not being able to hinder 
the ReduAion oi Buda^ retreated with the O/- 
toman Army towards 4lha Regalis. The Impe* 
rialifisy notwithlhrtding their Lofles during 
fo long a Siege, b»d It ill a flourifhing Army 
a- foot of 40,000 Men : Wherefor/e tp end the 
Campaign well, which had begun fo well, 
D 4 *cwas 
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'twas thought fit, before any Place was ^at- 
tack'd, to mafch dircftly againft the Grand 
Vifier, and en^ge him to a Battle. The lat- 
ter, not being willing to hazard any thing, de- 
camp*d and retired, ravaging all the Country 
wherever his Army came, to prsvcnt the Im^ 
ferialifts following him for want of Subfiftancc;. 
He broke down all the Bridges in his March ; 
yet in fpite of all thefe Obftaeles, the Imperia- 
lifts continued their March till they arrived 
near Belgrade^ where they encamped. Tte 
^urks abandoned the Field to the Chriftians, 
but having wafted the- Country, nothing was 
left for their Arniy, which obliged the Gene- 
rals to change their Defign. Prince Lews and 
Prince Eugene were dctach*d on one Side with 
a Body of Men, and General Caprara on the 
other : The latter had Orders to reduce the 
Places that remained in the Hands of the 
Malecontents, and the former to befiege 
^inque Ecclefue^ or the Five Churches^ on the 
Borders of Croatia. The Princes came firft to 
Colocza^ ruin'd by the Vifier, and after that 
4>blig€d Simon forna to furrender at Difcretion. 
They came next to Capojfwar^ which made no 
Refiftance ; but the Garrifon retiring into the 
Caftle, they did not think proper to ftay a 
Siege, but plundered and burnt the Place. As 
the Princes proceeded towards Five CbarcheSj 
they were reinforced with Scbarffenburg*^ fly- 
ing Camp. They inverted the Place the 19th 
of O£iober. At their Approach, the Garrifon 
fet fire to the Town, and took the Caftle. 
Prince Eugem*^ Dragoons alighting, arid being 

fup* 
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fuppoited by fomie other Troops, were orde 
to enter the Town Sword in Hand, and ] 
out the Fire. After which the Princes atucl 
the Caftle. When the Battenes were rail! 
and the Mines ready to play, the Goyernor \ 
fummon'd to furrender, but anfwer'd only 
hanging out fix red Flags, and one black 
the Ramparts. Then the Batteries began 
fire, and the Princes commanded, that 
Governor (houkl be given to know, if he < 
niftinately flood out, he and his Garrifon (ho 
have no Quarter. This, and a Bomb fall 
into the Wail, made them at laft demand 
capitulate, but they were hardly allowed to I 
render at Difcretion. The next Conqueft 
that of Segeiin^ where the Turks did the ft 
as the Garrifon of Five Churches ^ burnt 
Town and rqtired into the Caftle, which t 
foon furrender'd, Count Veterani having 
the good Fortune to beat a Detachment of 
fidels, who were marching to their R( 
This Campaign ended with an Exped 
which fpoil'd all the Turkijb Projefts, and 
was the burning the Bridge of EJJeck, 
Ouomans; frighted at the Approach of th 
ferialifts^ fet fire to the Fort at the He 
*^ ' the Bridge, and then ficd. Mean timi 
Wind was fo favourable to the Tmperi 
that it confumed near 6000 Paces 
Bridge. The Grand Signior's Affairs 
down every where. In the two Sieges of 
they had loft their beft Troops and 0\ 
and there were few left that had Hearts or 
to defend or attack well. 
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Winter Quarters being fettled, his Highnefs 
l^Tinct Eugene ^as invefted with the chief Com- 
mand of the Troops of the Imperialifts and 
their Confederates, in the Abfence of the fu- 
prcmc Officers, who returned to Vienna^ where 
the Imperial Court was very gay, and full 
of Rejoycings for the Advantages obtained over 
the ^urks. The chief was the taking of Buda^ 
for which Te Deum was fung in the Church of, 
the Auguftines^ in the Prefence of his Imperial 
Majefty, who ordered his whole Band of Mu|[|h 
fick to affift, than which, perhaps, there was ^ 
BO finer in the World : The Emperor himfelf 
being a Matter of Mufick, and this Band had 
often had the Honour to perform his own 
Compofitions. All the Minifters of crowned 

^ Heads wer^ prefcnt, except that of France^ 
who, having only the Charafter of Envoy, pre- 
tended he could not be there, becaufe, if he 
was there, he fhould be obliged to give Pre- 
cedence to the Spanifh Ambaffador -, whereas in ' 
Truth thefe Rejoycings were not to his Tafle, 
jind fo he would avoid affifting at them. 

One may imagine how favourably the Gene- 
rals were received by the Emperor. -However, 
the Duke of Lorain leaving the Court of Vien- 
na^ under Colour of going to fee the Queen of ^' 
Poland^ his Wife, made it thought he wasdif- 
contented. No one laid the Fault on his Im- 
perial Majefty, who carefs^d him to a very 
high Degree at his Return from the Camp ; 
but every one blamed fome Courtiers, who 
could not behold h^im, but with Eyes of Jea- 

Joufy. Prince L^wis of Baden^ under whom 

Prince 
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Prince Eugene had diftinguilhed himfelf, was 
Aot able to give the Emperor an Account of 
his own Services in Hungary^ without fpeaking 
of that Prince in fuch a Manner as gave a great 
Idea of his Merit, and raifed vaft Hopes of his 
future Glory. 

The Emperor's Arms being now become 
formidable. Envoys came from all Quarters to 
do him Homage. ACcbael Abaffi^ Prince of 
^ SranfyVvania^ one of Count ^ekelih Proteftors, 
'^nt to defire his Imperial Majcfty's Protection; 
and to give authentick Proofs of his Zeal and 
*Submifllon, offer'd to leave his Sons in Ho- 
ftage. He had till now defpifed the Empe- 
ror's Power, and had no other Way on the 
Revolution in Hungary ^ to fave himfclf, but to 
make thcfe Offers \ which were not fo effica« 
cious as he defired, for want of his adding, 
that he would join his own Troops with the 
Imperialifts. 

We come now to the Affairs of the Imperial 
Court, and the Operations for the next Cam- 
paign, flill glorious to the Emperor's Arms, 
and to the Hero, wKb is the chief Subject of 
our prefent Difcourfe, Count Lobkawitz^ the 
Imperial Ambaflador at the Court of France, 
having notify'd the Emperor's Advantages 
over the Infidels to that King, his moft Chri- 
ftian Majefty feem'd very glad to hear it. But 
the Imperial Miniftcrs at the fame Time were 
informed of what pafs'd in that Prince's Cabi- 
net, and that he was very far from being pleas'd 
%«with it ; a War being then meditating, to put 
a Stop to the Emperor's Conqucfls. England, 

Denmark, 
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Denmarii and all the AJlies of the King of 
IffOHCt^ were arming : Befides, the Eleftor of 
(!olag9^% Conduft, g,nd the Cardinal de FurfietH", 
hurgbf his Prime Minifter's Journey to Fer^ 
faiilis^ updcr Colour of thank^iog the King for 
caufing him to be advanced to the Purple : All 
this hid a Nfyftery which broke out foon after. 
This King*s Illnefs [a Fiftula,] was the only 
Thing which the Minifters of Vienna could 
hope for any Benefit by on that Side. He was , 
lender the Hands of Phyficians, and to go tbro* 
in Operation which few long futviyc. Being 
at Fontainbleau to pa^s the Fall, he found him- 
felf much out -of Order by his Diftempcr : No- 
thing had been yet prefcrib'd him but a certain 
Regimen of Diet ; but now Corruption ap- 
pear'd, and the Surgeons began to be appre- 
henfive of its rifing higher than his Funda- 
ment 5 to prevent which, the Operation was 
refolved on. The Air of Fontainbleau not bcr 
ing quite fo pure as that of Verfailles^ the Phy- 
ficians advifed his Majefty to return thither, 
v^hich he did, and the Operation was performed 
on the i%t\i oi December : The whole Court 
knowing nothing of it, not even the Dat^hin 
himfelf ; Mounfieur de Louvois^ of all his Mi-^ 
nifters, being the only one prefent. as the 
Perfon in whom the King moft confided. The 
iClonarch fuffcr'd the Incifions of his Surgeons 
with great Refolution ; but it being a Dillem- 
per not eafily cured, the Operation was obliged 
to be renewM. 

The Emperor had never fa fine a Qame to 

play againft the Turhy v«ho were not only rcr 
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doccd to a low State by his Arms, but wefc 
afflifted with two tei^rible Plagues, Peftilence 
and Famine. The Grand Signior ftood in^ 
•need of aK Caution, to prevent the ill Effefts' 
of the People's Clamours; he redoubled his 
(Juards, afid made them patrolc every Night 
to prevent noftufnal Meetings j he gave uo- * 
natives to the Aga of the Janifaries, and even 
to the Janifafies themfelves, to keep them 
quiet : He caufed it to be reported, that he 
intended to command one of his Arniies in 
PerfoB next Campaign, and 4iis cldeft Son 
fliould b* at the Head of another. This did 
not hinder the People's crying out againft his 
Government, and the Sultan's Minifters faw a 
Peace only would fatisfy them. To this End 
Mauro Cordato^ firft Drogoman of the Porte^ 
wrtte a Letter full of Submiflion to Prince 
Herman of Baden, bne of the Emperor's chief 
Minifters. He bfegan with Complaints that 
the Capitulations oF Ziclos and Five Churches 
had not been well obferv'd ; but to excufe the 
Matter, he faid modeftly. Such Mifchiefs could 
not be avoided in PTar^ and it would be beft for 
the Advantages of both Empires to hearken to a 
good Peace. 'He added, Events being uncertain^ 
^iis Prudence alviays to make one^s Profit of pre- 
fent Succefs •, that the Emperor might fo improve 
his*, as to have what Peace he pleafed ; thofe 
who have Fortune on their Side always giving 
the Law in Treaties. He finiflicd his Letter 
with thefe Words : That if the Emperor pleafed 
to name a proper Place to begin the Conferences^ 
the Grand Signior was difpofed to fend his Am- 

bajjadors 
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hajfadors thither : That he hoped his Mperial 
Majefty would name on his Side, for that it 
would be the Means to reftore ^iet to both Em^ 
fires, which had fo great Occafion cf it. The 
Emperor caufed an Anfwer to be written to 
the faid Letter : That before a Place was nam*d 
for a Treaty, he muft know what his Mafter 
the Sultan would pay him for the Charge of 
the War, and what Towns he would deliver 
iip ; but let him propofe what he would, his 
Imperial Majefty would not, nor could not, 
do any thing, .without the Confent of his 
Allies. # 

The Grand Signior was not rebufPd at this 
Anfwer ; but fecmed to be the more earneft 
for a Peace. The Grand Vifier, who had his 
Winter Quarters between Effeck and Belgrade^ 
wrote alfo very fubmiflive Letters to Count 
Caraffa, praying him to communicate them to 
the Emperor, and let him have an Anfwer. 
Tho' the Ottoman Court are not thought to be 
Mafters of fuch fine Politicks as the Chriftian 
Princes, yet it was faid at Vienna, that thefe 
Submiffions for a Peace was a Trick concerted 
between the King oi France and the Sultan, 
to raife Mifunderftandings between the Empe- 
ror and his Allies, and prevent the Princes of 
the Empire fending their Succours, And to 
give feme Foundation ta their Quarrelling, it 
was publifhed, that the Grand Signior ofFer'd 
to deliver up Alba Regalis, Agria, and Sigetb^ 
to his Imperial MajeiTy, and to give him Mo- 
ney for the Charges of the War. But the King 
of Poland and the Republick of VenicCy. whp 

were 
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were moft likely to receive Umbrage, had fo 
good an Opinion of the Emperor's Probity, 
that they would not hearken to fuch Infinua* 
tions ; by which the Infidels hoped to weaken 
the Chriftian Armies, that they might be able 
to carry on the War, till France was prepared 
to declare herfelf. 

It has been hinted how the Emperor's Con- 
quefts had induced the Prince of Tranjyhania 
to fend his Ambafladors to Vienna^ to nego- 
tiate a Treaty. Connt Wallis having joined 
his Troops to General Caraffa\ they made 
themfelves Matters of all the Potts in the 
Neighbourhood of Great Waradin^ and block'd 
it up. They then advanced towards Zabinar. 
The Prince of Tranfylvania was told, he muft 
give their Troops Winter Quarters, without 
ftaying for the Ifliic of his Ambaflador's Nego* 
tiation at Vienna. This Prince furprized at fo 
unexpedled a Compliment, defircd Time to 
write to the Emperor; but it being only an 
Evafion of their Demands, they ordered their 
Troops to enter and take Quarters in the four 
Cantons of Upper Hungary^ incorporated with 
Tranfylvania. However, the Emperor, not 
being willing to provoke the Prince too far, 
fent Colonel Horokijki to him, to invite him to 
join his Forces with his, to drive the Infidels 
out of Hungary ; ordering him to give fuch 
Reafons for it, as fhewM it was for his own 
Intereft ; and if he refufed to do it, to de- 
clare him an Enemy to the Empire, and that 
he flaould be treated accordingly. The Empe- 
ror was very defiroqs of augmenting his Army, 
-5 . ^^ 
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to give his Generals an Opportunity to extend 
their Conquefts next Campaign ; but the Diffi- 
culty was the Want of Money, Hungary was 
ruined by the War, the Hereditary Provinces 
weary of their continual Taxes, the Princes of 
the Empire backward in fending their Suc- 
cours. Some were jealous of the Emperor's 
growing too great, and others were for faving 
their Men and Money. All which made his 
Imperial Majefty incline as much to Peace as 
to War ; tho* it was a great Mortification 'to 
him to think of being obliged to give Qvcr, 
Succefs every where attending his Arms. His 
Troops, who quartered in Hungary^ were al- 
ways on Horfeback, and had never any Reft. 
The Generals who commanded them never let 
them be at quiet, but found out new Enter- 
prizes to fet them upon. The Princefs Ragot^ 
zi^ Count Tekeli*^ Wife, did Wonders in rhe 
Defence of MongatZ'^ jQie fet fire to twenty- 
five Villages in the Neighbourhood of that 
Fortrefsj after fhe had caufed all the Provi- 
fions and Forage to be carry *d off. She ap- 
peared at the ''Head of her Troops, and en- 
couraged them by her Example. In the mean 
while fhe had no other Aim by this Bravery, 
but to reconcile herfelf. and her Hufband to 
the Emperor, To which End, fhe demanded 
a Sufpenfion of Arms for three Months ; at 
the End of which fheoffer'd, that her Hufband 
and fhe would fubmit themfelves, provided 
they could do it with Security. But 'Count 
Tekeli being a Rebel, the Emperor thought he 
ought to carry himf<?lf towards him, as the' 

King 
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kil)j^ of Frakce Aid tdwards the Prince of Ga- 
de at the Pyrenean Treaty : The Spaniards 
propofing to him to receive that Prince into 
Favour, hb refused it } and they were obligM to 
give him fome Places to get him to do what he 
did. The Emperor in like manner refolv'd the 
Turhs fhodd pay dearly for his Rteoncilisition 
with a Prihde they prdte6ted, who was looked 
' vlgoTi as the Ailthor of the War in Hungary. 

The King of France had fcarce rtcovcraj hifi 
Health, for which there were gitat Rejoycin^ 
all over that Nation; but he thought of a Pro* 
grefs to Jlfate to vifit his Conquefts> as it was 
^iveii out i but they talked openly enOUfth at 
Couk'C, that it was to make new ; and diQ King 
himfelf hadfaid to Cardinal RM'ouir^ the Pope*8 
Nuncio Extraordinary, at an Audience ht had ; 
Ti^al be knew verywHl what was doing in Germa« 
ny ; that the Emperdr tboight af makit^ Peace 
with ibe Turks^ and then tojend bis Armies to ibo 
Rhine, but be alfo knew bow to prevent him. In- 
deed it was not very difficult iw him to do it i 
he need only command 40,000 Men he had on 
the Frontiers to inarch : He toight aflemble 
them in twice 24 Hours, aiid open the Cam* 
paign with the Siege of Philipjburgb^ at fomi 
other Place on the Rhine. The Marquis de 
Botffiers was look'd upon as the fecret Courier 
of the. King's Orders.. His Majcfty at that 
Tidie fent hitil to the AhiHe^ Which 0€c;^fioned 
great Umbrage. The Pretence of his Journey 
Was ta vifit the Avenues of his Government i 
which was fo, loifg, it fcems, that it took up 
two whole Months to make the. Tour of it; 
The Rcafon is, he went tp the Courts of the 

ff S £cd« 
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Ecclefiaftical Eledors, where he had nothli^ 
to do, were it not. to carry on fomc fecret Ne- 
gotiation. The Ekdor of Triors was fo over. . 
complailant to htm, as to permit him to vifit 
the Fortrefs of Hermefiein^ which gave Sufpicion 
that he was ift the Fr^cb Intcreft. If ther,e was 
no Myftery in Monfieur de Bouffier^ Journey, 
why did heviflt the neighbouring Princes.Bor- 
trefles:, and carry Men to take Draughts witk 
hxvk ? This Marquis was mightily ip the King^s 
Favour. No Lord at Court ever rofe faftcrs 
anditiaugre a;Jl the Steps the Marquis, de Louc 
vols took, to g^t th^ King to make his Coufin' 
Germain, thie: Chevalier de Tillade^ Goloncl 
General of the Drag^oons, NlonJSeur de Bopffigrs 
carry 'd- it 5 Ws Majefty made him Lieutenant 
GeneraU and by* a particular Bromotion gave 
hiffi the Command of the Canip on the Saane^ 
under Monfieur. He had a flying Camp; in 
Flanders^ and another in Guienne^\ and though, 
he wats 150 Leagues from Court, and confe* 
quently cbuldinoc brigue for. the Government 
o( Luxemburg^ V2icsint by the Death of Mon- 
fieur Leim^^r/, his Majefty beftowM it on hinu 
His Relations alfo had the Smiles of the Court, 
his Sifter being made Abbefe^of Avenac^ on the 
Death of a Daughter of the Houfe ofJSHletL 
And what Services the Marquis did afterwards, 
and what Rew^irds he met' with^ are known tx> 
every one acquamted with the* Affairs of Eut 
rope. 

The Court of Vienna was. extreamly emhar- 
rafs*d at Monfieur de Bof^er^^ Journey. The 
Emperor was engag'd in a War>^^ which* coftj 

wba« 
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ivbat It will, he mud: put aa End to ^ and the 
Jow State of the Ottoman Empire promised him 
&rther Conquefts. But rh« French King who 
CDvy'd his Glory, and was apprehenfive ^f the 
. Effcfts of the Succefs of the Imperialijtsy foon 
fhew*d what he waa driving at. , The Enapcror 
trufled to the moft Chriltian King's tyomlfe. 
Hot to undertake any Thing againft the Eippire, 
while the War with the Turks laftcd.. Befides 
the Emperor believ'd the League he had made 
with the Allies at jiujhurgb^ would defend him 
againft ail . the Enterprizcs of France^ in cafe 
Lsmis XIV broke his Promife. Notwithftand- 
iflg all thcfc Precautions, it was reported that 
that Monarch prepared for War, under Colour 
of the Right of die Dutch^fs of Orleans to the 
Palatine Succeflion. Nay, he caufed as jmucii 
to be intimated b^ his Ambaflfador at the Court 
bf Rame. The Pope fent three ExprelTes to 
him on that Subjeft, and to endeavour to end 
aril DifFereOiCes amicably. The King of Francei 
to enibarrafs the Emperor. ftiU more, cauTed a 
new Propofal to be made,, to which He knew 
his Imperial IVIajefty would never confent, vizi f 
To convert the twenty Years Truce into aper- 
petHal Peace. The Coni^i^' of .the Frencllyyouri 
GH cWs Occafion, obliged the Emperor to qon- 
fult his Aliiea, who ali.a4vif(?d him to cor>dttde 
a Peace wkh' the Tufhi snniput himfeif. in, a 
C(3iftdidon to make ftead jkgainft the French. , • 
. The! .States; General's A^^flad^r Extxaofdi; 
nary' at Fiednai itiadt preffing Inftan'ceis ba that; 
SobJBfl,' . But the Emperor thougjit: 'twasi to 
^wt a. Certa^ty/for^anJU^ertain^

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fure of triumphing in Hungary^ biit could not 
tell how, it would be on the Rhine. The moft 
Chriftian King's Anfwcr to Count Lokowitz^ 
the Emperor's Envoy Extraordinary at the 
French Court, fhew'd what the Court Of Vienna 
had to truft to, and that they were to prepare 
for a War upon the Rhine. Count Lokowiix 
having demanded Audience of the King; told 
him, * That the Emperor was extreamly fur-' 
prized at the Propofal his Majefty had made 
to change the Truce (by which the enjoyning 
feveral Things the Eriipire pretended to be 
her's was granted,) into a perpetual Peace* 
and confequently to exclude her from any Pre* 
tcnce to have her Right try'd 5 which was 
exprefly againft the Spirit of the Truce, con- 
taining, that when 'twas near being at an 
End, Commiflioners fhould bcrnam'd on both 
Sides, to endeavour to terminate, by amicable 
Ways, that Dif%rence, which might clfe 
kindle a bloody War in Chrijiendom : That 
the Truce was fo ht from being near expiring, 
there were but two Years of it paft 5 that there 
rertiained ftill Eighteen, in which Time 
Things might be fo adjufted, as to prevent 
a Quarrel between the two Houfes, which 
was what the Emperor his Mafttr had or- 
der*d him to reprefent to him, as alfo the 
Impofllbility of concluding an Afiair of fo 
great Confequence, in the little Time his Ma- 
jefty had fignify'd to the Pope he would give. 
Howevei-, if he was refolv'd to have thia Af- 
hit terminated before the Expiration of tht 
iaid Truce, he <iQ^d nor rcfufe a competent

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^ Time. That his Imperial Majefty was not 
^ all alone concern^ in it. That it was the 
^ Intereft of the whole Empire ; fpthat he was 
obliged to cx>mmunicate every thing to the 
\ Dyet at Raisfion. That there alfo the Afiair 

* of the Palatinate was to be decided. Where- 
^ fore he ho(^d his Majefty after having given 
' authentick Proofs of ht^ Moderation, at a 
' Time when the Empire was affli£l«d with a 

* War againft the common Enemy of Chri- 

* ftendoni, wpold not revive the Couragis of 

* the Iq6del$, whofe Ruin would be Irretrievable 
^ if fuch an unhop'd for Afliftancedid not hap- 
^ pen to them/ The King anfwered the Count 
Je LokowiiZj ^ That all that had been right, 

* if Aflairs had not chang-d Face fince the 
^ Truce. That at a Time wh^ he hoped to 

* haye iqet with fome Gratitude, for his Mo- 
^ deration. Leagues had been formed againft 
^ him. That he knew from good Hands, no* 
^ thing was thought of but a Peace with the 

* ^urksy to faU afterwards upon his Kingdoni. 
' That that was the Reafon he demanded Secu - 

* rity* or he muft take Care not to bcfurpriz'd/ 
That Security was anew Treaty, by whicl> he 
would have had fevc/al Advantage^. To ob- 
tain them, the moft Chriftian King l^new he 
muft threaten the Emperor ^d his Allies, while 
they were at War with the ^urh ; that fearing 
to fee thetpfelyes attacked by powerful Enemies 
on all Sides, they might comply with his un- 
reafonable Dcnunds. He confidered, let thq 
Emperor take it as he pleafed, he could not but 
be a Gainer by it. If his Propofal was agreed

l:dici a MotnenrV '^t • *iiiew^d his /Refentnfient' 
mmediately. The lEfeftor depeftdir^ on. the 
^{liknccs he had enteriefd into with the^mfteror 
.nd princes of the Efepfire, def^ifed the Terms 
)f Apcommodatiohpropofed by France^ and' 
^n the'Rifk of loflrig hi^ Country, before his; 
\IIies cou'd be r^ad'y^ to affift hinf>. He was to 
re p^ied for having fd powerful and revengeful 

1 King his near Neighbour; and has been Wa- 
ned by Policidarfs; for not giving him good 
i^ords at fach ^ Juhfilore, amich might have 
aved the Defofetioh of his Country. There's 
io prince, whofe Politicks wferfe more adoiircd 
han the Duke of Savoy^ who by accommodate 
ng himfejf to the Times, got into the peaceful 
?offcffion of his Teiritories, and perhaps more 
jlorioufly than ever were any of ^his Predecef- 

fors. 
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fors. We ihaU fee how he temporized, and 
how by his own Valour aud Conduft, and that 
df his Herbitk'lCinfman, Pritice Eugekb, he 
not only fav*d but enlafg'd his Dominions^ 
^et> Wecbme to the Wiir of luly. We mufb 
firft difpatch that of Hungary ^'^ at leaft while 
jPrince Eu6ene was concerned initi and Jn 
order to it, VctUrn to Count Tikeli. 

It Mvas fhdoght at Vienna^ that that Count 
was dead of his Wounds; and they wea v«py 
fnuch furf>ri23ed there, when thcyhc^rd hte was 
not only living 2lnd in Health, but likely to be 
as dangelrous^ an Enemy as ever. He had by 
his Intrigues engagM almoft ali the Hungarian 
'Nobilicy to join with him, pr6vidcd he was in 
a Condition to affift them. T^he Count to ob- 
tain powetful Succours from the Grand Signior, 
fent him the Letters he had received from the 
Malecontent Lords in Number 200; and ha- 
ving giveh his Highnefs fuch Proofs of bis Sin- 
cerity, he demanded new Proofs of his Favour, 
which Was, to bfe declared Prince of Huhgary 
and Tranfyhania^ and to be fupply'd with 
10,000 Men;, and Money to (hew the Hungari- 
ans he w^s not in Difgrace a^ was reported, but 
ftill abk to fupport them. Which being done, 
hepfomifed to alter the State of Affairs in Hun- 
gary. The Saltan, as he was advised to do, im- 
mediately dif^atched Ordera to the Grand Vi- 
fier, to declare Count Tekeli Prince of Hungary 
and tranfyhania^ and to tell him the io,ooQ 
Men fhould join him. As to the Money, that 
Demand met with more Difficulties, the Qtio- 
man Treafury being very low \ but by cxtraor- 
E 4 dinary 
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dinary Ways nine Millions were raifcd, apd 
Fart of it fcnt to 5Vitf//, who at ftrft- proceeded 
vigoroufly and fortunately. The Garrifops of 
the feyeral Towns were to have their Throajs 
cut, and all Takeli^s Creatures to take Arms, 
and dirow off the Emperpr*? Yoke, The 
pouft of Vienna being inforn^Vi pf this fatal 
Kcfolution, fent Orders to Count Car^a to 1;^ 
Upon hit Guard; Upper Hungary^ where he 
commanded, meditating a Revolt Several of 
the Confpiratora were feiz'd, try'd, condpmn'd 
and executed ; but th$i Nuniber increafing every 
Day, the Prifons were fp fqll pf them, they 
qoul^ hold no mqre, find the Imperial Mini- 
ftcrs were at a Ix)fs what to do with them, At 
laft the C^ouncil declared it to be th^irQpinion, 
that the Rebels ihould be chafti?*d wjth the ut- 
tnoft Severity, and none fp^red but fuph as 
were drawn in by thofe that had Power ovpr 
^hem, as the Judges of the Cjttesand the Lor^s 
of Intcreft in the Country. 

All thefe Misfortunes were followed by 4 
Piece of Treafon, whiph would have been t^e 
Lofs of all the En^peror's Conquefts, had ic 
not been difcQver'd, A Lieuterxant of the R^- 
giment of Salms^ undertook to flcliver up the 
important Fortrcfs of Buda to the Infidels. His 
Name was Fink^ 4 Man pf fpme Condition, 
who had behayed bimfelf well on fcveral Qc- 
cafions : but fq degenerated from all Principles 
pf Honour, as to refolve on this horrid Piece 
of Treachery, He had the good Fortune Jail 
Campaien to beat a Party of Turks with t?n 
Men only. This Action made him known to 

the 
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tKe QeneralS) whp looked on him as a Man of 
I^eric. He had likewife done his Puty well at 
the Siege of Buda ; but when the Town w^s 
taken» he happened to light on a Slave, whofe 
Pea^cy charm'd him, which was his Ruin : For 
falling iq love with her almoft to Madnefs, he 
lyas fo we^ as to promife her whatever ihe 
^ed of him ; and among other Things, to 
quit the Emperor's Service, and fly into Turkj 
with her. '^hc. ]^xpence of this Amour was 
fqch, as put him on a thpufand ^\iihs to r^ife 
Money ^Q ^nfwer ic^ and the fair Slave being 
far from abridging him of any of his Extravar 
gancies, increased them fo much, that he ftuck 
^t noth'uig to get Money lor his Luxury, and 
pflfered the Bafla of Alb^ Regalis to deliver 
Buda Into his Hands when he was on Guard. 
He wrote him a Letter, wherein hp enlarg'd on 
hi$ PaJBion fof his furkijh Miftrpfs, thinking 
the Bafla would take his Confidence in him in 
that as a Proof of h}s Sincerity. A Peafant 
cstrry'd his Letter to the Bafla, who not under- 
fianding the German Tongue, made one of his 
Men explain it to him, not minding there was 
aChriilianSlave mending thcFire in his Room, 
which Slave communicated t^ic Secret to other 
31aves his Companions ; and there was not one v 
who did not abhor the Lieutenant's Treafon, 
by which a Fprtrefs that had cofl: fo much 
Blood was about being delivered in to the Hands 
of the Jnfidels. They all wiflied the Gover- 
iiour of Buda had Intelligence of it, but could 
pot tell hpw to effeft it. While they were 
ponfid^rin^ of the Matter, it pleafed Gpd th^t 
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a Gentkman feht \a -Ranfom for one of the 
Slaves, who wa^s Ws Servant, arid had bech 
prefent whein tfhe*(5ther ISlave gavean AccOuiit 
of the Confpifatyv Which he atqoaintcid his 
Mafter ^vith when hb catoe home.- ■ 1/he Gieti- 
tleman wrote ab6ut;it immediately to the Em^ 
peror,' who 'was much concerned, 'that he had 
notfent A(dvi<ie<!)f it direftly t6 the Governour 
-at Buda^ being a^rfehenfive thit the Blow 
might be ^iveri befoi*^ he M^o\jld;liave Notice to 
prevent it. He dli^^tched a Courier to the Go- 
vernbur, 'Ovich a Letter in his own; Hand to ac* 
quaint him whhthePtot, and ordered him to 
apprehend the Lieutenant; which was -done ac- 
cotditaglyi anrd tht Criminal ^dyfelytonfincd. 
He was examined, and at firfi denied the Fatft'; 
but being prfefsM home, he laid, his Defign 
was not to hcxxifBtda^ but\bhly to get a Sam 
bf Money out of the Baffa. He wte anfwer'd, 
\{ that only had been his Intention, he WouM 
doubtkfs have acquainted the Govei^nour wrtfti 
It, i^ho by joiniAg '^ith him todi-aw the Baffa 
into the Snare^ iHi^ht have got him iand his 
Tfo<>ps into dh A^rnbufcade. This Objetftion 
rftrock him dumb ;• and it being obftrved that 
hfe endeavoured 'bhiy to fpin out the Courfe of. 
jufftii^, hte wa3 put to the Rack When he con- 
tfeffed, "Thdi m Sf'a^ nms ihe Cdujt'ofbis Mts- 
fortmki \ that pe put him UpbH ikiiing tv the 
Bajfa^ whoi ^rmifed him not dnly iht 2000 Du- 
cats he dimm^ed; ^ut 8000 m'oHy frovided be 
'kept hisPf^drii TBdt be repented henrtily of the 
Orimt he bad- cdmtnilited % and as be deferved to 
die, dll the F^Hthe defifdnvas^ that be might 

h 
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be pU t4 Diatb without ft^ff^rin^ any more^ 
finct nothing further would come out of bis 
jibmb hut what be bad f aid. The Comman- 
der ient the Emperor an Account of his Con- 
feffion, and pray'd him to let him know what 
Death he woald have the Criminal put to. Ac- 
cording to the Rigour of the Laws, and the* 
Enormity of his Crime, *twas thought he 
ihould be empaPd \ but in Confidetation of his 
Relations, he was only beheaded. The Peafant 
Dfhom he made ufe of as his Meffcnger, was' 
dealt with more rigoroufly; he was empaled' 
alive. Their Bodies were quartered, and the 
Quarters cxpofed in feveral rarts of the City" 
and on the Highways, to fcrve for an Ex- 
ample. 

The Baffd of Alba Regalis having conceived 
great Hopes from the Propofal made him by the 
Lieutenant, gave the Grand Vifier Advice 6f 
it ; and to conceal the true Defign, which 
was^ to form an Army 6f feveral Detach- 
ments, from the neighbouring Places, to car- 
ry it on, the Vifier and he made feveral 
Motions with their Troops. The Imperialrfts 
could not imagine the Meaning of it : They 
. thought of nothing lefs than a Etefign to fur- 
pnze Buda ; but, on the contrary, believed the 
Infidels had fome other Place in View. In the 
mean time the 'Myftery being difcover'd, the 
Turks were heartily vex'd at the Difappoint* 
ment. The Baffa 6f yill>a Regalis not only fell 
into Difgface with the Grand Signior on this 
Occafion, but had much ado to keep his Head 
on his Shoulders, which nothing could havfe 
-' done 
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done, but the good Intelligence he had io the 

It has been already obrerycd, that the Jea? 
loufy the Princes of the f^mpire conceived of 
the French King, as if he intended to declare 
War with the ER)peiror, made them doubtf^ 
whether they fhoujd fend any Troops, to i&«- 
gary^ or keep them to fetye on th^ Rbin^, 
During thefe f r?nfaftions the Marqqis de VUr 
larsj late Marefchal of Franecj,^ arrived at the 
Court of Vienna. This AmbajQTador was at 
f|rft tajcen for a Herald, who, came to de- 
nounce a Rupture between the two prowns. 
He was young and feeni^d to have a gr^t deal 
of Spirit, with all the fine Qualities nepcffary 
for the Cabinet or the Camp: Nothing was 
brighter than his Equipages, nothing fo court- 
ly ^his behaviour. ^ No one pf all the Mini-.. 
fters of France^ waf fp proper to found thg 
Princes of the Empire, and even engage jh^m 
in the Interefts of the King his Matter. The 
chief Motive of his Embaffy^ or rather tlic 
Pretext, was to make Compliments of Con- 
doiance on the Death of the Emprefs. Whatr 
ever it was, the Eniperor and Emprefs gave 
bim a very gracious Reception. 'Twas a Timq 
in which the Court oi France was to be cajol*d, 
and her Ambafladors refpe<fled. After the 
Marquis de Villars had performed his Compli- 
ments of ^ondolance, he went on njore fe- 
rious Affairs. He Ijad feveral fecret Confe- 
rences with the Emperor's Minifters; and hav- 
ing made Proppfals that were not difpleafing to 
them, his coming was in Appearance vefy 
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2(greeable to the &nperon 'Twas faid then at 
Viinnu^ he had afiiired his Imperial Majefty 
there woald be no Rupture^ between the two 
Crowns^ and that he propofed a ftriA Alliance 
againft the ^urk ; but the Seqitel (hew'd the 
Marquis de Villars came only to fift the Court 
cX Vienna^ and that his Embafly was much like 
the Marquis de Boiffler^s Journey to the three 
£cclefiaftick Eledors. 

However, this Juftice muft be done the 
Marquis de Villars^ that he executed admira- 
bly veil the Commiffion that was given him, 
if ir was to found People. 

We come now to the Operations of the 
Campaign in 1687, wherein Prince Eugene^ 
we ihall find, according to his wonted Cu-> 
ftom, acquired a great deal of Glory. Pur« 
iuant to the Defign fbrmM at Vienna for the 
opening of the Campaign, the Army was to be 
divided into two Bodies, one to be command- 
ed by the EleAor of Bavarici the otlier by 
the Duke oi Lorain \ under whom were to be 
Prince Lewis of Baden and Prince Eugene of 
Savoy. The Marefchal de Scbomberg leaving 
France at that Time, his great Reputation 
made the Emperor ufe hrs Endeavours to en- 
gage him in his. Service : He offered him- 
80,000 Livres a Year Penfion, and*if the Ma- 
refchal had accepted of thofe Offers, he was 
to have ferv*d in Hungary as General under the 
Eledor of Bavaria. But the Marefchal not 
being willing to enter into the Emperor's Ser« 
vice without Ae French King's Confcnt, he 
CKCufed himfelf as handfomely as he could.

According t6 what had been proj^ftcd at 
Vienna^ a general Amnefty was to be publifc'di 
to invite the Hungarian Rebels to return to 
their Obedience to the Emperor. The Impe- 
rial Army confifted of 27 Regiments of Fdoc^ 
19 of Horfe, add nine of Dr^dons^ irudkki^ 
about 60,000 Men. The Duke of Bavaria 
putting himfclf at the Head of the Body he 
was to command, march'd towards Upper Hun-^ 
gary^ and the Duke of Lorain towards Efeck. 
The latter holding a Council on Advice that 
the ^urks were encamp*d under the Cannon of 
EJfeckj *twas debated whether it was not lie- 
ceffary to pafs the Drav^^ whkh divided the - 
two Armies. The Opinion of the Generali 
drSer'd -, fome thought it hazardous to enter ar 
Country the Enen>y had dtterly ruined to de- 
prive them of all Means of • Subfiftence 5; that 
it being very marfhy, they would be coutinq- 
ally obliged to lay Bridges for the Paffage of 
the Troops, which would take up too mucb 
f ime ; that they w^nrid he at a» Uncel-Saiiwy? 
after they had pafs*d, to know whether jhe 
Turks having thrown Suceoiirs Into Effetk; 
would retire to Belgrade or not •; that a long 
and fatiguing March would be ufekfs^ Imce 
they could not form the Siege of EJfetk^ wherft 
was a great Garrifon ; that - if they fhould fo 
do, it was to be fear'd the Vifier would at- 
tack the Imperial Army when they were fa- 
tigued ; others were of the Duke of Larai^i 
Opinion: That Prince repreferited to the CcMin- 
cit of War,, he had certain Advke thdt the 
Qrand Vifier had pofitive Orders ta give Bit- 
tie ; 
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tie t That m fuch Cafe the Imperialifts ran no 
Bifque, fince their Refolutton was the fame. 
That the Turks Army being numerous, there 
Nwas no Erc^refs to be- expe&ed this Cam- 
paign, unlels they firft beat it. By thefe Rea- 
fons the Duke of Lorain, perfuaded the other 
Generals to pafs the Brave with the Army, 
and fent to the Duke- of ^^»c^^r/^ to join him. 
After the Troops: were pafs'd, the Imperialifts 
raifed fome Forts at the Head of the Bridge, 
where they left a Guard and Cannon, and then 
advanced towards Effech In- the mean while 
they lofl: a great deal of Time in palling the 
Marflaos, of which the Country was full, and 
were forced' perpetually^ to be laying Bridges 
for the Paflage of the Artillery and Cavalry. 
The Infidek took hold • of thefe Letts, and 
c»trcnch*d themfclves fo well, that when- the 
Imperial Army came up to them, they were 
fafe and fcar'd nothing, notwithftanding the 
keports thatthc Grand Vifier was fled.' ' The 
Duke of LoimUy impatient to engage, try'd 
all Way^ toibjning on a Bwtic : He viewM the 
Enemy's Camp, and found it fo ftrong, that 
he had nothing to do but to grieve for ruining 
his Army by fo long and fatiguing a March. 
Finding therefore it Was impoflible to attack 
the Infidels^ he> rcfolved to entrench himfelf, 
to give his> Troops Time to reft. Both Armies 
cannonaded each olher vigoroufly, but the 
^urks did/it .widi mod Advantage through the 
Sitaationt of* their Camp; Thftlmperiali/h^ to 
remedy this, m^de new- W6rks, but they did 
notlcoverthpeni from the dreadful Fire of the 
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Oi toman Artillery i which made the Duke or 
Lorain refolvc to retire. His Cavalry, which 
bad extremely fufFer'd in the March, were in 
a miferable Condition ; however, being tinder 
ibme Apprehenfioh that the Infidels hiight fall 
on him in hh Retreat, it was thought proper 
tp do it in Battalia: To which Purpofc the 
Duke led the Van, the Duke of Bavaria^ aiid 
Prince Lewis of Baden the Rear, and Princ^ 
Eugene of Savoy codimanded a Body to cover 
the Infantry. This Retreat Was liianaged with 
all imaginable Caution, and Prince Eugene on 
this Qccaiion^ as well as all others, gave fignal 
ProQf$ of his Courage and Condud: His Pod 
was thfc mod expoied, becaufc 'twas to be 
feared the Ottoman Cavalry would fall upon the 
Imperial Infantry. The Grand Vifier took 
this Retreat of the Chriftian Army as a Sort of 
Triumph for him ; and to Ihew his Joy, Jfired 
all his Artillery, as much as if heliad a Vifto- 
ry: This made the ?irij bdld, and put therti 
upon purfuing the Imperialifts. There happcfa'd 
feveral Skirmifhes on the March, in which ^e 
Turks had fome Advantage ; and that encou-^ 
raged them fo much, that they refolv'd to pafs 
the Drave after them. 

The Duke of Lorain had no foonet pafs'd 
that River, but he reprefcnted to the Duke of 
Bavaria the Neceffity they were in to approach 
the Danube for the Subfiftence of the Army^ 
the Horfe having for their's only what Ihcj^ 
could pick up in the Marihes. His Eleftorat 
Highnefs agreed with the Duke of Lorain^ and 
the Army marched towards Mohatz^ whero 

they 
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tiitj rcftcd eight Days. Provifions came in a- 
bundance up the Danube j and refrelhM the Ar- 
my fo much, that they were fit for Aftion. A 
Council of War was held, and an Expedition 
debated. The Siege of S/al-JVeiJfemiaurg was 
propofed, and the Troops were ordered to 
march towards it, but fome Parties of Tartars 
advancing by &vourof the Woods, carry 'd off 
their Foragers two Days tc^ether. The Spies 
that were fent out^ at their Return to the 
Campi rei)orted; that all the Of Soman Army 
was on the March, intending to ky Siege to 
Ziclos 5 which was confirmed by Prifoncrs. The 
Generals held another Council of War, and it 
was refolved to demolifh Zichs and Fiiii 
Cburcbesy after having withdrawn the Garrifons 
and whatever was in them ; and after to go to 
Stol'Weijfembaurgy and lay Siege to it. The 
8th of Augi^ the Imperial Army began its 
March for this E)tpedition, but, a great Part 
of the Enemy's Cavalry appearing, they halted. 
This Body confifted of about 3000 Horfe, who 
by their Skirmifliing^ hindered the Army's ara 
riving that Day at the Gatftp the Duke of Lo^ 
rij/» defign'd forJt. They therefore ftoppM 
half a League above Mbbatz^ where they 
learned that the Grand Vifier had made fuch 
preffing Inftances to the Sultan to permit him 
to give Battle, that he had at laft received fuch 
Orders. The Duke of Lorain inforrii'd'the 
Elcftor of Bavaria and the other Generals of 
it; and the Boldnefs with which 3000 Horfe 
had attacked them the Day before, did not 
leave any Room to doubt but that was their 
6 F t)efign. 
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Defjgn. The Tmperialifis^ not to feem in the 
lead difcouraged by it, were of Opinion to put 
the Projeft they had form'd in Execution, and 
the Army were orderM to continue its March 
the next Day. In the mean while . they fpcnt 
the Night in cleaning their Arms and preparing 
for a Battle. They detached feveral Parties, 
but could make 'no Dependence on their Re- 
ports. However, a Spy, who had been in the 
• Ottoman Camp related, TT:>at the Grand Vifier 
had made the Order be. had received from Q>n- 
flantinople publick to the whole Army^ fromijing 
to reward thofe as behaved themfelves as they 
ought to do in the Battle, 

At Day break the Imperial Army march'd, 
and a great Body of the Enemy*s Cavalry pre- 
fented themfelves before it again, giving con- 
tinual Alarms. The Turks did the fame two 
Days after, ftill following the Army, which. 
marched to Ziclos, The Duke of Lorain fent 
Farces out againft all their Detachments, but 
they avoided engaging. Thele Fore-runners 
of a Combat were foon followed by the Ap- 
proach of the whole Ottoman Army. In efFed, 
the Imperialijls arriving the nth of Augufi 
near Mount Herfan^ where was formerly a fair 
Town of that Name, which had been ruined 
by the War ; the Duke had Notice that the 
Grand Vifier, by marching Night and Day 
with extreme Diligence, was within a League 
of him, and had poffeffed himfelf of a Wood 
which was in his Way, having polled feme 
Troops there to flank him. The Grand Vifier's 
Condudl ever fince the Beginning of the Cam- 
paign 
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pafgn made the Emperor's Generals wonder 
how the tuHu had Icamt th6 Art of War fo 
well, aiid they found that he was not an Enemy 
to be dcfpis^d. At. th is Time a great Council of 
War was held. The Elcftor of Bavaria was 
to command the Van-gmrd the next Day ; but 
ic being dangerous to make fuch a Motion^ 
'twas refolded, contrary to the ufoal Prafticc of 
the March of the Armies^ that every one 
fhKmld keep m the fame Pod he was in the Day 
before. They made fevcral little Detachments 
to difcover the Enemy's Motions, and the 
Grand Vifieralfo ^tached 3000 Horfe, which 
gave an Alarm to the Imperialijis \ but all the 
Troops teing under Arms, they were fo refo- 
luteiy received, that they retired to the En- 
trance into the Wood : The Imperialifts pur- 
ftied them thicher, but durft not enter it with 
them for fear of an Ambufeade. The Duke 
of Lorain fent fome Men to the Top of Mount 
Herfan to make a full Difcovery of the Oilman 
Army. On the Report that there appeared a 
grearBody behind the Bufhcs, fome Voluntiers 
advanced towards them, to exchange a Piftol 
with them ; but the Turks^ who were more ad- 
vantageoufly mounted, feeing them coming 
furrounded them, and cut off their Heads in 
Sight of the whole Army. This. Prelude of a 
Battle was followed, on the Part of the Turksj 
with dreadful Cries, enough to difliearten the 
moft Intrepid. Both Sides returned to their 
Camps, cxpefting to have thefr Face decided 
the next Day, and a great many did not fleep 
very foundly* The Generals, and among 
F 2 them 
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them Prince EuGENB) was on Horfeback all 
Night. About X>ay-brcak the Enemy appeared 
to fall on the Grand Guards but the Imperia* 
lifts repulfed them. One of the Turks who w» 
wounded, falling into their Hands wasexamin'd^ 
and they learned by him; that the Grand Vifier 
Was near at Hand with the whole Ottoman At* 
my, confiding of 70,000 fighting Men ; that 
he had been all Night making Entrenchments^ 
and had thrown Men into the Wood, boafting, i 
that without being obliged to give Battle, he 
need only ftay in his advantageous Camp to de- ^ 
ftroy the whole Imperial Army* A Council of 
War was held on fopreffing a Conjunfhire ; and 
as the Imperialifts could not go backwards wkh* 
out abandoning Ziclos^ and the other Places on 
the Drave^ fo it was thought proper to march 
thither without Lofs of Time. The Duke of 
Lorain put himfelf at the Head of the.Van- 
guardjwhich was composed of the Right Wing. 
He left fome Dragoons and fome Battalions to 
cover the Flank of his Cavalry agalnft the at- 
tack of the Enemy potted in the Wood. The 
Grand Vifier, who had his Attention toevery - 
Thing, made a Movement which -extreamly - 
embarrafsM that Prince; who^perceiving the 
Vifier*s Defign was to fall on the Duke of Jbi- 
n^aria^ immediately dctach'd Picolpmini with 
his Brigade to his Affiftance. It happenM as 
the Duke thought it would; The Eloftor was 
attacked, and as he advanced to animate his 
Men by his Prefence, a Turk rU(h*d out of the 
Biilhes to kill him, he bcipg diftinguiflied from 
the other Officers by a red Coat emlwoidercd 

with 
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I with Gold, and a Plume of white Feathers in 
1. his Hat. The Turk by thefe Tokens took him 
I for a General, and was not deceived. He fir'd 
his Fuzee^^ but inftead of hitting his Body, he 
^imndedliim in the Left Hand. All that were 
about him thought him dangeroufly wounded ; 
and as the Prefence of Princes in a Day of Bat- 
tle it abfolutely neceflary to encourage the Sol- 
diers, fo this was enough to difhearten them, 
bad he not immediately (hewn himfelf to every 
one. 

The Army ftill continued its March forwards : 
The Vanguard having pafled a Bottom, mountr 
ed an Eminence, on the Top of which there 
^as a Hedge that cover'd a Plain. Some 
furhjb Cavalry were pofled behind that Hedge: 
They made as if they would attack the Duke of 
I^atHj to amufe him, while the main Body of 
them fell on the Duke of Bavariay but the lat* 
ter having Orders not to engage, ftood on the 
defenfive. The Turks feeing that, grew mcM-c 
bold : They canieup clofer to him, and he fent 
an Aid de-Camp to the Duke of Lorain^ toin* 
form him of the Condition he was in, and de« 
niand Liberty to light them. That Prince de- 
fired him to follow the Refolutions agreed to in 
the Morning : However, the Eleftor finding 
himfelf prcfleci, let the Duke of Lorain know, 
that in a Council of War, where Things are ar- 
g^ed with Tranquility, one may fpcak as one 
thinks; but when Troops have an Enemy on 
their Hands, the Cafe was not the fame: That 
he was^ without Interruption attacked by frelh « 
Bmalions and Squadrons, an4 'twas impoffiblc 
? 3 ■ . ^ 
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10 flop them without expofing his Glory, by 
keeping on tbp Defcnfiyie ^ he h^d done : That 
hcfides, his Troops being expofcd tp the Ene- 
my's Fire were eagpr to engage, and began to 
inurniur at. the Thoughts of Prudence, which 
appeared to be out of Seafon : That 'twas to be 
feared they would try to gpt out of the Panger 
by a Flight, which would be pardonable, fmce 
xhey were nQt pcrn)ittcd tp fight. In the mean 
Time the Enemy multiplied, and when the 
Imperialijis offered to pafs, they (topped them 
with their Fire. Befides, to embarrafs them 
the more, they appeared at the fame Time at 
the Vanguard, contenting themfelves with only 
Skirmifhing, to hinder the Duke of Lornin^s 
fending any SuccQurs to the Duke ef Bavaria^ 
whom they moft aimed at. In this A<5lion, 
AlSairs went well hitherto for the Infidels^ and 
every thing feem'd to promife theni Victory. 
A great Body that had not yet appeared advan- 
ced againft the Eledor with hideous Shouts, fo 
that he was obliged to begin the Battle to favc 
himfelf and his Troops, without ftaying for 
the Permiffion he had fent to demand of the 
Duke of Lorain. To this End he caufed his 
bcft Troops to advance, and had fome Field 
Pieces placed at the Head of the Battalions, 
which had tKe bcft Effed in the World. Bico- 
lomini believing the Duke of Bavaria in great 
Peril, came now to his Afliftance ; and his E- 
Jedoral Highnefs ordered him to drive the E- 
nemy from a Bottom he had juft paffcd, which 
he performed with all imaginable Bravery. 
Fortune favouring him, he not only made him- 
felf 
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fclf Mafter of the Bottom, but drove the 
nemy as far as the Entrance into the Wo< 
whither they retired. The ^urks perceivi 
thp Fault they had commitred in givi 
Ground with fo little Reafon {Picolomini bci 
affiftcd by no body) returned to the Chai 
with a great deal of Courage. The Regimi 
ol Conmerci^ which was of the Brigade, 1 
fcred very much, and had 200 Men killed i 
Moment: The reft feeing that, fled; a 
there was not one but what was frighted to 
thcfe Barbarians carrying before them 1 
Heads of thofe they had flain. The Prince 
Commerci was wounded on this OccaQon, 
Count de Ligueville^ Major of his Regim 
killed, and his He^d cut off like the relh 1 
reft of the Turkijh Cavalry feeing this Adv 
tage, fell upon the Duke of Bavaria with 
much Vigour, that that Prince was very m 
embarrafs'd. However, he did Wonders, 
by giving, fuch an Example to others, c 
kept firm ; and the Infidels, after a long 
obftinate Combat, began to fly, but they 
it in fo good Order, that it looked rather 
a Retreat than a Flight. The Elector confic 
whether he ought to purfue them or not, 
he was not long in Safpenfe : They return 
themfelves to the Charge, and the Fight 
renewed with fo much Fury, that if this F 
had not immediately ordered Cannon t 
brought up, he had been obliged to give Gr 
He commanded them to be charged, with 
touches, and they were fir'd with fuch Sc 
that the lamentable Cries of the*woundec 
F 4 . ni 



niid^ted thjc reft fo much, that they fled, and 
r^prnM to the Woods. TThe Itnperialifts were 
doubtful whether they fliould purfue them Of 
not, for fear of a new Combat. The Duke of 
Bavaria ordered Parties out to fee whether they 
were gone j and they finding no body, himfelf 
follow'd, and found them in Entrenchments 
very advantageoufly fituated, tho^ made in 
hafte : They were between a Marfh and a Wood^ 
fo that they did not think fit to ^o farther. 
There the Grand Vifier's Camp was, and the 
l^rifoners that were taken confirmM it, and re- 
ported they had ^ great many frefli Troops that 
|iad not been in the Comsat. The Head of 
fhis Camp was defended by a Battery of 12 
puns, which made the Imperialifts\ who thought 
^hey had obtained a Viftory, think again. 

The 9Vr*j, fearing the Chriftians wou^d en- 
deavour to force their Camp, prefently ftopp^l 
ibme Paflages that were open ; and a Perfon of 
piftinftion appeared amopgft them who had on 
aTurbant adornM with Jewels, and a magni«- 
ficent Veft, commanding the Labourers who 
were employed in that Work. This Perfon 
was taken for the Grand Vifier, or one of the 
chief Generals. The Duke of BavarU obfer- 
ving the Eagernefs of the Soldiers to force the 
^urks Entrenchments, wouW haye done-it, biit 
the General Officers who were with him did 
not think fit to undertake it without Artillery z 
Wherefore fcveral Pieces were, brought, *andi 
piountcd for Battery with all imaginable Dili- 
gence ; The» the Entrenchments were beaten 
down, and the Imperial Cavalry at once march- 
ed 
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lA againft the Infidek, without ftaymg to be 
comtnanded. They were heard to fay, as they 
pafs'd by. Their Forttmis were made. The 
Sffri;^ Cavalry, feeing them advance witK lb 
inuch Refolution, gave Ground, and abandonM 
the Foot to the Fury of the Im^ialifts. The 
Janifaries were very much fuirprized at the De* 
fertion of the Horfe : Howjpver, they prefented 
thjonfelyes on the Breach to defend it. They 
fought with incredible Bravery, but the Impe- 
rial Cavalry opened themfelves a Faflage at o- 
ther Places, and the Janifaries were then fur- 
rounded and put to the Sword \ the reft of the 
Xurkifb Infantry fuffer'd extremely, and at laft 
faved themfelves by Flight only. The Duke 
of Bavaria entering the Enemy's Camp at the 
Head of his Horfe, rode dire^Iy to the Grand 
. Vifier's Tent, which wasdiftingui(hable by the 
Richnefs of k. He found no bodv to guard it, 
tho* 'twas very well worth the while: For the 
Horfe's Tail was t^ere, and the Turks military 
Treafure, amounting to above two Millions in 
Gold and Jewels. His £le6toral Highnefii 
feized it, as alfo all the other Riches that were 
in the Tent ; and after having fet a Quard on 
it, purfucd the Viftory. 

The Duke of Lerain being informed of 
what had pafs'd, hafteri^d with his Troops, 
that he might participate of the Glory of the 
Vidlory, and complimented the Duke of Ba^ 
• varia on what he had^cquir'd that Day. Af- 
ter which he detach^ 10,000 Horfe, and gave 
the Command of tliem to General Donewaldj 
^> follow- the Flyers. Thc.Gencral went di-

reflly to the Bridge the Ia&(^el$ had over the 
X>rav$j which they had carefully ja-eferv^ to 
favpur their Retrefit. H^ found they had bro« 
J^en it after theip, and pa0ed that River with 
fo much Precipitation, th^t a vait Number of 
them were drowned. Thpfe who c?ii>ie too Tate, 
finding the, Bridge brpken, endeavour'd to 
f^ve themfelves by Swinaming; fev^ral who 
could qot fwim, choi^ r^her to die by th^ 
Hands of theViftors, than fling themfelv^ into 
the Water. They "knade a difin^l Cry when 
General Donmald c^me on, imploring his Mer- 
cy ; but he. Without beiijig tq9(:h*d with their 
Crie«, prdered them all to be ppttp the Sword, 
as he did in his Return tjiofe he met in his Way. 
The Duke of Lorain ^nd J^ledor of BavarU 
were more hum^^> giving Qufrt^r ta ^11 whp 
demoded it. Tht Turks loft in thi§ Battle vi 
or 12,000 Men, 4* B(i£a\ ^nd feyeral Officers 
of Note wer^ taken Ir'rifoners j all their Artil- 
lery, which coqfifted of gp Pieces of Cannon 
and 12 Mortars, remained o^ th^ Field of Bat- 
tle. 

The Impmalijis loft very few Perfons of Qua,- 
Jity in the Rattle, but abundance of Horfe and 
Foot Officers. Count Z inzendorf Sind a Prince 
of the Houfe of Holfiein^ had their Legs bro- 
ken with a Cannon-fliot when the Trenches 
were forced, and their Surgeons were obliged 
to cut them off To /return Praife to God for 
fo glorious a Viftory, sr Day of Thankfgiving 
was celebrated in the Grand Vifier's Tent, more 
(lately than ^ Palace. Pere Mart de Aviano^ a 
fa^mous Capuchin;^ exerted his Eloquence \n a 

Difcourfe 
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Di&ourfe iie made on that Occafion, in Pre- 
fpnce of the Generals. None had behaved 
ti^emfelves better in this Adion than Prince 
£uG£KE of Savcy^ who was (aid to be the 
firft that had the Honour to enter the Enemy's 
Entrenchments, and to fet up the German £a- 
^ in the furkifi Camp ; and a^ no one had a 
greater Share m the P^nger and Glory of this 
Aftipn) no €»ne was more fit to carry the wel- 
cpm^ News of the Viftory to the Court of K/- 
€Hna. It if eafy to imagine what kind of Re- 
ception he 'met with from his Imperial Majefty 
Mpon his Arrival, who .thanked him again for 
the new Proofs he had given him of his Zeal 
and AfifeiStion for his Service, •making him a 
Frefent,. at the fame Time, of his Pidlure fet in 
Diamonds. The Emperor wrote with his own 
Hand to the Duke of Lorain^ and the Elcdlor 
iof Bavaria^ to congra.tulate them on fo great 
an A&ion ; he difpatched alfo a great many 
X>)urier^ to inform the Chrillian Princes of the 
Succefs of his Arms : but this was by no means 
agreeable to the Court of France. 

The Duke of Lorain^ after the Battle of 
Her/anj underftood that the Prince of Tranfyl^ 
vaniay notwithftanding the Treaty which he 
had made vith the Emperor, ftill held a Cor- 
rcfpohdence with the Turks : Upon which he 
changed the Plan of the Defignshe had form'd 
on the Towns on the other Side of the Brave. 
The Grand Vifier, bfiing informed that the //»- 
peridlifts wa-e on a March, fearing they would 
confc to attack the Bridge he had at Peterwa^ 
radin^ and Aersfore fent a Detachment thither 

of 
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of fix thouiand Men, Horfe and Foot This 
was indeed the Duke of Lorain*s pefign, who 
ieeing tha Grand Vificr had prevented him, 
thought on fome new Undertaking. He pre- 
tended to march towards Temijwaer^ fpreading 
a Report that he would befiege it \ which obli- 
ged the Vifier to make a confiderable Detach- 
ment on that Side. |n the mean Time, he 
wrote to Count Edredi J Govcrnour of Croatia^ 
to join General Donewdld^ and keep the Turks 
in play, which they did with great Succefs. The 
Duke himfelf turned his Thoughts on Penfil^ 
vania. The Letter the Prmce of Tranfylvanm 
wrote a Day or two before the Battle of Herfan 
to the Grand Virier, and the Intrigues which 
Count Tekeli carried on with him, to draw hina 
off from the Emperor's Iritereft, gave Occafion 
to the Duke of Lorain to diitruft his Fi- 
delity; fo he marched tpwards hini to 
oblige him to explain himfelf, or to bring him 
to Reafon. As ioon as he arrived on his Fron- 
tierSj he fent the Baron de Hontjcbin to tell 
him, that his Imperial Majefty was informed of 
all the Difguifes he niade ufe of, and that he 
muft give Winter Quarters to the Troops by 
Confent or Force, without which they Ihould 
always fufped his Fidelity the more, becaufe he 
had broken bis Word which he had given to 
hoH no more Correfpondence ; for they knew 
very well he kept it up ftridter than ever : That 
in fhort he muft refolve to receive him as a 
Friend or Enemy, and had not much Time, 
for he foUow'd near at Hand the Baron of 
Hon^hin. One may imagine the Surprize of 

th^ 
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the Prince of T^ranfylvania upon fach aCottlpIi- 
menc : He forthwith called a Coancil, and to 
prevent the Defolation of his Country, and 
ftop the March of the Duke of Ldfrain^ fent 
him Deputies to offer him every thing that 
Ihould be necefiary for the Subfiftence of hit 
Army^ provided he would Hay upon the Fron«> 
ders. But the Duke, convinced of the Diffi- 
inulation of that Prince, which was to avoid 
the Blow that threaten'd him, took no Notice 
<^ thefe Offers, and ordered his Troops to 
inarch into the Heart of his Country. Prince 
Maffi was now very much embarrafs'd : The 
Afiairs of the Grand Signior ii^ere in fo bad a 
Condition, he faw plainly there was no great 
Reafon to depend on his Prote&ion. He thea 
turn'd his Hopes another Way, firom whence 
he thought to get fome Affiftsmce. To this 
Furpofe he addrefled himfelf to the King of 
Poland^ and ordered great Offers to be made 
him, if be would promife to aflift him. On 
die other Hand, he Tent a Perfon to the Aga 
of the Janifaries at Belgrade^ to induce him to 
make fome Diverfion in his Favour, by ac- 
quainting him with all the Attempts he might 
form to the Advantage of the Grand Signior i 
but the Aga had other Views, and^ was march* 
ing direAly to ConftafHinopUj to frighten the 
Sultan, and oblige him to facrifice the Head of 
the Grand Vifier to his Refentmcnt, and give 
him, at the fame Time, his Place. T^e Prince. 
of Tranfyhania feeing himfelf deprived of all 
manner of Help, refolved at laft to abandon 
his Country to the Imperialifts^ who feixed up* 

on 
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on all his Fortreffcs. They were fa well pro- 
vided in fo fine a Country, that they forgot all 
the Fatigues of a Campaign, which had been 
one of the fevereft that had been made a long 
Time, as well as one of the moft glorious. 
From the Towns taken, and the famous jfottle 
of Herfan. 

The next Year [1688.] the Grand Signior 
was depofed, and his Brother Sotiman^ whom 
he had long kept in Prifon, was proclaimed at 
Canjiantinople with fo . great a Concourfe of 
People, that it was eafy to fee that the Altera- 
tion was not difagreeable to them. To g^in 
the Love of his Subjefts, he determined to 
begin his Reign by fome glorious Aftions, 
and to give them fignal Proofs of his Valour. 
To this Purpofe he publi(h*d, that he would 
put himfelf at the Head of his Armies •, and 
by the fame Couriers who carried the Netvs of 
his Advancement to the Throne within the 
Provinces of his Empire, he gave Orders to 
the Bafla's who commanded there, to expedite 
the new Levies. But on the other Side not to 
be anfwerable to the People for the unfortunate 
Events of the War, he appointed fome Chiaux 
to go to demand Peace of the Emperor, the 
King of Poland^ and the Republick of Venice^ 
but not upon Terms £0 advantageous as thofe 
offered by the Sultan his Brother, who was de- 
pofed. 

* In the mean while the moft Ghriftian King, 
having foMTied the Defign of a War, upon tlie 
Rbiney us*d his utmoft Endeavours to hinder 
the new Sukan from making Peace with the 

Emperor, 
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Emperor, and flattered him with the Hopes of 
a povrerful Diverfion in his Favour. The Sul- 
mn'^s principal Minifters were often in Confe- 
raice upon this Sufe^eft with Monfieur Girardin 
the French Anftbaflador. The moft Chriftian^ 
King made great Preparations, and endeavoured 
to draw feveral Princes into his Party. What 
did he not do to get ofF the Eleftor of Bavi^ 
ria ? He fent Prince Egon of Furftemburg to 
his* Electoral Highnefs* who, befides, many o- 
tter Advantages, offered him alfo, that he 
Ifaould have a Share in the States of the King of 
Spain poffcfsM in Itafy. The fame Offers wewj 
made to the great Duke of Florence^ to engagp 
him in the French Intereft. The latter had a 
Conference at Venice with the Duke of Bania-- 
riaj purfuantto the French Pfoje6k, under Pre- 
tence of a Marriage ; and it was there they a- 
greed upon a Treaty, of which the Marquis de 
Lavardin was to have the Negotiation. Every 
thing on the -R>&/»tf went.as the moft Chriftian 
King would have if : And the New Sultan, ei- 
ther fuffering himfelf to be amufed by France^ 
or defirous to raife the drooping Courage of his 
Subjefts, held a Council of War, in which it 
was refolved to affernble as many Troops as 
poffible, to be formed into three Bodies, of 
which one was to be fent into Hungary , another 
into Dalmatian and the third to the Afliftance 
of the Prince of Iranjylvania^ to whom the 
Grand Signior had difpatched a Chiaux to give 
Information that he would aflift him with all 
his Forces, if he would promife. to break the 
Treaty he had made with his Imperial Maje- 

fty. 
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fty. As the Hofpodar of Walacbia might ^ 
fo be a great Ajliftance to the Siiltan in the pre- 
fent State of Affairs, his Highnefs fent a Per* 
fon Qf Quality to him, to endeavour to per-_ 
fuade Kim from accepting the Offers which the 
Emperor had made him, and to engage him in 
the Intereft of the Porte: To this Purpofchc 
rcprcfcnted to this Prince, that the Impmaiifls 
had indeed made a thoufand fine Promifes to 
the Prince of ^ranfjlvania ; but as foon a(s 
they were poffeffcd of his Fortreffes, they 
thought of nothing lefs than to perform them ; 
and that they would ad the fame with refpefi: 
to him, if he had the Imprudence to hearken 
to them. However the Hofpodar not declaring 
at th^t Time for any body, gave great Jealou* 
fies to both Sides. 

The Emperor being informed, that the 
Turks made great Preparations for the War^ 
was not negligent on his Part^ to oppofe him^ 
and preferve the Reputation of his Armies al- 
ways victorious, or maintain an advantageous 
Peace, in fpite of the Intrigues of the Court 
of France to hinder it. He entered into feve- 
ral Treaties with the Princes of the Empire, tti 
augment his Troops, and intended to have an 
Army of 60,000 Men in Hungary. 

The Reduftion of Jtf^;^^^/» was joyful News?, 
at this Time, to the Court of Kimna : The 
Garrifon had fuffer*d extremely. '[ !The Princefs 
Ragotziy who commanded there, had alwayis 
encouraged it by the Hopes of a fpeedy Suc- 
cour, and it was not till the laft Extremity that 
flic furrcnder'd. She was cairried to Vitnna\ 

and 
2 
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j^nd received as in Triumph : Indeed the Peo* 
pie could not» but with Admiratidni look up*" 
on a Perfon, who they knew had endured fo 
much for four whole Years, with fuch Courage 
and Refolution. How was flie blocked up by 
4 powerful Army ? What Threatnings^had they 
not made ufe of to oblige her to fubmit, with* 
out any hopes of Relief? Have they not fcen 
her at the Head of her Troops, to encourage 
them to behave themfelves well ? She had not 
only Enemies to oppofe \ Ihe was forced alfoto 
fight againft Famine, and againft a thoufand 
other Calamities infeparable to a long Siege, 
She had pawned all her Jewels to fubfift her 
Garrifon, and did not furrender till (he faw 
herfclf reduced to infupcrable Extremities. 
The greateft Trouble they gave her, was the 
forcing her Children from her, to educate 
them in the Romilh Religion ; whereas they had 
been brought up in the Luiberan fince fhe had 
marry'd Count Tekeliy who, when he under- 
fiood they had carry'd his Spoufe to Vienna^ 
afktd Leave to fend to her, but the Emperor's 
Officers refufed him. If the Princefs Ragotzi 
gave Proofs of her great Courage during the 
Blockade of Mongatz^ ibe gave at the fame 
time as good Marks" of her Conftancy and Fi* 
delity to her Hufband. She Ihewed upon this 
Occafion, thaC thtre is nothing in the World 
capable of breaking the Ties of a true conju- 
gal lx)ve, fuch as ftie had always preferved for 
fekeli^ in fpite of a long Abfcnce, and in the 
midft of fo much Advcrfity. As foon as fhe 
had furrendered Mongatz^ they would have - 
obliged ber.to write to Tekelt^ that fhe earneftly 
n * • r; defired

defircd to fee him, and to have appointed • a 
particular Place to meet him : But the Prin- 
cefs, feeing that it was a Snare laid to fur- 
prize her Hulband, generoufly refufed to do 
it. 

Tekelij who was as much in the new Sul- 
tan's Favour as He had been in the old, caufcd 
a Manifefto to be fpread in the Places where ' 
he had gained' the Love of the People ; and it 
had produced good EfFefts, if the pr^fent Con- 
junfture had been more favourable. Some ap- 
prehended that by declaring, they fliould be- 
come Sacrifices to the Emperor's Minifters : 
Others were kept in Awe by their ill Opinion 
of the Grand Signlor's Preparations. They 
Ifnew that the greateft Part of his Men had 
been rais'd by Force ; that a great many had 
defertcd on 'the Road ; and that before they 
Came to rendezvous, thcv would not find half 
of them: Befides, the News of the Lofs of 
Mongaxz was a great Obftacle to Tekeli*s De- 
figns. However, part of the' Garrifon came 
to Tekeli ; for the Soldiers meeting with a 
Treatment they did not deferve from the Im- 
periallfts, who, notwithftanding the general 
Pardon, puniQied them ia the fevereft Man- 
ner for the flighteft Faults, many of them 
revolted. 

At this time the Duke of Lorain happening 
to fall Sick, the Duke of Bavaria took the 
Command of the Army in his Abfcnce. Prince 
Eugene oi Savcy followed his Eledloral High- 
nefs, who knowing his Merit and Bravery, 
defired to have him always near his Perfon, 
that he might take his Advice bpon important 
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I Ocofions. The Delign being upon Belgrade^ 
I the Army marched on the i6cb ^ Augufi^ and 
r came within half a League of that Place, 
I refolding to pafs the Save in fpitc of the Enc- 
' my \ who being polled a-nd intrenched in the 
Iflc of ZigenneTj pretended to difpute the Paf* 
i fage with them. The Eleftor caufed the River 
I to be founded ; and upon Information, that 
there was a Place above the Ifland where the 
Army might pafs, he ordered the Troops to 
j march : But to imufe the Enemy, it was re- 
I folved to make feveral falfe Attacks at once. 
i About eleven o'Clock at Night the Troops 
began to pafs ; the Eleftor and Prince Eugene 
j were at their Head to encourage them : The 
. Turks fired with great Fury upon the five hun- 
dred Men, who firft paffed ; bat they anfwer- 
cd them with lo much Valour, that they made 
them quit their Poft, and all their Army fol- 
lowed the firft Detachment. The Turks re- 
treating, left the-Country free to the Imperia- 
lifts, who without Lofs of Time purfued them 
as far as Belgrade^ where the Infidels made a 
fliew of intren<5hing themfelves.The Duke of Ba- 
varia drawing near this Place, the Turks and 
I Count Tekeliy after having fet fire to the Sub- 
urbs, left theirCamp, and retired to S'emandria in 
Diforder. The Imperialifts formed the Attack 
of^ the Centre of thcToivn and Caftle, open- 
ed the Trenches. During thefe Tranfadions 
the Duke of Lorainy being a little recovered of 
his Illnefs, came to the Army which was be- 
fore Belgrade, to facilitate tKc Reduftion ofit 
by his Prefencc ; but. his Sicknefs returning<?ti« 
was obliged to leave the Care of this Expedl- 
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tioH wholly to the Duke of Bavaria. His E- 
leftoral Highnefs feeing the Breaches wide 
enough for a general Aflault, appointed thofe 
who were to command in it. Prince Eugene^ 
who never let (lip any Occafion where Glory 
was to be acquired, defired to appear at the 
Head of the Troops ; but the Eleftor would 
have him near his Perfon, to give the necef- 
fary Orders in the Camp. Prince Eugene was 
charged with the Care of keeping the Dragoons 
ready on both Side the Danube and the Save^ 
that if it was neceffary, he fbould be within 
reach tojaflift thofe who might want it. Ge- 
neral Schaffenberg had the Command of the 
firtt At3ack, General Sleinau. had the fecond 
Attack, Prince Commerci the third, General 
Heujler the fourth,, which was that of the Gate 
of the Sav€\ and the Bjtron^^ P/»/, Quarrer- 
Mafter-General of , the Arniy, the fifth. They 
began the Affault between Ten and Eleven, 
and with fo much Bravery, that all the Breaches 
were immediately carried ; but they were ex- 
tremely furprized to fee they were to begin all 
again. They found behind the Breaches a Ditch 
large and deep, lined with Brick on both Sides, 
behind which the Enemy being in trenched, made 
a terrible firing upon the Imperialifts, who to 
maintain themielvesin their|Pofl:s, were obliged 
to try all Stratagems; The Fire continued two 
full Hours ; and the Befiegers finding them- 
felves too much pent upjn a narrow Way, info- 
much that they could not make ufe of their 
Arms, after having loft a great many Men^ 
were at laft forced to give Ground and to re- 
«re. The Duke ot Bavaria hearing of this 
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Diforder, mounted hinfifelf upon the Breach, 
Sword in Hand, accompany M by Prince Eu- 
gene, and both thefe Princes re a/iimated the 
Soldiers by their Example, and renewed the 
Affault : Then they took the Enemies En- 
trenchments, and being got into the Ditch, 
feme entered the Town by Means of 
a little Gate firft difcover'd by Prince Eugene^ 
in forcing of which, his Highncfs recei- 
ved a Cut through his Helmet by a Sabre ; but 
he repaid the Blow, by laying the Turk who 
gave it him dead at his Feet. 

This Affault coft the Imperialifts 2400 Men, 
and 28 Officers of Note,befides 500 Men wound- 
ed. The Duke of Bavaria had a wound with an 
Arrow in his Face : The Soldiers put all they met 
to the Sword, without fparing Age or Sex 5 till 
the Eledlor and Prince Eugene put an End to 
the Slaughter. The Imperialifts might now 
have wafted all the Country to the Gates of 
Adrianople, and have* them feives Mafters of 
Servia, Bofnia^ and Bulgaria, there being no 
Fortrefs in all thefe Provinces. The Bajfa of 
Bofnia, who marched to the Afliftance of Bel- 
grade with a Body of Troops, not only arrived 
too late, but was alfo defeated by Prince 
Lewis of Baden. The Sultan, to whom do- 
meftick Troubles had raised great Difturbances 
at Conftantirtople, was not in a Condition to 
fend a confiderable Army into the Field : He 
difpatched. Envoys to treat of a Peace, before 
he received the News of the Siege of Belgrade : 
They had the Mortification to arrive after the 
Rcduftioh of this Place, which fhewcd them 
'twas ftill more neceffary to come to an Ac-

commodation. It had been foon concluded, if 
the Emperor had not hindered it by exceflive 
Demands: But the Infidels took Courage again 
when they underftood that the King of France 
had invaded the Empire in September with a 
powerful Army, and declared War againft the 
Emperor. 

Indeed Monfieur the Dauphin having put 
himfelf at the Head of an Army of fixty 
thoufand Men upon the Rbine^ and publiftied 
.at the fiime time a Manifefto, containing. That 
the moft Chriftian King was obliged to niake 
ufe X)f the Rules of good Policy to prevent 
the aggrandizing of the Emperor, and there- 
fore had declared War againft him ; Philip/- 
iurg, Spire and Worms were beficged, and all 
the Palatinate full of French Troops. This 
Campaign was called the Dauphin*^ Campaign, 
and the Diverfion he made, caufed a great 
Alteration in the Affairs of the Court of Vi- 
enna^ which was forced to form a new Plan 
for the Campaign of 1689. As the War in 
the Empire concerned the Emperor more n:?ar- 
ly than that in Hunf^ary^ the Duke of Lorain 
and the Duke oi Bavaria were appointed to 
command upon the Rbinty and Prince Lewis 
of Baden in Hungary- The Duke of Sav(^ 
having informed the Court of Vienna of the 
Danger he was in by the Approach of the 
j^r^;^^^ Troops, the Imperial Minifters confi- 
dtred how to help this Prince, and engage hini 
in the Intereft of the Emperor and his Al- 
lies. They promifed themfelVes great Advan- 
tages from the War in Italy^ on account of 
the powerful Diverfion that his Royal High- 

•npf« 
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nefs might be able to make in favbur of the 
Empire. This Negotiation being of the laft 
Importance, the Court of Vienna pitched upon 
Prince Eugene to manage it, and they cou'd 
not . make choice of a Pcrfon more proper. 
Befides this Prince's being related to the Dike 
of Savoy J the Reputation he had lately acquired 
in Hungary^ rendered him yet more acceptable 
to his Royal Highnefs, who received him with 
all the Marks of a true and finccre^Friendfliip; 
His Royal Highnefs was very much cmbar- 
raffed, having been a long while pent up by 
the Towns which the French po^fcffed on . the 
Frontiers of his Dominions. The French coxx^d 
immediately form an Army out of the ftrong 
Girrifons they had in Cazaly Monaco^ Pigne^ 
rol, and other Fortreflfes, to enter into the 
Heart of his Country : Befidei, Savoy was open 
oh the Side of Dauphiny. They demanded of 
him the buying of Provifions to fill up the Ma* 
gazines of his Towns, the Paffage of French 
Troops through his Territories to Cazal or 
clfewherc ; which he durft not refufe.Was there 
ever any thing more grievous to a Sovereign 
Prince, who befides was related to the King of 
France^ whpfe Niece he had marry'd ? How-^ 
ever, his Royal Highnefs governed himlelf 
with great Policy : He knew the moft Chri- 
ftian King was his moft formidable Enemy, and 
the Emperor a Prince from whom he expected 
a powerful Support. The Court of France 
might eafily have made his Highnefs* neuter, 
if they pleasM j and their^ not doing fo, has 
been very often repented by them. 

G 4 As 
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As foon as Prance fufpedted his Royal High- 
nefs had entered into the Leave of Ausburgh, 
they order'd their Horfe to quarter in his Coun-^' 
try, and demanded the levying of fix 'Regi- 
ments. He cou'd not oppofe them, and there- 
fore confcnted to every thing ; refolving to ufc 
his utmoft Endeavours to be freed from that 
Dependance. Prince Eugene finding his Royal 
Highnefs in fuch a Pofture, reprefcnted to him 
all the Advantages which would accrue to him 
froni an Alliance with the Emperor^ and the 
Danger to which he expofed himfelf, of lofing 
for ever his Liberty and his Dominions, if he 
delayed longer to conclude it. Bi:fides this 
Application made by Prince Eugene^ the Court 
of Vienna had alfo lent the Abbot Grimani to 
him with new Inftruftions. Grimani^ who was 
a Man of Parts^ and vfery well affeded to the 
Emperor, feconded the Sollicitations of the 
other, to induce his Royal Highnefs to the 
Conclufion of a Treaty. The Duke of Savoy 
at laft confcnted to it, having been very ill 
ufed by the Court of France. Soon after this • 
was done, his Highnefs Prince Eugene took up- 
on him the Command ot the Emperor's Forces 
in //fl/y, I and block'd \x^ Mantna^ which had 
received a French Garrifon; of whom hcHlglled 
about five hundred in fevcral Sallies ; fo t^c -^ 
during the Years 1691 and a 692, they never 
durft attempt the leaft Excurfion. And being 
informed by an intercepted Letter to the Go- 
vernor of Cazah that the Duke of Mantua was 
refolved, by force,, to prevent the Germans 
entering his Territories, he put nwft' of his 

Country 
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Country under Contribution, garrifoned fev 
of his Towns, plundered the Villages i 
v'ould not pay their Contingencies, and pu 
the Sword near three hundred of his Subj 
that took up Arms in their Defence, i 
tho* Complaint was made hereof to the En* 
ror, yet he approved of all that had been d( 
in revenge of the Ravages which the Fn 
had committed in the Palatinate, In the nn 
Time the Imperialifts were quartered in 
Mantuan, and Prince Eugene returned to P 
na, to give the Emperor an Account of 
Affairs in Itafyy and to dcfirc him to fend n 
Regiments thither -, but fuch had been the 
Succefs of his Affairs in Hungary ^ that 
Prince was fent back without any Reinfo 
ments. 

In the Year 1691, he contrived a Stratag 
by which with npmore than 4000 Horfe, 
a few Militia, he obliged the French who 
14,000 ftrong, to quit the Siege of Coni in 
hafte, that they left in their Camp four hur 
fick and wounded Soldiers, feveral Cannor 
Mortars, 300 -Bombs, 700 Granadoes, 
Ballets, 240 Barrels of Powder, 500 1 
Tools for breaking up Ground, 14 Mule 
30 Waggons. 

After the Prince had rewarded the Gi: 
for their brave Defence, he returned 1 
Army, with which he marched to the I 
as they were paffing the Po^ fell upoi 
Rear, cut three entire Squadrons of tfc 
Pieces, and after he had miraculoufly < 
out of an Ambufcade they had laid fc 
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' Infurreftions among the Duke of Savoy^e natu- 
' ral Sfubjefts, to be detefted, apprehended and 
punifhed. Then he advifed the Siege of Pig-- 
nerol, after which an Engagement enfued at 
Marjigliay with th^ French Army that was far 
fuperior in Number ; but Prince Euge^e^ who 
commanded the main Body, which. confifted of 
the Foot of the Emperor, the King of Great 
Britain^ and the Dake of Savoy, and had un - 
der him the Count de las Torres, and the Mar- 
quis de la Parolle, iTnade the Enemy give 
Ground wherever he came, and brought up 
the Rear in fuch a Manner as faved all the Ar- 
tillery and Baggage, and both Wings of the 
.Confederate Army. 

Marcfcbal Catinat, to pleafe the Court of 
France, made new Attempts upon the Duke of 
Savoy : He caufcd it to be reprefented to hirp. 
That the King his Mafter had fuch kind 
Sentiments for him, that he would not permit 
^ him to do him all the Mifchief that was in 
his Power. The Marcfchal conveyed to him 
the Letter that the King wrote on that Account, 
by Means of one of his principal Minifters. 
The reading that Letter, and fome others of the 
Duke of Orleans, at laft fhook his Cortftancy, 
and inclined him to hearken more- to the Ad- 
dreflcs they .made him. He was not willing 
however to enter into any Negotiation, if the 
Court of France would not confent to the yield- 
ing up Caxal and PigneroL They offered him 
tfS demolifh Cazal, and* to furrender to him all 
that they had taken from him during the War ; 
but as to Pi^nerol, the King would not hear ic. 

mei)tioned* 
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mentioned. This Preliminary was an Intro- 
dudlioh to the Peace, but it was not then con- 
cluded J they agreed however to a fecret Nego- 
tiation, and a Sufperifion of Arms. It is fur- 
prizing that his Royal Highnefs, all encom- 
paffed as he was, with Troops, Generals and 
Foreign Minifters, carry'd himfelf in this Af- 
fair with fo much Difcretion, that his ^Council 
was always impenetrable -, and they knew no- 
thing of what he did, but when he had a mind 
to it. 

The French King engaged to recall all his 
Troops out of Piedmont y except fome fmall 
Bodies which had poffefs'd themfelves of the 
Pafles of the Mountains, under the command 
of Marefchal Catinat. The Duke oi Savoy on 
his Part promised not to leave the Plain with 
his Army, nor undertake any thing againfl: 
France \ but fo to order it, that all the Defigns 
which the Generals of the Allies had form'd 
ihou*d mifcarry. He pafs'd the Campaign pur- 
fuant to this Agreement. Monfieur. C/j/i>^^ 
encamp'd at: FeneJlrelleSy from whence he fenc 
fifteen Battalions to Perpuefey fome others intc^ 
the County of iViV^, and a Detachment of Horfcf 
and Dragoons on the Side of Frejus^ to guard 
the Pafles of Prw^»r^, and hinder the Attempts 
the Allies might make on thatSide. In the 
mean time the reft of the Troops which the 
. King had appointed for Italy ^ if the Duke had 
not agreed, were fent to Catalokia^ Provence 
or the Rhine. The Allies feeing that Monfieur 
Catinat had but a handful of Men, foilicited 
'the Duke to undertake fome important Siege, 
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by taking Advantage of the Weakhefs of the 
Enemy ; but that Prinqe having other Views, 
put off all thefe Enterprizes, and obfcrved 
faithfully what he had promifed to France^ to 
the Prejudice of his true Intercft, and that of 
the Confederates. 

The next Year's Campaign was hardly any 
thing but Marches and Counter- marches ; and, 
except for the taking the Caftle of St. George 
before C^zaly the Confederate Army was in a* 
much Tranquility as if they had been in a 
profound Peace, The Vaudois did not live in 
this Idlencfs; they were the moft formidable 
Enemies Monfieur Catinat had at that time 
upon his Hands 5 and whatever Side he took he 
was not able to prevent their Incurfions, and • 
their taking confiderable Booties during the 
Courfe of this Campaign. 

The Duke of Savoy ^ to give his Proteftant 
Subjefts fome fignal Marks of his Clemency, 
and of the Efteem he had for their Vatour^, 
granted ihem an Edift, by which they were re* 
called into their Valleys, to enjoy- the' fame Pri- 
vileges they had there, before the Ed id was 
publifticd againft them in the Yea'r 1686, by 
the Intr^ues oi France. His Royal Highnefs*^ 
Compla?fence on this Occafion to^ the King of 
England^ and the States-General of the United 
Provinces, who l^d follicited him for it, drew 
upon him great Quarrels with the Court of . 
Rome. It was thought very furprizing then, 
that this Prince, being upon the Point of aban- 
doning the Alliance, made a Step which tend- 
ed fo much to make a Dilicrcnce wich two of 

the 
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the moft dangerous Courts in Europe^ thofc of 
Rome and France. However, the Confequencc 
Ihewed it was only a Piece of Policy, the bet- 
ter todifguife his Difpofition to a feparate Peace, 
in feeming to give the Allies new Proofs of his 
Sincerity, and of the Defign he had to conti- 
nue the War, by encouraging the Proteftants 
with new Favours. 

The Court of France believing -the Peace of 
Italy was a? good as made, by the Steps the 
Duke of Savoy had taken, thought of employ- 
ing her Troops elfewhere. His Royal High- 
nels thought now *twas the Time to take the 
Advantage of th^ir * Abfence, arid * matter a 
Place which the Fi^en):h Minifters made fo ma- 
ny Scruples to yield him, I mean Cazal. 
Prince Eugene being returned from the Court 
of Vienna^ was at the Council of War which 
was held at ^urin about that Expedition. The 
Duke of Savoy y the Marquis of Leganez, and 
my Lord Gallway were alto prefent:. The Siege 
of Cazal being refolved^ upon, it was rnvefted 
in the Month of Matchy and all th?ngs wc^re 
ready to open the Trenches towards the Begin- 
ning of April \ but. when they went ;o work, 
upon the Attacks, the Snow fell (o violently, 
that the Cold became as infdpportable as if it 
had been, in the mid ft of Winter. It wou'd 
have deftroyed the Troops which encamped 
about that Place \ fo they had Orders to return 
to their Qijarters. .During thefeTranfaiflions a 
Quarrel arofe among the Generals, about the 
Right to this Place, when they had conquered 
,r. Th'i' Spaniards and tht Imperial fjts pre- 
► ' 5 tended 
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tended it belonged to them, and neither of 
thefe Parties would quit any thing of their 
Pretenfions. TheDake of Savoy 6x6. not defire 
that this Place ithould come into the Poffcflion 
of thefe Powers ; and had rather they would 
' have befieged PigneroU becaufe it was his, if 
taken without any Difpute. The Venetians^ 
and a great many little Princes of lialy were 
not. very well pleas'd^ that Cazal fhould fall 
into the Hands of the Imperialijh or Spani^ 
crds. Marefchal Catinat fiflied at this Time 
in troubled Waters, and made ufe of this Dif- 
pute to put off the Siege, feeing he was in no 
Condition to oppofc it. ffe faw that the Duke 
of Savoy had no mind %o undertake it, there- 
fore ofFerM him privately a confiderable Sum 
in ready Money, if he would abandon the De- 
iign. His Royal Highoefs refufing this, the 
Marefchal made him another Propofitionj vix^ 
To give up the Pl^ee demolifliedi to the Duke 
of Mantua. ^,T\i^ Puke of Savoy convinced 
that the \lmperialifts would keep it, and not 
liking, ior have fo formidable Enemies at his 
Gaties^ 5^y^^^'y accepted this laft Offer. But 
to conceal the Secret from the Generals of the 
Foreign tourts, it was agreed, that.his Royal 
Highnefs (hould make the Siege in form ; and 
as foon as they fliould carry on the Works, far 
enough, and that they fhould be lodged on the 
Glacis, the Marquis of Crenany who was Go- 
vernour, fhpu'd beat the Chamade„ and deliver 
the Fortrefs; upon the Conditions which the. 
Duke and Marefchal a^greed between them •, 
which he did ; and the Capitulation was fign'd 

the 
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. the iiih ofjufy i6gi;. The Place \tas demo- 

' li(h*di and given to the Duke of Mantua. Thus 

ended the Campaign on that Side, and Prinqe 

Eugem returned to the Court oi Vienna very ill 

fatisfy'd with the Duke of Savoy. 

In the Year 1696, after the feparate Peace 
between France and Sav(^^ the French King 
made very large Offers to Prince Eugene to 
draw him pver to his Intereft, particularly of 
his Father's Government of Campaign^ beudes 
a Marfhal of France*^ Battoon, and a Penlion 
of 2000 Piftoles a Year ; but nothing was ca^ 
pable of Ihaklng his Fidelity to the Emperor, 
who afterwards made him Commander of his 
Army in Hungary^ preferably to many older- 
Generals. • « 

The next Year 1697^ Pi-ince Eugene^ hav- 
ing the Command in Chief of the Imperial Ar- 
my in Hungary, gave the Turks the greateft 
Blow they bad received in the whole War, and 
gained a CQmpleat Vi<5tory over them at Zenta^ 
not far from Petertvaradin. The Grand Sig- 
nior came to command his Armies in Perfon, 
and lay encamped on both Sides of the Thiejfe^ 
having laid a Bridge over the River ; Prince 
Eugene march'd up to him, and attacked his 
Camp on the Weft Side of the River, and, af- 
ter a (hort Difpute, broke in, made himfelf 
Matter of it, and forced all who lay on that 
Side, over the River, whither he followed 
them, and gave them a total Defeat. In thi| 
Action the (^rmans had no more than 430 
Men killed and 1583 wounded; but of the 
-furh 2ZOOO were killed in the Field, among 
8 K[ whgm 
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whom was the Grand Vizier, aftd the Aga of* 
the Janifaric$ ; lo or 12000 wjereidfowji'd in. 
dje Tbiejfey aj\d 6000. wounded and taken Pri- 
ibncrs, . among whom were 27 Baffa's, and fe-i 
vera! Aga*s. The Imperialifti took; 9000 laden- 
"Waggoss, after 3000 had been, thrown into the 
River v the Gcand Signior*s Tent, valued at 
4Q00O Livres, with ail the reft belonging to hi* 
Arrny:;!.t70©o pxen, ^ooO Camels, all heavy 
ladeh., /POO Horfea^i lOO heavy Cartnon, and; 
70. Field Pieces,, ::bc8des 500 Drums, and as 
many Golours, -707 Horfcs Tails, 83 other- 
Standaj'd^i a* Scyn^ter of ineftimable Value^ 
the! Sultanas Gre*c Seal, his Coach drawn' by 
eight Hprfes, wherein werf t^a of the Wpmca 
of his Seraglio, 74 Pair of Silver KettlcDrums^ 
all- the .Qjrand'Signioi'% Papers, and aH the Mo- 
ney that: was to pay Hhp Army, which came to. 
- above 3,000,000 Livres; and 'tis faid the 
\*ho!e,ficxoty amounted, to fevcral Millions of 
^ngUJk Sterling. Thi^. Grand Signipr fled to 
^^mifimer^ which the Prince intended to have 
befieg'd, but the Weaither not permitting him, 
he reduced the whole Kingdom of Bofitia and 
burnt its Capital, a«dv feveral other Places, 
Vfhich Were not tenable, and aftci* having takea 
confiderable Bpoty, <Jie returned to Vitnnay 
where he was reqeiwM by the Emperor, the 
Court, and the Citizens, with all Marks of Af- 
fection and Efteem*. 

- The.Em.peror was. .the next Year in a better. 
Conditiort to pufli on the: War ia Bung^ary witkv 
Vigour than before; for the gendral Peactj 
which was concluded with France, gave him.' 
J • ihe 
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the Opportunity of making ufc of all his Forces 
againft the Turks : ^ And the late happy Succefs 
of his Arms under Prince Eugene gave mighty 
Hopes of future Advantages: 

The Army being affemWed about Satdnkemen^ 
that Prince went thither to enter upon Adion. 
At his Anriva!, he mark'd out a Camp near 
Petertvaradiny refolving to pafs tht Theijfe^ and 
draw near the Ottoman Army, whofe Rendez- 
vous was about Belgrade. His Defigrt was to 
give the Enemy Battle before the Arrival of a 
Body of Tartars that were marching to I'oyn 
them. To execute which Projcd, Prince £*- 
gene cam*d his Army ttj make divers Mov^- 
ments, that might have deceiv'd the Turks if 
they had not known with whom they had to db. 
The fatal Battle they loft laft Year, had refl- 
dcr'd fhfcm more circumfpeft : They wouM 
not ftir fmm their Ca:mp, fecurM by got>d In- 
trenchmehts. In the incan Time, Prince EU- 
gene having received Advice that the Turks had 
made a Detachment to guard a confiderable 
Convoy of Ammunition as far as Temijivaer^ 
and that the Cavalry of this Guard had already 
pafs'd the Danube^ he marched to attack them ; 
ordering Count Heijier^ Grand Mafter of the 
Artillery, to advance* with the Foot 5 and hav- 
ing put himfelf at the Head of the Horfe with 
the 'other Generals, he proceeded to intercept 
the Convoy, and had taken fuch good Mea- 
furcs, that the Turks could not have avoidel^ 
falling into his Hands, if he had not been be- 
trayed by a Htiffar^ who going to their C:imp, 
difcovcrcd the Prince's Difign. The Turks 
H 2 made 
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made a Halt, and fecurcd th€fmfclves. Prince 
Eugene^ vexed at having miffed his Defign, 
returned to the Camp at Tetjkerech However 
defirous he was to give the Enemy Battle, he 
could- never oblige them to it. - 

Daring thefe Tranfadions, he was informed 
of the Treaty of Peace between die two Em- 
pires. The Englifb and Dutch Anabafladors 
were arrived at Carlowitz^ as alfo thofc of the 
. Porte : The Emperor's Plenipotentiaries, and 
thof^ of the King of Poland and the Repablick 
of Venice^ were alfo expefted there, and the 
Conferences were to begin immediately after 
their Arrival. All thefe Difpofuions to Peace 
induced Prince Eugene to imitate the Turks^ and 
remain quiet in his Camp, expedrng what 
would be the Iffue of the Treaty : To carry on 
which with the more Succefs, the two £mpifes 
agreed lo a Sufpenfion of Arms t It was pub* 
liftied at Belgrade on the Part of the ^urks^ and 
by Prince Eugene at the Head of his Army. - 

The Peace of Carlowitz was at length»coii- 
eluded in the beginning of the Year 1699, and 
put an End to a War that had lafted fifteen 
Years. 'Twas a great Satisfaftion to Prince 
Eugene to have very much contributed to the 
finifliing it by the famous Vidory he won at 
Zenta. He had pafs*d the firft Years of his 
Youth in the Wars of Hungary\ was in almoft 
all the Battles, where he had eminently diftin- 
guifh'd himfelf ; and what Joy muft it be. to 
him to fee all his warlike Labours crown'd with 
the End of fo bloody a War ? But as it was 
nothing Icfs than his own Glory that aftoated 

him. 
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hixn, die Zeal that he had for the Emperor's 
Service w?is all his Satisfaftion, He rejoyc'd 
that his Imperial Majefty had brought an Ene- 
' ray to Reafon, who had made the Empire 
tremble. . Ic fecm*d now that this fortunate Ge- 
neral had nqthing to do but to enjoy at Vienna 
that Tranquillity which Is the Dc^light of great 
Men, who have pafsM all their Lives amidft 
the Noife of Arms and Dangers ; but this Re- 
ppfe was not to laft long. The King ofSpain^^ 
Death k,uid|ed a new War^ which call'd him to 
Itafy to command the Emperor's Army there. 
It was here, as we are coming to fee, where he 
gave alfo fuch Proofs of his Valour, 4s were 
cfteem'd fo many Prodigies. 

Twas hpp'd the Court of France^ ,aftcr the 
Peace oi Ryfwick^ would fufFer Europe to enjoy 
fome Rfft. Their Plenipotentiaries, at the 
treating of the Peace, had affur'd th^ Mlnifters 
of th? AlUcs, that dhe King their Mafter had 
no other Aim th4n that of eafmg his People, 
and for ever to end the Diflfcrences that had 
caus-d the War ; but, they faw after, that that 
Court h^d poching lef^ atjleart than the Tran- 
quillity yith which they flattered thcfe Mini- 
flers. They indeed coqtrlved a fecqnd Treaty,, 
the Confequence of which has prov'd fataJ. 
lEvery body cry -d up the Happinefs of France^ 
in having fuch profound Minifters, who in find- 
ing pqc the Secret qf dividing the Spanijb Mo- 
narchy, had found at the fame Time that of 
reconciling, without Tirouble and Eftafion of 
Blood, the Pretenders to tl?ac Sacceflion. The 
ftsnik Miftift^rs, who were employed in the 
H 3 Mana^e- 
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Management of this fiinrtous Treaty, m^e En* 
comiums on: the Sincerity of the moft Chriftian 
King, and of theearneft Etefire which his Ma- 
jefty had to pafs the reft of his Reign in Tran- 
quil) ity. They extott^ the Tendcrnefs of this^ 
Monarch, in facrifieing the moft Part of his 
Prccenfions to the Monarchy of 5^/^j, only to 
avoid' cntHng into a War with the Emperor. 
Tliis Treaty was alfo to rpnder thie Ties of' 
Fi-icndlhip the more ftrift between tfife-Kingsof 
France'tind: En^landj ahd'thc States (^'eficral^of- 
iht United Provinces y '' ^ :• . ' " 

By this Treaty, the French King, the Dau- 
phin arfd their Heirs, quitted all their Preten* 
fions to the Spanijh Monarchy, for the Share 
th'at Was tO' be, affign'd\ the Dauphin. The 
C6urtofiT/«»re itfelf h-ad fought this Treaty, 
arfd appeared very wef I contented with- the Par^ 
tiqioii :'^\VSrfio is it that after this dai*es doubt 
the SincciTty. of that Court ?» H6wever,>''Wbilft 
tlTj^irAmbaffadors laboured in England and 
Holhnd in negotiating this Treaty with all the 
Zeal imaginable, the other Ambafladors of the 
fiine Court laboured at Madrid- mth the fame 
Eagernefs, to get a WiU made fn Favour of one 
of the Children of France^ ^nd at laft obtained 
th^ir En.d. Count *Tallard fo (tt forth the Sin- 
cerity of the King his Mafter, that he perfuaded 
the King of England to fhgn and ratify the 
Treaty of Partition. Count Briord, the French 
Artibaffador in Holland^ having us'd the fame 
Method, perfwaded z}fo the States General of 
the United Provinces to do the fame. The pirin- 
cip:il Motive that made England and Haliand 

concern 
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concern thcmfelves in thfe Treaty, was to pre- 
vent a bloody War, which they judged una- 
voidable ort the Death of the King of Sj)afn. 
"They cotifetitcd to a Partition, but were not 
wHling to dilhirb the Quiet of that Prince, who 
Was at the Point of Death. To this Purp-yfe 
they thought it decent to conceal from him a 
Treaty that divided his Kingdoms. . 

But the Politicks of the Court of France be- 
ing quite diSferfeht frorti thofe of thefe Powers ; 
the former, notwithftanding the Prcmifes they 
had mad6 to keep the Treaty 'of Partition fecret, 
were the firft Whci divulged jt,* which immedi- 
ately pfodiiced tvxno furprizlng Effc<5ts. On the 
ofne Side it provoked the Jetiloufy of the Spa^ 
niardii who cbuW riot endure i?o have their Mci- 
narchy divided during'.the Life of their Princg ; 
and on the other, it h^llened thfe Death of that 
PHrice, who 't/as ftrangely grieved at it. 

When the Will of thfe King of Spain c4me to 
be opehdd, they, found h^ had d^xlared the 
Duke of AnjouxHt univerfal* Heir of the whole 
Spanijh Monarchy ! - It is not certainly known, 
faith BIfhop Burnet^ by what Means this 'was 
brought about, rior bow the King'of 5^^?^ was 
drawn to ,^onfent to ir, or whether it was a meer 
Forgery of Cardinal Portocarrero and fome of 
the Grandees,' ^h(> partly by Praftice and Cor- 
ruptioh^ and partly for Safety, and thac their 
Monarchy might be kept entire, had been pre- 
vailed on to prepare and publifh it. When the 
Court of France liad Notice fcnf them of this 
Will, real or pretended, they feemed to be at 
a Stand for fome Days-, and the Letters wrote 

H 4 from 
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from the Secretary's Office, gave it out fpr cer- 
tain, that the King would (lick to the Partition 
Treaty : Madam de Maiuieno^ had an un- 
fpeakable Fondnefa for the pi|k.e.of ^jou j fo 
fte prevailed with the Dauphin to accept of the 
Will, and fct afide the Treaty : ,Shc alfo ci\- 
gaged Pontcbartrain to fecond this. 

They being thus prepared, a Cabinet Coun- 
cil was called at FontainhkaUj where the Court 
then was, which fat in Madam de Maintenon^s 
Lodgings : Pontcbartrain was for accepting 
the Will, and the reft of the Miniftry was for 
adhering to theTreaty •, but thePauphin joyncd, 
for accepting the \Yill, with an Air of Pofi- 
tivenefs, that he had never aflumed before ; fo 
it was believed to be done by concert with thp 
Xing, who was rcfervcd and feemed more in- 
clined to the Treaty : In Conclufion, MaoJam 
Maintenon faid. What had the puke of Anjou 
done, to provoke the King, to bar him of his 
Right to that Succeffion ? And upon this, all 
fubmitted to the Pauphin's ppinion^ and the 
King feemed overcome with their Reafons. 

This was on Monday \ but though the Matter 
was refolved on, yet it was not pubjiihed tiU 
Thurfday \ fpr then, at the King's Levee, he 
declared, that he accepted of the WilU and the 
Duke ot Anjou was now treated as King of 
Spain. Notice of this being fent to Spain^ aj;i 
Ambaflador came in Form, to fignify the Will, 
and to defire that their King might go and live 
among them •, upon which he was fent thither, 
accompany'd by his two Brothers, who went 
with him to .the Frontiers of Spain. When thf 

Court 
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Court of France publiflie^ this Refolution, and 
lent ic to all the Courts of Europe j they added 
a jnoft infamous Ejiccufe, for this notprious 
^each of Faith : They faid, the King of 
FrafU£ coniider'd chiefly what was the main 
Defign of the Treaty, which was to maintain 
the Peace of Europe \ and therefore to purfuo 
this, he departed from the fVords of the Treaty^ . 
but he adhered to the Spirit and the chief Ia«r 
tent of it This feemed to be an Equivocation 
of fo grofs a Nature, that it looked like the In- 
vention of a Jefuit Copfeljbr, adding Impu- 
dence to Perjury. King fVilliamy who was 
then in Holland^ and the States General, were 
flruck with this » the Kii^, full of Indigna-> 
rion to fee himfelf fo muchabufed, came over 
to England^ to fee what was to»be done upon 
fp great an Emergency, The Spaniards^ fee- 
ing themfelves threatened with a War from the 
Emperor, and apprehending that the Empire, 
together with England and the United Provin-i 
ces, might be engaged to joyn in the War, and 
being unable to defend themfelves, delivered 
all into the Hands of ir^»f^ i and upon that, 
both the Spanilh Netherlands and the Dutchy of 
Milan received French Garrifons ; The French 
Fleet came to Cadiz 5 a Squadron was alfo fcnc 
to the IVeft Indies \ fo that the whole Spanilh' 
Empire fell now without a Stroke of the Sword, 
into the French Power. All this was the more 
formidable, becaufe the Duke of Burgundy had 
then no Children, and by this Means, the King 
of Spain was in Time likely. to fucceed to the 
Crown of France 5 and thus the World faw the 
• ; ' ' Ap- 
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Aippeftratice of ia fi^w uniyerfal MxMi^chy,' lik^ 
*6 rife out of this Conjunftion. • • 

It was well known the Empemr Would txdt 
accept nor fign the P^rf/i^ TVeity.' The 
Marquis ^tf VilldrSy who hai fince fmd'fuch Re- 
potation in Francti both for the Cabinet and 
the Field, was at that Time the Prtntb%\t\^*^ 
Ambaflador at the Court of Vienna. It h eafy 
tt^judge^how indaftrf6us he was, by his fecret 
Emiflaries in that' Court,- to perplex the Etn- 
peror'si CounWsr It was faid, v^^^ he himfelF 
hbour'd moftly to fet him againft acetfptlng tht 
Treaty, becaufe his Imperial Majefty'^'i-efufin^ 
kj gave the King bfJRr^^^f^ Pretence^, which 
feemed to juftify hjnl* in accepting the Will. 
Indeed this is the only Rcafon the French have 
alledg'd in Juftifitatioii of their Monarch's Coh- 
duft. When they weris accufed for not ki&e{)r 
ing the Treaty of Partition, thfey ahfwer*d. That 
the Emperor wou*d not fign it, arid that by that 
they were difengagerf from their Promife. But 
when it was reply*d, That his Imperial Majcfty^ 
according to the Tenor of the 'freaty, had 
three Months to refdlve upon it, ind tHat they 
did not ftay till the Expiration of this Term, 
but fcizM upon tht'SpaniJh Monarchy, they 
knew not what to anfwer ? and would not con- 
fefs that the Treaty of Petition was invented to 
gee a Will made in Favour of one of the Chil- 
dren of France^ which was indeed the firft: Mo- 
tive to it;. His Imperial Majefty pablifht:d a

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Manifefto, fetting forth his Tide to the Crown 
of Spaifiy when Prince Ei^^ene was'^updn the' 
Point of entering Italy. Tiic Etiiperc* refolved 
to make an Attempt on th. Dutchy of Milan^ 
which he claimed by' Dfv latlon, as'being one 
of the Fiefs of the Eujp re\ - The Court of 
France at that Time'infinuated to all Europe^ 
that his Imperial M-iei^iv/ had* no Pretence to'. 
this Dutchy. For i-iis Purpofe they found out 
at Madrid^ among rhe Records, an Aft pafs*d 
by the Emperor CA^r/fj V. in 1549, in Favour 
of Philip II. his Son King of Spain ; by which* 
they pretended the Emperor had frt^cd all the 
Catholick * Kings from the ' Obligation they 
might be under to rake the Inveftiture from the 
Emperor for the Dutchy of Milan 'y endeavour- 
ing by this to deftroy the Pretenfipris his Impe* 
rial Nfajefty might have to the Milanefe. But 
the Imperialifts anfwcred. That Charles V. had 
not pafs'd this Aft, but in Expeftatiori that the 
Crown of Spain would be perpetuated in af 
Branch of the Houfe oi Auftria. 

As foon as the Treaty between the Duke of 
Savoy and Ftance was concluded, his Royal 
Highnefs granted Paffagc to the French Horfe,' 
who began to file off by Sufa towards the Mi- 
lanefe; The Arrival of thefe Troops occafioned 
great Diforders, which gave the Cbmmandersr 
much Trouble to appeafe. The Inhabitants did 
not lik« fwch Guefts, therefore puc to the Sword 
all thofe they found ftraggling, and every 
Night a great Number were found with their 
Throats cut. 

The Emperor, cafting his Eyes round on all 

his 
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l^s QencnJs, found none fo capable of coutt 
manning his Army in Italy as Pfince Eugene^ 
Belides his i^ravery and perfpnal Merit, which 
made him generally beloved both by Officers 
and Soldiery, he had a perfeft Knowledge of 
the Country ; fo that his imperial Miijefty could : 
noi have made Choice of one who was more 
ynivcrfally approved of, or' who could better an- 
fojcr his Expeftations. As foon as the Imperial 
Army was alTcmbled at fioveredoy which was the 
general Jlenflezvous, Prince Eugene^ accomp^ 
ny*d by Prince Commerci and young Prince 
haudefKonl^ put hinifclf at jhe Head of it, re* 
IblVing to xater the Aiilanefe^, cqft wh^t it: 
would, and to do in by maia force. 
... Marfhal Qatimt and Count S'beijJ'e no fooner 
beard of the Motioq pf d^cl^ffrialijis^ but 
ihcy call'4 a p:)qricil of War^ where after fcve- 
ul P^a,tcs tli^y rcfolved. fo march w^th t^xeir 
Troops, towards Chiu/a^ near the Ijake^ of- 
Quarde^ '^^A^^i" P^ Miles of 'Pafqvi,iera^ pv^ef the; 
Venetian Territories. They toplf Poffcijion, of; 
that Poft, pnd^ intr? nch'd themfelves there. 
Prince Eugene^ with fpme other General Offi-. 
cers, haying: view'd the Pofts the /r^»^>& pof- 
i^k]dy caus'd ibm'e Regiments^to advance, ^wha- 
pofted themfelvfs on an Eminence in tjhe Verier 
Tufe^ from whence they might very mif^k in- 
commode the Enemies Camp with their Artil- 
kry. His March was attended with a vail Nqm^ 
ber of Pifficaliies, which a.ppear'd altogether 
w)fup.erable, by reafon of the narrow Lanes he 
muft pafs, and the Mountains he muft crofs^' 
But by his Vigilance he gave fo g6od Orders, 

tha? 
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that in lefs than twenty four tioura be had ma^dp 
a Way of fix Miles long^ and above nine Feec 
broad, through which the Baggage- Waggons 
and the Artillery could conveniently pafs. Thii 
was fo furprizing to Marefchal Catinaij thtit 
he look'd upon it as miraculous, fo fudden wa« 
the March of the Imperialijisj and fo narrow 
the Lanes, which he thought impra&icable* 
This aftive General, feeing he ))i^d to do with 
a Prince, who with fo much Succefs ;-furmouj=ji3cd 
all Difficulties that oppos'd .l^i;; i^(^ge^ ^hougl^F 
o^ difputing his I^nrrance intio ltal^[ at QflKf 
Places. To this End he divided his Army ifir 
to two Bodies, one of which hecaufcd to ad- 
vance towards the Plain of Caprinoj and ofj- 
dercd the other to take Poft, at Campo Long^no^ 
near Rivoli\ upon the Adig^f. However ^11 
thefe Precautions were not capable of flopping 
Prince Eugene^ who, after he had croffcd the 
Mountains with his Army, came a^d encamped 
along the •44ig^9 refolving, to pafs that River; 
to view which. Prince Commcrciy difguifed like 
a Huntfman, took a great Boat, an^ with two 
Engineers got up as far as Bokgna^^n^ founded 
the Depth on. the other Side. General P^^ 
being got into a Bark with twenty four Men^ 
pafs'd the River, .and found put the Enepiy, 
who were encamped on the other Side 5 and 
having taken an Enfign and nine Soldiers Pri- 
foncrs, he learned the Difpofitipn of theic 
Camp. In Ihorr, on the i6ib^ of June^tht 
Jmperialifts pafled the Adige, tho, Frenfb not be-» 
sj^gable to binder them > And this, was the hrH: 
• .,....: xT^-c • i'iecc 
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'ftcce of Policy that difcovcred the Abilities of 
Vnnct Eugene to Mz^tichdX Cat in'at. 

The Italian People received the Imperialifts 
Vith great Plcafure into their Country: The 
Peafants for the rtioft Part were kind to them, 
and eager to ferre them ; there was alfo a great 
Number who dcfired Arms of Prince Eugene 
to fight againft the French. Marefchal C^/f- 
iiat diftrufting the Fidelity of the Spaniards^ 
^lio were in his Army, defired frefh Troops": 
Befides the Air of the Country was fo unhealthy 
to the French^ thit all theHofpitals were full 
tJP their Sick. The Imperialifts look'd oil* tile 
Difpofition of the People and Things, as fo 
TOany happy Prefages of a War they were aUout 
to begin. After pafling the yidigey Marefchal 
Catinat divided his Arnfiy itito leveral Bodies, 
believing he (hoiild by that be in a better Con- 
dition to difpute the Paffage of other Rivers ; 
Prince Eugen^^ mindful of all the Marefchal's 
Motions, took his Opportunity to charge the 
Body he had left at Carpi^ under the Command 
of Monfieut de St. Fremont, which occafioned 
an Aftion the mcft daring that had been feen a 
long while. He made as if he would pals the 
P& •, upon which Feint, Marefchal Catinat de- 
filed off all his Troops on that Side. The 
Prince, altering his March oh a fuddcn, pafs'd 
x\it\Tartaro and the Canal Bianco, and fell up- 
on the Enemy's Body pofted at Carpi, which 
fconftfled, ftt the fnoft Part, in Horfe and Dra- 
goons. This Enterprize was fo much the more 
difficult, bee^ufe' the: Country 'Was' fo'M oF 
Ditches, Bogs, and Thickets, that it was hardly 

poffible 



pofllble- td march fifty Paces ivithput bckij 
bliged to ftop, which was the Reafon that 
Regiment of Curaffiersi t)f Ntwhurgh beic 
lietk too far advanced, and not able to fee 
Line, was vigoroufly attacked' by the Ene 
ftU a Party of the Regiment of Curaffier 
Vaudemont catne to their Affiftance. Coun( 
f7>eifiy who con^manded a Body fomc N 
fiaom thence, having put himfelf at the F 
of Ibnie Squadrons of Dragoons, ran thi 
with all Speed. His Prefence and the Succ 
he brought, animated the French Troops, 
began to give Ground, and now made 
Squadrons who had began the Attack, u 
the Commafid of Prince Commerci^ do 
fame. Bui Prince £^^r»^, wI\o was woui 
in this AiHiion in his I^fit Knee, being con 
hisAffift&nce, decided the Viftory, andob 
the Enemy to quit their Poft with confidei 
toft. By this Battle thttAdige became 
afiid the Prince^loft no Time to march tov 
the Minci4^ and feefc an Opportunity to 
it. ' '•"' ' ' ■ ■/' ]". 

- Being adyancM' oh the Side of' Villa Fr^ 
he^ rcftcd t>!vo Days in Sight 6P the -Fr^wriJ 
rny, which was encan^ped in a very adv 
geous Poft. However, Mkrefchal C^//V;5 
tired the i6tb oi July on' the other Side c 
Minciayi\t)\ Silence and great Precipitation 
pofted himfdf along the River which wa; 
dabfc.- The^Tiiddeh -Mitch ofahe Man 
at firft {\xfpcAitM the Prince ; biit his Hig 
uodtrftoolf-fiMTl^i Days kfcer,' that the I 
Troi ps wanted 'Water, Snd their I^orft 
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fivM two Djiys upon nothing but Vinc-Leayeaii^ 
iirhich had obliged Maref^phal Calinat ta de- 
^mp. At lafl: the Imperjal Atmy pafs*d th^ 
MinciP without any Oppofuioni from the French^ 
and by that found themfelves in a Condition td 
^tiake further Pn^rcffes. Prince Eugene fqtwr 
with Pleafure that he gain'd Ground in that 
Country, as Marefchal Catinat loft \i% and th^t 
whatever Precautions that able Gei)eral had tar 
ken to difpute with him the PaiTage of the Mf»-. 
€ioy he had neverthelefs pafs'd it» and put it ia 
his'Power xo cover equally, as ht had defign*d, 
the Cremomfe^ the Mantuany and the State of 
Milan. The Succefs this Prinze had in the 
Beginning of. the firft Campaign, extremely: 
troubled Marefchal Catinai^ Prince VaudenipnU^ 
and the Duke of Savoy^ who could not have 
cxpedled this from ayoung General ..who had 
never com^manded in Chief the Armies in //a*. 
ly. it is true, they were convinced, of hisMe^ 
rit and Bravery by the Succefs he had had m: 
his Expeditions in Hungaij\ but confidering 
that he had there only waged War againft Turks^ 
but here againft experieniced Generals, his Ca-^ 
pacity was the = Wonder of the World. 

The Progrcfs of the Emperor's Arms under 
Eugene^ made the French King refolve to fend, 
^arefchal VilUroy into Italy ^ expefting thia 
new General, who was very much in his Ma- 
jefty's Favour, might remedy the Mifunder- 
ftandings among the other Generals ; but that 
Marefchal Cath^at might not conceive any Jea- 
loufy that his Merit;, was fufpo^^J^fl, the King 
gave himfelf the TfrOuble to wriie him a-moft 

• obliging 
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oblfging Letter; which the Marefchal anfwer'd 
with all the SubmiiHon and Zeal imaginable, 
affuring his Majefty, that he had nothing fo 
much at Heart as his Glory, and the Profpcrity 
of the Affairs of the two Crowns : However, 
the Marefchal could not forbear fhewing a great 
Uneafinefs afterwards, at the Marefchal A7//^re?ys 
being put over him, who was not equal to him 
in Merit. 

The French King was fcnfibly griev'd at the 
Profperity of the Imperial Arms ; he confider'd 
that the Prefervation of the Milanefe was of fo 
much the more Importance, as upon that de- 
pended the Kingdom of Naples^ where they 
fear'd great Commotions on Account of feme 
Princes and other great Lords who had declir'd 
for the Emperor. Marefchal Villeroy came to 
the French Army the 2 2d of Auguft^ when he 
made a general Review, and then he encamp'd 
tiAntegnato, He was very defirous to diftin- 
guifli himfelf by fome fignal Aftion, that might 
anfwer the Opinion the King had conceived of 
him ; and proposed to the Duke of Savoy and 
Marefchal Catinat to pafs the Oglio^ to attack 
Prince Eugene^ and drive him out of the Man^ 
tUMj where he put all under Contribution, not- 
withftanding the repeated Complaints of the 
Duke of Mantua, who faid publickly. That the 
Court of France had facrific^d him to the Impe- 
rialifls. 

Tho* 'this Enterprize wis applauded by the 
Duke of Savoy, who commanded the Army of 
the two Crowns in the Quality pfGencraliffimo, 
it was not approved by Marefchal Catinat: 

• 9 I . The 
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The E\^ent juftify'd the Reafons which that 
wife General then gave to avoid an Engagenicnt. 
Prince Eugene being inform'd of the Enemy's 
Defign, fuffer'd them to pafs the Oglia quietly, 
exceedingly pleased that they came to attadk 
him in the Poft he poffeffed. He contented 
himfelf to change a little the Difpofition of bis 
,Camp, and re-Inforce Cbiarij a little difmahtled 
Town above Porlo OgliOj belonging to the Vk^ 
netians. It was on September the firft that this 
Battle was fought. The French began the At- 
tack by a great many Brigades, confiding of fe- 
venteen Battalions of their beft Troops, fupport- 
ed by all their Infantry. The Imperialifts re- 
.ceived them with fo much Valour, that they 
were forced to leave the Field of Battle with 
confiderable Lofs. The Aftion begun at Cbi^^ 
rij where Prince Eugene had fent fome Batta- 
lions, fupported by fome Cavalry. The Bri- 
gades of Normandy J if duvergne^ AnjoUy and 
the Regiment oi Bouillonj were defeated with 
very little Lofs to the imperialifts. The French 
being repulfed, retired a League and half from 
the Field of Battle, and left Part of their 
wounded, which the Imperial Parties put to the 
Sword. 

The Day after the Battle, Prince Eugene fent 
out divers Detachments, who brought back a 
great Number of Prifoners. In the mean Time, 
he ftill kept his Army in Order of Battle, 
thinking the Duke of Savoy and Marefchal ViU 
leroy would return to the Attack ; but the Lofe 
they had received, and their fmall Hopes of Sue- 
cefs, made them alter that Refolution. Accord- 
ing 
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ing to a Lift, which wis found about a Fttnch 
Courier, they reckoned on their Side, among 
the Dead, one Brigadier, four Colonels, one 
Lieutenant- Colonel, thirty five Captains, ond 
hundred and three Lieutenants, three hundred 
aiids feven Serjeants ; befides three thoufand 
Soldiers killed and.wbunded, without including 
the Officers of Horfe. The Duke of Savoy ^ 
diftinguifh'd himfelf in the Aftion, though this 
Prince was on a Side that was not for his Inte^ 
reft, be neverthelefs made it appear to the 
French Gbdcrals, that he omitted nothing to 
Ihew his Bravery and encreafe his Glory. He 
expof^d hiihfelf to a great Danger, and had his 
Coat and Waiftcoat pierced through with a 
Mufket-ball, and His Horfe wounded. Ma- 
refcha! Villeroy^ who was come Pofl: to acquire 
Fame, had the Mortification to be beaten, and 
by that to give fome Comfort to Marefchal 
Caiinaij for his Difgrace. 

Vilteroy thought himfelf the more fure of 
Vi(ftdry4. for that his Forces were fuperior to the 
Imperialifts in Number, andheexpefted to force 
Prince Eugene to decamp; by cutting off the 
Provifions he got from the Brejfan : But this 
Prince let him fee that Numbers alone would 
not gain a Viftory, and juftificd Marefclial 
Carina f*s Condiift, who had always avoided co- 
ming to a Battle, and who alfo faid boldly. 
Thai they bad aSied prepoft^roufly m ibis Occajioni 
andagainft bis SenHmenis. ; .. 

Prince Eugene lay for fome Time in his* 
Camp at Cbiarii feeding out Parties as far ^ 
the Jddijjt who meeting others of ♦ the French, 
I 2 alway?f 
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always had the Advantage of them, killing 
fomc, and taking many Prifoncrs* Towards 
ihe End of the Campiugn he pofleflfed himfelf 
of all the Mantuan TervitorkSy except Maniua 
and Goito : He block'd them up ; and when the 
Seafon obliged the French to go into Quarters^ 
he took all the Places on the Oglia^ and conti* 
tinued in Motion the whole following Winter. 
The Freneb had no other Enemy to deal with, 
fo they poured in their whole Force upon him. 
He was then but a young Man, not Forty, and 
had little Aflfiftance from thofe^about him, and\ 
none at all during the Summer from the Princes 
and States of Italy: For the Pope and the Vtne*- 
//tf»/ pretended to maintain a Neutrality, the* 
upon many Occafions the Pope fhcwcd great 
Partiality to the French: The* People indeed, 
as has been fald before, favoured him. very, 
ipuch, fo that he had good and feafonahle InteU 
ligence brought him of all the Motions of the 
J^emb* And in his whole Conduct, he fhew*d 
both a Depth of Contrivance, and an Esca&nefs 
of Execution, with all the Courage, but wkh«^ 
out any of the Rafhnefs of Youth. 

The next Aftion of Prince Eugene^ ^Yiich, 
almoft proved decifive, was one of the boldeft 
that ever was heard of 5 it was to furprize Cre- 
tmna^ and carry off Marefchal Fillercyj and 
the Garrifon of that. Place. This Defign was 
carried on with fo much Secrecy, that the French 
had not the leaft Sufpicion of it. Prince Eu-* 
gene went to pmrhimfclf at the Head of aBbdy 
that he brought from the Qglio^ and ordered 2l^ 
nbthcr to cOMifi from, the Parmefan at \jfit fame 

Time, 
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Time, to force the Bridge. He matched with 
all Secrecy to Cremona ; at the fame Time, thro' 
the Rains of an old Aquedud, or Water- 
Ceurfe, he fcnt in feme Men, who got thro* 
5«id forced one of the Gates, fo that he was 
within the Town, before Marefchal Vilkniy 
had any AppreheA&Mi of an Enemy being near 
him : He awakened on a fudden with the Noife, 
got out to the Street, and there was taken Pri- 
foner. At the inftant that one of the German 
OiHcers laid hold on him, he whifperM him, 
and faid, lam the Marefchal de Villeroy, Inxi^l 
give you ten thousand Piftoles^ and promife ym a 
Regiment^ if you mill carry me to the Caftle. Bat 
the Officer anfwered, / have a long Timefaitb^ 
fully fervid the Emperor^ my Mafitr^ and vfill 
not now betray binh So he was fent to the 
Race where ftince Eugene was, who fent him 
to one that was more fecure, tinder a ftrong 
Guard. But after this, the other Body not co- 
ming up fo critically, at the Time appointed, 
an Irifb Regiment fecured the Bridge, and fo 
the Defign failed, notwithftanding it was fo 
well contrived, and fo happily executed on one 
Part. Prince Eugene had but four thoufand Men 
with him, and the other Body not being able to 
join him, he was forced to march back, which 
he did wijhout any confiderablc Lofs, carrying 
Marefchal ^yUleroy and fome other Prifoncrs 
with him. In this Attempts, faith an eminent 
Writer, though heliad not an ehtire Succefs^ 
yet he gained all the Glory, to which the Am- 
bition of a military Man couid afpire, fo that 
hit was looked upon as the gr^teft and happieft 
I 3 General 
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General of the Age : He went on enlarging \\\s 
Quarters, fccuring all his Polls, and ftraltening 
the Blockade of Mantua. The French^ ftruck 
with the ill Succefs, fent more Troops into Ija^ 
^, and the Duke de Vendom went to (rommaqd 
the Armies there. 

The Duke of S^ivoy was. preficd to fepd his 
Forces thither : But he gtew cold and baclf:- 
ward : He had now gained all that he could 
promife himfelf from France \ His Second 
Daughter was married to K'ng Pkiiip^ and was 
fent to him to Barceknay aiid he caqne at)d met 
her there. A great Difpofitipn to revolt ap- 
peared in the Kingdom of Maphsj and it broke 
out in feme feeble Attrfmptsi, that were foon ma- 
fter'd, the Leaders of thefe were taken and exe- 
cuted: They juftifiedthcmfelvesby thisApo^p- 
gy, that till 'the Pope granted the Inveftiturc, 
, they could not be bound tc^^obey tl)p new I^ing : 
The Duke of Medina y^as a feyere Goyernour, 
both on his !Vlafl:er!s Account and .his own : 
Some of the Aufirian Party making their E- 
' fcape to Rsm and Vi^i^na^ reprefcnted to the 
Emperor, that the Difpofuion of the Counyy 
was fuch, in his.Eavour, that a fmall Force of 
ten. thoufandM^n, would certainly put that 
^Kingdom wholiy into his Hands. Upon this. 
Orders were: feat, to "Px'mQt Eugene ^ to fend a 
Detachment into the Kingdom qf tiafUs\ but 
tho' he believed that a fmall Force would foon 
. reduc::e .tbAt Kingdom, yet he judged that fych 
- a.' Diminution qf his own Strength, when the 
I: French wiere: fttoding fo rnany Troops into tlie 
MHatleff^ yftmU (o cj^pp^e hip^, chat it woijld 
; -? i ' :> •. • • " not 
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net be pofiible to maintain a defenfive Wa 
with fuch unequal Force : Yet repeated Ordc 
came to him to the fame Effeft ; but in Oppof 
tion to thofe, he made fuch Reprefentation 
that at lad it was left to himfelf, to do what \ 
found fafeft and mod for the Emperor's So 
vice ; with that the Matter was let fall, ai?d 
foon appeared, that he had judged better (hs 
the Court of Vienna : But this by his Encmie 
(for even Prince Eugene had Enemies, befid 
thofe he was at War with) was'iraputed toH\ 
mour and Obftinacy : So that, for fome Tin 
after that, he was neither confidered nor fu 
ported as his great Services had d^ferved. T\ 
might flow from Envy and Malice, which a 
the ordinary Growths of all Courts ; or it mig 
be a Pradice of the frencbj who had corrupt< 
iffoft Courts, and that of Vienna in particula 
fince nothing could more advance their Enc 
than to alienate the Emperor from Prince E 
gsne ; which might fo far difguft him, as 
make him more remifs in his Service. 

The Duke of Vendome^ in Italy ^ began w i 
the Relief of Mantua^ which was reduced 
great Ejctrcmities by the long Blockade Priii 
Eugene had kept about it : He had fp fortif 
the Oglio^ that the Duke of Vendome apf i 
bending the Difficulty of forcing his Pc : 
marched , thro* the Venetian Territories (r : 
withftanding the Proteftations Qf the Repub 
againft it) and came to GoitOy with a g i 
Convoy for Mantua. Prince Eugene drew ! 
Army all along the Mantuan Fojfaj dowj 
Mor^ofortes i he was forced to abancjon a g : 
I 4 H .

many Places, but apprehending that Berfelh 
might be befieged, and confidering the Impor- 
tance of that Place, he put a ftrong Garrifon ia 
it. He complained much, that the Court of 
Vienna feem'd to forget him, and did not fcnd 
him the Reinforcements they had promifed : It 
was thought, that his Enemies at chat Court, 
under , Colour of fupporting the King of the 
Romans in his firft Campaign, were willing to 
negleft every thing that related to him; by 
this means, the beft Army that the Emperor 
ever had, was left to mouldier away to no- 
thing. 

King Philips at this Time, took a Refolu- 
tion of going over to Italy to poffcfs himfelf of 
the Kingdoni of Naples 5 and purfuant to his 
Grandfather's Advice, did every thing he 
thought would get him the Love of the i^cS 
pie. He leffcned the Impofts, rewarded thofei * 
who had been faithful to him, punifhed Rebels, 
and gave a new Face to the Government. He 
was received with outward Splendour, but yet 
made little Progrefs in quieting the Minds of 
that unruly Kingdom : He did not obtain the 
Inveftiture of it from the Pope, tho* he fent 
him a Cardinal Legate, with a high Compli- 
ment : The Germans thought this was too much, 
while the French thought it was not enough ; 
but the Emperor's Ambaffador left Rome upon 
it. The chief Motive of King Pbihys Voy- 
age to Ilaly being to fignalize himfelf at the 
Head of a mighty Army that waited for him in 
Lombardy, he was impatient to be there, and 
wrote to the Duke of Vendome not to fight 

' ' Prince 
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Prince Eugene j till he could join him ; fecming 
jeaJous, left that Prince fhould be driven out ot 
liafyy before he could come to fliare in the Ho- 
nour of it. But we fhall fee what all thefc 
mighty Expedbtions come to 5 and what the 
Duke of Vendomiy whofe Valour was to make 
all Italy tremble, did to anfwer the high Idea 
that was raifed of him. 

The Army of the two Crowns confifted of 
fix Batalions, and 28 Squadrons of- the King 
<£ Spain\znd 86 Battalions and 100 Squadrons 
of French Troops-, 12 Squadrons and fix Batta- 
lions of the Duke of Savoy* 6 j in all 98 Batta- 
lions and 140 Squadrons, divided into two Ar- 
mies, CMie commanded by the Duakc of Vendomej 
under the Catholick King, and the other by 
the Prince of Vaudemont. And yet v/ith this 
g^t Forcct when King Philip came, he could 
'Wn^ nothing, altho* Prince Eugene was mifera- 
bly abandoned by the Court of Vienna. Count 
Mansfield^ Prcfidcnt of the Council of War, 
was much fufpeftcd, as corrupted by France : 
The Supplies promifed, were not fent to Ilaly: 
The Apprehenfions they were under of the E- 
!c6lor of Bavarians declaring, feme Time be- 
fore he did it, gave a Colour to thofe who were 
jealous of Prince Eugene^^ Glory, to detain the 
Recruits and Troops that had been promifed to 
him, for the Emperor's own Defence : But tho* 
ie was thus forfaken, yet he managed the Force 
he had about him, with great Skill and Con- 
dudt. When he faw Luzara was in Danger, 
he marched up to the. King of Spain^ and as 
that King very odly cxprcffcs it, in a Letter to 

the 
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the King of France^ had the Boldncfsito attack 
him ; but which was worfe, as faith Bifhop 
Burnett he had the Boldnefs likewife to beat 
him ; and if he had not been (hut iq by River* 
and the Narrowoefs of the Ground, very pro- 
bably he would have earried the Advantage he 
had in that Engagement much farther. The 
ill State of Affairs forced him upon that defpcr 
rate Aftjon, in which he fucceeded beypnd Ex- 
peftation ; it put the French to fqch a Stand » 
that all they could do after this, was only to 
take Luzara^ and fome other ihconfiderable 
Places ; but Prinpe Fiug^ne ftill kept his Polls. 
However, the taking thefe little Places, Luzar 
ra and Guajiala^ gave the French an Opportu- 
nity to affume to themfelves the Viftory, which 
Prince Eugene had fo lately gained, and in ef- 
feft, they publifhed every where that they HSd 
beaten the Imperia^ijis* It was fald at Paris^ 
that fince Prince Eugene had let Luzara and 
Guaftala be taken without fuccmring themi it was 
a convincing Proof that the Vi^ory was not on 
his fidcy but on the contrary^ on the fide of the 
Army of the two Crowns^ for that after the Bat- 
tle they were in a Condition to take thofe two Plor 
ces. 

The Court of France always us'd to flourifli 
in her own Favour, on all Events, and did her 
utmoil to heighten the Glory of this. The 
King himfelf writing a Letter on it to the Arch- 
bifhop x)f Paris^ touches over again the Prof- 
perities of his Reign, and calls to mind the 
'Care he had tal^en tp prevent the War, which 
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v^as going to be kindled on Accounr of the 

^panilh Succeflion. 

* I hop*d, Coufin, fays the King in bis Ltt* 

* Ut to that Prelate J that after having done 
whatever lay in me to procure ipy People a 
firm and lafting Peace, the neighbouring 
Powers, copyinc'd of the Sincerity of ^^y In- 
tentions, wpuld haye concurred with the fame 
Ardour to maintain the Union fo defirable a- 
mong Chriftian Princes. But the Emperor 
not being able, without Jcaloufy, to fee the 
Throne of Spain poffcflcd by her lawful Ma- 
fter, has under vain Pretexts fprm'd a new 
league with England and Holland tq renew 
the War M^ith more Anin^ofity than ever, not- 
withftanding all the Step^ that I took to pre- 
vent it. God who fees the Bottom of Hearts, 
and knows the Juftice of the Caufe I defend, 
hath hitherto been pleafed as yifibly to favour 
it, ^ in the laft War. The Imperial Army 
driven hovc\ Cremonay the raifing the Block- 
ade of Mantua, the forcing the Enemy to 
quit their Pofts, and repulGng them with 
Ljofs on all Occafions, four of their Regi-

* vent, and to befeech him to continue to Aed

This Letter is a true Picture of the Vanity 
of the Frenchy but fenfible Men do not eafily 
give into what that Court is pleafed to fay in 
her own Favour, till they have better Proofs of 
che Truth of what they aflert, than their own 
Words. * How, /aid a judicious Perfon on this 

* SubjeSt^ could they take Advantage of Prince 

* Eugene^ not thinking it proper after that Bat- 

* tie, with an Army, inferior in Number, tho* 

* viftorious, to' force a numerous Army, 

* ftrengthened with frefh Troops and good In- 

[ trencfamentSy 
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' tSrcnchmcnts, and that tofave two dcfencc- 

* Jefs Pbfts not worth the Trouble ? Had the 
^ Battle been fought with equal Forces, the 
' Confequcnce drawn from it would have had 

* more Appearance of Reafon, and more Foun- 

* dation. But *tis very well known the Army 

* of the two Crowns was much fuperior ta 

* Prince E$tgtne^s before the Engagement, and 

* was confiderably re-inforc'd after it : It might 

* therefore preforve itfclf by intrenching 

* near the Field of Battle, notwithftanding the 

* Lofe. it fuffcr*d, and afterwards kmLuzara 

* and Guaftaia^ having cut of their Communis 
' cation with the. Imperial Army, 6?r. 

If the Army of the two Crowns^ as potent 
as 'twas, had obtained fuch great Advantages 
zlLnzaray as the French Court endeavoured to 
infmuate» where were the glorious Confequen- 
ces of it ? Why. did they not make more Profit 
of it ? All they did was the Siege of BffrgoforfOf 
attacked by Monficur de Tbqfej with a Party of 
the Garrifon of Mantuay with which the Cam* 
paign ended, except the Duke of Vendeme^s at- 
tacking G9vernolo\ whereas Prince Eugene 
form'd an Expedition, which was one of the fi- 
neft that can be imagined, the furprizing of 
Mantua ; and had infallibly fucceeded in it, had 
not the Defign been betrayed to the Duke of 
Vendamej' who on Information of it, placed fe- 
vcral Bodies of Troops in Ambufh, and made 
fure of feizing Prince Eugene : But a Dragoon, 
who had deferted the French Army, gave that 
Prince Notice of it, and Monfieur de Fendonje*& 
imaginary Triumph vanilhed into Air. The 
. : King 
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liing of Spain who came into Italy with hirf 
Head full of Conquefts, finding the firft Cam- 
paign of his Reign fucceeded fo ill, and nor^ 
in any wife, anfwer his vaft Hopes, refolved to 
leave a €ountry, where he found there wacs no 
Glory to be acquired; and going to Genoa in 
Novemheri embarked there for Antibis. 

It was after this Prince's Departure that ilie 
Duke of Vendome form'd his Defign on Gaver- 
noloy hoping by. taking it to deliver Mantud 
from the Incurfions of the Imperialifts^ and to' 
fecure alfo the Peace of the Mincio. To thii 
End he left Gdaftala the 14th of Decemi&j and 
arrived at Mantua the fame Day, where he ftaid 
two or three Days, a^ well on Account of the 
Rains, as to prepare for the Siege. On the i6ch 
or 17th at Night he detached Monfieur de 
Mongon with 20 Companies of Grenadiers and 
600 Horfe to invcft the Gaftle, while fome o- 
ther French Troops poffcfied themfelves of the 
Avenues and othe;s^ Polls, to facilitate the Re- 
duftion of GGnjernoh. The Siege of which 
lafted but jfive Days, by Means of a Stratagem 
of War made ufe of by the Duke of Vendcme^ 
who order'd an advanced Poft^ defended by 
Grenadiers, to be attacked. He caufed a falfe. 
Bomb to be thrown in, the Fufee of which 
burnt a long Time. The Imperialijls lying all 
the while on their Bellies, the French took hold 
ot that Occafion, and affaulted the Poft, which 
they took with little Lofs. Prince Eugeni 
finding Governolo was not in a Condition 40 
make any long Refiftance, and not thinking* k 
proper to hazard his old Troops by reli^yi^ 

the 
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chc Plaee^ ofder'd the 0>mihandcr to quit iti 
after bis Highnefs had done his utmoft to fare 
the Place : Nay, he exposed himfclf to fo great 
Peril, that a Cannon-ball killed a Captain of 
the Train near him^ and another glanc'd by 
him fo very near, that his Efcape was almoft 
miraculous. 

Thefe were the moft confiderablfe Events of 
this Campaign in Italy : The Marefchal Villeroy 
who was the favourite Hero of the King's Pro- 
jefts in that Country, where he did nothing 
worthy of his Majefty's Confidcnc« in him, had 
now the Satisfaftion to recover his Liberty, and 
fee France once more. He arrived at Court the 
14th of November^ <whcre the King received him 
very kindly .* tho* any other in the fame Circum- 
ftances would have been difgraccd. He gave his 
Majefty a large Account of his Adventures, and 
the King took a Pleafure in alking him feveral 
Queftions : of the Men^ner of his being feized al 
Cremona ; his Abode at Gralz ; and how he was 
treated by the Emperofs Officers. To all which 
the Marefchal reply*d to the King's Satisfaftion, 
ajfuring him that he had great Reafon to be plea- 
fed with the Civility he had met ivitb from the 
Emperor ; adding, to the Honour of Prince 
Enge'ne^ *That when he was told he was at Liber ^ 
ty^ befenthim a Bill of 50,000 Livres for his 
Ranfomi which his Highnefs immediately fent 
back to the Duke of Villeroy his Son^ letting him^ 
know that he never intended to get any Thing by it. 
We come now to the Affairs of Germany and 
Flanders. 

The Emperor having openly declared War 

'^ on 
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pn the 15th of Afoy againft the Kings tS Prance 
and Spain^ the Armies began to a<5b on all Sides, 
In Germany Things then looked with an ill A- 
fpeft : The Elediors of Bavaria and Cdogn^ 
and the Duke of Wolfemhutteli were fo ftupid 
as to take up Arms for Frana^ and end^avbur- 
ed to divide the Princes of the Empire. Th^ 
Duke of 5tf*z;^r/V difcovered what his Defigns 
were, by fcizing t//w, at a Time when Mattters 
were negotiating to engage him in the Enftpe- 
ror's Intereft. Notwithftanding the Intrigues 
of Francty and the Difturbances they had raifcd 
in the Empire, the King of the Romans td6k 
Ldndauj and gave the Prince of Badin an Op- 
portunity to oppofe the Jun6lion of the Frencb 
and Bavarhm Troops, which the Frencb were' 
fo eager to accompHfh, that they took the little 
City of Nevoburg^ on the Rhiney and ventured 
a Battle ; in which the Viftory was uncertain^ 
tho* the Frencby according to their ufual Cu- 
ftom, declared it was in their Favour. 

The Affairs of the Netherlands did not look 
better than thofe in Germany^ the Sfanijb 
Towns, and thofe of the Conquefts, were pof- 
feffcd by the Enemy with conliderable Bodies of 
Troops ; the King of Frame had taken fuch 
fure Mcafures to make himfelf Maftcr of them, 
that he made no Scruple of publifhing what 
were his Defigns. However, he gave the States 
General good Words, and before he entered 
upon Aftion, would fhew them, by fenfible 
Proofs, the AfFeftion he had always had for 
their Republick, by a notable Memorial pre- 
fented by the Sicur de Barre^ Secretary to 

the 
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the Count cPAvaux^ the French Ambafladori 
iwho had left the Hague ; in which he upbraid- 
ed them with the Obligations, the Kings of 
France^ his Majefty's Prcdeceflbrs, had laid on 
the States General of the United Provinces ; and 
reflefted on the Memory of King JVilliam i 
as if he had kept their Commonwealth in a fort 
of flavifh Dcpendance on him. He fct before 
thetn ^the Advantages of keeping the Peace* 
and did not forget Threats in Cafe of War. 
AH which the Sutes anfwered with equal Force 
of Rcafon and Courage., and vindicated the 
Honour and Memory of King IVilliam. It was 
alfo proved that the States, far from owing any 
thing to the French King*s Predeceflbrs, had a 
Demand on them of nine Millions, for a Debt 
due from Henry IV, 

The Sieur de Barrels Memorial was looked 
on, by their High Mightineffes, as Lightning 
before Thunder, fo that they concerted Mea- 
furcs with the Emperor and the Queen of Eng- 
land^ for declaring and carrying on a War with 
France. Her Britannick Majefty highly re- 
fented the indignity offered to herfelf, and the 
Wrong done the Houfe of Auftria: The, Safety 
of the United Provinces was immediately con- 
cerned, and their Liberty In Danger; the Im- 
perial Family enormoufly injurM by the Duke 
of Anjou% ufurplng the Crown of SpaJn^ and a 
War could not but enfue, after fo much Provo- 
cation given to all thefe Powers* The Empe- 
ror, in his Declaration^ fet forth his Preten- 
fions to the Succeflion of the Spanijh Monarchy; 
as is to be feen in the Manifefto he publifhed.

The Queen of England afted to preferve the 
Liberty and Ballance of Europe^ and pull down, 
the exorbitant Power of Francey and at thf ' 
fame Time revenge the bafe Affront offered that 
Crown, by the King of France^ owning the 
pretended Prince of Wales for King of her Do- 
minions. The States Declaration was one of 
the moft forcible, and fineft Pieces of Eloquence 
ever publilhed. It contained an Abridgement 
of the Reign of a Monarch, who had left, no- 
thing undone to make himfelf Matter of their 
Provinces, or to ruin them, by attacking them 
in two bloody Wars; thofe of the Years 1672, 
and 1688, tho* on their Side they had taken all 
imaginable Care to avoid the breaking of the 
Peace. 

We have feen the fad and difficult Condition 
the United Provinces were in at the Beginning 
of the War, Jet*s now fee how they got out of 
it : And we muft confefs never were Exploits 
done with fo much Rapidity, and fo little Lofs ; 
never fo much good Fortune, never To many 
Conquefts in fo Tittle Time. General Coeborn 
open'd the Scene in Flanders^ by taking St. 
'Donas ^ and bombarding Fort Ifabella. Then 
began the Siege of KeyferwerU which appeared 
to be a difficult Enterprize, 'twas accompany'd 
with fo many ill Circumftances ; Count Tilly 
advancing to Santenyviixh a Body of Troops to 
cover the Siege, while the Earl of ^/i??/(?»<?, in- 
camped near Nimeguen to obferve the French 
Army. The former was on the Point of being 
attacked by the Marefchal de BouffleurSy but by 
his Prudence he got off, and joined the Earl 

of 
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tt Ahlone. Counf T/V/y's fuddcn Retreat nSade 
the Confederates fear the Siege of Kejfirwert 
would have no happy IfTue % but the Marefchal 
[. ie Boufflers^ had an Expedition of greater Im* 
portance in his Head, and only waited for the 
Arrival of the Duke of Burgundy to put it in 
Execution ; and this was to furprize Nimeguen i - 
But this grand Defign faikd^ Keyferwert was 
taken, and the Face of Affairs foon changed^ 
iThe Duke of fVolf embutt el ah^ndon^^ the Frtncb 
interefts^ the Army on the Ma^efi was reinforcM^ 
and the Duke of Marlborough putting himfelf 
at the Head of it, pafs'd that River^ which 
the Duke of Burgundy^ upon that, repiffed 
with PrecipitatiQni 

France now met a continual Reveffe of f'or- 
tune, her Generals fpent the reft of the Cam*. 

JJaign in Marchics and Countermarches^ which, 
erved only to fatigue their Troops ; and as if 
they had forgot the Trade of War, they faw 
their Cities taken^ without daring to relieve 
them, or hazard a Battle. All the Places -gar- 
rifon*d by the French on the Maefe^ from Gf^ve 
MQ Liege ^ were clear'd of them -, fo many Sie- 
ges, fo many Conquefts ; fVert^ Fort St, Mi^ 
cbael^ Stocbeniy Venloy Stevenfweert^ Ruremoni 
and Liegey were taken Sword in. Hand, or fub- 
mitted on Terms. All Europe was amaz*d at (o 
furprizing Succeffes. 'Twas not to be com- 
prehended how a powerful Army, which had 
made every one tremble at the Beginning of the 
Ctmpaign, fliould be coritented with remaining 
Spectators only of its Enemy's Conquefts, 
without daring to venture' a Battle to piit a Stop 
K 2 to 
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to them. Hulji was the only Place they endea- 
voured to attack, but they were rcpuls'd. Nor 
was the Succefs of the Allies by Sea lefs than 
that by Land ; They took innumerable Prizes, 
and ruined the Enemy's Trade : They deftroy'd 
their Privateers, and put them out -of a Condi- 
tion ever to have a Fleet able to oppofe that of 
England and Holland. The only DIfadvantage 
they met with was the Enterprize on Cadiz^ un- 
der the Duke of Ormonde which did not an- 
fwer their Expeftations ; but the Loffes they 
fuftained were abundantly made up by the rich 
Spoils they took in the Ejcpedition at Vigo. The 
Fleet of Mexico^ fo richly lad^n, fo long ex- 
yt€ttdj and guarded by the Coiant de Chateau- 
Renaud^ aft^r fo maiiy Fatigues, Hazards, and 
fuch Expence, arrived at Vigo only to perifh 
there ; and the greateft Part of the Riches that 
the Galleons brought, were the Reward of thofc 
who had the Courage to attack them, in a Pore 
that was thought inacceflible. 

The Campaign of 1703 was not quite fo glo- 
rious in Italy^ and elfewhere for the Arms of 
the Allies as the former. The Imperialijisvfttc 
not well enough fupplied from. Germany^ to be 
able to aft ofFenfively. Borfello^ after a long 
Blockade, was forced to capitulate, and by 
that Means, the French poffeffcd themfelves of 
the Duke of Modena^s Country. The Hunga- 
rians took Advantage from the Diftraftion that 
was in the Emperor's Affairs, and ran together 
in great Bodies, and in many Places, letting 
Prince Ragotzi ^at their Head ; and he, full of 
the fine Projefts France had infpircd him .with, 

afted 
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aftcd in concert with the Eleftor of Bavaria, 
Befidcs the Diverfion of thcfe two Princes, 
there was ftill a mighty Army in the Norths 
which gave much Uneafinefs to Germany, All 
the Troubles his Imperial Majefty was involv'd 
in, obliged him to recall Prince Eugene from /- 
taljy to come to the Succour of the Empire- It 
iseafy to judge what Pieafure it gave the Duke 
of Vendome to find himfelf got rid of the Com- ' 
pany of an Enemy, who by ^is Capacity crof- 
fed all his Defigns, and had by his Vigilance 
carried on the War of Italy with fo much Glory 
and good Fortune. He imagined every thing 
would now change for the better, and that he 
might in one Campaign force the Imperialifts 
to quit all the Pofts they were poffefled of. In 
the mean Time, Prince Eugene left fo good Or- 
ders with Count Staremberg^ to whom he gave 
the Cpmmand of the Army in his Abfence, that 
the Count very well anfv/ered the good Opinion 
which had been conceived of his Merit, and 
Monfieur de Vendome could not make that Pro- 
grefs he thought he fhould. 

Prince Eugene arriv'd at the Court o^ Vienna 
the 8 th oi January^ and was received by the 
Emperor with all the Tokens of a true Efteem. 
Count Mansfield^ who was then Prefident of the 
Council of War, having demanded his Difmif- 
fion, his Irrfperial Majefty caft his Eyes on 
Prince Eugeue to give him that Eniployment. 
All the World approved of the Emperor's 
Choice, and he cou*d not indeed have made a 
better ; for he had no fooner entered on the Ex- • . 
ccution of his Office, than AfSiirs took g. new^ 
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Turn. He at firft bent all his Thoughts to have 
the Finances put into good Order, that the Ar- 
mies of Hungary y German^^ and Italy might be 
fupply'd with what was neceffary : And his 
Cares were fo fgccefsful, that People were fur- 
prized to fee how niuch Things were altered for 
the better, as indeed they always were wherever 
he came. He had had a great Army under his 
Commanc} in Italyj but it wanted Neceffaries, 
yet he kept his Ground 5 and what is ftill more 
furprizing, made a great Progrefs notwithftand- 
ing the infinite Number of Difficulties he had : 
to ftruggle with ; which made him the more 
follicitous to prevent the like for the future, 
Jcnowing of what Importance it was to have the 
/iirmics wejl fupply'd. 

After Prince Eugene's Departure, the French 
Court was for having three feparate Armies in 
lialy^ one commanded by, the Duke of Vendomey 
another by the Grand Prior his Brother, and a 
third by the Prince of Vaudemonty to furround 
the Imperialffts^ who were but a Handful of 
Men in Proportion to the Enemy, and to drive 
them- from their Pofts. General Staremhergy 
without being difcouraged encamp'd along the 
Secchiuy and refolved to expeft the Enemy if 
they pafled that River to attack him. Arid that 
he might not be encumbered ijith his heavy 
Baggage in Cafe of a Battle, he ordered it to he ; 
removed into the Ferrareze : Such w^s thcj^iPW- | 
pofition of both Armies. However the Duke of 
Yendome did nothing anfwerable to the great 
Preparations that were tnade \ The Siege of 

"arkh 
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Borfelh took him up almoft the whole Cam- 
paign. 

Nor was that Duke happier in his Expedition 
into the Trentin^ than he had been in his other 
Enterprizes. His Junftion with the Duke of 
Bavaria was to have made all Italy tremble, and 
'twas one of the fineft Defigns formed by the 
Court of France to favour the powerful Ertver- 
fion that Eleftor made in Behalf of the two 
Crowns. However the Duke of Fendome had 
the Mortification to return as he came, after 
having with little EfFeft, bombarded the City 
of Trent four Days together, arid loft Abundance 
of Men. All his Satisfa6tion was, in his plun- 
dering the Country as he retreated. 

But the greateft Trouble to the Court of France 
this Campaign on the Side of Italy ^"wzs the 
Rupture with the Duke of Savoy j for having 
found out the fecret Intelligence his Royal High- 
nefs had with Prince Eugene and the Court of 
Vienna J the King fent Orders to the Duke of 
Vendome to difarm that Prince's Troops, and 
make his Officers Prifoncrs of War. The 
French General executed his Orders : His 
RQyal Highnefs, in order to procure Satisfaftion 
for fuch bafe Treatment, held an extraordinary 
Council, wherein Refolutions were taken purfu- 
ant to the prefent State of his Afiairs. When 
he came from Council, he difpatched away 
^Couriers to feveral Courts oi Europe^ and or- 
*dcrcd the AmbalTadors of the Crowns to be ar- 
refted. The Gates of Turin were (hut, and 
no body fuffered to go out without exprefs Or- 
ders from the Marquis de St. Thomas. The Duke 

1^4 -of 
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of Snv&y went afcefwards to the Pakcci and dc* 
clarcd, in Prefcnce of the whole Court, theNe" 
ceflicy he lay under of making War with France^ 
to defend the Rights of his Sovereignty = 
Which Declaration . was immediately followed 
by the Acclamations of all the Officers, who 
unanimoufly ainfwercd,. ^ey were ready to fpill 
the UJi drop of their Blood to revetige the Affront 
offered their Sovereign in the Duke of VendomeV 
Camp. After this, his Royal Highnefs gave 
Orders for arrefting all the French Officers in his 
Dominions. A Regiment of their Horfe, that 
was paffing by ^urin^, was difarmed, and th^ 
Officers committed to the P^-Gate, His Royal 
Highnefs's Towns were furniffiied with all Things 
neceflary for their Defence ; the Couriers com- 
ing from France .were ftopp'd } the twelve Pro- 
vinces of Piedmont ordered to raife each a Regi- 
ment. Count de Tarini was fent to the Imperial 
Court, and Letters given him not only for the 
Emperor, but ajfo for feveral Princes of the 
Empire; in which hi$ Royal Highnefs let them 
,know he was entered into a War with France^ 
and demanded their Affiftancc. His Envoy in 
Swiff erland had likcwife Inftrudticms eo infmuate 
how much the Cantons were concerned to take 
that Dutchy into their Proteftion. His Royal 
Highnefs wrote alfo to the States- General of the 
United Provinces ; and it is well known how 
much' better bis Negotiations fucceeded in /fo/- 
land than in Swifferland. He ordered his Envoy 
at Ve7iice to inform that Republick how France 
had dealt by him, it being for his Interefts to 
b(? vvell with the Senate, through whofe Terri- 

torieji 
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ries the Succours he cxpcftcd from Germutiy muft 
pafs. 

As the Duke of Savsy took care, on one 
Side, to inform the Princes and States of Eu* 
rcp€ of the Injuftice and Violence done by the 
French Court in difarming his Troops, fo the 
King of France was no lefs careful to endeavour 
to wipe off the Odium of it, and vindicate 
hinifelf by a large Memorial or Manifefto, 
wherein he exclaim'd feverely againft the 
Duke's double Dealing wich him, his Breach 
of Treaties, his impofing new and hard Terms 
on him after Alliances made, his Correfpond- 
ing during them with the Emperor and King 
William^ his entering into fecret Treaties, (Sc, 
which provoked him to difarm his Troops, to 
prevent the Mifchlef, they might otherwife 
nave done him. After all thefe and many 
oi!her Caufes of Complaint the Court of Prance 
pretended to have againft the Duke of Savcy*$ 
Conduft ; the moft Chriftian King^ who did 
not eafily pardon Offences done him, wrote 
his Royal Hignefs a Ihort but very expreffive 
Letter. Never did one Sovereign write to 
another in more haughty and decifive Terms : 
** Monfieur, fays his Majefty, fince neither 
'*^ Religion, Intereft, Alliances, nor your own 
" Hand and Seal are any Thing between us, 
** I fend my Coufin the Ehake of Ve'ndome at 
*' the Head of my Armies to explain my In- 
** tention to you ; he*ll give you 24 Hours 
*' Thne for you to determine what to do. 
The Duke of Vendotne fcnt this Letter to his 

Royal 
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Royal Highncfs by an Officer, and received. 
this Anfwer : " The ill Treatment my Troops 
** have met with, and fo much Pride and Con- 
*' tempi of my Perfon have been fhewn, that 
^^ it has determined me td provide againft the 
♦' Infults for the future. As to the Mehaces, 
** I am not furprized at *cm, I have nothing 
" more to fay, nor any Propofal to heark- 
" en to. 

As foon as the Duke of Vendome received 
this Anfwer, which he little e^cpefted, he~went 
to the Chartreufe at Pavh to confer with Princ? 
Vaudemont on the prefent State of Affairs in th? 
Court of Savoy. The Prince of Vaudemont re- 
turning afterwards to Milan^ put out a Procla- 
mation, by which all the Inhabitants of that 
State were ordered to take Arms, to be ready 
to rcfift the Invafion of the Subjedls of the 
Duke of Savpy^ ^nd other Enemies of the two 
Crowns in cafe they made any Attempt on th^ 
Country, &?r. Then the Duke of Vendome 
paffed the Tefftn with his Army, and prepare4 
to afl: againft his Royal Highnefs, refolving to 
make Cazal his Place of Arms. He arrived 
the 17th of Oiiober at Mortara and Trumelh 
on the Frontiers of Montferrat j but the conti- 
nual Rains and the overflowing of the Rivers 
retarded his March. , The Duke of Savoy fore- 
feeing the Storm, caus'd thofe Places to be aban- 
doned which were not in a Condition to 
make any Defence, and apply'd himfelf on- 
ly to fortify 7tfr;«, Verceily Crefcentino^ and 
Verue. 

Tho* Prince Eugene was overloaden with 

affairs 
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^flairs at. Vienna^ yet he had nothing more at 
Heart than his Royal Highnefs*s Interefts, and 
to procure him the Affiftance he ftood in need 
of : He had a great fhare in the Negotiations 
which difcngaged the Duke of Savoy from the 
Party of the two Crowns, aqd made it a- Point 
of Honour to deliver him from the Danger he 
was in. For this Purpofe he fent his Secretary 
to Italy with Remittances, and defired Count 
Staremberg to ufe all Meins poflible to fend 
foroe Troops to the Duke of Savoy. He wrote 
alfo a Letter to his Royal Highnefs to encou- 
rage him, telling him, " 'Twas much againft 
** his Will that he was obliged by emergent 
'* AfEiirs to ftay at Vienna^ not with (landing 
** his paffionate Defirc to be in Italy and affift 
** him ; but til! he could be fo happy, nothing 
** fhould be omitted to put him into a Pofturc 
** of Defence ; That in a little Time a fmall Ar- 
*' my of Germans fhould come into his Coun- 
^* try, of which he fhould be declared Gene- 
** raliffimo, and he fhould befides be gratifyM 
" with all the Fiefs the Empetoir held on the 
" Frontiers of Piedmont. 

It was much apprehended that, confidering 
the weak and naked State in which the Duke 
of Savoy then was, the French would have 
quickly mafter'd him -, but Count Staremberg 
ventured on a March, which 'was faid to be the 
befl laid, and the beft executed of any in the 
whole War : He marched from the Modenefe^ 
in the worft Seafon of the Year, thro* Ways 
that) by reafon of the Rains that had fallen, 
feemed imprafticable, having* in many Places 

the 
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t Fnncb both before and behind him : He 
oke through all, and in Conclufion joined the 
uke of Savey with a good Body of Horfc. 
I/Ct us now take a View of what paffed on 
e Rhine and the Danube. Marcfchal de Vilm 
rs^ who was then the favourite General of 
anccy opened the Campaign on the Rhine^ 
lich he paffed at Hunningben and J^ewburgby 
d marched towards the Fort of Kebl^ which 
invefted the 19th of February without any 
ppofition, from the Germans. He was fo 
ppy in this Expedition, that, according to 
2 Vanity of the Fr^ncb^ he could not help 
tolling his own great Merit, and affuniing 
>re Glory than if he had won a Battle ; and 
I he did in a Letter to the King his Mafter, 
0',^aisfoon as he received it, gave Orders to 
3nfieur %a$$ara Engineer General, to go 
1 thither, and have the Diredion qf the 
)rks and Attacks in the Siege of that Fort, 
ch was expefted to have been taken in ^4 
:5 Days after the opening of the Trenches, 
: long after this firft Courier, the Marefchal 
atched another to Court, to inform the 
5 that, befides the Forts and Redoubts 
{ioned in bis Letter, the Imperialijts had 
abandoned the little Towns of Offim^urgj 
enbacb, Zell, mifiafj md Ra{fiaf. The 
sfchal's Succefs in the Winter Campaign 
not to be wondered at : There was fuch 
igence in the Empire, that one would 
thought 'twas a Time of Peace, fo little 
vas taken to make Preparations to put a 
to the Enemy. The Queen oi England 

and 
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and the States General of the tJnitcd Provinces^ 
who bQte Che Weight of the War, (omplaioed 
of this Negligence by their Minifters at the 
Emperor's Courts or at the Dyet of Ratijbon. 
The Qoccn of Great Britain wrote a Letfier 
which was preiented to the Dyet^ importing 
"Sh^ had Rcafon to complain of*the little 
" care taken to execute what the States of the 
" Empire had refolved on for the common 
" Defence, in as much as the greateft Part of 
" the Troops the Army was to be compofed 
" of were not raifcd nor formed ; and that had 
^^ given the Enemy an Opportonlty not only 
" tx) make themfelves Mafters of Fort Kebl^ 
" but to reap other confiderable Advantages: 
" That the Evil was on the Point of becoming 
** irremediable, if fuddcn Provifioni was iioi 
" made againft it, and Things were not car- 
" ried on with more Diligence and Refolution. 
" To which End, her Majefty earneftly de* 
" fired the Army of the Empire mighti)e forth- 
^^ with put 113 to a Condition to aft on the Foot* 
" ing agreed upon.** The States-General of 
the United Provinces feconding the Zeal and 
Warmth of the Queen of England^ caufed alfo 
their Minifters to rcprefent to the Emperor, 
" How neceflary it was to exert themfelves to 
" carry on the War with more Vigour on the 
" Side of the Empire than hitherto had been 
** done. They defir*d that the Emperor and 
" the Princes of Germany would, without Lofs 
" of Time, furnifh ;iot only what they pro- 
" mis*d for i\tt Campaign, but alfo whatever lay 
" in their Power, th*it.thcy might ad: in concert 

and 
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and with Succcfs ; adding, *twas a furprlzing 
Thinff that their High Mightineflcs ^al foi 
the Welfare ot the Condmon Caufc fhoiild not 
be imitated by the Empire, 

Prince Eugene now fet hirtifelf to reform Af- 
fairs at Vienna^ which were in great Confiifionj 
and to forward the Inftance of the Queen of 
Great Britain^ and the States-Greneral of the 
United Provinces : And as we have obferved^ 
the Face of Affairs chang'd as foon as he entered 
on his Office of Prefident of the Council of War, 
We have feen how his Negotiations to difengage 
the Duke of Savoy from the Interefts 6f France 
fucceeded, and in that he did the Emperor and 
his Allies more Service than if he had flaid in 
Italy ^ and gainM feveral Battles ; for that Duke*s 
Diverfion to the Arms of France was the moft 
fenfible Blow fhe cqu'd have had, witnefs the 
Events which followed the Rupture^ 

After Prince Eugene had fet Matters bn-a righi 
Foot in Italy ^ he applied himfelf to thofe of thd 
Empire, and to put a Stop to the Duke of Ba- 
varia^ who being in the Heart of G^r««^>^j(, was 
the Emperor's moft formidable Enemy. We 
fliall fee hereafter how Prince Eugene^ aflifted by 
the Arms of the Allies, made all that Duke4 
fine Proje6ls vanifli into Aif t And had not he 
been detained at the Court of Vienna by that and 
other preffing Affairs, it is noc to be doubted 
but the Bravadoes of the Marfhal de Villars 
would have ended like thofe of the Eledof of 
Bavaria : But as it was the Marfhal's Succcfs in 
pafling the Rhine was followed by the Junftiori 
of his Troops and that Ekftor's j the Lofs of 

Kebl 



Kehl by that of Ratijbon. The Marfhal de Tal- 
lard gained a Battle, and crowned it with the 
Conqueft of Landau. Count Stirum was beaten 
in the Plain ofHocbfief by the Duke o[ Bavaria. 
The Marlhal de Miliars and the Marquis d'UJpm 
joinM their Bodies together ; and, when it was 
thought that the Campaign was over in Bavaria^ 
the Eleftor took Kempten and the City of Au- 
Jburg. He would have been as happy as he 
could have wiflied, had his Expedition into ^irol 
been alike fuccefsful 5 but there the Militia and 
the Peafants drove him out of the Country, and 
put his Perfon in Danger. Certain it is, the 
Empire loft a great deal in this Campaign : 
The Court o^ France cry*d up the Progrefs of 
their Arms, and the French Kins mightily ex- 
toU'd the Eleftor oi Bavaria and Marfhal de ViU 
lars % but whatever Reafon he had to rejoyce at 
the favourable Turn of Affairs in Bavaria for 
hislhterefj:s, lie had no Caufe to be very well 
pleafed with the Conduft of his Generals in the 
Netherlands. The Eleftor of Cologn was given 
to underftand he fhould be reftored to his Ter- 
ritories, and that Prince, infatuated with the 
Grandeur and Power of France^ pleafed himfelf 
with the vain Hopes of it. He with Joy heard 
of his Brother the Eleftor of Bavarians Profpe- 
rity, and thought his own almoft as certain; 
but he had the Mortification to find all the Pre^ 
parations made to rtcover Liege came to nothing, 
Thefe Allies afterwards attacked the Lines of the 
Country oifVaes^ and took fcveral Forts of Im- 
portance. Thefe Conquefts were followed by 
an Aftion, of which the French Court made ^ 

great 
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great Noife, though k was not fo glorious ta 
her as to the Allies, this was the Ba,it\t oi Ecke- 
ren : For though BoufflerSy detached from Vil* 
/^i5>*fi Army,with a Body, double in Number to 
Opdam\ to fall upon him, and tho* he marched 
fo quick that the Dutch were furprized, and Op* 
dam^ in the Diforder they were in, apprehend- 
ing all was loft, fled with a Body of his Men 
CO Breda \ yet the Dutch rallied and maintained 
the:r Ground with fuch Firmncfs, that the French 
retired, little to their Honour-, fmce tho* they- 
were much fuperior in Number, yet they let 
the Dutch recover out of their firft Confufion, 
and keep their Ground, although forfaken by 
their General, who juftified himfelf in the l^eft 
Manner he could, and caft the Blame on others ; 
Nor was the great Duke of Marlborough with- 
out fome Cenfure on this Occafion, fmce it was 
pretended, that he ought to have fent a Force 
to fupport Opdaniy or have made an Attempt Cn 
Villeroy*s Army, when it was weakened by the 
Detachment fent with Baufflers, 

If, as in the French King's Opinion, the Ca- 
pacity and Valour of Villercy and Boufflers were 
(hewn in the Battle of Eckkren j and if the Vi- 
ftory was theirs, how came it that thofe for- 
tunate Generals retired, behind their Lines, to 
bide themfelves froni an Army they hadde* 
feated ? , How came it that they let Huy be ta- 
ken without Oppofuion ? The Place was of 
Importance enough to be fuccour'd, fmce by 
taking it the Allies clear'd the Maefe to Namur^ 
and at the fame Time cover'd the City oi Liege. 
Nay, how came it that they let them befiege 

Limburgb^ 
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timhrgbj and make themfelvesMafters oftht 
Capital or the Spanifif GuelderUnd^ with all the 
Eafe and Tranquility in the World ? But of all 
the Revolutions that happened this Campaign^ 
nothing touched the King of France fo fenfibly 
as the changing Sides in the King of Portugal 
and Duke of Savoy. By the Lofs of the Alli- 
ance of thofe two Princes, which had coft him 
infinite Care and Expence, he loft Ramparts 
and Barriet3 that covered Spain^ italy^ and his 
own Kingdom alfo. 

The Share Prince Eugeni had in bringing 
over the Duke of Savoy^ to the Intereft of the 
Allies, has been already mentiohed } and he 
had no lefs in doing the fame by the King of 
Portugal: As much as he was taken up with the 
Bufinefs of the Finances, and to provide for the 
Wants of the Armies in ttaly^ on the Rbine^ 
and in Ihingaryy he was asbufy in forwarding 
thofe important Negotiations, which had fO 
good Efiedfc with the King of Portugal md the 
Duke of Savoy. The French King did what^ 
ever lay in his Power to gain the King of Por^ 
tugal. England and Holland knowing of what 
Confequcnce that Alliance Would be for an En^ 
trance into Spain^ omitted nothing on their 
Side to engage him in their Party ; and they 
had the Satisfa&ion to fee the Pains their Mini,- 
fters were at crown'd withSuccefs: And the 
Secretary of Count fFallenfteini the Imperial 
AmbaiTador at Usbon^ brought to Vienna the 
Treaty of Alliance, concluded apd figned be- 
tween Portugal^ his Imperial Majefty, England 
and Holland, But that was not enoughi the 

.11 L King 
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^ King of Ptfr/tf^'tf/ was given to undcrftand, that 
the £mperor and the King of the Romans 
fhould renounce all their Pretenfions, and trans* 
fer them to the Archduke, the Emperor*s fe* 
cond Son, who ihould be proclaimed King of 
Spain^ in Hopes his Prefence there would caufe 

c a great Revolution : And this Confideration 
was one of the chief Motives which engaged 
that King to enter into this Alliance. How« 
ever, the Court of Vienna was loth to part with 
the Archduke; to put off which, 'twas faid, 
'* The Houfe of A^ria had but two Princes; 
*• that the Emperor paffionately loved them; 
*' that he could not think of letting one of them 
** go fo far fbr fo uncertain a Fortune ; that 
•' Catc Ihould be taken of Italy^ bccaufe that 
•* firft Step Would infenfibly make a Way 
** to the 5/>tf*/^ Monarchy ; that the neceflkry 
** Sums for the Archduke's going with the 
•• Honour worthy of his High Birth, were 
** wanting ; that 'twas impoflible for the Ein- 
** pcror to give him G^nwtf». Troops fbr thp 
** Security of his Perfon, and the Execution of 
** fo great an Enterprize. 

In the mean while the foreign Minifters at 
the Court of Vienna were very earneft for the 

• Departure of the Archduke. Thofe who hear- 
tily defired to fee him on the Spanijh Throne, 
reprefented to the Emperor, That the Alliance, 
with the King of Portugal opened a Door for 
the Archduke to enter Spain at : That the Par- 
tuguefe yoUmtly refolveci not to enter upon . 
Adtion, nor even to come to an open Rupture 
with the twoCrowns> till the Archduke ar- 
rived j 
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ived ; fo that there was no hefitating about it ^ 
^hat if that Prince's Departure was any longer 

clay'd, 'twas to be feared the Spaniards^ who 
were ready to give Proofs of their Inclinations 

d Fidelity to the Houfe of Auftria^ would 
'fall offr That the Reports which were fpread 
of the Dutchefs of Anjou*% being with Child, 
might prove fatal to the Archduke, if this 
Prince, after the Example of his Rival, did not 
haften into Spain^ marry, and have Succeflbrs 
to the Crown, fmce the Climate was not lefs 
fertile than that of Vienna : That the French 
who are wont to give People ill Imprcfllons, 
would be fure to infinuatc to the Spaniards^ 
that the Emperor being only bent on> the Con- 
queft of the Territories in Italy belonging to 
the Crown of Spain, had no Thoughts of car- 
rying the War into that Kingdom : That if 
the Archduke (hpuld make any longer Delay, 
the King of Portugal might perhaps change his 
Mind, and break the Treaty, under Colour of 
the little Care taken to perform one of the moft 
dTential Conditions of it : That there was a very 
recent Example of it, in what had pafsM be- 
tween that Prince and France : That the two 
Powers, which maintained greaf Fleets, and 
were moft concerned in the Conqueft of Spain^^ 
as well for the Security of their Trade as that 
of the Peace and Tranquility of their Domi- 
nions, were at fuch vaft Expences by Sea and 
Land, only to curb the exorbitant Pqwer of 
the Houfe of Bourbon : And if they could not 
obtain the Fruits of their Endeavours, by get- 
ting the Archduke crowned in Spain^ they 
L a ihould 
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ihould be obliged to take other very diffefenc 
Meafures i and without being fo lavifh of the 
Money the War cofts them, melter themfelves 
from the Storm which threatened them, only 
for their being inviolably firm tO the Intercfts 
of the rtoufe of Afftria ever fince the Peace of 
Munfter : That daily giving fuch elTential Proofs 
of their Friendfhip and Zeal for that augult 
Houfe, if they did not find a Harmony and 
good Correfpondence, it might make them 
change Sentiments } and that ynion, fo necef- 
fary to deliver Europe from the univerfal Mo- ' 
narchy, to which France had fo long afpired, | 
depended on the Departure of the Archduke. 
That this Refle<5lion^ alone was fufficient to an- 
fwer all the Difficulties form'd to defer it, fince 
^cwas to hazard the lofing all, if Advantage 
was not taken of the good Difpofitions the 
Powers in League were in to prefcrve for the 
Emperor, and his auguft Family, (6 many 
Crowns, of which he would be Mafter as foon 
as he was in PofTeflion of that of Spain : That 
the Archduke might acquire immortal Glory, 
by conquering his own Kingdom Sword in 
Hand : That on the contrary, if he did not at- 
tempt jt, he would lofe the good Opinion the 
Spaniardsy his Subjeds, and all Europe^ might 
have conceived of the Bravery of fo great a 
Prince. 

Prince Eugene joining his InftanceS to thofc 
of the Miniflcrs of the Power? that prefs'd the 
Archduke's Departure, the Emperor at laft 
confented to it. The Partifans of the two 
Crowns perceiving thisRefolution would be 
. . ' " " r " ■ fatal 
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fatal to their ProjeAs, refolved to obidrud: it as 
much as they cotfd ; and when nothing elfe would 
do^ it appeared by intercepted Letters, that 
they confpired againft the Life of the Archduke, 
to ruin at once ail the Negociations and Treaties 
in favour of the Houfe oiAuftria^ when at the 
Point of being executed. The juft Sufpicion of 
the Court of Vienna of fo wicked a Machination 
of her Enemies, awakened her, and obliged 
her to take fuch Meafures as fecured that Princ6 
from any Attempt of that Kind. On the 2 ill 
of September he was declared King of Spain j in 
the Prefencc of all the Foreign Minifters and 
Lords of the Court ; he was afterwards proclaim* 
ed. The Emperor and King of the Romans had 
before figned an A6t of Renunciation of all their 
Rights to the Spanijh Monarchy in favour of 
this Prioce, who was named Charles IIL His 
Imperial Majefty made a very fine Speech on 
this Occafion, in Prefcnce of thirty eight Privy 
Counfellors, and other chief Lords of the Court$ 
in which he reprefented the undoubted Right 
of his Houfe to the Succeflion of all the Domi- 
nions of Spain^ by the Death of King Charles IL 
and that not being able himfelf to go and take 
Poffeflion of that Monarchy, on Account of the 
Weight of the Affairs of .the Empire,- with 
which he was burdened, any more than the 
King of the Romans his eldeft Son, their Impe« 
rial and Royal Majefties had thought fit to yield 
up thofe Rights to the moft Serene the Arch- 
duke, whom they declared and acknowledged 
as the only true and lawful King of Spaiff. 
Then their Majefties confirmed their Rcnuncia-e 
L3 tion 
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tion by a fokmn Oath. After which the King 
of the Remans gave the Right Hand to the new 
King of Spain^ who at Night fplendidly enter- 
tained all the Imperial Family. 

The next Day that Prince received the ufual 
Compliments on his new Dignity, and there 
was for two Days great Rejoicings and Feaftiqg 
at Court, The Neapolitan Lx>rdSy among others, 
gave particular Tokens of their Joy, and di- 
ftinguifl>ed themfelves on this Occafion; the 
Pope's Nuncio, did not affift at the PrOclama* 
tion of this Prince, The next Day he demand- 
ed Andience of his Imperial Majefty, but it was 
rcfufed him. Some other Minifters, who were 
hot prcfcnt at the Ceremony, excused themfelves, 
on Account of their hot having received la- 
ftruftions from their Mafters on that Subjed. 
The new King's Baggage departed the i8th, and 
the next Day he left Henna himfelf to go to 
Hollandj from whence he came to England^ in 
his Way to PGrtugah 

Of his Reception here, Bifliop Burnet * in 
the Hiftory of his own Time, gives the follow- 
ing Account : " About the End^ of Decetnker 
*' the King of Spain landed at Port/mouth ; the 
^* Duke of Somerfet was fent by Queen Anne to 
*' receive him and bring him to an Interview, 
•' which was to be at IVindfor ; Prince George 
** went and met him on the Way, and he was 
•* treated with great Magnificei\cc : The Court 
•^ was very fplendid, and much throng'd : The 
5* Queen's Behaviour towards him was very noble 
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** ar\d obliging : The young King charmed all 

•* that were there ; he haid a Gravity beyond 

** his Age, tempered with much Modcfty ; 

** his Behaviour was in all Points fo exaft, that 

** there was npt a Circumftahce, in his whole 

** Deportment, that was lial?le to Cenfure : He 

" paid an extraordinary Refpeft to the Queen, 

*' and y(it maintained a diie Greatnefs in jt •, h? 

^ had an Art of feeming weU plcafed with everv 

"thing," without fb much" as rmilingoncp all 

" the while he 'was at Court, which was only 

" three Days'; he fppke biit Jiittle, and all he 

" laid was judicious and obliging. All poflibJc 

" Hafte Was made in fitting out the Fleet, iy 

" that he failed in the Peginmng of Tanuary^ 

" and for five Pays he>had a'fair Wind with 

" good Weather, but then the Wind cHan^ed,

" were qrde^red to go over to his Affiftance,

** rived Kappily at Luhojt^' and was tbei'e re- 

" ceived w^h all the outward Expreflions of 

** Joy and Welcome, and at an Exf^iice in a 

** vain Magnificence, which that Courr could 

" ngt well: bear J but a n^tfonal Vanity prevail- 

*' ed to carry this too far, by which other

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We come next to the Events of the Campaigo 
in 1 704, which were tery fatal to the Eleftor 
of Bavaria. We (hall fee here Prince £i(^eif^ 
fignalize himfelf in an extraordinary Manner^ 
at the Head of the Army of the Empire, Af- 
ter he had reformed the Finances, provided for 
the Neceffities of the Arn^y, and given the lafl: 
Hand to the Negotiations, which had fo long 
Time taken up the Court of Vienna^ he turned 
his Thoughts to new Expeditions^ and apply'd 
himfelf wholly to the War of Bavaria. He 
was to attack a vidtorious Enemy in the Bowels 
of the Empire, who, fupported by a foreign 
Power, thought of nothing lefs than overturn- 
ing the Empire, and pufhing on his Conquefls 
even to the Capital. The Confufion the Court 
of Vienna was then in is eafy to be imagined : 
She faw a powerful and formidable Enemy at 
her Gates ; he had already made himfelf Matter 
of the chief Cities, and all Things feemed to 
give way to his Arms; but th}s Profperity was 
of no long Duration, one Battle only decided 
his Deftiny. 

Prince Bugene confidering how important it 
was to put an End to the Troubles in Hungary^ 
left Prince Ragotski might join with the Eleftor, 
did his utmoft to get the Emperor to confeht tQ 
an Accommodation, which was fet on foot, and 
which Prince Ragotszi and the M^lecontentS 
feemed to incline to. 

During thefe Tranfaftions the Duke of jB«- 
yariay who depended mightily on theDiverfioa 
made by that Rebel-Princ^ did all that in hinj 
lay ^o hinder it. Jh.^ M^efchal dc M»r^n zS^ 
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bg in concert with the Eleftor, wrote a Letter 

to Prince Ragotzi^ which was found in one of 

the Waiftcoat Buttons of a French Officer who 

was hanged at Vienna the 4th of July : He let 

him know in what Condition the Affairs of the 

Empire were, that he might regulate his Steps 

accordingly : That the King's Armies and the 

Eleftor's had taken the important City of Aus* 

hurgi and at that Time had their Quarters on 

the Banks of the Iller and the Danube^ as far as 

Auftria: That tHey had alfo made themfelves 

Matters of the Town of Pajfauj and It's Catties, 

and raifed Contributions as far as Nuremberg^ 

zxA in ^\ Franconia: That as Things ftood, a 

Di^erfibn might be made which would be very 

advantageous to him. That they informed him 

of every thing, to undeceive him with Rcfpeft 

to the Propofals that might be made him on the 

Part of the Emperor for an Accommodation, 

which could not be fincere, nor for his Intereft : 

That if the King's Army, the Eleftor's, and 

his adled in concert, they (hould reduce the 

Emperor to the latt Extremity; That they af- 

fured him of all the Succours he ftood in need 

of, if the faid Marcfchal was informed of his 

Intentions, by the Return of the Officer who 

N brought him that Letter. 

This Letter ftiews how induftrious the Court 
of France was to fup^ort the War of Bavaria^ 
^nd accomplifli the Elector's Defigns. In the 
mean time the Queen of England^ and the States 
General of the United Provinces^ confidering 
the Peril the Empire was in, refolved to fend 
^ powerful Affiftance. The Duke of Marlbo- 



rough pafled the Rhine with thefe Succours, con^ 
fcrrcd with Prince Eugene and thp Prince of 
Baden^ while the Ma^refchal de Fillercy expeftecl 
him on the Mojfelle^ The Marefchal de Tallard 
led new Succours into BavariCy and Villerqy 
jurncd toward the Rhine to fupport them. 

Prince Eugene^ who had his Eyes upon all of 
them, watched particularly the latter, and gave 
the Prince of Baden and the Duke of Marlho^ 
rough Time to open themfelves^a Paffage to the 
Danube. In Effed, the Duke of Marlborougy 
being informed at his Arrival, at Onderringen^ 
that the Elcdor of Bavaria had made a De- 
tachment of his bcft Infantry to reinforce the 
Poft of Schellenburgy which he had fortified 
with Intrenchmcnts, put himfelf immediately 
at the Head of a Body of chofen Troops, and 
advanced before the Army, who followed !tp 
fupport him. After a long March, he can^c 
up to the Bavarian Troops, which were fo welj 
polled, that the Duke's Men were repulfed in 
the three firft Attacks, with great Lofs ; at laft 
the Enemy were beat from their Polls, which 
was followed with a total Rout, and we becan^c 
Matters of their Camp, their Artillery and their 
Biaggage. Their General Jrco^ with many o- 
thers, fwam over the Danube \ others got into 
ponawerty which they abandoned next Morn- 
ing, with that Precipitation, that they were not 
able to execute the Elc<5lor*s cruel Orders , 
which were to fet Fire to the Town, if they 
fnould be forced to abandon it: Great Quanti^ 
ties of Straw were laid in many Places, as ja, 
Preparation for chat, in Cafe of a Misfortune.

The bcft Half af the Bavarian Forces were 
•now entirely routsed, about 5000 of tbem were 
killed i The Allies loft as many, for the Adtion 
was very hot, and their Men much expofed ; 
yet they went ftillon, and continued the Attack 
with fuch Rcfolution, that it let the Generals 
fee, how much they might depend on the Cou- 
rage of their Sojdicrs* The Allies were now 
Maftersof DonawerSj an4 thereby of a Paflage 
over the Danube^ which laid all Bavaria open 
to their Army. Upon that the Eleftor, with 
the Marefchal Marjiuy drew the reft of his Ar- 
my under the Cannon o^Aushurgy where he lay 
fo well potted, that it was not pofliblc to attack 
him, nor to force him out of 'it ; the Duke of 
Marlborough followed him, and got between him 
and his Country ; fo chat it was wholly in his 
Power. 

When he had him at this Difad vantage, he ' 

entered upon a Treaty with him, and offered 

him what Terms he could defire, either for him- 

,felf or his Brother, even to the paying him the 

whole Charge of the War,, upon Condition that 

he would immediately break with the French^ 

and fend his Army into hafy^ to join with the 

Jmperialijis there. His Subjefts who were now 

at Mercy, prcfled.him vehemently to accept of 

thofe Terms 5 he feemed inclined to hearken to 

them, and Meffengers went often between the 

two Armies 5 but this was done only to gain 

Time, for he fent Courier after Courier, with 

moft prefling Inftances to Haften the Advance 

of the French Army. , When he faw, he could 

gain no more Time, the Matter went fo far, 

that 
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that the Articles were ordered to be made ready 
for figning: In Conclufion, he refufed to fign 
them ; and then fevere Orders were given for 
Military Execution on his Country i Every thing 
that was wfchin the Reach of the Army, that 
was worth taking, was brought away \ and the 
reft was burnt and deftroy'd. 

The two Generals did after that refolvc on 
Farther Adion, and fince the EIei5bor's Camp 
could not be forced, the Siege of Ingotftad was 
to be carried on : It was the moft important 
Place he had, in which his great Magazines 
were laid up. Prince Eugene being advanced 
as far as DilUgens the Army pafs'd the Paer^ 
and incamped at Kiehacb on the 24th of 7«/f ; 
the Left-Wing at Afcbcy and the Right beyond 
|he Giftle of H^inden^ burning all the Villages 
that had been fparcd between the two Camps, 
The 25th the Army again paflcd the River 
Paer\ and being informed the Elcftor was 
come out of his Intrenchments and was incamp- 
cd on the other Side of the Lech, they refolved 
to obferve him, and advance to Bonawert. The 
a 8th the Army under the Duke of Marlborough 
marched towards LandtfeUe^ and the Emperor's 
towards the little Town of Polmes. At the 
fame Time they learned the Enemy were de- 
camped to draw near the DanubCy and thiat the 
Marefcbal de Tallard was advancing behind the 
Eleftor with his Troop«, both the one and the 
other taking their March towards Lawingen. 
At this motion my Lord Duke advanced to- 
wards Enhoym^ where he fettled his Left-Wing, 
and his Right zttHUigen. Prince ^tt^/x or- 

dered 
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dar'd his Body to march to Niehurgb^ and left 
the Vuke of Marliorcugb 28 Squadrons of Fm- 
perial Horfe and Dragoons, under the Com- 
mand of the Prince Regent of IFirtemberg^ 
General of the Horfe, who cncampM at the 
RigKt^ing. 

On the 3qth my Lord Duke continued his 
March towards Rbain^ and at the fame Time 
detach'd the Prince of If^irtemberg with the 28 
Squadrons of Imperial Horfe, who paffcd the 
Danube over the Bridge that was zi Merxen^ 
and encamped near Donawert to be within 
Reach of Prince Eugene. His Grace made a 
fecond Detachment of 20 Battalions, under the 
Command of General Cburchil^ who marched 
them over the fame Bridge, and came alfo to 
Merxeny where heencamp'd with all the ArtiL 
lery upon the fame Defign, to fupport Prinff 
Eugene if the Elcftor fhould come to attack 
him* 

• The gift, on Advice the Enemy had pafs^d 
the Danube at Lawingen^ and was encamp'd the 
Left at that Town and the Right at Sietin^ 
Prince Eugene^ to cover himfelf, decamped 
from near Munfter^ and took Poll on the other 
Side of the River Werniiz near Donawert ^ hav- 
ing behind him the Wood oi Scbelknberg. Up- 
on this movement, my Lord Duke orderM his 
Army to march all Night ; and, having joyn'd 
the 20 Battalions under General Churchill came 
by Eight ip the morriing to Donawert \ and 
having alfo joined Prince Eugene^s Army, they 
both marched towards Munfter near the D0- 
nuk. 

On 
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On the 2ift of Auguji the Troops being too 
inuch tired, no Motion was made \ the GeAc- 
Tals contenting themfclves with viewing^ *riie 
Ground, and letting the Soldiers reft. The 
fame Day, about Five in the Morning, Prince 
Eugene and the Duke of Marlborough advanced 
with the Picquet towards Sweyningen^ and dif- 
covered from a Rifing Ground the Enemy's 
Troops in the Plaiif of Blenheim. A little while 
after a greater Number ot them was difcovered, 
and even their Generals, who came to view the 
Ground alfo. Upon this,' Prince Eugene and 
my Lord Marlborough thought fit to return to- 
wards their Army, where they ordered every 
Thing ncceflary for a March. The Pioneers 
were commanded toievel the Roads, and lay 
•ridges of Communication over a River for the 
Forces to pafs : But thofe Ger^erals were fcarce 
returned to the Army, and the Pioneers at 
work^ before the Enemy's advanced Guards 
appeared, and their Huflars drove the Work- 
men to the Vangimrd, which gave a kind of 
Alarm to the Camp. Then Prince Eugene and 
the. Duke of Marlborough refolved ,to return 
that Way again, .with all the Picquet and fevcn 
Squadrons of Dragoons that were encamp'd be- 
fore the gcneralQuartcfs: They alfo took tivtEng 
lijh Battalions, the Brigade of Row with the Batta- 
lion of Guards; and belides that, a Brigade of \ 
Uejfey and ordered a good Part of the Army to 
follow : But as foon as they came to the River 
from whence the Workmen were driven, they 
found the Enemy were retiring in a full Gallop 
towards the main Body of their Army. Prince 

Eugene 
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Eitgene and my Lord Duke having confidered 
the Ground the Elcftor's and the Marjhal dt 
dollar J? % Forces poffcffcd, found their. Right 
extended towards Blenheim^ and their Left to- 
wards iMtJingen s^ainft a Wood. Then the 
Word was given, and the Baggage ordered to 
retire towards DonawerL Every thing was pre- 
pared to march to the Enemy, and Bridges laid 
over the KeffiL 

The 2d, a Day famous for one of the blood-* 
ieft Battles fought in the memory of Man, the 
G^erale was beat about an Hour after Mid- 
night, the JJfemblee at half an Hour after One, 
the March at Two, and at Three the Army be- 
gan to pafs the River, marching in eight Co. 
lumns over the Bridge; the Imperialijis in two 
Columns, with their Infantry, each Line apart/ 
taking the Right of all, and having two Co- 
lumns of Cavalry at their Left: The other 
Troops marched alfo in four Columns ; that is 
two of the Infantry to the Left pf the Imperial 
Horfe, and two of Cavalry to the Left of all. 
The Vanguards received Orders to return eacH 
to their Body, and the two Brigades of Infan- 
try that remained in the Village of Tbeffingen^ 
under the Command of Major- General /^/7*j, 
and fifteen Squadrons of Dragoons, formed to- 
gether a ninth Line. Thus they marched to- 
wards Sweyningen. As foon as the nine Co- ' 
lumns came between that Village and the Wood j 
they halted \ and it was not obferved that the 
Enemy made any Motion. 

The Duke of Marlborough and Prince £«- 
f W, who were potted on a rifing Ground, fent 

for 
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for ail the Generals who led the Columns, td 
give them the ncceflary Orders for attacking 
the Enemy : It was then about fix o* Clock iti 
the Morning. My Lord CuftSj Lieutenant-^ 
.General was detached with 20 Battalions to fup- 
port Major-General fFilkSf who had received 
Orders to attack two Water-mills before the 
Village of Blenhdim ; on which, the Enemy in 
an Inftant burnt all the Village of Onderklawe^ 
as alfo the two Mills and the two Farms called 
the Hoeven^ befides the Villages of ff^olperftet^ 
filler f Befgbaufen^ and Scbwynenhcb, and 
fired two Pieces of Cannon to call in their %>. 
ragers. They then beat the Generale^ after- 
Wards the AJfemilee ; and the Confederates faw 
them in Arms before their Camp, their Gene- 
iierals and. Adjutants galloping up and down 
every whefe. 

During thefe Preparations on the Enemy's 
Side, our Columns advanced into the Plain j 
four marched to the Left towards the Village 
of Greyfiheitny and four of the Imperial Troops 
tbok the Right towards the Village of Schwy^ 
fienbacby leaving JVolperftet and Berghaufen to 
the Left. The River being difficult for the Ca- 
valry to pafs, it was rcfolved to falicitate the 
Paflage of the Army of the Allies by means of 
the Planks of their Pontons and Fafcines. The 
Enemy brought their Cannon on all Sides to 
fire upon them ; and as foon as Major-General 
^//^j approached the Mills they fired furioufly^ 
fome of their Pieces, being twenty Pounders, 
to hinder their coming to the Marfh or River 
called Hafelaresbrook. It was then about eight 

o*Clock; 
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o*Clock : Some Pieces of Cannon were imme* 
dmtely brought to the Left of the Village of 
Onderklaweon the Highway to Hockjief^ with 
which two Batteries were formed, one Englijh 
and one Dutch^ and they began to cannonade 
brilkly, and did much E^cecuciop, the Country 
being level ; but while the //wpm^/^j advanced 
to the Right, the Enemy made ufe of their 
Batteries to cannonade them in their March. 

About Eleven o'CIock our Army being in 
Battalia in two Lines, except fome Squadrons 
which^made a Body of Referve, five Bridges 
were immediately made with the Planks of the 
Pontons; and the Bridge on the Highway, 
which the Enemy had deftroyed, was repaired : 
The Cavalry on the Right was alfo ordered to 
provide themfelves with Fafcines. Prince Eu- 
\ gene advancing as far as he thought neceffary for 
attacking the Enemy's Left Wing, the general 
Attack was ordered, and began about one o* 
Clock, at theVillageof5/^»^^/>, which (land- 
ing upon the very Banks of the Danube^ which 
bounded the Right Wing of the French^ the 
Marefchal de Tallard^ who commanded there, 
had filled it with Troops both of Horfe and 
Foot^ left the Confederates poffeffing it fhould 
gall his Wing in Flank. Twenty Battalions 
were ordered for the Attack of this Place, and 
the five foremoft, which were Englijh^ march- 
ed up through a dreadful Fire to the very Pal- 
lifadoes with which the Village was defended. 
Bat their Lofs was fo great before they came 
thither (for they flood the Shot of above fifteen 
Thoufand Men all the while they were advanc- 
12 M ing) 
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ing) that though they came up to the very Mus^' 

zles of the Enemy's Mufkets, and fome of the 

Qfficcrs on both Sides exchanged Thrufts of 

Swords through the Pallifadoes, they^were o* 

bliged to give backt In their Rjstreat, a grei^ 

Body of Horfe of the French Qens d* Arm^ and 

Carabiniers ifliied out from the Village, and 

purfued thctn fo fiercely, chat they were ip greai 

Danger of being all cut off: But a Body of Hef^ 

Jian Foot, who were ordered to fuftain the Eng^ 

lifb^ made fuch a terrible Fire upon the FremA 

Horfe, that they could not (land it, but wei;# 

driven back to the Village, A Brigade of 

F^glijb Horfe then paffcd the Rivulet^ who 

were met by frcfti Troops of the French^ and 

after a fhort Skirmilh were over-powered by 

Numbers, and many of them obliged to repafs 

ihe Rivulet, till sv fccortd Storm of Shot frpm the 

HeJJian Foot obliged the French to retire agatn^ 

The Village oi Blenheim was attacked ina^nother 

Place by another Body of Tropps^ but with the 

like ill Succefs ; the Affailants t3eing driven back 

with great Lofs, afcer three or fpur gallant, but 

unfuccefsful Attempts, Mean while the Con^ 

federate Horfe of the Left Wing croffed the 

Rivulet without Oppofition from the Jpncmyt 

fome over the Bridges, ^d fome fwimming 

through the Water. 

It was a great Overfight in the French Gtnt^ 
ral to fuffer this -, but it is faid, that the Enemy 
fo tnuch dcfpfed the Attempts of the Confede* 
rates, that while they wer^ croffing, fome of 
the French Commanders faid, The more of 
theni get over, the more there wiU be to kill. 

If 
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If this was true, their Confidence coft them dear. 
For the Confederate Horfe putting themfelves 
in Order of Battle, and having received a brisk 
Charge from the Fretfcb Cavalry, which put 
them into fome Diforder, they renewed the 
Fight with fuch Succefs, that they gradually 
gained Ground, till they advanced to the Top 
of the Hill. The French fought with greaf;: 
Courage, and gave back very flowly •, and as 
often as they were broken, rallied again. But 
the Day was come in which the Grcatncfs of 
Franc^'W^s to have its Period. The Marefchal 
de/itallardj finding hisf Cavalry unequal to that 
of the Confederates, caufed ten Battalions to ad- 
vance to fuftain them ; and the Fire of thefe 
Foot (topped the bth^rs for fome Time. But 
now the Scale of Battle turned -, for the Troops 
of the Allies being foon reinforced by fome In* 
fantry, the Confedertite Horfe mad^ another 
Attack with fo much Succefs, that they quite 
broke and routed the Erencb Cavalry, and com- 
pelled them to abandon the Foot; who being 
charged on all Sides, , were entirely cut to 
Pieces. 

While this Slaughter was making, the Mare* 
fchal made a Shift to rally his broken Hor.'e (for 
almoft all the Foot he had with him were killed) 
that he might confider what to do In this def- 
perate Condition. He would now have recp- 
vercd his Dragoons and Infantry, that were ia 
the Village of Blenheim, but while he was deli- 
berating tocompafs this, the Confederates made 
another more furious Charge upon his Cavalry, 
which utterly routed and difperfed them. One 
M 2 Party 
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Party took their Way to the Right towards 
Morfeligetiy another right forwards towards 
Hocbfiety while a third Party was driven down 

^ the Hill to the Banks of the Danube ia the ut- 
moft Confufion and Diforder. The River was 
foon full of Men and Horfcs ; fome throwing 
themfclves in to efcape by fwimming -, others 

. pufhed off from the Banks by the Crowd behind 
them. Abundance were drowned before they 
could reach the oppofitc Shore ; for tho* the 
Danube is not very wide in that. Place, being 
near its Source, yet the Throng and Tumult 
were fo great, every Man preffirig with*Hafte 
and Fear to get before his Fellow, and frefli 
Multitudes every Moment plunging in to efcape 

• the fierce Conquerors, who were in hot Purfuit 
of them, or killing and taking the hindmoft, 
that neither the Horfe's Strength nor the Ri- 

. dcr's Skill could avail any thing amidft fuch an 
univerial Diftraftion and Terror. 

The Ma^efchal deTallard was borne along by 
the Flight of his Men to the River Side; but he 
chofe to yield himfelf to the Purfuers rather than 
try fo hazardous a Paffage amidft a tumultuous 
Crowd, whom Danger had made infenfible of 
Diftinftion or Refped: ; fo that he was there 
taken Prifoncr With many of hiaxhief bfficers. 

This is what paffed on the Left Wing of the 
Confederates. On the Right Wing they had 
the fame Difadvantages to get over, and a more 
vigorous Refiftancc to encounter. Their Forces 
were no fooner Over the Rivulet, but they were 
charged fo fiercely by the French^ that great 
J^ymbefs of them w^rc killed, and many of the 

reft 
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reft were obliged to retreat over the Rivulet. 
After fomctime they rallied, andmadeiafccond 
Attempt; but were again repulfed with Lofs, 
They were not yet diflieartned, but ventured 
ypon a third Attack, in which chey at laft made 
the finemy give way, and having once put them 
in Diforder, purfued their Advantage till Vifto- 
^ ry declared itfelf entirely for them. So that by 
that Time the Duke of Marlborough had com- 
pleated the Defeat of the Marfcbal de Tallard on 
the Left, he faW the Elector o^ Bavaria retreat- 
ing on the Right from Prince Eugene*^ Forces, 
who clofely purfued him. 

The Troops that had been pofted in the Vil- 
lage of Bienbeim by the Marefcbal de Tallardy 
were now cut off from the reft of their Army. 
So that being furrounded on all Sides, they ca- 
pitulated, and furrendered Prifoners of War ; 
there being no fewer of them than twenty-eight 
Battalions of' Foot, and twelve Squadrons of 
Dragoons. , 

Thus this meniorable Battle ended in one of 
the compleateft, and moft important Viiftories 
that has ever Been known. All "Tallard^s Arniy 
was either killed in the Aftion, drowned in the 
Banubej or become Prifoners by Capitulation. 
In this Aftlon there was on our Side about 
12,000 killed and wounded; • but the French 
and Bavarians loft about 40,000, killed, 
wounded, and taken, Marefcbal Tallard be- 
ing, after he was taken Prifoner, with the Duke 
of Marlborough in his Coach, told him, '!tha{ 
his Grace bad beaten the heft Troops in the IVorld. 
The Duke anfwered, That heprefumed his Lord- 
M t^ Jhip 
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(hip ifc^ied thofe who bad the Henour to beat 
them. 

The Elcftor of Bavaria^ after this Battle, 
marched with all the Hafte he could to Ulm^ 
where he left fome Troops, and then with a 
fmall Body got to Villero/s Army. Now all 
Bavaria was at Mercy ; the Eleftorefs received 
the Civilities due to her Sex, but (he was forced 
to fubtnit to fuch Terms, as were impofed on 
her : Ingoljiad and all the fortified Places in the 
Eleftorate, with the Magazines that were ip 
them, were foon delivered up : Auft^urg^ Ulmy 
and Memmingen quickly recovered their Liber* 
ty i fo now the confederate Army, having put 
a fpeedy conclufion to the War, that was got 
fo far into the Bowels of the Empire, marched 
quickly back to the Rhine: And thus in the 
Courfe of one Campaign, as it is expreflcd in 
the Monumental Infcripion on the Column late- 
ly fctup* in Memory of this A6lion, the very 
Nature of the War was changed. The Inva- 
ders of other States were reduced to defend their 
own. The Frontier of France was cxpofed in 
its weakeft Part to the Efforts of the AUies. 

His Imperial Majefty ordered a Pillar to be 
erefted at Hgchjlet^ to perpetuate the Memory 
of this glorious Battle, and his own Gratitude^ 
and made other Acknowledgments of the fig. 
nal Service the Duke of Marlborough had do/nc 
him, offering likewife to make him a Prince 
of the Empire,; which Honpur the Duke very 
decently faid. He could not accept of tiilhe kne^

tBe Si^etn^ his Miftrefi^s Pleafure^ and «pon 
her coiifenting to it, he was created a Prince 6f 
the Empire, and, about a Year after, MindeU 
i^eifn was afligned him for his Principality. 

However fortunate the Allies were on the 
Rbine^ it was not fo in Italy. The Duke of 
Vtndme^ making Advantage of Prince Eugene's 
Abferice^ and of the Wcaknefs of the Imperii* 
lifis^ was very much talkM of fpr the Progrefs 
he made. Princes who at firft opposed the 
Defigns oS France^ weredefpoil'd of their Ter* 
ritories ; others not ftrong enough to refift, to 
keep Peace, were forc*d to enter into Alliances 
with her : Pdtent Republicks were tcrrify'd, and 
compell'd to a Neutrality : The Pope aded as 
that Crown wouM have him, againft the Inte- 
reft^ of the Court of Rome: The Duke oiSa-^ 
voy ittack'd by fcveral Armies, which took 
from him Sufa^ Verceilj Ivrea^ the Valley of 
Aou/f^ and then beficg*d Verrue. 

As to the LtfW Countries^ the greateft Blow 
being to be giveh in Germany^ and the bcft 
Troops of the Allies to ferve on the Danube^ it 
was a great deal to hinder the French from do- 
ing any thihg, and obliging them to remain 
bSehind their Lmcsj which were, however^ 
attempted to be forced, and had almoft been 
maftered* If no great Progrefs was made, the 
Confederates had the Advantage of raifing large 
Contribution from Bruges^ Ghent^ and levcral 
other Places. They took the Fort of Beckaf^ 
and deftroyed the Line that defended Damme. 
All which was followed by an Ejcpcdition, 
which made more noife than it did Good ^ and 
M 4 that 
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that was the bombarding of Namur : The Al- 
lies had atleafttheSatisfadbion terribly to alarm 
that important Fortrefs. They made themfcl vcs 
Matters of Fort Ifabella^ which preceded the, 
taking Sluices, by which was prevented the 
Inundation of the Lands in Flanders* The 
Town of /• Eclufe was covered, ,and Contribu^^ 
tions might have been extended a? far as OJtend. 

The Affairs of Spain were favourable enough 
to the two Crowns. The King of France j to 
revenge himfcif of the King of Portugal for 
embracing the Party of the Houfe of Auftria^ 
ordered the Duke of Berwick to carry fome 
powerful Succours to the Spaniards on that Side, 
and they began to adt before the Troops that 
the Queen of England and the States General 
had fent to Lijbon were got thither. The 
\French and Spaniards at firft made fome Con- 
quefts ; but as foon as the Confederate Succours 
arrived. King Fhilip found himfelf obligccl to 
abandon them ; and the Kit^ of Portugal and 
the new King of Spain repaired, at Monfon^ 
the Damage their Forces fuftained at CafieU 
branco. 

The French King had conceived fuch a high 
Idea of his Projefts in the Mediterranean^ that 
every one was furprizM to fee a formidable 
Fleet commanded by the Count de Touloufe^ on 
a fudden appear there, and ready tp give Bat-. 
tie. However the Englifb and Dutch Fleet at- 
tack'd Gibraltar^ and took it. A little while 
after, the two Fleets engaged in a bloody Bat- 
tle, in which the French pretended to the Vic- 
tory ; but fince Gibraltar^ which was the Prize^ 

remained 
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renuinM in the Pofleflion of the' EngHJhy the 
French had no more Reafon to boaft of the Ad- 
vantage now, than on many other Occafions 
when they h^ve fung Te Deum. True it is, the 
Marquis de Villadarias attempted to recover 
Gibraltar '9 he befieg'd it, and Monfieur de 
Pointi cumt thither with fome Ships to affift 
him : But at the Approach of Admiral Leak^ 
Monfieur de Poinii burn'd or funk his Frigates, 
for fear they ihould fall into the Hands of the 
Englijh -, and fo the Expedition of the two 
Crowns ended, Letfs nowiook back on Prince- 
Eugene^ who was preparing at Vienna to go and 
fuccour his Royal Highnefs of Savoy ^ cxtrcam- 
ly prefs'd by the Duke of Vendome. 

The Duke of- Sav^y^ notwithftanding all the 
Loffes he had fuftained, flattered himfelf with 
the Hope that Prince Eugene would foon come 
to his Relief. The Reverfe of Fortune which 
had happened to the Duke of Bavaria^ and by 
which the Empire was freed from the Perils' 
that threatened it, had a little comforted him 
in his Adverfity, which indeed his Royal High- 
nefs bore with an uncommon Firmnefs of Mind. 
He was always at the Head of his Troops to 
encourage them, and did it with an Intrepidity 
almoft without Example, He led them during 
the Siege of Verrue in Sallies, and to the At- 
tacks, and made them do Wonders in Defence 
of. that Place. The Duke of Vendome^ who 
did not expeft fuch an obftinate Refiitance, was 
furprized to find the Siege laft fo long, and coft 
fo ipany Men. At laft the Place was obliged 
to furrcnder, and the King of France boaltcd 

of 
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of this Conqueft, as he ufcd to do of every o* 
thcr Advantage k but at therame Time that he 
threatened t)^ Dake of Sdv&y with the laft 
Extremities, he offered him Terms, much to 
chat Princess Honour. 

There was undoubtedly great, Need of Prince 
Ei^en^s Prefence in Ifaly^ yet being unwilling 
to lofe any Part of the Glory he had acquired; 
he would not depart from the Court of Fiennn^ 
till he was put into a Condition ta carry on the 
War there with Honour. He had wanted 
every thing in his former Campaigns, and it 
was looked upon as a Miracle that he could 
fobiift his Armies and keep his Ground fo well 
as he had done, being deprived of heceflarjf 
Succours^ And the Difficulties he had gone 
thro* having been an infinite Trouble to him> 
he pofitively refufed to go to Italy^ unlcfs he 
,was fupplyM with what he wanted to carry on 
his Expeditions with Vigour : Nay, it was (aid, 
he would have rather laid down all his Offices^ 
than have continued in them, unlefe his Demand* 
on this Account had been granted. Af lafi: he 
was fo well fatisfied that he left Vienna^ and, 
on the i^dof ^pril 1705, arrived at Roveredo^ 
in Ws Way to the Army in Itabj^ with which 
he intended to pafs the Mindo^ cither to relieve 
Mirandola beficged by Monfieur^f Lapara^ of 
endeavour to penetrate, into Piedmont : But the 
Detachments the Duke of Vendome fent appear- 
ed there fo fuddcnly, it was impoffible for the 
Prince to pafs that River, oh the Banks of 
which his Infantry was arrived. Then the French 
Troops on, the other Side cry*d out to the Ger^ 

mans^ 
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tnsy That th^ might emi when ibef wmdd^ 

^i^£yftiou^dnotfiHdJucb a General or fucb Soldiers 

^s at the Battle of Hochftet. The Prince 

laughed at this Rhodomontado, aad fubmicted 

to Neoeffity. 

Mirandola was furrcnder^d the nth of Mof 
for want of ProviGons, and had much the fame 
Tate as Verrue. Prince Eugem being inform'd 
of the Surrender of the Place, and befides 
meeting too many DifEcuJties in the Pa0ageof 
the Mincio^ lurnM his Thoughts another Way, 
and refolv'd to enter into the Brefan^ and ad- 
vance to Cafilenuovo. He began with embark* 
ing his Troops to crofs the Lake di Garda^ and 
got to Sah, The Enemy having Advice of it, 
endeavourM to oppofe him wkh fome of their 
Barks arm*d on the Side of Sermoine ; but the 
Prince having rais*d a Battery on an Eminence 
at St. Filioj obliged the JFrench to retire : So 
that all the Imperial Infantry arriv'd at Sah^ 
with the Prince of Anbalt who commanded the 
Fruffian Troops* Prince Eugene afcerwarcbar^ 
riv*d there in Pcrfon, while, the Horfc conti- 
nued thqir March by Riva^ above the Lake^ 
di Garda^ to joyn the Foot at General Bibra*i 
Oimp. The Imperialijls at the fame Time 
made a Bridge over the Mige^ to facilitate the * 
Paflage of the other Troops which defcen^d 
from Tirol. Prince Eugene having jovned Ge- 
neral Biira with all his Forces, rclolved .to 
give the Enemy Battle in Cafe they oppos*d his 
March towards the Milaneze. 

The Duke of Vendome ^nd the Grand Prior 

confidering of what Importance it was to put a 

' ^ . ■ ' Stop 
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Scop to Prince Eugene^ formed a Defign of at- 
tacking him in his Camp ; and putting them- 
felves at the Head of the Army of the two 
Crowns, they broke up from Bedizola, and 
marched in two Columns towards Gavardo -, but 
finding the Imperialijls advantageouQy pofted 
on a Rifing-Ground between Gavardo and Salo^ 
and that their Front was covered by five or fix 
Villages well intrenched, they thought it would 
be rafli to attack Prince Eugene in that Difpofi- 
tion •, fo they refolved to peft themfelves before 
that Princess Camp within Cannon-Shot, the 
Left to Chiefaj. and the Right to the Lake di 
Garda. Befides this Situation, the Grand Prior 
covered his Camp with good Intrenchments ; 
and the Duke oi Vendome having inftriifted him 
what to do in his Abfence, departed from 
Milan. 

Among all the Prince ofSavoy*s Cares at this 
Time, he could not help being touched v/ith 

freat Grief on the News of the Death of the 
rinccfs de Sotfons his Sifter, who died at Mor- 
ges in the Country of Vami^n the 30th of May ; 
but nothing could make him forget the Interefts 
of the Emperor his Mafter. 

Affairs foon took a new Face at his Arrival 
m Italy: The French indeed made a Sort of 
Triumph at firft of their having flopped him at 
the Mincio ; but befides That, the Check he re- 
ceived on that Occafion is not worth talking of, 
fince there was a River between him and his 
Enemies, he had by his Motions facilitated the 
JundionofhisTroopswith General j5/^r^«*s, and 
rendered himfelf formidable. In Effed, the 
3 Diverfion 



piverfion he made prefendy flopped the Duke 
of Vendome in the midft of his Career, in the 
famous Siege of Turin^ for which lOo Pieces of 
Cannon, 40,000 Bombs, and 100,000 Bullets 
were provided. The Duke of Vendome and 
Grand Prior's Meafurcs were fo broken, that 
they gave Orders, befides the Care they took 
to be well intrenched, for the demolifliing of 
Verceil, Ivrea^ and the reft of the Works of 
Verrue, 

Prince Eugene having refolved to pafs the Og- 
lioy prepared to put his Defign in Execution, 
and marched his Army the 22d of June fo fir 
lently, that the French had no Knowledge of i(; 
that Day. He continued his March the tollow* 
ing Days, and took the Road which led to 
GuinzanOj as if he intended to pafs the Oglio 
on that Side, General Serini with 4000 Horfe,, * 
and as many Foot, took the Road to Manerbioy 
where the Grand- Prior had paffed with his Ar- 
my in two Columns, the Count de Medavi 
making his Rear-Guard. The French Army 
drew up in Order of Battle, as if they offered 
the Combat; but perceiving the Imprialijis 
flood their Ground to receive them, the Grand 
Prior refolved to repafs at Manerbio^ and hav- 
ing broken the Bridge of Mella^ he extended 
himfelf as far as below Bafaca^ making the 
Workmen labour hard all Night to fortify his 
Camp. 

Prince Eugene obfervingthis Difppfition, ex- 
tended himfelf to the Left with his Army to- 
wards the Variola and Villanouay and ordered 
General Vifconti to advance to Monticellij after 

" which 
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which the Prince marched to LogratOj and 
thence continued his March cowards Vrago. 
The Grand Prior having Advice of it, march • 
cd cowards Qviano to draw near the Imprialifis \ 
but the latter having already forded the Oglio 
with their Hotfe at Calzo^ and laid three Brid- 
ges, the Foot paiTcfd it the aext Day without 
any Oppolition. Tho* Prince Eugene pafied 
^ that River fo quietly, General Serini and a good 
' Number of Horfe had the Misfortune to be 
drowned; and had the French made the leaft Op- 
poGtion, it would have been a hard Matter for 
the Impettalijls to have forced their Faffage 
there: Befides, it was admired that after the 
Grand Prior had made fuch a Difpefition of his 
Army, and fuch quick Marches, he was not 
♦fcconded by the Marquis de Toralba^ who might 
have difpured that Pafs with the Imperialifts at 
leaft fome Hours,' to have given the Grand 
Prior time to join him. In the mean time, ei- 
ther for want of Troops fufficient to oppofe the 
Prince of Savoy ^ or fearing to expofe them too 
much, he retired to Palazzuolo with the fcven 
Battalions and feven Squadrons he commanded. 
The Grand Prior hearing the Imperialijls had 
pafled the Oglio^ marched to Poritjf' Vigo\, where 
he alfo pafled it; and having broken the Bridge?, 
marched in two Columns towards the Adda^ 
to wait for the Reinforcements he expefted from 
Piedmont. Prince Eugene without Lofsof Time 
fcnt Part of his Troops towards Palazzuolo^ and« 
threatened the Enemy that were there to give 
them no Quarter if they deftroyed their Maga- 
zines, notwichftanding which, General Toralba 

threw 
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threw his Cx>Fn and Rice into the River, and 
then drew off with about 1700^ leaving only 
2Q0 in the Poft he abandoned. 

On this Advice^ General Vifconti and the 
PHnce of Lorrain were ordered to march with 
tke Cavalry, followed by the Grenadiers, to 
wait for the Spanijh Foot, fix Battalions of 
which were furpriz*d near Bergatfw. The Spa- 
niards polled themfelves on an Eminence, 
where they defended themfelves valiantly till 
the Imperial Grenadiers came up ; when find- 
ing themfelves furrounded on all Sides, they 
beat thb Chamade, and furrender'd themfelves 
Prifoners of War 5 one Colonel and part of his 
Regiment only efcaping in the Hills, and a 
few Soldiers difperfed in the Woods, General 
foralba and a great Number of Offircrs were 
taken and brought to the Camp by General 
Vifconti. After the Expedition, Prince iE^g-^^^ 
ordered $ Petachment towards the Adda^ to 
fecure the Paflcs and facilitate his Entrance into 
the Milaneze ; which obliged the Duke of 
Vendome to come to the Affiftance of his Bro- 
ther the Grand Prior, and bring him a con- 
fidcrahleBody of Troops, 

Prince J^ugene having thus paffed the Oglio^ 
attempted to pafs the Adda^ which occafion*d a 
very bloody Battle, wherein the Prince himfelf 
was wounded by a Shot behind the Left Ear, 
but not dangeroudy. 

Among the Perfons of Quality who were 
killed or wounded in this Battle, was v Prince 
Jofiph of Lorrain^ whody'd of his Wounds a 
few pays after. He was but nineteen Years 

old, 
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old, and his Lofs was very much lamented by 
all the Generals, efpecially by Prince Eugene^ 
who beft knew the great Virtues he was poflef- 
fed of. The Duke of Vendome was (lightly 
wounded in the Leg, he had a Horfe Shot un- 
der him ; and two of his Valets, his Secrets^iy, 
and a. Captain of the Guards were killed by hh' 
Side with a Cannon Shot. The Duke being 
then very much in the French King'ci Favour, 
tpr the Zeal he Ihew'd in executing his Orders, 
his Majefty fpeaking of this Adlion, highly 
(xtoll'd him. " The progrefs of my Arms 
*^ in Italy y faid he, could not be attended with 
*^ a more glorious Event than the Viftory ob- 
*^ rained on the i6th of this Month by my 
*^ Coufm the Duke of Vendome over the Im- 
*^ perial Army commanded by Prince Eugene 
*' of Savoy, That General, after having 
•' try'dall Ways to fend SUccours to thelDuke 
*' 0^ Savoy ^ which have been fo long promised 
*' and expefted, or at lead to hinder, by a Di- 
^' verfion, the utter Ruin of his Dominions, re- 
•*" fojv'd at laft to force his Paffage j but what- 
*' ever Movements he made to attack my Army 
*' with Advantage, all his Efforts were rendcr- 
*'' cd impotent by the Valour of my Troops, 
** and the Capacity and Vigilance of the Duke 
^* of Vendome, The Officers and Soldiers, ani- 
*^ mated alike by the juft Confidence they have 
** in him, fuftain*d the firft Shock with un- 
^^ fpeakable Bravery •, and thofe who came to 
*' attack them foon thought of nothing but de- . 
** fending thcmfclves; and at lafl they were 
^* forced to retire ^X'ith precipiti^tion, and to 

" abandon 
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abindon the Field of Battle, Prince Eugene 
being wounded, part of their Generals killed, 
above 7000 of their Troops remaining on the 
Place, 1800 PrifonerJ, feveral Cannon and 
Colours taken, (hew the Fight, which lafted four 
Hours, was bloody and obltinate, and the Yi- 
dory entire and compleat. 

By this we fee the Court oi France attributed 
all the Glory of this Aftion to herfelf, exag- 
gerating the Lofs of the Imperialijis in a Man- 
ner quite different from Prince Eugene^ ReU- 
tionj but the Publick, "very well acquainted 
with that Courts wonted way of fetting off* 
Things to the bcft Advantage on her own Side, 
were not of her Sentiments. Neverthelefs, the 
King being at Marli when he heard the News 
of this Battle, gave fomc Marks of Tendernefs 
for f^rince Eugene^\ for when he was told that 
Prince was wounded, I would not have him die^ 
faid he^ ibt^ I fifould he a great Gainer by it. 
And fpeakingof the Duke of Vendome^ he faid, 
Hejbould prefer the Glory of that Duke to all the 
Advantages hi might obtain by the Victory he had 
gained. 

Tho* Prince EUgene did his utmoft to make 
fo powerful a Diverfion, as might be of efFe- 
ftual Service to the Duke of Savoy ^ yet had it 
not been for the prodigious Valour and Refolu* 
tion of the Diike of Savoy in the Defence of his 
Town5, they muft have been all loft long be- 
fore fufficient Succours arrived. ' Cbivas held 
out from the 2och of June to the 30:h oi'July^ 
and coft the Enemy abundance of Men. The 
Rivers being become fordable by the exceffive 
13 N Droughts, 
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Droughts, and his Royal Htghnefs finding it 
was impoffible to hinder the French paffing the 
Poy refolved to put himfelf into a Condition to 
defend his Capital to the laft Extremity ; and 
for that Reafon ordered Chivas to be abandon- 
ed, after the Garrifon had removed the Artille- 
ry and Stores, and laid Matches to the Mines, 
he commanded alfo the Bridges to be burned, 
and his Arrhy to retire to Maur. He went 
the fame Day {o turin^ to give the neceflary 
Orders, 

The French at firfl: marched towards' Circe 
ind Sc. Maurice committing every where all 
imaginable Difordefs, not fparing the Churches, 
wh€re they killed the Priefts and Children, and 
ravilhcd Women and Maids who fled thither 
The Duke of Savoy in the mean time ordered 
feveral Eminences to be fortify 'd, to render 
their Approach to ^urin the more difficult. He 
polled his Foot on the Hills, and left his Horfe 
ih the Plain, having then about 20 Battalions 
and 40 Squadrons. 

The Duke de la Feuillade marched up near to 
^uriny and encamped his Left at the Venerie^ 
where was the General Quarter, and his Right 
at Doria, He having received Orders to be- 
iiege this Capital, made the neceflary Prepara- 
tions ; yet not being able to attack it but by one 
Place, which was the mofl: expo fed, he gave 
his Royal Highnefs to underftand, that if he 
fired only one Shot from the Citadel, he would 
reduce the City to AChes. However, he till 
then refer ved the Fenerie very carefully out of 
Complaifance ; and there being a very hne Mall 

* and 
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Tennis Court there, the Duke alfo out of Corn -' 
plaifancc fcnt him whatever he wanted for his 
Divcrfion; He alto fent him Rcfrelhrnents^ 
and a Paft for Wines out of France. Monfieur 
At la FeuilUde on his Side, fent him 20 Mules 
laden with Champaign and Burgundy Wine. All 
thefe Civilities on one Sde and the oth^r, made 
it fufpefted that there was a Project of Accom- 
modatiori on foot between his Royal Highncfs 
and the French Court \ but the Sequel (hewed 
the contrary, and gave the World a quite other 
Idea of the JXike of Savoy*s Engagements in 
the Interefts of the Emperor and his Allies. 

In the mean time his Itoyal Highnefs de- 
pending on the Diver fion Prince Eugene would 
make< was hot alarmed at thelDuke de la Feuil- 
kdeh Preparation^. Prince Eugene had done 
indeed as much as General could do, even what 
the Enemy thought impoffible ; he had crbffed 
the Mountains of the Breffan, and deceiving 
their Vigilance, fcized the Pofts on the Oglio^ 
and being about to pafs the Mda fought thei 
Duke of Vendme at Cajfano^ and by that Means 
rendered the French incapable to befiege 7i/r;> . 
This was the fir ft Fruit of the Diver fion made? 
by Prince Eugene \ and though the Enemy turn- 
ed the Advantage of the Aftion to their Side, 
ihe Confequence bely'd their pretended Vifto^ 
ry, fince his Royal Highnefs found himfelf in si 
Condition not only to defend himfelf, but evert 
to drive them from AjU. It is true the Duke 
of Vendome wrote a Letter to the King^ in which 
he declared, that ic was his Opinion that the 
Stige of Turin fliouid be undertoJcen \ and wa$ 
N a fo 



(o far from demanding Troops, that he would' 
fend his own to Mori/Uur de la Feuillade to at* 
tack that Capital with the more Vigour; mak* 
' ing himfelf firong enough to. oppofe Prince 
Eugene^ if be fhould attempt to crofs that Hn* 
terprize. 

The King, who was then at Fontaivileau^ 
fent for the Martfcbal diVauboH^ to confer with 
him about the Seige of that Place -, ahd it was 
faid, that the Marefcbal^ confidcriag'thc then 
Pofture of Afiairs, perfuaded his Majefty to de- 
fer the^Seige to a more favourable Opportunity, 
The Grand Prior of France left his Brother the 
Duke of Vcndomt^ Camp the 14th oiS^ptember^ 
to make his Appearance at Court, very much 
mortified, at his Difgrace there. The Occa- 
fion of his being recalled was attributed to feme' 
Quarrels he had had with the Count £Albergot^ 
tij wherein he was faid to have been in the 
Wrong. When he arrived at Paris, he (laid 
there but a Day, and then retired to his Houfe 
at Cbichy. He did not go to Court, but wrote 
a Letter to the King, and another to the Dau-* 
phin^ to endeavour to juftify himfelf \ which- 
was the laft Event of Importance relating to the 
Affairs of Italy this Campaign. 

The Viftory at Hochftet had put the War i^ 
Germany on a better Foot ; however there was 
jpLcafon to fear that the French would endeavour 
to make amehds for the Lofs of that Battle, by 
turning the main of their Strength that way. 
Prince Eugene*^ Abfence, the Progrefs of the 
Male- contents in Hungary, the Remainders of 
the Commotions in Bavaria^ the dreadful Trou- 
bles 
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bles of Polandj the Emperor LeopoUP^ Death» 
and fomepthcr Revolutions which happc-ncd> 
feemedl to invite them thither, becaufe the Em- 
pire was thereby become unable to defend her- 
felf againft them ; which was the Occafion the 
Projeft that was concerted on the Mofelle fall'd. 
The Marefcbal de Villars was fo well fortify'd 
in his Camp, and the frince of Baden not 
coming to join the Duke of Marlborough^ that 
Lord was obliged to march back into the Ne^ 
tberlands'^ and his Abfence gVing the French 
new Courage, they retook Treves^ Hambourg^ 
and fome other Places^ Two Marefchals of 
France attempted, but in vain, to force the 
Camp of Lauterbourg. Mean Time the Prince 
of Baden y in his Turn, being in a Condition 
to a6l offenGvely, forced t\vt French Lines, 
poffefled himfelf of Dru/enheim and Haguenau^ 
retook feveral other Pofts, extended his Quar* 
ters into their Country', and obliged them by 
little and little to retire under the Cannon of 
their Fortrefles. 

The ^\t6iQic oi^Bavaridy notwithftanding his 
Misfortunes on the Danube^ gave himfelf great 
Airs in the Netherlands ; and taking hold of 
the Opportunity of the Abfence of the Englijb 
on the Mojelle^ and made himfelf Matter of 
Hwf and the City of Liege \ nay, he attacked 
the Citadel of the Latter: But upon the Duke 
of Marlbor$ugh*s Return all his Profperities va- 
nilli*d, and thofe two Pofts were re-taken. Af* 
ter this the French retired behind their Lines, 
which they looked upon as Im-pregnable ; yet 
they were forced without any Lofs, t^o Gene- 
N 3 rals; 
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rals, and a great Number of Officers and Solr 
diers being taken Prifoners. General Sparv 
alfo forced other Lines in Flanders ; and thefc 
CNyo Expeditions were followed by the taking of 
feveral confidcrable Pofts, by which Prance\o& 
the Ramparts of Brahant^ which had put a Stop 
ro her Enemies the preceding Campaigns, and 
fheltcred htr Countries from Contributions. 
The Allies were Mailers at Sea in Spain^ and 
^ill fupply'd Gibraltar wjth Succours. Mon- 
fieur de Poinli came thither only to be Wicnefs 
of the Defeat of his Squadrops, and tl>e Lois 
of five great Ships taken or burnt. 

The Marefchal de Thejfe^ who befieged G/- 
ir altar by Land, was not more fucccfstul than 
the Marquis de Villadariai had been \ and after 
more th^n fix Months ufjclefs Fatigups and At- 
tacks, the Spaniards^ by the fine Defence the 
Princp of Varmftadt made, were forced to raife 
the Siege, and by this Check, and the prefencc 
of the Englijh and Dutch Fleets, the Departure 
of the IVeJi India Fleet anci the Galleons were 
delayed. The Campaign in Portugal was In 
the Beginning happy epouch for the Allies, but 
it did not end fo ; they railed twice \t\ their 
Attempt upon B/idojox. ^ My Lord Gallway 
and General Fagel ran grpat Rifques at the Siege 
. of that Place 2 The former loft his Right Hand, 
and he was afterwards obliged to give oyer the 
iEnterprize j but it was repaired by the Rpduc- 
|:ion of Sacras, Valencia:, Jlcantara^ Albii- 
^uerque^ and the Caftle of M^rvan. Charles 1 II. 
made furprifing Conquefts in Catalonia^ where 
^crcekna was reduced by the Brayery of the 
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Bnglifozxii Duteb^ commanded by the £arl of 
Peterborough \ and all that Principality declared 
in Farour of that Monarch, except Rofes. 
True it is, the l^ince of Darmftadt was loft, 
9fter he had there and on all Occafions figna* 
lized his Valour. This was an extrenie Trou- 
ble to King Charles^ and all his other Gene- 
rals. The Revolution which happened in Ca^ 
taloMta^ znd the Progrefs of King Cbarles^t 
Arms, alarm'd the Courts of France and Ma- 
drid. The moft Chriftian King thought it d[ 
fo much Importance that to put a Stop to it, 
he ordered Part of his Troops in Germany^ 
and elfewhere, to march to Rjoufillm^ to form 
^mighty Army. He rcfolved alfo to make 
new Levies, to maintain his Grandfon King 
Pbilip*s Party with Vigour. 

We muft now return to Prince Eugene^ who 
was to carry on the War in Italy to affift his 
Royal Highnefs the Duke of Savoy. Lewis XIV, 
had fo well executed his Defign ofdefpoiling 
the Duke of Savoy of fM his Territories, that 
he had but three Places left, AJUy Coni^ and 
his Capital. The Ca(Ue of Nice^ which the 
Duke of Berwick attacked, was taken after a Siege 
of fifty -five Days; which as the French King 
faid himfclf, coft 700000 weight of Powder. 
This Caftlc capitulated the 4th of Januarys 
thzt of Montmelian had the fame Fate, after a 
Blockade of above a Year. In fine, that the 
Duke might have no Refource at all, the Court 
of France ordered both of thofe Caftles to be dcr 
molifhM, and Preparations were made to be- 
ficgc JJiif Conii and afterwards T^rin. The

Duke it ViHdtmu^ extremely zealous to dcecule 
the Defigns of the Court,- wrote to the King for 
Leave to wait on him but foir 24 Hours only, 
becaufe he bad fooiething' fo communicate to 
him he could not truft to a Letter. The Kii^ 
permitting him, he took Poft and came to 
Ferfailles. 

' Pf ince Eugene confidering the great Prepara- 
tions made to attack the Duke of Savoy on ail 
Sides, refolvcd alfo to go to Vienna to reprefcnt 
to the Emperor the Neceffity of fending power- 
ful Succours to his Royal Highnefs, and alfo to 
haften the March of the Troops. He depart- 
ed the 14th of Jarmnrfy and left the Command 
of the Army in bis Abfence to Gen. Raventlau: 
The Duke of Vendome gave the Command of 
the Army of the two Crowr>s to the Count 
de Medavi and the Marquis de St. Fremont j the 
Prince oi Vaudemont excufing himfelf when it 
was offered to him. While the Duke of Ven^ 
dome was at Verfaillesy Matters were concerted 
for the utter Ruin of the Duke of 5<2^^, and 
the Campaign was to be ppcned with fome Coup 
d^Eclat^ by taking Advantage of the Weak- 
ncfs of the Imperialifts and Prince Eugene's Ab^ 
fence. In (hort, the Enemy attacked them ae 
Montecbiari and C&kinata : Prince Eugene be^ 
ing arrived at Rovereda^ gave immediate Or^ 
ders for changing the Difpofltlon of fome En-* 
campments \ and purfuant to thofe Orders Ge- 
neral Reventlau marchM the Troops out of the 
BreJJ'any and encamp'd the 17th oi April ht-^ 
twcen Montecbiari and Calcinato, thePrortt to- 
wards Cajiiglione. They were jn Number 
$Qoo Borfc and'^oco Foot, having only fome 
6 ' Field- 
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' Field-pieces, their heavy Cannon being left at 
Gavardo, The Duke of Vitukme^ who had 
formed the Projeft tp attack the In^eriat^s 
before die Arrival of the Troops from Germany^ 
and with that Intention had reinforced his Ar* 
my at Ccfttglione with all the Troops difperfed 
about in feveral Places, which when joined 
made 18000 Foot, and 5000 Horfe, marched 
the i8th^ Night with great Diligence and 
without Noife, and began the Attack the x^th 
on- the Side of Monuchiariy and afcierwards to* 
wards CalcitiMto. The Battle was hot for fbme 
Hours s the Imptrialifts made the firfl: Dif* 
charge, and defended themfclves with a great 
deal of Courage : They had even fome Advan- 
tage of the French^ whom they repuls'd twice 
or thrice -, but were at laft oblig'd to yield to 
Numbers, and quit thofe two Pofts to retire to 
Gavardo^ leaving fix Pieces of Cannon behind 
them; they loft about 1^500 Men. Prince 
Mugeni arrived at Gavardo after the Adion, 
very much troubled that he was not in it j he 
immediately difpatchcd Couriers to the S^ren* 
tine^ to haften the March of the Troops, and 
to the Vertmefij to carry the neceflary Orders 
to thofe thit were on that Side. 

In the mean while, the Duke of Vendom$ 
after the Fight encamped at Cafiantdalo^ Ex- 
tending himfelf the next Day towards Drugolo^ 
to let his Troops reft a. little. The twenty- 
fecond he marched in three Columns, the Right 
Wing towards CamfQlongo^ the Left towards 
the Lake de la Garda^ and th^ Center in the 
Field^ of Polpenazzo ; where he moved to the 
L^t towards Salo^ to *endeavour to cut off the 

Commu- 
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Communication of the Imperialifis with 7?r^/, 
But Prince Eugene of Savoy having Information 
•f thefe Movements, had fecured the Paflts 
with three Battalions \ arid the 22dat Night he 
caufed the Cavalry, with a Picquet of a looo 
Grenadiers, the Field pieces and the Baggage^ 
to file off by the way of the Rocca d\Anfo^ while 
he marched with the Foot, to the Number of 
jo,ooo Men by the Territory of Saloj and to 
conceal his Retreat from the French^ he order- 
ed Fires to be lighted all Night on the Hill of 
S&prazoccoj and Guards to be kept. The Duke 
of Vendome advancing the next Day from Poh 
fenazzo to Sf. Felice^ three Miles from Salo^ 
and being informed of the March of the Imft-- 
tialifts^ detached lOOO Horfe to follow them 
towards the Mountains. And jooo Grenadiers 
with 8000 Horfe towards Salo^ to endeavour to 
fall on the Rear, commanded by General Zum^ 
jungen^ who convoyed the Artillery, of which 
he was obliged to fling three Pieces into the 
Lake, the Harnefs breaking by the Way. The 
Baggage was before, and the French were forc'd 
to ftop at Maderne^ where the Imperialifis had 
fortify^d a very narrow Pafs, on one Side de- 
fended by the Lake, and on the other by the 
Mountain ;' fo that after about three Hours ^ 
"firing, they retired wifih the Lofs of about 200 
killed or wounded. 

General Medavi poflfefled himfelf of Sali and 
fome other Places, and made a Detachment to 
follow the Imperialifis ; but the Duke of Ven- 
dome underftanding that Prince Eugene had 
piarchcd his Troops round thp Lake to fall into 
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the VeronezCy changed his Meafurcs, a.nd hav- 
ing vifited the Pofts towards Dezenzano, de- 
tached General Albergotti with a Body of Horfc 
and Foot to advance on that Side. Prince Eu-- 
fene arriving in the Valley oi Polifella^ gave 
Orders for felzing feveral Pofts to fecure the 
pamp he began to forni towards the Adige^ 
waiting for the Troops he expefted to reinforce 
his Army. 

The French King w^ fo well pleafed with 
the Beginning of this Campaign, which feem* 
cd fo favourable to his Defigns, that he wrote 
a very obliging Letter to the Duke of Vendome^ 
after that, to give hirn frcfh Tokens of his Jl- 
fteem, prefented him with a Patent of the fame 
Nature with that he had fprrnerly given the 
MarefcbaldeTurenne-, nay, it was faid, it went 
farther. 

By this Patent Monjieur de Fendome was to take 
Place of all the Marefchals of France^ and to 
command them. In fine, that Duke having 
formed the Defign of hindering the Paffage of 
the Imperialifts into ^iroU and along the Adige^ 
pofted Troops under General Medavi in Valfa' 
bia^ and towards the Extremity of the Lake, 
and detached 24 Battalions and 2000 Dragoons 
under Monj^eur Albergotti to poflfefs himfelf of 
the Pofts of Ferraraj Montebaldo^ and along 
the Adige. But Prince Eugene being advanta- 
gioufly entrenched on the Side of Montebaldo^ 
Albergotti fenta Detachment of Grenadiers and 
ibme Companies of Fuzileers under the Count 
d^'EJirades to attack the Intperialijis on the Side 
p| the Mountain, while fome other Troops in 
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after Cohqueft ; and the Duke of Ortedni "^H^ 
appointed to command in Italy in his ftead. 
The King at firft named Marefchil Villars 
to ferve under the Duke of Orleans la 
Italy \ and the Marefchal de Marjtn was 
to command in Alfact : But as foon as Maref*^ 
chal Ft liars received the Orders of the Court, 
he pray'd his Majefty to excufe him, and gave 
foch Reafons for it as prevailed with the King 
to let him ftay in Alface. So Marefchal de 
Marftn^ wl\o was already arrived at A&zz, re- 
ceived Orders to go into Italy ^^ where his Dfe- 
ftiny was fatal, he being killed at the. Battle 
before ^urin. 

The French King now put his Threats of be- 
fieging Tiurin in Execution. The Trenches 
were opened pn the 23d bf May^ and the Siege 
continued till the Beginning of September t 
There was a ftrong Garrifon within the Place,- 
and it was well furnifhed, both with Provifions 
and Ammunition. The Duke of 5av&y put all 
to the Hazard : He fent his Dutchels with his^ 
Children to Genoa::, and himfelf with a Body 
of 3000 Horfe, was movirg about Twr/^, from 
Valley to Valley, 'till that Body was mfich di- 
miniflied ; for he was, as it were, hunted from 
Pkce to Place, by the Duke of Feuillade^ who 
commanded in the Siege, and drove the Duke 
of Savoy before him -, fo that all Hope of Re- 
lief lay in Prince Eugene. The Garrifon made 
a noble Refifbnce, and maintained their Out- 
works long; they blew up 'many Mines, and 
difputed every Inch of Ground, with good Re- 
folution: They loft about 6000 Men, who 
iwcre either killed, or had defcrtcd during the 

• Siege 'r 
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Siege ; and their Powder was at laft fo fpent, 
that they muft have capitulated within a Diy 
or two, if they had not been relieved. The 
Siege coft the French very dear, they were of- 
ten forced to change their Attacks, and loft 
about 14000 Men before the Place; for they 
were frequently beat from the Pofts, that they 
liad gained. 

Prince Eugene made all the Hafte he could 
10 their Releif : The Court of Vienna had not 
given due Orders, as they had undertaken, for 
jhe Provifion of the Troops that were to march 
thro* their Country to join him : ThisoccaFionM 
many Complaints, and fome Delay. The 
Truth was, that Court was fo much fet on the 
llcdudlion Qf Hungary^ that all other things was 
much neglcftcd, while that alone feemed topof- 
fefs them, A Treaty was fet on Foot with the 
Malecontents there, by the Mediation of Eng- 
land and of the States ; a Ceflfati'on of Arms 
was agreed to for two Months : All that be- 
longed to that Court were very uneafy, while 
that continued, they had (hared among them 
the Confifcations of all the great Eftates in Htin^ 
gary, and they few that if a Peace was made, 
all fhefe would be vacated, and the Eftates 
would be reftored to their former Owners : fo 
they todk all poflible Means to traverfe the 
Negotiation, and to inflame the Emperor. 
There feemed to be fome Probability of bring- 
ing things to a fcttlement, but that could not 
be brought to any Conclufion during the Term 
of theCcffation ; when that was lapfed, the Em- 
peror could not be prevailed on to renew it : 
Re recalled his Troops from the Upper Rhine^ 

^ though

though that was contrary to all his A^re^meivt* 
with the Empire. 

Notwithftanding all this ill Management of 
the Court of Vienna^ Prince Eugene %ot toge- 
ther the greatcft Part of thofe Troops, that he 
expected in the Veronefe^^ before the End of 
June I They were not yet all come up, but he 
believing himfelf ftrong enough, refcjvcd to ad- 
vance i and he left the Prince of Ueffe with a 
Body to receive the reft, and by them to force 
a Diverfion while he fhould be going on. The 
Duke ofVendcme had tak^n care of all the Fords 
ofthe^^/*f^ tht Mincio^ and t\xtOglio\ and 
had caft up fuch Lines and Intrenchments eve- 
ry, where, that he had affured the Court of 
France^ it was not poffible for Prince Rugent 
to break thro* all that Oppofitioa, at leaft to 
do it in any Time to relieve 3«r/». 

By this Time the Duke of Orleans was come 
* to take the Army out of Vendome\Yi2Sidi%\ but 
before the Duke had left it, they faw that he 
had reckoned wrong, in ali thofe Hopes he had 
given the Court of France of flopping Prince 
Eugene^s March. For in the Beginning oijuly^ 
he fent a few Battalions over one of the Fords of 
the Adige^ where the French were well pofted, 
and double their Number, yet they rah away 
with fuch Precipitation, that they left every 
Thing behind them : Upon that Prince Eugene 
paffcd thcJdige with his whole Army, and the 
French^ in a Confternation, retired behind the 
Mincio. After this. Prince £ftg-^»^ furprizcd 
the French with a Motion, that they had aot 
look^ for,, nor prepared againft, for he pa^4 
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the Poy the Duke of Orleans followed him, 
but declined an Engagement; whereupon 
Prince Eugene wrote to the Duke of Marlbo* 
rougby that he felt the EfFedls of the Battle of 
RamilleSj even in Itafy^ the French feemmg to 
be every - where difpirited with their Misfor- 
tunes. Prince Eugene marching nearer, the 
AppenineSy 'had gained fome Days March of the 
Duke of Orleans ; upon which that Duke repaf-' 
fed the Po^ and advanced with fuch Hafte to-' 
ward Turiiiy that he took no Care of the Pafs; 
at Stradelluy which might have been kept and, 
difpuced for fome Days : Prince Eugene found' 
no Oppofition there, nor did he meet with any 
DiAcuIty, but from the Length of the March, 
and the Heat of the Seafon ; for he was in Mo- 
tion all the Months o^July zx\diAuguJi. 

In the Beginning of September^ the Duke of 
5^1;^ joined Kim, with the Vmall Remnants of 
his Army, and they hafted on to Turin. Thc^ 
Duke of Orleans had got thither before them,.; 
and the Place was now reduced •to the laft Ex- 
tremities ; the Duke of Orleans^ with moft of 
the chief Officers, were for '.marching out of 
the Trenches; Marjin was of another Mind, 
and when he found it hard to maintain his Opi-^ 
nion, he produced' pofitive Orders for it, which 
put an End to the Debate. The Duke of 5^- 
voy faw the Neceffity of attacking them in their. 
Trenches; his Army confifted ot 28006 Men,* 
but they were good Troops ; the French were 
above 40000, and in a wellfbrtified Camp, yet 
after two Hours Refiftance, the Duke of Savoy 
broke through, and then there was a great De- 

J4 ' O ftruftionj 
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ftruftion ; the French flying in much Diforc^tr, 
and leaving a vail Treafure behind them. In this 
Adtion were taken 2 Generals, 2 Marefchals 
de Camp, a Brigadier, 8 Colonels, 12 Lieute- 
nant-Colonels, 6 Majors, 93 Captains, iii 
Lieutenants, 34 Cornets or Enfigns, 13 En- 
figns and Commiflaries of the Artillery, 7640 
private Soldiers, with thofe taken at CbtvaSf 
befides 4706 killed in Battle. They left in 
their Works 225 Cannon, 108 Mortars, 7800 
Bombs, 32000 Royal Granadoes, 48000 Can- 
non-Balls, befides a great Number in the 
Ditches ; 4000 Chefts of Muikec-ihot, 86 Bar- 
rels of Powder, containing each one hundred 
Weight, all their Tents and Baggage, a gieat 
Number of Standards, Colours and Kettle- 
Drums, 500Q Horfe^, Mules and Oxen, 27 
large Boats with Atpmunition,^ all their Pon- 
tons, 4 Pictures of the French King fet with 
Diamonds, valued at 4000 Piftoles, gooo 
Sacks of Corn and Meal,^ and 20QQ of Bifket. 
Their Commiffary General was alfo taken with 
all his Mules, whofe. Lading was valued at three 
Millions of Livres. To which muft be added. 
Ten Thoufand Horfes belonging to Thirteen 
Regiments o( French Dragoons. It was fo en- 
tire ^ Defeat, that of^t above 1600 Men of that 
great Army got off in a Body; and they made 
a,il the Hafte they cou'd inxxxDaupbiny. The 
Duke of Savoy went into Turin^ where it may 
be eafily imagined he was received with much 
Joy. The Duke of Orleans^ though he loft 
the Day, yet gave great Demonftrations of Cow- 
rage, and received fevcral Wounds: Marefcbal 

Mai^Jin 
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Marfin fell into the Enemy's Hands, but died 
of his Wounds in a few Hours ; and upon him 
all the Errors of this difmal Day were caft, 
though the heaviefl* Part of the Load fell on 
Chamillardj who was then in the fupreme De- 
gree of Favour at Court, and was entirely pof- 
feffcd of Madam Main tenon's Confidence. 
Fcuillade had married his Daughter^ and in or- 
der to advance him, he had the Command of 
this Siege given him, which was thus obfti- 
natcly purfued, *till it ended in this fatal Man- 
ner. The Obftinacy continued, for the King 
fent Orders for a Month together, to the Dake 
of Orleans^ to march back into Piedmont^ when 
it was abfototely impoffible ; yet repeated Or- 
ders were fent, and the Reafon of this was un- 
dcrftood afterwards: Madam Maintenon it 
feems, took that Care of the King's Health 
and Humour, that fne did not fufSr the ill 
State of his Affairs to be fully told him : He 
all that while was made believe, that the Siege 
was only raifed upon the Advance of Prince 
Eugene^s Army, and knew not that his own 
was defeated and ruined. ' 

While this was done at Turing the Prince of 
Hep advanced to the Mincio, which the French 
abandoned 5 but as he went tQ take Cafiiglione^ 
Medavij the French General furprized him, 
and cut oflF about 2000 of his Men-, upon 
which he was forced to retire to the yfdige. 
The French magnified this exc^ffively, hoping, 
with the Noife they made abouric, to ballance 
their real Lois • at Turin. The Prince of yau- 
detnont, upon the News from Turin^ left the 

O 2 City 
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City of Milatiy and retired with the fixiall Force 
he had to Cremona : The Duke of Savoy and 
Prince Eugene marched with all Haftc into the 
Milaneze^ and loft no Time in improving their 
Vidory. They immediately fent Detachments 
to feize fcveral Pofts which had coft the Enemy 
immenfe Sums to be Mafter of. Chivas fur- 
rendered- and the Garrifon, to the Number of 
1 500 were made Prifoners of War. The Im- 
perialifis 2i\{oiJ\zdQ themfelves Matters of Cazal^ 
and forced the Garrifon, who retired to the 
Cattle, to yield themfelves Prifoners of War 
alfo. The Redgdion of thefc Places was -fol- 
lowed by that of Verceil^ Novarra^ Triny Cref- 
ceniinOy Alexandrian Mortara^ the Cattle of 
Ivrea^ the Fore of Bar^ and fome others ; by 
which the French loft all their Conqnefts, and 
the moft Chriftian King had the Mortification 
tb.fee all his mighty Projeds vanifli in 4 Mo- 
metit, and the Duke of Savoy^s Territories,, 
which he had fwallowed up in his Imagination, 
now again in his Royal Highnefs's PoffeiHion. 

We have feen what paffed in Italy this Cam- 
paign. As to Germany, Thing$ went on as 
ufual, that is, the French improving their own 
Superiority, and the Dilatorinefs of the Ger- 
mansy forced them to raife the Blockade of 
Fort Lewis, to abandon Bifchweiler and Dru- 
fenhmn, and what was worft of all, to quit 
Haguenau alfo. They were not fo happy in 
the Netherlands : The Eledor of BavaHa and 
the Marefchal de Villeroy had a Turn of For- 
tune the moft mortifying that ever could hap- 

^ pen, 
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pen, though they had a ftrong and numerous 
Army of 80 Battalions and 1 14 Squadrons. 

King Philip having undertaken the Siege of 
Barcelona^ ' that Prince came before the Place 
with 20,000 Men in the Beginning of April : 
He befieged it by Land, and the Count deThou- 
loufey Great Admiral of France invefted it with 
a Fleet by Sea. The young King at firft made 
a Progrefs in the Siege : Fort Monjoy was taken, 
and Barcelona reduced to the laft Extremity, 

King Charles^ who defended in Perfon with 
^ few regular Troops, encouraged the Befieged. 
by his Prefence, which was the faving of the. 
Place, tho* that Prince ran the Hazard of every 
thing, if he had had the Misfortune to have 
fallen into the Enemy's Hands, In the meaa 
while Barcelona was delivered, and the Count 
de Thouloufe forced to fly into his Port before 
the Englijh and Butch Fleet. Four Days after 
which, on the 12th of May^ the Siege was 
raifed with fo much Diforder and Precipitation, 
that the French left behind them 1500 fick and 
wounded Men, 106 Pieces of Cannon, 27 Mor- 
tars, 2000 Bombs, and in a Word all their Am- . 
munition arid Provifions. 

The French Court finding all her Defigns 
baffled on that Side, endeavoured to repair the 
ill Succcfs of the Siege of Barcelona by fome 
Enterprize d* Eclat. To this Effeft the King 
ordered that his Army fliould venture a Battle 
in the Netherlands^ tor which the Eleftpr of 
Bavaria and the Marejchal de Villeroy accord- 
ingly prepared. They immediately afTembled 
a numerous Army, compofed of chofen Troops ; 
O 3 and 
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and it being at the opening of the Campaiga, 
they depended on the Abfcnce of fcvcral Bodies 
of Auxiliary Troops, which were not arrived in 
the Confederate Camp. Indeed the Army of 
the Allies was not yet quite formed, and the 
French GtntT2L\ could not have taken hold of a 
better Opportunity to furprize them. How- 
ever the Duke of Marlborough and Monjieur de 
jiuverquerque^ by their Vigilance prevented the 
Blow intended them : They affcmbled their Ar- 
my, and tho* inferior to the French in Number, 
they did not think but they were in a Condition 
to give Battle. 

The Danijb Troops, which were a confider- 
able Body, and which more than once have in- 
fluenced the Viftory, came up contrary to the 
EleAor and Marefchal*s Expeftation. The 
Duke of IVirtembergy who commanded them 
in chief on this Occalion, greatly ftgnalized his 
Zeal and his Valour. He haftenM the March 
of thefe Troops, and led therq to the Combat 
with his ufual Intrepidity : Apd the Example 
of their General animated them to preferve the 
Reputation they had acquired, by their Behavi-j 
our before at the Battle of Hocijftet. The Ef-j 
forts of thefe and the other Troops, who all- 
did Miracles, foon decided the Fate of the L'to 
Countries^ by the great and memorable Battle 
of Rame/lies, 

The Campaign of 1707, which we are titxt 
to treat of, was not fo tonunate to the AllieS| 
as that we have been fpeaking of. Howcv^i 
Prince Eugene was very induftrious at Milan^ .»i 
take hold of th^ Opportunity of the Blow thj 

_. Frencm 
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French had received before Turin^ to procure 
new Advantages to the Emperor's Arms. He 
laboured inceflantly to reduce the Places ftill in 
Poffeflion of the Troops of the two Crowns^ 
and to regulate the Contributions his Imperial 
Majcfty demanded of the Princes of Italy, The 
Marquis de la Flvrida^ who was Governor of 
the Caftle of Milan^ pretended to defend that 
Place to the laft Extremity, and threatened the 
City with a Bombardment, if the Contributions 
he demanded for the Maintenance of his Gar- 
rifon were refufed. 

The Boldnefs of this Governor, who thought 
to ingratiate himfelf with the Two Crowns by 
it, obliged Prince Eugene at laft to lay Siege to 
the Caftle; and the Marquis de Florida^ was 
forced to evacuate it according to the Trench 
King's Orders, lignified to him by Monfieurde 
Pater^ Lieutcnant-Gcneral of his Armies, who 
came to the Caftle with a Pafs from Prince Eu* 
gene. The Evacuation of this Fortrefs was fol- 
lowed by that of all the Places the Troops of 
the Two Crowns poflcfled in Lombardy. The 
Conditions were figned the ijth oi March by 
Prince Eugene^ and ratified the i^th of the fame 
Month by the Duke of Savoy. 

After the Iffue of this great Afikir, fo much 
to Prince Eugene^s Glory, he grew mightily in 
the Love of the People, who looked on him as 
the Deliverer of Iialy from all her Calamities 
under the French Yoke. The Tribunals of the 
Milanefe took the Oath of Fidelity to King 
Charles^ which was adminiftered to them by 
him. This Ceremony was performed the i6th 
O4 of 
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of Jfril with a great deal of Pomp and Splen- 
dor : Prince Eugene^ attended with a numerous 
Cavalcade of Nobility and Generals, going to 
the Town-Houfe at the Roman G^te^ the Mar- 
quis de Caftiglionej Vicar of the ProviGons, gave 
him the Keys of the City, and the Lieutenant- 
Royal prefcnted him with two Veffels of Water . 
and Earth, which he fcattered about, to (hew 
he took Poffeffion of that City and Dutchy in 
the Name of his Catholick Majefty King Charles 
the Third. Then he went in a Coach and fix 
Horfes, with the Privy Council, and the Hal- 
berdeers of the ordinary tJuards, to the Ducal 
Palace, where he ordered a great Quantity of 
Silver Medals, whereon were the Arms and Ef- 
figies of the Catholick King, to be thrown to 
the People. When he came near the Prifon 
della Horretta^ he fet at Liberty 260 Prifoners, 
brought thither from divers Prifons, to whom 
Favour might be Ihcwn without prejudicing the 
Laws. After which, being feated under a Ca- 
nopy, where was the Pifture of King CW&j, 
all the Deputies of the Pariflies and the Tribu- 
nals took the Oath of Fidelity to the King, the 
Marquis Pirro Vifconti^ Great Chancellor, hav- 
ing before made a Speech fuitable to the Occa- 
fion. This Ceremony was extraordinary mag- 
nificent and never were richer Liveries feen. 
While this was doing, the Artillery of the Ca- 
Itle play'd, as alfo that on the Dome Square. 
All the Streets thro' which the Prince paffed, 
were hung with Tapeftry. Prodigious was 
the Concourfe of People, crying Long live King 
Charles the Thirds and fhewing all imaginable 

Signs 
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Signs of Joy. To finilh this Solemnity the 
Prince went with his pompous Cavalcade to the 
Metropolitan Church, where Mafs was cele- 
brated by Cardinal Arcbinto^ and Te Deum 
fung under the Salvoes of all the Artillery. 

The City of Mantua^ deputed three Knights 
to wait on Prince Eugene^ who received them, 
favourably. The Prince aflbred them, the In-. 
habitants of that State had nothing to fear, 
cither as to their Eftates or LiveSj and that they 
Ihould be maintained in their Privileges, pro- 
vided they behaved themfelves as they ought, 
and did nothing to make their Fidelity fufpeft- 
cd: And the three Deputies prefcnting the 
Prince with the Articles concerning the Pro- 
teftion of their State, he returned them an An-, 
fwer conformable to the Emperor's Intentions ; 
upon which, they returned very well fatisfied 
with their Reception. The Winter paffed in 
Negotiations, which took up all Prince Eugene*^ 
Time. Deputies came from the Courts of Italy 
to Milan ^ to regulate Matters with his High- 
nefs, relating to the Sovereign Princes and Re- 
publicks. The Time of entering upon Aftion 
being come. Prince Eugene prepared to open, 
the Campaign with the fined Projeft the Allies 
had concerted againft France^ fince the War. 
began, which was the Expedition of Toulon.. 
The Lofs of which, as was /aid, would have 
coft the French King 500 Millions. 

There were above 5000 Pieces of Cannnon in 
the Town, and immenfe Magazines of all Sorts, 
of Warlike Stores. The Duke of Sav&y re- 
joyced at an Opportunity to revenge himfelf for 

all 
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all the Mlferics he had fuffcrcd by a Monarch, 
who boafted that he would ftrip him of hisTer* 
ritories, and reduce him to the fame Extremi- 
ties that the Eleftor of Bavaria and the Eleftor 
of Col&gn his Brother were in. To this End his 
Royal Highnefs joined his Inftances to the Queen 
of England^Sj and the States General of the U^ 
nited Provincess to get the Emperor to join all 
his Troops for this Expedition, that it might be 
fuccefsful, as it would probably have been, had 
the Confederates entered Prtnjena with fo for- 
midable an Army. However the Court of i^r- 
enna^ fuffering herfelf to be dazzled by the Con- 
qucft of the Kingdoq[i of Naples^ fo managed 
Matters, and by that Diverfion fo weakened 
the Army defigncd for Touhn^ that France 
was fupcrior in Force when the Confederates 
came before that Place to form a Siege. 

Although this Expedition did not anfwcr the 
Hopes that had been conceived of it, yet Prince 
Eugene would not finifh the Campaign without 
attempting fomething for the Glory of the Arms 
of the Allies, and to raife the Courage of the 
Soldiery. To this End he propofed the Siege 
of Suza J an important Place, and the Key of 
Piedmont ; which alfo opened his Royal High- 
nefs of Savoy a Way into Daupbiny, Prince^ 
Eugene left the Duke of Savoy the 1 8th of Sep- 
tember^ and marched with Part of the Army 
towards that Place. The 19th at Night it was 
inverted by a great Detachment, and the Prince 
arriving the 2och with the reft of the Troops, 
made himfelf Mafter of the Town, from whence 
the Enemy retire^ into the Caftlc. 

Monfteur 
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MmfieuT di Cbam&ante^ the Governor, made 
at firft a dreadful Fire with his Artillery, and 
difpatched two Couriers to Msrefcbal de Tefe^ 
to defire him to fend away the Troops he had 
"in Pnnvtnct with all Di?igence, In the mean 
time Prince Eugene having received his Artille- 
ry, prepared to attack the Caftle ; and his Royal 
Highnefs came and encamped near Fignerel 
with the reft of the Army, whence he detached 
Monjseur de BeUa/ile^ who was to be aflifted by 
the Vaudois of the Valley of Lucern^ to attack 
the Enemy in that of Si. Martin. His Royal 
Highnefs the next Day came near Peroufe and 
the Works the French had made there in which 
were lo or i2 Battalions. He was then in-> 
formed Prince Eugene had made himfelf Matter 
of the Forts of La Brunette and Catinatj by 
Favour of which the Cattle of Suza was forced 
to furrender at Difcrction the 3d of O£tober% 
which ended the Campaign in Piedmont. 

The taking of Suza^ and the Conqucft of the 
' Kingdo^n of Naple^, made fome Amends to the 
Allies for the ill Succefs of the Expedition of 
Toulon. The Duke of Savoy went after the Re- 
duftion of this important Town to Turin to hold 
a Council of War, at which aflifted Prince Eu- 
gene and the Prince of Heffe-Cajfely the Prince 
of Jnhalt^ General Rbebinder^ the Envoys of 
the Emperor, the Queen of England^ and the 
States-General of the United Provinces : After 
which, his Royal Highnefs entertained them in 
a very fplendid Manner. 

Germany 
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Germany had the fame Fate this Campaign . 
as (he ha<;l the former. Her People were the • 
innocent Viftims of the French Generals, whe 
drained them by Contributions which furpafs 
Imagination. The Marefchal de Villars fared 
fo well there, that he took care to get off from 
• going to lialy : When the King ordered him, ^ 
he excufed himfelf as handfomely as he could ; 
and his Majefty always loving him preferably 
to all his other Generals, had the Complacency 
to leave him in a Poft, where he perceived he 
had a Defire to make his Fortune. The States 
of the Empire taking little Care to guard their 
Lines of Bubl and Stolhoffen^ M^nfieurde Villars 
furprized them, and made an Irruption, which 
coft the Germans immenfe Sums ; for he laid 
all t;he Country under Contribution from, the 
Danube to the Mountains of firoL . It is true 
the Eleftor of iij»w^r obliged him to paf^th© 
RbinCy but it was not till after he had ravaged 
the Country, and filled his Coffers. 

The Duke of Vendomey who commanded the 
French Army in the Ne ther lands ^ m^Jtnt^cin^di in 
this Campaign the great Reputation he had ac- 
quired in Italy ^ and by his Marches andCoun^ 
termarcbes fo managed it, that he rendered all 
the Enterprizes of the Allies abortive ; in which 
he pleafed the King more thls^n if he had ha- 
zarded a Battle: And thus he infenfibly reme* 
dy'd the terrible Diforders occafioned by the 
Lofs of the Battle of Ramellies. 

In Spain Things went as well as the two 
Crowns could wilh. The Battle of Jlmanza re- 
paired the Revcrfe of Fortune King Philip had 

* . had 
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bad at the Siege of Barcelona^ and was worth 
to him thie Conqueft of two Kingdoms and of 
Lerida. The Confequcnce of the Lofs of that 
Batde was very fatal to King Charles^ and 
obliged the Allies to attack France herfelf more 
vigoroufly than they had yet done for her fbp- 
porting Spain ; and by this Means the Nether-^ 
lands became the chief Seat of the War -, where 
we (hall fee Prince Eugene ftiine, he being re- 
called out of Italy to participate in the Glory 
of humbling the Pride of that haughty Mo* 
narchy, which he had began in Bavaria and 
Italy. 

Before Prince Eugene left Milan he took care 
to fettle the Finances on a good Foot, to enable 
theni to pay the Charge of the War, that it 
npiight be carried on with the more Vigour. 
The Calhiers of the daily Contributions, which 
amounted to 22000 Livres a Day of that Coun- 
try Money, and was paid exaftly, agreed with 
that Prince to advance 1,000,000 Livres for 
One per Cent, a Month. The Agents for Stores 
promis'd to advance 160000 Piftoles ; and be- 
fid6s that, his Highnefs reckoned upon confi- 
derable Supplies from the Princes of lialy^ who 
held Fiefs of the Empire. Before his Depar- 
ture from iVf//^», he left the Government of 
the City with the great Chancellor, and the 
Charge of the Military Affairs to General P'if- 
conti his Brother 5 and then went for Vienna^ 
where he arrived on the 8 th of December^ and 
was received by the Emperor with t;Ke greateft 
Marks of Efteem. The fame Care employed 
his Time here, as at Milan ^ vi:^, That of fet- 
tling 
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tling the Finances, and increafing the Armle^ 
about which feveral Conferences were held, m 
which he prefided. After this, Jie was em« 
ployed in other Negotiations, purfuant to the 
Froicft which had been formed between the 
Eniperor, the Queen of Great- Britain j suid th^ 
States General of the United Provinces^ to give 
him the Command of an Army on the Mo/elU^ 
or in the Netherlands. His Imperial Majefty 
fending him to Holland^ he departed Pofl: from 
Vienna on the 26th of March 1708, atteiMied 
by his Nephew, Prince Maurice of Savoy y the 
' Colonels Philips and Offelen^ and the two Ad- 
jutant Generals, the young Count de Rabutin^ 
and the Coupt de St. Julien. On the 31!): he 
arrived at Drefden^ where he had an Interview 
with King Juguftms. From thence he went tm 
Hanover y where he ha^ an Audience of thi 
Elc<5lor, and remained above an Hour in pri^ 
^vate with him. He afterwards waited on the 
^ Eledorefs, a»d fuppcd at the Court. Bemg 
arrived at the Hague^ he had feveral Confe- 
rences with the Grand Penfionary. Never was 
fuch Crowding feen, a3 was made by the Peo- 
ple of that Country, to behold a Prince who 
had performed fo many glorious Aftions \ they 
came on this Occafion, to the Hagite^ from all 
the Cities oi Holland. The Duke of Marlbo^ 
rough arrived alfo at the Hague two Days after, 
with whom, and the States Deputies, Prince 
£«tg-^»^ concerted the Motions of the next Cam- 
paign ; anti on the :ioch of the fame Month he 
departed for Get many ^zn^ palled again through 
Hanover^ where he conferred with his, Eleftorar 

Highncfs.

Highnefs. From thence he went to tei^ck^ 
and had fcveral Conferences with King Auguf^ 
ius concerning the Negotiation for fome Troops 
which were to ferve in Flanders. After that, 
he went to the Court of Vienna^ and gave the 
Emperor an Account of the Affairs which had 
pafled through his Hands in the feveral Courts 
where he had been. 

The Court of France obfcrving that the Prt- 
parations of the Allies were to attack him in 
Fland^s^ prepared alfp to be in a Condition to 
prevent them. The King firft began with a 
Defign, which, had the Succefs anfwered his 
Hopes, was enough to break the Meafurcs of 
the Confederates ; and that was the &cpedition 
into Scotland. He made fo fune of a Revolu- 
tion in that Kingdom, that the Duke of Bur* 
gundy and the Duke of Vendome thought of no- 
thing lefs than the Conqueft of all the Nether- ' 
lands^ by the Help of fo powerful a Divcrfion. 
The Eleftor of Bavaria had talcen a great deal 
of Pains to have fecret Correfpondences in the 
Towns of -Brabant and Flanders^ and he was 
afterwards to appear on the FChim at the Head 
of a formidable Army. The French never^ 
made more Shew than they dki this Campaign 
to carry on their Defigns. The Duke oiVen^ 
dome having formed the French Army, began 
to aft accordingly. The Duke^.of Marlborough 
had a very watchful Eye on all the General's 
Motions, and wrote to Prince Eugene to defire 
him to haften the March of his Army, that 
the Allies niight be able to oppofe the Duke of 
Vendome^ who had a great Superiority of Forqes. 

Upon 
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Upon this, Rince Eugene difpatched a Cou- 
rier to my Lord Duke, to inform him that he 
would begin his March towards the Meufe the 
' 29th ofjuney and ufe his utmoft Diligence to 
join him with his Cavalry by the 7th of July 
at Maejiritcht. 

My Lord Duke having Information that the 
Enemy were preparing to decamp, ordered his 
Troops to hold themfelves in aReadinefs, The 
4th of July^ at Noon, Advice came, that a 
great Detachment was marching from the Duke 
of yendome's Army towards Tubife, and that 
the whole Army followed about Nine o*Clock 
^t Night. Upon this Motion, my Lord Duke 
decamped and came to Anderlecht ; and having 
Advice that a Detachment of the Enemy ad- 
vanced towards Aloll^ and had broken down 
the Bridges over the Dender^ he detached Ma- 
jor- General Bothmar with 2000 Horfe to pafs 
that River at Dendermond, to obferve the Ene- 
my, and at. the fame Time cover Ghent and the 
Country of fFaes. 

During thcfe Tranfaftions News came of 
Prince Eugene^s Arrival at Maeftricbt. As foon 
as the Army had encamped at Anderlecbty my 
Lord Duke was informed the Enemy marched 
towards the Bender^ to pafs it a little above -^- 
loft. Upon which at one o'Clock in the Morn- 
ing he came to the Righr of the Army, and 
formM it, defigning at Day-break to give the 
Duke of Vendome Battle ; but before that Time . 
the Enemy pad the River with Precipitation, 
funk their Boats, and left the greateft Part of 
their Baggage behind them, among which was 

the 
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the Duke of Vend^meh ; and the Soldiers met 
wirh Store of Plunder. 

The Army continued its March the 6th, and 
encamped at Afcbe^ where Prince Eugene ar- 
rived horn' Maefiricbi. Advice came that the 
Detachment made by the Duke of Vendome at 
the Paflage of the Dender^ were to execute a 
Q)nfpiracy, form'd with the Burghers of G£^^;r/, 
to deliver that City to the French^ which was 
done the 5th about Seven o'Clock in the Morn- 
ing. Several Soldiers difguifed like Peafants, 
having been firft received by the Burghers, 
feized a Gate, while they Ihut another againft 
General Murray^ who brought Troops to fe* 
cure the Town. lL)\t French thtn made the 
necefiary Preparations to attack the CitadeU 
the Major, who commanded there, having on- 
ly 300 Men with him, furrendcred at Difcre* 
tion. Some Hours after the taking of Gi&^»/, 
Mofffieur de la Moibe appeared before Bruges 
with a great Detachment ; and there being no 
Garrifon in the Town,, it was obliged to fur- 
render. .The Duke of Vendome prepared alfo 
to attack Audenard^ butBrigadier.G&<!»?if/<?i was 
fent thither from Aetb with a Detachment. 

On the 9th at Two o'Clock in the Morning, 
the Confederate Army decamped from AJcbe^ 
and about Noon arrived at Herfelingeny with 
Orders to continue its March to endeavour to 
pafs the Denderj with a Defign to attack the 
Duke of Vendome. The fame Day Prince Eu^ 
gene, who was gone to Brujfels^ returned tp the 
Camp. The Rear- Guard of his Horfc pafled 
the Maeft on, the 8th, and the Foot was to pafs 
15 P it 
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It on the I oth, and march dlrcftly to BfuJ^U. ' 
The Duke of Marlborough detached eight Squa- 
drons and as many Battalions to poflefs them- 
fclvcs of Leffines^ where 800 Men of this Dc- 
tachn^nt entered at Midnight : the reft having 
paft thro* the City on . the loth by Four 6* 
Clock in the Morning, pofted themfelves on 
this Stde the River, while Bridges wene laying 
for the whole Army to pafs. Extreme- Dili- 
gence was ufed to prevent the Enemy *s making 
himfelf Mafter of this Camp, which would not 
only have obliged the Allies 'to go round by 
Aetby but would have given the Duke of Ven- 
dome an Opportunity to lay Siege to AuienarL 

The Head of this Army advancing ai; Mid- 
night as far as the Caftle of Ninove^ the Duke 
of Burgundy having Advice that the Allies had 
Seized this Camp, and all their Army was com- 
ing thither, held a Council of War. After 
which he made a Movement to the Right, and 
having hallfed two Hours, marched towards 
Grave chi the S^beld. In the mean time my 
Lord Duke and Prince Eugene had Advice 
from the Governor of Audenard^ that the Duke 
of Burgundy and Duke of Vendome had cau$*d 
that Place to be inverted, and a Train of Ar- 
tillery to be ■ fent for from Toumay^ with Nc- 
ceflarics for the Siege, which occafioned a 
bloody Battle. 

Prince Eugene knew the Duk-e of Vendome to 
the very Bottom by the War in Itnlj^ and was 
of Opinion not to give him Time to intrench in 
his Camp, and then befiege Audenard. The 
Rcfolution to prevent him being taken, the 

Army. 
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Army marched with all poflible Diligence* 
However, we had Advice the i ith in the Morn- 
ing that the French ^ who had inverted the 
Place, were retired, and that Brigadier Ci&^»- 
clos had charged their Rear with Walejps Dra- 
goons. Then Major- General Cadogan was de- 
tached with 16 Battalions and 8 Squadrons to 
prepare the Roads and Bridges towards Jude*^ 
nard for the Army's March, which began by 
the Left in four Columns. 

Oa News that the Enemy were ftill palling 
at Grave ^ and that there were I^opes of coming 
to Adion, the Army marched with fo much 
Diligence, that at Two o'Clock in the After- 
noon the Head arrived at the Bridges, by 
which Mr. Cadogan*s Sixteen Battalions were 
then paffing. Major- General Rantzan being 
potted with Eight Squadrons on an Eminence 
bchmd the River that falls into the Scheldt per- t-^ 
ceived a great Number of French Squadrons "'^ 
ranged in Battalia in a Plain on the other Side 
the River, and that the Enemy's Army march- 
ed towards their Right. They had thrown^- 
feven Battalions into Heurne^ on the Highway 
along the Scbeld ; which made it doubtful whe- 
ther or no they intended to difpute the Paflage 
of that River with us, or gain their Lines be- 
tween Lijle and Tournay -, for there was little 
Likelihood they could imagine fo great an Ar- 
my fhould march Five Leagues in a very un- 
paflablc Country, have Roads made, pafs a 
great River, and attack them in one Day. 

About Three o'Clock the French Horfe that 
were in the Plain began to difappeaj", marching 

P 2 to , 
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to the Right. Between Three and Four Gene- 
ral Cadogan had paffed the Bridge with 12 of 
his 16 Battalions, and attacked the Village of 
Heurne with fo much Braver y^ Brigadier Sa- 
iine charging at the Head of his Brigade, that 
they (oon mattered it, and made three whole 
Battalions, and the greateft Part of the other 
four Prifoners of War. Major- General Rant- 
xau having afterwards paft the River at the 
Head of eight Squadrons, advanc'd into the 
Plain, where the French Horfe had appeared 
ranged in Battalia, between the Villages of 
Rofz and Mallen -, and a great Number of Squa- 
• drons of the Enemy's Rear-guard was ftill crof- 
fing it. Our eight Squadrons and the Quarter- 
Mafters attacked the French fo vigoroufly, that 
they drove them into the Road by which their 
Army marched. 

It was on this Occafion that his prefent Ma- 
jefty King George II. then Eleftoral Prince of 
Hanover^ diftinguiflied himfelf in a very extra- 
ordinary Manner, charging at the Head of a 
Troop of Bulau^s Squadron. His Horfe wns 
killed under him, and Colonel Lufchy^ who 
commanded the Squadron, killed fighting by 
his Side. Lieutenapt-General Schulemhourg^ 
and feveral Voluntiers likewife lhewe<J great 
Courage, leading the Squadrons to the Battle. 
The French Regiment of Bretefcbe and feveral 
others \vere entirely broken, the Colonel him- 
fclf dangeroudy wounded and taken Prifoner, 
with feveral other Officers, twelve Standards, 
and feveraJ Kcttle-Drums were taken. 

In 
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In the mean time the Troops continued paf- 
fiog the Bridge with all poffible Speed. The 
Prujians formed themfelves on the Right, in 
the fame Plain where our Guard was advanced ; 
and a!5 the reft of the Cavalry paft, they fol- 
lowed the Prujftans into the Plain crofs the Vil- 
lage oHHeurne. The Foot arrived a little later 
at the Bridge, as well on Account of the Length 
of the March, as becaufe the Horfe had, gallop- 
ed moft Part of the Way ; fo that till five o* 
Clock there were only General Cadogan^s i6 
Battalions. 

The Duke oi Marlborough^ accompany'd by 
Prince Eugene^ being entered the Plain, put 
himfelf at the Head of the Cavalry that was 
forming ; and obferving the great Want there 
was of Infantry; he fent Orders to the Foot, 
that had attacked the Village to quit that Poft, 
and line the Hedges in the Plain, where the 
Enemy was marching with great Diligence* 
The Confederates had then but two Battalions 
On that Side, Major- General Collier^s znd Bri- 
gadier Grumkal% who, tho* vigorpufly attack- 
ed, maintained their Poft with extraordinary 
Courage, till more Foot came to their Affift- 
ance^ v/h'rth was not in a long Time after. My 
Lord Marlborough fent repeated Orders to the 
Foot to haften their March, becaufe the French 
were then forming themfelves, and ready to 
attack the Infantry that were come up, the 
Number of which were very unequal to their^5. 

In the mean while the Duke of Argyle arriv- 

ving with 20 Battalions, and being pofted, 

were fo furioufly attacked by the French^ that 
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fome Prisms were at firft driven from their 
Pofts -, but that Infantry,, notwithftanding the 
Inequality of their Number, retook them Swptd 
in Hand. This happened about fix o'CIock in 
the Evening, at which Time Count Lottumzr^ 
^ nVed with the reft of the Foot of the Right to 
maintain this Attack. 

The Duke of Marlborough finding thegrcateft 
Efforts would beat the Right, ordered 20 Bat- 
talions of the Left to advance, the Cavalry of 
which Wing having pad thro* Audenard^ and 
the Foot on Bridges laid below that Cityi ar- 
rived fomewhat later than the Right Wing, and 
form'd themfelves in two Lines, having behind 
them the Village oi Merghem. As foOn as the 
Infantry came up, 'twas formed in two. Lines 
before the Cavalry, and attacked in good Or- 
der the Inclofures and the Villages where the 
Enemy had their Front. About Seven o'Clock 
the Fire became general, as well to the Right 
as to the Left. 

The French gave Ground every where, but 
were ftill fupported with frefh Troops, and the 
A(5lion continued a long Time with great Ob- 
ftinacy. There was a Sort of opening before 
the Left Wing, by which the Enemy might 
penetrate thro* the Plain to a Hill, which was 
clofed by the I^rince of Najfau at the Head of 
the Butch Foot. My Lord Duke fent to defire 
Monficur d* Auvef'querque and Count Tilly to at- 
tempt fomething to employ the Enemy on that 
Side, and went himfelf to ,the Right to take 
Care of Things there. At that time a great 
Fire was feen on the Side of the Wood, and the 

French 
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F««^i& gave Ground in all Places,. According 
to the Duke of Marlborough^ Orders fent to 
Monfieur d* Auverquerque and Count 7/7/^, who 
were on the Top of the Hill, to pufli the French 
as much as they could on that Side, they caufed 
the Danijb Cavalry to pafs by a Defile into a 
Field, where all the King's Houlhold Troops 
were ranged behind the Hedges, The Prince 
of NafaUj with whom was Count Oxenftiernj 
led the Infantry round about this Camp \ an4 
having form'd it in two Lines, charged the 
French with fuch Refolutioi, that chey gave back. 
This happened in the Enemy's Flanic, (o that 
moft of thofe that retired being beaten from the 
Right to the Left, were driven into the Hedges 
la great Diforder ; infomuch that Night com- 
ing on, feveral Battalions and a great Number 
of. Squadrons iffued out of that covered Coun- 
try, like defperate Men, and running over one 
another were cut in Pieces 5 others pad without 
being perceived, and others demanded to capi- 
tulate for entire Regiments. 

The Diforder was fo great, and the Fire car- 
ry'd to fo many different Places, that it was ina- 
poflible to diftinguifh Friends from Enemies; 
for which reafon Orders were given to forbear 
Firing till Morning, and rather to let the Ene- 
my eicape, than run the Hazard of being put 
into Confufion. 

, Monfieur the Velt Marflial d^Juverquerque 
was on Horfeback, and in the greateft of 
the Fire, at the tjead of the Troops, dure- 
ing.almoft the whole Battle. Count Tilly 
was at the Head of the Cavalry, and the Prince 
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of Wirtemberg every where animated his Men 
by his Example. Abundance of the Squadrons 
of the Troops of the King of France"^ Hou-. 
fliold, who advanced to fupport their Infantry, 
were cut in Pieces. Lieutenant General Rani- 
:pau diftingullhcd himfelf very much in this 
Battle. While the Duke of Marlborough was 
on the Left, Prince Eugene j who was at the 
Right, having made an opening with the In-* 
fantry, fent the Cavalry into a little Plain to 
attack the French, which fucceeded as well a$ 
could be wifhed •, but our Men purfuing the E- 
nemy too far, fuffered very mnch by the Fire 
of the Infantry, and the frefti Cavalry that 
came againft them. The Gens d* Arras of 
PruJJia diftinguifhed themfelves, and loft above 
Half of their Number in this Adion. Lieu- 
tenant General NaUfmar, who fignalized his 
Valour at this attack, was (lightly wounded 
^bo^ his Eye. Night coming on, the French 
hardly made any Refiftance any where, all ap- 
pearing to be in the lad Confufion amongft 
them. Had we had two Hours more Day light, 
there was great likelihood that all their Infan- 
try, and the Right Wing of their Cavalry would 
have been entirely cut off, being furrounded on 
all Sides. 

As foon as 'twas Night their Troops retired 
by the Way that leads from Audenard to Ghent ^ 
thro' the Village of Hulfen. Their Artillery 
and Baggage were not arrived^ fo tbey made 
Ufe but of four Pieces of Cannon in all the 
Aftion. On the 12th as foon as it was Day, 
the Army, which had flood to their Arms all 

Night, 
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Night, were ready to renew the Fight ; but the 
Enemy were gone, having left behind them on- 
ly 25 Squadrons for their Rear Guard. The 
Duke of Marlborough ordered the t-ieutenant 
Generals Bulau and Lumley^ to attack them 
with 40 Squadrons and a cofifiderable Body of 
Foot ; but xht French throwing thenifelves into 
the Highway which leads to Ghenty could 
only be purfued by four Battalions and forty 
Squadrons. 

SevdiiR Officers of the Grenadiers,, com- 
manded by Major General Irwin^ were kiHed 
and wounded •, Major General Meredith was 
alfo flightly wounded : On the Enemy's Side 
great Numb,ers were killed and wounded ; the 
Regiment of Rrjbourgy the laft that flood their 
GroaxKl, was entirely ruined, and two whole 
Companies of it taken: Brigadier PouriennCj 
who commanded the laft Brigade, was taken 
with feveral other Officers. The Rear Guard 
was pufhed as far as within two Leagues of 
Ghent : but there being but one Road, without 
any Place Co draw up in Battalia, it was not 
thought fit to purlue them any farther. What 
remained of thei*" Army retired under the Can- 
non of Ghent. The Fire was fo great, and fuch 
a Number of Troops engaged, that the Ene- 
my*? Lofs was very confiderable. There were 
about 5000 kill'd, and about 8000 madePrifon- 
ers, of whom 1000 were Officers and about 6000 
more deferted : fo that the French loft at leaft 
20,000 Men; On the Confederates Side there 
were only 1000 killed, and 2000 wounded; no 

General 
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General Officer was miffing or dangeroufty 
wounded. 

After the Battle of Audenari^ the Succefs of 
which did not anfwer the Duke of Burgundy* % 
txpe£l:ation, nor the "Duke of Vendome*^^ the 
latter had great Differences with the Duke of 
Burgundy for fighting againft his Opinion. The 
Duke of Vendome*^ Trouble is not to be ex- 
prefs'd, and never did Turn of Fortune fo fenfibly 
touch him. His Diflfercnces with the Duke of 
Burgundy lafted ail the Campaign, and|||^e Court 
of France try'd all imaginable Ways to recon- 
cile them, but all her Endeavours were to no 
Purpofe. The King, tho* he naturally inclined 
not to difapprove his Grandfon's Conduft, faw " 
very plainly the Duke of Vendome had Right 
on his Side, he being a General of Experience. 
Be it as it will, the Duke of Vendome having 
got his Army together again, thought of no- 
thing but intrenching himfelf behind the Canal 
of Bruges^ and had the Mortification to fee the 
Lines of the conquered Country raisM, and the 
Capital befieged, without being able to oppofe 
it : For the Duke of Marlborough^ in concert 
with Prince Eugene and the States General, re- 
folvcd to befiege Lijle^ which was a large, rich 
and fortified Town ; with a very ftrong Cita- 
del : It had been the firfl: Conqueft the French 
King had made, and was become (next toP^- 
ris) the chief Town of his Dominions : Mare- 
fchal Bouffiers threw himfelf into it, withfome 
of the bed of the French Troops : The Garri- 
-fon was atleaft 12000 ftrong, fome fay 14000. 
Prince Eugene^ undertook the Condud of the 

Siege, 
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Siege, with about 30,000 Men, and the Duke 
of Marlborougby with the reft of the Army, 
lay on the Scbeld at Pont-Efperies^ to keep the 
Communication open with Brujfels : Some Time 
was loft before the great Artillery could be 
brought up : It lay at Safs van Ghendtj to have - 
been fent up the Lysy but now it was to be car- 
ried about by Antwerp to Brujfels^ and from 
thence by Land Carriages to the Camp, which 
was a long and flow Work : In this fome 
Weeks were loft, fo that it was near the End of 
Auguji^ before the Siege was begun. The En- 
gineers promisM the States to take the Place in 
a Fortnight, after the Trenches were opened ; 
but the Sequel fhewed that they reckoned wrong: 
There were fome Difputes among them : Errors 
were committed by thofc who were in greateft 
Credit, who thought the Way of Sap the Ihort- 
eil, as well as the fureft Method : Yet after 
fotne Time loft in purfuing this Way, they re- 
turned to the ordinary Method. Bouffiers made 
a brave and a long Defence : The Duke of 5«r- 
gundy came with his whole Army fo near our's, 
that it feemed he defigned to venture another 
Battle, rather than lofe fo important a Place : 
And the Duke of Marlborough was, for fome 
Days in a Pofture toreceive him : But when he 
faw that his whole Intention, in coming fo near^ 
him, was only to oblige him to be ready for an 
Aftion, without coming to any, and fo to draw 
off a great Part of thofe Bodies, that carried-on 
the Siege, leaving only as many as were necef- 
fary to maintain the Ground they had gained, 
he drew a Line before his Army^ and thought 

only 
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only of carrying on the Siege, for while be 
looked for an Engagement, no Progrefs was 
made in that. 

After fome Days, the French drew off, ^nd 
fell to makfng Lines all along the Scheldt but 
chiefly about Atidenard^ that they might cut off 
the Communication between Brujfels and our 
Camp, and' fo feparate our Army from all In- 
tercourfe with Holland: The Lines were aoout 
Seventy Miles l(5ng, and in fome Places near 
jfudenardjthty looked more fike the Ramparts of 
a fortify'd Place, than ordinary Lines -, on thefe 
they laid Cannon, and polled the greateft part 
of their Army upon them, fo that they didcf- 
feftually flop all Communication by the Scheld. 
Upon which, the States ordered all that was ne- 
ceffary, both for the Army and for the Siege, 
to be fent to Ohnd : And if the French had 
begun their Dcfigns, with the intercepting this 
Way of Conveyance, the Siege muft have 
been raised for want of Ammunition to carry 
it on. 

About this Time 6000 Men were embarked 
at Port/mouthy in order to be fent over to Por- 
tugal: Bdt they were ordered to lie for fome time 
on the Coaft of France^ all along from Bulloigne 
to Dieppe, in order to force a Diverfion, hopSg 
that this would oblige the French to draw fome 
of their Troops out of Flanders^ for the De- 
fence of their Coaft : This had no great Effeft, 
and the Appeafance that the French made, gave 
our Men Inch Apprehenfionsof their Strength, 
that tho' they once begun to land their Men, yet 
I they 
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they foon returned back to their Ships! Butvas 
their Behaviour was not a little cenfured, fo the 
State of the War in Flanders^ made it neceffary 
to have a greater Force at OJiend. They were 
upon this, ordered to come and land there : 
Earl, who commanded them, came 'out and 
took a Poft at Leffingen, that lay on the Canal, 
which went from Newport to Bruges^ to ftcure 
the Paflage of a greatConvoy of 800 Waggons, 
that were to be carried from Oftend to the 
Army: If that had been intercepted, the Siege 
muft have been raifcd ; for the Duke of Marl- 
borough had fent fome Ammunition from his 
Army to carry on the Siege, and he could fparc 
no more : He began to defpair of the Under- 
taking, and fo prepared his Friends to look 
for the raifing the Siege, being in great Ap- 
prehenfions concerning this Convoy, upon 
which the whole Succefs of this Enterprife de- 
pended : He fent General fFel^by with a Body 
of 6000 Men to fecure the Convoy. 

The French, who underftood wcll^,pf what 
Confequence this Convoy was, fent 'a^ Body of* 
20,000 Men, with forty Pieces of Cannon, to 
intercept it: fTebb feeing theJnequality be- 
tween his Strength and the. Enemy's, put his 
Men into the bed Difpofition he could. There 
lay Coppices on both Sides of the Place, where 
. he pofted himfelf -, he lined thefe well, andftood 
ftill for fome Hours, while the Enemy cannon- 
naded him, he having no Cannon to retura 
upon them. His Men lay flat on the Ground 
till that was over -, but when the French ad- 
vanced our Men fired upon them, .both in Front 

' and 
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and from the Coppices, with that Fury, and 
with fuch SOccers, that they began to run ; and 
chough' their OfRcers did all that was poifible to 
make them (land, they could not prevail : So 
after they had loft about 6000 Men, they 
marched back to Bruges: Webbd\xv& not leave 
the Advantageous Ground he was in, to pur- 
fue them, being fo much inferior in Number. 
So unequal an A&ion and fo fhameful a Flight, 
with fo great Lofs, was looked on as the moft 
extraordinary Thing, that had happened during 
the whole War : And it encouraged the one 
Side, as much as it difpirited the other. Many 
Reproaches pafled on this Occafion, between 
the French and the Spaniards ; the latter, who 
had fuffered the moft, blaming the former for 
abandoning them : This, which is the ordinary 
Confequence of all great Misfortunes, was i^ot 
foon quieted. 

The Convoy arriving fafc in fhe Camp, put 
new Life in our Army : Some other Convoys 
came afterwards, and were brought fafe : For 
the Duke of Marlborough moved, with his whole 
Army to fecure their Motions, nor did the 

. Enemy think fit to give them any Difturbance 
for fome Time. By the Means of thcfe Sup- 
plies, the Siege was carried (o efFcdtually, that- 
by the End ofOilober the Town capitulated: 
Marefchal Boufflers retiring into the Citadel 
with 6000 Men. The French faw of what Im- 
portance, the Communication by Ofiend v/zs to 

. our Army, which was chiefly maintained by 
the Body that was ported at Leffingen 5 fo they 
attacked that, by a very great Force: The 

Place 
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Place was weak of itfclf, but all about was put 
under Water, fo it might have made a longer 
Refinance: It was too cafily yielded up by 
thofe within it, who were made Prlfoners of 
War. Thus the Communication with Oft end ^ 
was cut off, and upon that the French flattered 
themfelvcs, with the Hopes of ftarving our 
Army, having thus feparated it from all Com- 
munication with Holland ; infomuch that it jyas 
reported, the Duke of Vendome calked of having 
©ur whole Forces delivered into his Hand's as 
Prifoncrs of War, for want of Bread, and other 
Neceffaries. It is true, the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough fent out great Bodies, both into tl^ 
French Flanders^ and into the Artois^ who 
brought in great Stores of Provifions : But that . 
could not laft long. 

The French Army lay all along the Scheldy 
but had fent a great Detachment to cover the 
Artoii: All this while there was a great Mifun- 
derftandihg between the Duke of Burgundy 2Lnd 
the Duke oi Fendome: The latter took fo much 
upon him, that the other Officers complained 
of his negledting them ; fo they made their 
Court to the Duke of Burgundy^ and laid the 
Blame of all his Mifcarriages on Vendome. He 
. kept clofe to the Orders he had from Verfailles^ 
wliere the Accounts he gave, and the Advices 
he offered, were more confidered, than thofe 
that were fent by the Duke of Burgundy : This 
was very uneafy to him, who was impatient of 
Contradi^ion, and longed to be in Aftion, 
though he did not fhew the Forwardnefs in ex- 
posing his own Perfon that was expelled : He 

feemcd 
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f eemed very devout even to Bigotry ; but by 
the Accounts we had from France^ it did ap- 
pear, that his Copduft during the Campaign, 
gave no great Hopes or Profpeft from him 
when all Things fhould come into his Hands : 
Cbamillard was often fent from Court to foftcn 
him, and to reconcile him to the Duke oiVen- 
dotntj but with no EfFcft. 

The Eledlor of Bavaria had been fent to 
command on the Ufper Rhine : The true Rea- 
fon was believed, that he might not pretend 
to continue in the chief Command in Flanders: 
He was put in Hopes, of being furnifhed with 
an Army fo ftrong, as to be able to break 
through into Bavaria. The Eleftor of Han- 
over did again undertake the Command of the 
Army of the Empire : Both Armies were weak ; 
but they were fo equally weak, that they were 
not able to undertake any Thing on either Side ; 
fo after fome Months, in which there .was no 
confiderable Aftion, the Forces on both Sides 
went into Winter Quarters. Then the Court 
iA France^ believing that the Eleftor of Bava- 
ria was fo much beloved in Brujfels^ that he 
had a great Party in the Town, ready to de- 
clare for him, ordered an Army of 14000 
Men, with a good Train of Artillery to be 
brought together, and with that Body he was 
fent to attack Bruj}'els\ in which there was a 
Garrifon of 6000 Men. He lay before the 
Town five Days, in two of thefe he attacked 
it with great Fury : He was once Mafter of the 
Counterfcarp, but he was foon beaten out of ic ; 
and though he repeated his Attacks very often, 
^f'. was rcpulfed in them all. -^ The 
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The Duke of MMrlbarougb hearing of thiff, 
made a fudden Mocion cowards the Scheldt but 
to deceive the Enetny^ it was given out that he 
defigned to march direftly towards GhenU and 
this was believed by his whole Army, and ic 
was probably carried to the Enemy 5 for they 
fccmcd to have no Notice nor Apprehenfion of 
his Defign on the Scbeld: He advanced towards 
ic in the Night, and marched with the Foot 
f very quick, leaving the Horfe to come up with 
f the Artillery : The Lines were fo ftrong, that 
\ it was expefted, that in the * breaking through 
•' them, there muft have been a very hot Adion^ 
it was reckoned that ic would coft them at leaft 
10,000 Men ; but to their great Surprize, as 
foon as they paffed the River, the French ran 
away, without offering to make the leaft Re- 
:' fiftance; and they had drawn off their Cannon 
the Day before. Our Men were very weary 
with the Night's March, fo they could not pur- 
fue, for the Horfe were not come up, nor did 
the Garrifon of Audinard fally out, yet they 
took a thoufand Prifoners. Whether the No- 
tice of the Feint, that the Duke of Marlbormgb 
gave out of his Defign on Ghent^ occafipned 
the French drawing off their Cannon^ and their 
being fo fccure, that they fcemed to have no 
Apprehenfions of his true Defigns, was not yet 
certainly known: But the abandoning thofc 
Lines, on ^hich they had been working for 
many Weeks, was a Surprize to all the World : 
Their Counieils feemcd to be weak, and the 
Execution of them was worfe : So that they, 
1 6 Q^ who 
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who were fo long the Terror, were now be- 
come the Scorn of the World. 

The main Body of their Army retired to Va- 
lenciennesy great Detachments were fent to 
Gbeni and Bruges: As foon as the Ele^r of 
Bavaria had the News of thisunlooked for Re- 
verfe of their Affairs, he drew off from Brujfels 
with fuch Precipitation, that he left his heavy 
Cannon and Baggage with his wounded Men 
behind him : So this Defign, in which 3000 
Men were loft» came foon to an End. Thofe 
who thought of Prefages, fays the Reverend 
Prcltfe we have before quoted, looked on our 
pafling the Lines the fame Day, in which the 
Parliament of England was opened, as a happy 
one. Prince Eug^e had marched, with the 
greateft Part of the Force that lay before LiJU 
(leaving* only what was neceflary to keep the 
Town, and carry on the Sap againft the Cita- 
del) to have a Share in the Aftion that was ex- 
pe^ed in forcing the Lines: But he came 
quickly hack, when he faw there was no need 
of him, and that the Communication with Bruj- 
fels was opened. 

The Siege of the Citadel was carried on in a 
flow but fure Method: And when the Befiegers 
had lodged themfelvcs in the Second Counter- 
fcarp, and, had raifedall their Batteries, fothat 
they were ready to attack the Place, in a for- 
midable Manner, Marefchal Bothers thought 
fit to prevent that by a Capitulation. It was 
near the End of November^ fo he had the better 
Terms granted him: For it was rcfolved, as 
late as it was in the Year, to reduce Ghent and 

Bruges, 



Sft^es^ btfore tliis Ions Campaign ' fliouW be 
coiicladed : He marched out With 5000 K^CbA, 
fo that the Siege had coft thofe vithin, as rtiany 
Lives as it did the Befiegers, which were near 
8000. . -'^ 

This was a great Conqueft; the riofeleft, the 
richeft, and the ftrongett Town in thofp Pro- 
vinces, was thus reduced r and the moft regu- 
lar Citadel in Europe^ fortified and farftilhed at 
a vaft Expence, was taken without firing ohfe 
Cannon againft it. 

From Lifle the Army tnarchcd to iiiVdft 
Ghenf^ though it was late in the Yjsat*, foir it 
was not done before December: The Prtntb 
boafted itiuch of their Strength, and thcyh^ 
by fome new Works, made a Shew* of dtf fening 
an obftinate Refiftartce. They ftood it out 'tjill 
the Trenches ht advanced, and thfc BatteHis 
were finiihed, fo that the whole Train of Ar- 
tillery was mounted: When all was ready to 
fire on the Town, the Governor, to fave boi^ 
that and his Garriibn, thought fit tb capitiilite : 
He had an honourable Capitulation, arid a gii- 
neral Amndfty was granted to the Town, wrtK 
a new Cortfirmation of all their Privileges. The 
Burghers did not dcfcrve fo good Ufage ; ' bdc 
it was thought fit to try how far gentle Treat- 
ment could prevail on thcmJ, and ovetdomc 
their Perverfenefs t and indeed it may bethought, 
that they had fuffered fo much by thfeir Trea- 
chery, that they wfere fufflcicntly punished for 
it i Ghent was delivered to the Ddke of Marl- 
borough on the laft of Dectmkfi N. S'. lo gkfri- 
oufly was both the Year awd tht Campai^ fi- 

0^2 nifecd 
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nitied at once^ For the Garrifon that lay at 
Bruges^ and in the Forts about it, withdrew 
without ftaying for a Summons. Thcfc being 
evacuated, the Army was fent into Winter 
Quarters. 

It is eafy to imagine what a Welcome Prince 
Eugene met with at Vienna^ when he returned 
from fo glorious a Campaign. The fimpcror, 
who, after the Reduftion of Italy ^ defircd he 
might have taken on hini the Command of the 
Empire^ rejoiced to find his good Fortune fol- 
lowed him wherever he went •, and hoped that 
his commanding in the Netbtrhnds would put 
a happy End to the War there. Prince Eu- 
geney on his Side, finding what a Turn Afiairs 
had taken, made Ufe of the favourable Difpo- 
fitions in which he found the Court of Vienna^ 
to get the Minifters to end the War in Hun- 
gary. He reprefentcd to <the Emperor, that 
that War was fatal to all Italy ^ that *cwa$ abfo- 
lutcly necefTary to terminate it by an Accom- 
modation, that the Troops which were employ- 
ed againft the Malecontents might ferve elfe- 
where ; that 'twould be the only Way to force 
France to confent to fuch a Peace as was to be 
wiihed, for the Good of the Empire and all the 
Allies. 

From the Affairs of Hungary Prince Eugent 
paired to thofe of the Rbine^ and did his ut- 
moft to engage the Emperor to join his In- 
ftances with thofe of the Queen of Great Bri- 
tam^ and the Sutes- General of ithe United Pro- 
vimeeSf that the Princes and States of the Em- 
pire might txcn themfelves more. In Efied, 

the 
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the Emperor follicited by Prince Eugene^ caui 
it to be reprefented to the Dfct at Ratijbon^ 
did the Queen of Great- Britain^ and the Stot 
General, '* That 'twas of the laft Neccffity 
" have a powerful Army berimes in the Fie! 
** on the Rbine\ to aft ofienfively againft tl 
" conimon Enemy, as well by this Diverfk 
** to preferve the Conquefts in ihtNetberland 
" as to be in a Condition to make new." Con 
plaints were alfo at the fame Thne made, Thi 
the Empire:^ not having yet prepared but vci 
little for the War, the. Enemy had thence take 
Occafion to fend their beft Forces from Alfai 
to Flanders^ as if there was nothing to fearo 
the Upper Rhine : That to this Purpofe his In 
perial Majefty defircd to have of each Mcmb< 
of the Empire an exaft Account of the Numbf 
of Troops they would fupply the Imperial Ai 
my with by the End of AprHy not only to (he 
the Allies by Words, but alfo by Deeds whs 
the Empire refolved to do next Campaign fc 
her own Advantage, ahd that of her Allies. 

On thefe Complaints, fome Deputies at tfi 
Diet rq>refented, that their Matters had alr« 
dy done what they could for the Good of tl: 
Commorn Caule, but that fcveral other Stat< 
had not done the fame, and minded only th^i 
private Views •, which it was very ncceflary t 
have remedied. 

However, notwithftanding the Inflance ( 
all thefe Powers, and Prince Eugenes Care, tt 
j fame Coolnefs appeared this Campaign in th 
I Empire as had done the former. Count J^t 
I ftized the Poft of Newburgh^ but his Etefig 
I - 0^3 mi 
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ni|fcarri^ in the vf^v^^ qf (he E^ficutioa of It ^ 
tor jvajat o£ b?ing fiycpurcd in Time, he was 
^^^aMCi by the Count ie Bou^gj aind tba French ^ 
ja^iog by t)iat IVI^tf^s freed ^or^ ^n Irruption, 
wfalqi made thf m very uneafy, feat the gxeateft 
raft of their Troops to the Netherlands- The 
^J^fi^ejcl^ di yUlfkrs emboldcoed by hi$ Supe* 
riotity, veoturpd ;i:Q^tle near M^ns^ as we ihall 
ffff l^reafcer ; and if he bad not the YiAory, 
\^ l^ad at leaft thp Honour of diluting \u 

Th^ Low Countries wereag^in thp enfuing 
Tc^ (1709) ^hs gi^eat Stage of War at a Time 
when ey^i^M ^^^ thought a Peace at Hand. 
Xi^q famous Negotiation, courted by the French 
I^ing, tsoqk up Princp Eugen4*s Time and 
Thoioghts^ bm not fq much as. to hindd: his 
m^^i^g Fri^pars^iuons for a Campaign no lisff^ 
glorious than the laft. The FreliminariciB 
'^hich w^^« tp be the Foundation of the Peace, 
wereagreefl mpon. No Body queftioned the 
(^rjt of Fra^fe% ponifenting to them, fince ibe 
pafTionajtcjy 4efixed # Tr^ty, and hai4 engaged 
ip far in the Negp^ation, that there remained 
nothing fbi;ker but tOrfign the, Preli^aiQane& 
]^f when 0ie oJ^fecve^ the Union that reigned 
an?ong the Mipillf rs of fa many Princes, whom 
i^ plainly thoj^ht to difunite, flie ihewed 
w^i^t ibe aimed at by refuQng to figfi them; 
the main Objeft of the Treaty being to animate 
h^r Pcoplj^ to contijauc the War, by throwing 
all the Blanj^/of the Rupture of it o^ the Al- 
lien UpoDt this, fhe prepared a-new. tQ open 
^he. Campaign, which coft her two important 
f ortr-effes^ and; the Loft of a Rittle, notwith- 

ftandina 
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ftaiiding all her Efibrts to be iuperlor in Forces 
to the Allies, and put a Stc^ to their Progrefs. 

As foon as this Court had explained herCelf, 
Prince Eugene and the other Generals put them- 
felves at the Hbad of the Army, in order to 
enter upon Aftbn. In the mean Time th* 
Marefcbal ie Villars^ who was ordered to rifque 
nothing, was pofted very advantageoudy, and 
well intrenched, which made Prince Eugene 
and the Duke of Marlherough not think it pro- 
per to attack him ; however to keep him in an 
Uf^afinefs, they made a Feint, as if they in^ 
tended it. To this End the Ways were leveled, 
the Armies Equipage fent back, and every 
Thing difpofed as if for a Battle. The Maref- 
ch«l too ordered his Troops to take to their 
Arms, and the Pofts in the Intrenchments to 
be pojBeffed, waiting for Prince Eugene and my 
Lord Duke*s coming up ; but the latter content- 
ing themfelves with having made him believe it, 
caufed the Army to file off the 26th of June xtv 
the Evening by the Left, along the Caufcway 
of Toum^. Then the Prince of N^ajfau was 
detached with 15 Battalions, and 50 Squadrons, 
to poflefs himfelf of the Pofts of Mortagne and 
Si. Amanda from whence the French retired at 
at his Approach. The next Day the two Ar^ 
mies followed that Prince, and arrived in Sight 
of Tournay^ which was invefted. The Maref- 
cbal de VillarSi who thought of nothing left 
than the Sie^c of that Place, had drawn feve* 
ral Battalions thence two Days before to reln-^ 
force his Army. Monfieur de^ Surville^ Lieu* 
tenant'General commanded there, and Mon» 
0^4 flCUF 
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fieur it Megrigni was Governor of the Citadel. 
The 7th oijtfly the Trenches were opened at 
three Attacks, two againft the Town, and one 
againft the Citadel, which was done with all 
the Succefs could be hoped for. The Siege 
did not laft fo long as that of Lifig, The 20th 
of July theGarrifon of the City of Tournay a- 
pitulated, and the 3d of September the Citadel 
did the fame,' but could obtain no better Con- 
ditions than to be made Prifoncrs of War. 

After this Siege was over ^ Mens was invcfted, 
and the Troops marched thither, as foon as they 
had levelled their Trenches ahoutTeurnay ; but 
the Court of France refolved to venture a Battle 
rather than only look on and fee fo important a 
Place took from them. Boufflers was fent from 
Court to join with Fillars, in the Execution of 
this Defign ; They poffcffed themfelves of a 
Wood, and intrenched themfelves fo ftrongly, 
that in fome Places there were three Intrench* 
ments caft up, one wicbin another. Prince 
Eugene zad the Duke of Marlborough faw plain, 
Jy It was not poffible to carry on the Sicfic of 
mns, while the French Army lay fo near it $ 
lo it Was neceflary to diflodge them. The At- 
tempt was bold, and they faw the Execution 
would be difficult, and coft them many Men. 
Ihjs was thciharpeft Adlion in the whole War 
and laftcd the longeft. The French were pofteJ 
fo advantageouHy, that our Men were oft re- 
pulfed ; and indeed the French maintained their 
Uround better, and fhewed more Courage than 
appeared in the whole Courfc of the wlr ; vet 
in Conclufion they were drive;, from all Jhdr 

Polls 
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Pofts, and a complcat Viftory gain'd over*em. 
The Number of the Slain in this Aftion, which 
was called the Battle of Slarignesy was almoft 
equal on both Sides, about 12,000 on each. We 
took 500 QQicers Prifoncrs, bcfides many Can- 
non, Standards and Enfigns. Villars was dif- 
abled by fome Wounds he. received, fo Boufflers 
made the Retreat in good Order. The Court 
of France as haughty in Difgracc as in Profpe- 
rity, afFeAed to publifh the Lofs of this Battle, 
as if in Effeft (he had got a Viftory. And 
Marefchal de Villars^ writing to the King his 
Mailer, expreffed himfelf thus: That his 
Wound having obliged him to quit the Field 
of Battle, he had the cruel Difpleafure not to 
be able to participate to the End in the Glory 
of fo fair a Triumph. Tlie Marefchal de Bouf- 
fiers writing alfo to that Monarch, highly ex- 
tolled the Valour of his Majefty's Troops, fuch 
is the exceffive Vanity of that Nation, and thus 
did the King, his Minifters, and GcneTals com- 
fort the People under their Difgraces, and pre- 
pare them to provide prodigious Sums to carry 
on the War : But the Confequentes of this Ac- 
tion were quite contrary to all the, fine Decla- 
rations of the French^ fince the Viftory obtain- 
^ by the Allies was glorioudy confirmed to 
them by the taking of Mons^ the Prize for 
w^ich that Battle was fought : For as foon as 
the Train of Artillery was brought from Bruf- 
felsy the Siege was carried on with great Vigour, 
though the Seafon was both cold and. rainy: 
The Outworks were carried with little Rcfiftance 
and the Town capitulated about the End of 

OSlober. 
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Qaaber. Wkh this the Canf^paigD ended, twtA 
both Armies retired into Winter Quarten. 

The Duke of Marlhraugb went beyond Sea 
in February y to prepare all Matters for an early^ 
Campaign, defigning to open it in^April^ which 
was done : TIk French had wrought fo lc«ig 
upon their Lines, that it was thought they 
would have taken as much Care in maintaining 
them, but upon thfc Advance of our Army^ . 
they abandoned them. And tho* they feem*d 
rcfolved to make a Stand upon the Scarfs yet 
they ran from that likewife, and this opened 
the Way all on to Doway: So that was in vett- 
ed. The Garrifon,was Sooo ftrong, well fur- 
pilhed with every thing ncccflary to make a 
brstve Defence i the Befieged fallied out often, 
fo me times with Advantage, but much oftner 
with Lofs; it wus the Mkldle of May before 
the Fr^«^A could bring their Army tc^eth^rj 
it ajppeared that they refolvcd to ttandupon the 
Dcfenfivt, tho* they had brought up together 
a vaft Army of 200 Battalions, and 300 Squa^ 
drons: They lay before Arr^y and advanced 
to the Plains oiLens : Fillars commanded, aiici 
made fuch Speeches to his Army, that it was ^ 
generally believed he would venture on a Bat- 
tle, rather than ht.V&way loft, if he could help 
it. Prince Eugene and the Duke of Marlhrougb 
pofted their Army fo advantageoufly, both to 
cover the Siege, aad receive tlye Enemy, that 
he durft not attack them \ but after he had look- 
ed on a few Days, in which the two Armies 
were not above a League diftant, he drew off: 
So the Siege going on, and no Relief appear- 

ing, 
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iog, both Dtymay and the Fort Efcarp capitular 
ted oa the 14th of June. 

After Dnway was taken^ our Army fat dowa 
before Beibme ; and that Siege held theoi a 
Month, at tne End of whieh the Garrifon ca^r 
pkulaced ^ and our Army fat down at one andl 
the lame Time, before jiire^ and St. Venanfi 
to fecure the Head of theXj^j. St. Venant was 
taken ma few Weeks; but thcmarfliy Ground 
about Aircy made that a flower Work : So diat 
thq Siege continued there about two Months, 
before the Garrtfon capitulated. This Cam* 
paign, tho' not of fuch Luftre as the former^ 
becaufe noBattle^was fpught, yet was by miJi*- 
tary Men look'd oii as a very extraordinary one 
in thisRefped, that oiir Men were about an hunr 
dred and fifty Days in open Trenches ; which, 
was faid to be a Thing without Example. Dur 
ring thefe Sieges the French Army potted them- 
ielves in fure Camps, but did not ftir out of 
them ; and it was nol jpoffible to engage them 
into any Aftion. Nothing cojifidcrable paflTcci 
on tht Rhim^ they being equally unable to en- 
ter upon AAion on both Sides. 

About this Time the Enemies of Prince Eu^ 
ftne^ who had vowed bis Deftrudion, fent him 
a Letter, with a. Paper enclosed pcrifoned ta 
than Degree, that it nude his Highoefs^.witli 
two or three n;K>re who did but handle it, ready 
ix> fwooA, and killed a Dog irpmediate[y that 
fwallowed it after it was greafed. 

The next Year [1711] in the Beginning of 
Aprils the Eipperor j^<j/«/)i died of th© Small* 
Po^i i when Piincc Eugene marched up into, 

Germanjy 
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Germany^ to fccure the Eleftion of his prefent 
Imperial Majcfty, to the Throne of his Bro- 
ther. 

The fame Year the Grand Vjfier fent one of 
his Agas in Embaffy to his Highnefs, who 
gave him a very fplendid Audience at Vienna^ 
and received from him a Letter wrote by the 
Grand Vifier*s own Hand, wherein he ftiles his 
Highnefs, the Great Pattern of Chriftiari Prin^ 
cesy Prejident of the AuUck Council of War to 
the Emperor of the Kom^T\%y the mojl renowned 
and moft excellent among the Chrijiian Princes. 
Firji Peer among all the Nations that belkve in 
Cbriftj and bejl beloved Vijier of the Emperor of 
li^ Romans. And he cftecms him for his great 
'Wilclom, fmguUr Penetration of Judgment, 
and other eminent Qualities, fo univerfally ap- 
plauded by People of all Ranks, and admired 
by his Enemies. ' 

It may not be thought a needlefs Digreflion,'^ 
to recite thefe few Pani'culars of the Audience, 
bccaufe they fo immediarely relate to hisHigh- 
nefs. ' * The T'/^r^//^ Ambaflador^as drawn to 

* Prince£«^^«^*s Palace in his Highnefs's Coach, 

* being condufted through the famous Painted- 

* Hall, and the St^te Chamber, which wercf 

* richly furniftied, and almoft' filled with Per- 
^ fons of Quality, into the Audience Chamber; 

* Prince Eugence fat there as Prefidcnt of the ' 

* Council of War, in an armed Chair covered 

* with red Velvet. His Cloaths were finely em- 

* broider'd with Gold ; his Button to his Hat 
^ was made of very valuable Diamonds, the 

* Hilt of his Svvord was fet round with the 

fame. 
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* fame, and his Highnefs wore the Order of the 

* Golden Fleece. The Aga being entered the 

* Chamber, he made three Obeyfances, and 

* then fat down in a Chair over againft the 

* Prince's, His Highnefs received his Creden- 
^ tials bare headed, and difcourfed with him in 

* the High Dutch Language. Their Conference 

* being ended, the Ambaffador after his ufual 

* Obeyfance, returned towards the Door, when 

* his Highnefs wh© had hitherto kept his Seat, 

* rofe up and faluted him again by taking off 

* his Hat-. 

In the Year [1712] Prince £«^f»^, after ha- 
ving treated with the States General upon the 
Propofals of Peace then made by the Court of 
Francey came over into England^ to try if it 
was poffible to engage our Court to go on with 
the War ; the Emperor offering a new Scheme, 
by which he took a much larger Share of it on 
himfelf than the late Emperor would bear. 
The Prince was furprized to find that the Day 
before his Arrival, which was on the 5th of 
January y his good Friend the Duke of Marl- 
borough was turned out of all his Places, never* 
thelels he difguifed his Difcontenr, and made 
a Vifit to the Lord Prefident of the Council, 
and the Lord Treafurer, and had an Audience 
. of the Queen, the Day after his Arrival ; he 
paid his Compliments to the Foreign Minifters, 
and the new Miniftry, efpecially the Duke of 
Ormondy whofe Friendfbip he courted for his 
own Intereft, and the Good of the common 
Caufe. But above all, he' did not neglcft his 
faft Friend and Companion in military Labours 

thft 
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the difcarded General, wkb whom he pafled! 
moft Pare of his Time : He was entertained at 
' Dinners and Suppers by moft of the Nobility ;r 
and was magnificently feafted in the City of 
London^ by thofe eminent Merchants who had 
formerly contributed to the Silefian Loan. Her 
appeared frequently at the Italian Opera, anci 
fo juftiy high was his Charadcr raifed, that 
wherever he went for fome Weeks, the People 
' prefled about thofe Places only to fee him. But 
the Courtiers, tho* they carefsM him for his 
own Worth, were not forward. to bring his Ne- 
gotiations to a happy Iffae 5 nor did the Queen 
tha* ihe m'd him civilly, treat him with that 
Drftin Aion which was due to his high Merit : 
She made him a Prefent of a Sword fet with 
Diamonds, worth about 5000/. which he wore 
on her Birth- Day, and had the Honour at 
Night to lead her to and from the Opera, per- 
formed on this Occafion at Court. 

After he had been told, that his Matter's 
Affairs had been treated of at Utrecht^ he had 
his Audience of Leave, which was on the 13th 
of March^ and on the 17th he fet out to open ^ 
the Campaign in Flanders, His Highnefs be- 
fore his Departure, had the Misfortune to lofe 
his Nephew, the Chevalier d^ Savoy ^ younger 
Son of the Count de Soijfons^ who came over 
with him, and died of the Small Pox the 25th 
of February ^ in the 20th Year of his Age, at 
JLeueJier-floufe^ where the Prince refided dur- 
ing his Stay in England^ the fame H^oufe hav- 
ing been, before that, the Refidence of Count, 
Gallas, his Imperial Majefty's Ambaflador. As 

he 
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-he was always noted for his Liberality, fo he 
(ll^wed fevcral Marks of it here i one among. 
the, fcft, was to Mrs. CentUvre thfc Peoetrefst 
who had not perhaps the greateft Reputation in 
tke' Art Ae profefs*d ; however, this Gentle* 
ivoman having addrcfs'd a trifling Poem to him 
on hisvifiting£»f/tf»i, he made her a Prefent 
of a Gold SnufFrBox valued at at about 35 Pi- 
ftoles. His Highnefs was obfervM to be of a 
moft unaflFtfted Modefty, and fcarcely to beat 
the Acknowledgments, that all the World paid 
bim 5 Bifliop Bumety who had the Honour to 
be admitted, at feveral Times, to much Dif-^ 
courfe with him, fays, that he defcends to an, 
cafy Equality with thofe who converfe with 
him, and feems to aflame nothing to himfelf, 
while he reafons with others. 

When he was returned to Flanders^ he ad- 
vanc*d with the Duke of Ormond and the Con- 
federate Troops, into the Middle of the Ene- 
my*s Garrilbns, and had a fair Opportunity for 
either a Battle or a Siege ; for the Army of the 
Allies being now joined, was 25000 Men 
ilronger than the French^ an Advantage that- 
they never had before, during the whole Courfe 
of the War; but the Duke declared his Orders 
not to enter into any Aftion againft the French ^ 
to which his Highnefs anfwered, ^katjince the 
droops could not now retire without the Hazard 
cfa Blowy it would have been better if the Duke 
bad difcover^d his Orders before they had ap- ' 
pr4facb*d fo near the Enemy. The D. of Ormond 
however, confented to cover the Siege of ^ef- . 
noy^ but foon defu'd the Prince to give it over, 

who 
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whoanfwer'd, ^hat he would caufe U to bepr4* 
fecuted with all imaginable Vigour^ and that be 
would let bis Grace be an Eye-IVitnefs of another 
Expedition^ which he defignfd to go upon imme^ 
diately after the Surrender of Qucfnoy, which 
broke off all friendly Corrcfpondcnce between 
the two Generals. 

Accordingly his Highnefs took Sluefnoy^ an^ 
made the Garrifon Prifoners of War. 

Prince Eugene*& next Attempt was upon 
Londracjfj in which it feemed probable that he 
would fucceedi but this Projeft, and indeed 
the whole Campaign had a fatal Reverfe; 
Thefe was a Body of 8000 or loooo Men po- 
lled at Denain^ on the Scheldt commanded by 
the Earl of Albemarle^ to fecure the conveying 
Bread and Ammunition to the Army and to 
the Siege. Villars made a Motion as if he de- 
figned to give Prince Eugene Battle, but after 
a Feint that Way he turned quick upon this 
Body, that lay on both Sides of the River, with 
only one Bridge of Pontoons {. The reft had 
been fent to the Siege of Landracy ; and there 
was not a Supply of more brought, . That 
Bridge with the Weight that was on it broke, 
fo the Bodies could not be joined : But if it had 
not been for that Misfortune, yUlars^s Attempt 
might have turned fatally on himfeU, and to 
the Ruin of his whole Army : But in Conclu- 
fion, he gave them a total Defeat, and fo made 
himielf Ma,fter of thofe Pofts, which they were 
to defend. This opened a new Scene} it not 
only forced the raifing the Siege of Ldndracy, 
but gave Villars an Occafion to fcize on Mar- . 

chiennes, 
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ies^ and fome athcr ttaces, where he 
Found great Stores of Artillery and Am muni- 
tion "j and furniflied him likewife, with an Op- 
portunity of fitting down before Doway^ which 
Was taken after a long and brave d»ifcnce; 
*. Prince Eufene tried to raifc the Siege, but did 
i)bt fuccced in it, ^efnoy was next befieged ; 
the great Artillery, that had been emplayed in 
the Siege, were left in the Place : The Girri- 
fon improved that Advantage j fo that the 
taking it coft the Enetny very dear. 

In the Year 1713, his Highnefs, though 
forced to a6t only defenfively on the Rhine 
againft the Frencby that now threatened to over- 
run the Empire^ did neverthelefs fo fignalize 
his Vigilance and Conduft, that he obliged the 
French to fpend one whole Summer in the 
taking Landau and Friburg. • 

It is obfervable, that this Year his Highnefs 
was very much flraitned for want of Money, 
and of an abfolute Command ovef* the Troofps, 
though he made prefllng Inftances for both, to 
the Court of Viennaj and to the Diet of the 
Empire. It is no lefs rcmarkablcj that his 
Highnefs being offered large Prcfents of Money, 
by feveral Prelates and Monafteries on his Way 
to the Army, generoufly rejefted them, and 
preficd them to exert their r>oble Zeal for the 
Defence and Security of their native Country, 
by fending Supplies of Money, if there (hbuld 
be any need of their Afliftance in that Kind. 

The next Year, viz, oii the 6th of March 

i;7i4, he concluded with Marefcbal Villars at 

Raftadty preliminary Articles of a general 

J 7 R Peace, 
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Peace, between the Empire and France ; which 
were figned by him, as his Imperial Ma jelly *s 
Plenipotentiary on the^7th of December follow- 
ing, at a folemn Treaty of Peace, at Baden in 
ErgaWf in Which Treaty he is intituled, ^be 
moft High Prince and Lord Eugene, Prince of 
Savoy and Piedmont, Knight of the Golden 
Fleece^ Counfellor of State to bis Sacred Imperial 
Majejiyy Prefident of the Council of JVar^ lAeu- 
tenant -General^ and Marjbal of the Holy Roman 
Empire. 

Upon his Return to Vienna^ he was received 
with the loudeft Acclamations of Joy' by. the 
People, and with the moft cordial Affeftion by 
the Emperor, who prefented him with a fine 
Sword richly adorned with Diamonds. He 
now feemed to have fome Refpite from the 
Fatigues of War ; but this was not»to laft long, 
and though Peace was concluded with France^ 
yet there was frefh Work foon cut out for him 
in another Quarter: For in the Tear 1716, the 
Turks began to make extraordinary Preparations 
of War; and promifed Rewards, to encourage 
the German Soldiers to defcrt and lift themfclves 
in the Service of Prince Ragotzi^ and Count 
Berezinij who were forniing a Body of Chri- 
ftians in order to return into Hungary^ to ex- 
cite that Kingdom and Tranfylvania to rebel 
againft the Emperor. Although his Imperial 
Majetty did not openly declare War againft 
them immediately, yet he orderM a Memorial 
to be delivered to the Diet of ^atfjhon^ to die 
foJlpwingPurpofe; That the Warlike Frepa- 
-rations of tlie Infidels were fo very great and 

^ cxtraor- 
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eictraorditiary, that they riiuft be judged to hi 
defigaed ridt bnly againft the Venetians^ but in 
order to make an Irruption into the Emperor's 
hereditary Countries, and German Provinces^ 
particularly the Kingdom of Hungnry^ which 
lias long been the Barrier of Chriftehdom oii 
that Side. That the late Emperor Leopold^ as 
Arch'dukt of Aujlriai did, in the Year 1683, 
enter Into a Leigue with the then King of Pc^ 
tand^ and in the Year 1684 with the Repub- 
lick of Venice 5 in purfuance whereof he car- 
ried on a War with that CroWn and St^tte 
againft the Turks\ *till the Peace was concluded 
at Carlowitz: That theri thofe three Powers 
engaged mutually, by a perpetual Alliance^ 
that whenever any one of them fliould be at- 
tacked by the faid common Enemy of the 
Chriftian Name, the other two fhould furnifll 
all manner of Affiftance to the Party attacked, 
dnd make a Diverfion by declaring open War: 
That the laft Year the Turks^ without any Rea- 
fon given, fell on the Repiiblick of Venice io 
Unexpectedly, aud with fo great a Force, both 
by Sea and Lahd, that they conquered all the 
Morea^ iiiade thefnfelves Matters of fome 
Iflands, and of the Fortreffes then remaining 
in Candia^ carried rtiany thoufands of Chriftians 
into Slavery, and opened themfelves a Way to 
invade other Chriftian Countries, particularly 
the Italian and neighbouring States : That his 
Imperial Majefty thought himfelf the more 
obliged to give his Afliftance to the Venetians^ 
feeing he had already waited a whoU Year, ftiil 
endeavouring td bring the Turks^ by all reafon* 
R 2 able 
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able Overtures, to renew the Peace witM that? 
S(ate ; wbkh had| made fo little Imprefllon ott- 
thc Porte^ that they rather fought to cover their 
Defigns by feveral Artifices : That according^ 
to the bed and repeated Advices, the Turh: 
and iartar^i propofed to themfelves, after they 
' had made a farther Progrefs into Dalmatia and 
the neighbouring Countries, to attack Hungary 
and the other Aufirian Provinces; to which 
End they were in Motion on their Frontiers, 
repairing their Fortifications, filling their Ma- 
gazines, and making every Way much greater 
Preparations than when they threatened all 
Chriftendom at the Time of the Siege of J7- 
^piitf: That therefore no other Declaration of 
War was to be expe6led,than a fudden Irruption 
and cruel Hoftilicy, according to their Cuftom r 
That hence *tis manifeft to how great Danger 
not only Hungary^ but alfo the Kingdom of 
JBobimiaj.mth the Aufirian Provinces, and the 
Territories of the Empire in Italy ^ were ex.- 
pofed: That the Emperor on his Part^ hacF 
exerted his otmoft Efibrts for their Security, by 
raifing a powerful Army,, and making all the 
other neceflary Plreparationa for oppofing the 
Enemy ; but that his hereditary Provinces alone, 
efpecially they having been weakened by fo 
long a. War for the common Caufe, were in no 
Condition to fupport the Burthen of a new ohq 
with the "iurks^ without the Affiftance of otheD 
Chriftian Potentates, and particularly of the 
Empire in Men and Money : That therefore he 
could not ^void applying to the States of thcf 
Empire for the ufual Aid and Subfidies: That 
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Rethought it neceilary to remind them of the 
Obligations they all lay under, by the Confti- 
tution of the Empire^ to affift any one of their 
Cody, who was either attacked, or but in ex- 
trcam Danger of it: That therefore the War 
with the ^urks being from thenceforth to be 
looked on as actually begun, he thought it not 
advifeable to wait for any farther Attack, but 
hoped they would fpecdfly and efFc6tually ro- 
folve on a Subfidy, fmce, if Time were givea 
to the Enemy to gain more Advantage, and to 
cncreafe rheir Strength, the German Empire^ 
and its Liberties, would by Praftices from 
without or within, be expofed to greater Mif- 
forcunes, and all Afliftance might then come 
too late. 

Soon after this, the Empcrcw fent Orders to 
M. Flei/chmanj his Refident at Conftantinople^ 
to demand a pofitive Anfwer froni the Porte^ 
whether they would renew the Treaty of Peace 
with the Venetians in Confideration of the Cef« 
lion of the Morea^ which had been offered 
them •, and if the Anfwer was not favourable to 
<juit the Court immediately •, but this laft was 
prevented by the Turks^ for they fecured Jiis 
Perfon and detained him Prifoner, 

The Ottcman Porte having rejefted all Offers 
of Mediation, for accommodating Matters with 
the Venetians^ with whom they had broke the 
Truce concluded at Carlowitz for twenty-five 
Years, without fo much as vouchfafing to give 
an Anfwer to the amicable Propofitions thlt 
had been made to them upon that Subjefl: ; 
having likewifc affembled a formidable Army

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on the Frontiers of Hungary^ cqmmitting fever 
ral Afts of Hoftility •, j^nd affronted the Em- 
peror by detainining his Minifter Prifoaer after 
he was recalled : His Imperial Majefty thought 
fit, as well in order to prevent the utter Ruia 
of his Allies, as to guard his own Territories, 
to give the neceflary Qrder^ for forming his 
Armies upon the Frontiers, under the Com- 
rnand of Prince Eugene^ whp arrived in the 
Camp at Futack on the 9th of July. The 
Turhj who had ajflembled their Army near 
Belgrade^ laid ^ridges over the Save^ and afiiv- 
ally paffed that River pn (he 26th of that 
Month, with their Horft, and with their Foot 
pext Day, and encaoipcd betiveeo Semlin and 
Wanovitza^ where the Grand Vifier joined 
them on the 28ch. On the ift of -^«fi^ the 
Onoman Army advanced to Salankemerij and 
the next Day to Carlo^ii:^^ where they polled 
themfeWes in a very advantageous Cs^mp. Tha,t 
Night the Qernian Troops >yho were at JVbco^ 
ptarj Inarched to Peferwaradiffj where they 
were put into the Horn- work, and the Field- 
Train, with fome Regiments of Horfe, wer? 
pofted near the Qate cabled Raife. Qn the 2d 
of Auguji Count P^lfi, with a Detachn\ent of 
140.0 Foot, the two Regiments of Horfe of 
Bareitb and Contr^court^ and 40P HufarSj 
went to yievv the Infidels; but falling in with 
^hcm upon their Marchi he was attacked by 
t;he g^eateft Part of their Horfe ; however he 
made fhifc to retire to Pit^rwaradin^ after ^, 
Fight of four Hours. In this Aftion the Ger- 
many had loft 409 Men killed or woundesl^ 

and" 
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and Lieutenant- General Brenner was taken Pf i- 
foner. On the gd Prince Alexander of fFirtek- 
f^r^ joined fhe German Camp neaf Peterwara- 
din with the Body qnder his CommanH^" ahdt 
alFthe F6ot of the whole Army took Poft in 
two Retrenchments that had been caft up there 
twenty Years before, but were then fallen to 
Decay, That Night the Ottomans drew near 
them, and employed their Time fo well in the 
Dark, that next Morning by Break of Day 
they had ^rawn a Line parallel to the foremoft 
Retrenchments of the Imperialifts ; from which, 
in ibme Places they were not above fifty, in 
others not above an hundred Toifes diftanr. 
They erefted likewife fome Batteries of Cannons 
ajid Mortars, from whence, as well as with 
their fmall Arms, they continually fired on the 
Germans^ who anfwered them with th^ir Field- 
Artillery from their Retrenchments. 

While thefe Things were in this Pofture^ 
Prince Eugene refolved to attack the Ottoman 
Army, and to diflodge them from their Camp, 
Accordingly haying made the ncceflary Difpo- 
fition for that Purpofe, and ^U Things being 
ready for beginning the Attack, on the 5th in 
the Morning, part of the Foot, both of the 
Right and Left Wings of the Germmsy fup- 
ported by fojne Regiments of Horfe, marched 
out of their Retrenchments, and tho* they found 
the Infidels pofled in very g;ood Qrder in their 
Line, drove tl^em out of it in the firft Fury o.f , 
the Onfet ; but the ^urks foon recovered them- 
felves, and feme Diforder having happened in 
both Wings of the hnpsrralifis^ oh A<^count of 
R 4 PR9 
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one or two Regiments that refufed to foUaw 
their OiEcers, they improved this Advantage 
with much Bravery, and forced the Germans to 
give Ground, and even began to enter their fe- 
cond Retrenchment tliro* a Barrier; but the 
German Horfc, who were polled in the Rear to 
lupport, being advanced, the Foot recovered 
their Order, and obligM.the STis^r/tj to retire: 
By which Means the Imperial Army having 
more Room to extend itfcJf, the Infidels were 
every where put to the Rout, and forced at 
Length to abandon, not only the Retrench- 
ment of their Waggons, and their Head Quarr 
ters, but even their whole Camp with all their 
Artillery, Ammunition, Carriages, Tents, 6?r, 
of all which the Germans by two in the After- 
noon, had made themfelvcs entirely Matters. 
The Grand Vifier himfelf perceiving that hi^ 
Troops had began to betake themfclves to 
Flight, rode in among the hotteft Fire, where 
- receiving two Wounds, one in the Head, the 
other in the Belly, he died upon the Spot, and 
his Body being put into a Waggon, was carry*-d 
off to Belgrade^ and there buried. The Aga 
of the Janifaries and Mahomet Bafla were like- 
wife flain in the Aftion, with the greateft Part 
of the Janifaries, who being abandoned by the 
Spahi*s, that were the firft who gave Way, fuf- 
fered much more than they would have done if 
they had been fuppprted by them. The whole 
Lofs of the Turks in this Aftion, amounted ta 
about 22000 Men flain in the Field of Batde, 
whereas of the Imperialifts there were killed 
only 3695 common Soldiers, and 469 Officers. 
^ Tbt 
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The Array of the Infidels confifted of about 
150,000 Men, and that of the fmperialfjis of z- 
bout 80,000. Thefe laft took likewife a great 
Number of Buffalo's, Horfes, and Camels, ^ 
vaft Quantity of Provifions, near 170 Cannon 
and Mortars, 152 Colours, 5 Horfe Tails, and 
3 Pair of Kettle-drums. Count Brennery who, 
as is faid before, was taken in the Adtion on 
the Second, was found before the Grand Vifier's 
Tent, beheaded and in Chains, with fcvcral o- 
ther Perfons, who had met with the fame Fate. 
The routed Infidels made the beft of their way 
to the 5tfW, and having paflcd that River, re- 
tired toward Belgrade^ where they began to 
fally the routed remains of their Army. Prince 
Eugene fcought not fit to purfue . them above 
half a League, and becaufe of the Rouglinefsof 
the Ground, and that his Troops were very 
piuch fatigued, but to improve this Vitflory, he 
lent Count Palfi on the 9th of Jugufi^ with 
a Detachment of Horfe, and Prince Alexander 
of fFirtemberg with fome Battalions of Foot to 
mfs the Thetpy and inveft ^etnefrpaer^ a few 
Days after he broke up, in order to befiege that 
Place in Form, and, on the 26th arrived be- 
fore it, with all the Imperial Army. 

The five following Days were employed in 
laying Bridges over the many Moraffcs which 
lie about the Place, in affigning to the General 
Officers their refpeftive Commands, to the 
Trbops their fevcral Pods, in making Fafcinc^^' 
and in the other ncceflary Preparations for o- 
pening the Trenches. On the 30th fome of 
the Artillery for the Siege arrived from Peter- 

Hvaradin: 
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vcaradin. In the Night between the rft and 
td of September^ all Things being in a Readi- 
ncfs for opening the Trenches, 3000 Pioneers, 
yfn'irh eight Battalions, 1000 Horfe, were or- 
tiered for that Service, who accordingly broke 
Ground about 400 Paces from the Palanka^ by 
the Gate of Jraty and worked with fuch Dili- 
gence, that they had covered themfelves before 
Break of Day ; and tho* the Befieg*d firM hard 
all Night with Cannon and Muflcet, as wefl 
from the town as from the Palanka, yet the 
Imperialifts had only one Captain and nine 
Soldiers killed, and 60 wounded : Among the 
laft was Prince Bon Emanuel of Portugal^ who 
received a Contufion in his Right Leg by a 
Cannon Ball, which killed his Horfe under 
him. The following Night the Befiegers be- 
gan to raife two Batceries, which being finiflied 
on the 5th, feven Cannons were planted on each 
cf them^ and on the 6th, zv Day Break they 
began to fire. The Night following another 
Battery of Six Guns was finiflied. Mean while 
the Approaches were carry 'd on with great Ap- 
plication arid Succefs. From the 3d to the 7th 
the Befiegers had only 20 Men killed, and 5Z. 
wounded. On the 7 th the Befiegers had twelve 
Men killed, among whom was one Lieutenant. 
On tlie 8th they hadt 44 wounded, among them 
a Captain and a Lieutenant, and ten killed, 
among which laft, was one Lieutenant and the 
IVIajor of the Trenches, Colonel Count Hoken- 
$eld^ who was thot with a Gannon Ball. On 
«he 9th the Bombs of the Befiegers did fucl\ 
Execution, that mofl ot the Houfes on the 

Right , 
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Right and Left of the Palanka^ fronting the 
Attack, were fet on Fire, and burned from 
eight at Night *dll almoft Day Break the next 
Morning. About ten that Night the Befieged 
made a very great Fire from the Rampart of 
she Palanka^ :9i\i\iAi put the Befiegers in Alarm; 
and at the fame Time a Detachment of the Gaf- 
rifon fally'd out with Torches in their left 
Hands, and drawn Sabres in their Right, with 
a'Dcfign to attack the Works that were moft 
advanced j to favour which, their Artillery 
fired three Yollies \ but the Imperial Infantry 
playing them hard with Musket Shot, they 
retired into the Place without ftriking a 
Blow. On the loth two new Batteries were be-r 
gun in the advanced Lines towards the Pa^ 
lanka^ and the Approaches were carry'd Oft 
within Sixty Paces of the Ditch. That Day the 
Beiieged made feveral Sallies, but found the 
Befiegers in continualReadincfs to receive them, 
and were every Time repulfcd with Lofs. On 
• the iith before Day, they made a Sally with a 
ftrong Detachment of Horfe and Foot, by the 
Gate on the Left of the Approaches; and 
taking a Compafs, came behind thie Out^Guards 
and Horfe that were pofted to coyer the At- 
tack on that Side : Thefe Troops which con- 
fitted of Hungarian Militia, were at firft put 
into fome Diforder, and gave Ground, cfpeci- 
ally the Horfe ; but Schenbom^s Regiment of 
Dragoons, and other Troops, battening to their 
Afliftance, the Infidels were driven back into 
the Place. In this Aftion the Imperialifts loft 
50 Men, Oa the i6xh they began to throw 

Bombs 
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Bombs into the Town, and to fire from the 
heavy Cannon that were placed on the Batteries, 
in order to make a Breach in the Palanka^ on 
the Counterfcarp of which the Itkperialifis had 
lodged themfelves. On the 2gd a Body of In- 
fbdels, confifting of 2000 Spahi's, 500 Janifa- 
rie$» and 8000 TartarSy commanded by the 
Aga of the Janifaries, who had been lately 
made Serafquier of Belgrade^ advanced a^nd fell 
upon Count Palfis Quarters, thinking to force 
thro* the Camp : They returnM thrice to the 
Charge, and were as often repulsed, and forced 
to retire towards thtTemes with great Lofs by 
the Imperial Horfe, who were polled along tte 
line of Circumvallation, on whofe Side the 
Lofs was inc®nfiderable. The fame Day the 
BefiegM made a Sally, l?ut witl^out Succefs. On 
the 24tb, the Breach in the Palanka being 
fufiiciendy enlarged, feveral Miners were fixed, 
who made three Openings, in order to lay as 
many Bridges over the Ditch. On the 25th, 
the Befiegers made the neceffary Difpolitions 
for (torming the Palanka the next Day, but 
were prevented by the Befieged, who deftroyed 
their Galleries by Bombs, which they rolled 
from the Palanka over Boards upon them. On 
the 26th, they got ready a new Battery of 
- Cannons and Mortars, and began to re-eflab- 
iifli their Galleries ; which being repaired by the 
^8th, they made the other rcquifiteDifpofitipns 
for the Storm on the 29th, but were again pre- 
vented by another Wile of the *TurkSj who 
ftopping the Current df the River Bega^ which 
runs into the Pitch, fwcllcd the Water to that 

Degree, 
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Degree, that it fet the Galleries on float. TTh* 
obliged the Imperial Generals to make ah Open- 
ing in the Banks of that River about throe 
Leagues off from their Camp, tocaufe the Wa* 
ters to take another Courfe ; which having done> 
Prince Alexander of IVirtembcrg^ on the ift of 
OSiobery ftormed the Palanka with 17 Batta- 
lions, and after a moft dcfperatc Refiftancc, 
made himfelf Mafter of it, and potted his 
Troops behind the Coupure, and new Intrench- 
ments made by the Enemy. This Palanka wa* - 
defended by 7000 Turks^ many of whom fell 
in the Aftion. The Imperialijts had 4 General 
'Officers (among whom were Prince Alexander 
of fVirtembergy and his Brother Prince Frede- 
rick) wounded, together with 3 Colonels, 5 
Lieutenant Colonels, 5 Majors, 14 Captains, 
32 Lieutenants, loEnfigns, 14 Serjeant*, 65 
Corporals, and 13 17 private Men ; and one 
Lieutenant Colonel, 3 Majors, 9 Captains, 15 
Lieutenants, 2 Enfigns, p^Serjeams^ 25 Cor- 
porals, and 391 private Men killed \ amount- 
ing iii the whole to 1942 Men killed and 
wounded. Having thus taken the Palanka^. 
the Imperialijts began tQ make their Approaches 
again ft the Town •, and having raifed their Bat- 
teries, on the 6ch oi OSiober began to- bombard 
\t with 14 Mortars^ and to batter it on the nth 
with 43 Pieces of heavy Cannon •, infomuch 
that about Noon the next Day, the Garrifoa 
bung out a white Flag, and defired tp capicu- 
' late •, to which Prince Eugene having confented, 
' the Gbvernor {tniAchmet Aga, Commander of 
she Cattle,, and Ali Effendi^ as Hoftages to the 

Imperial 
J 
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Imperial Cam|5 ; on whofc part General tValWl 
and Count Pbilippi were feAt into the Town. 
The Capitulation was figned oh thfe I4ch, when 
the Imperialifts took Poffeflion of all the Out- 
works, and of feme of the Gates of the Town, 
as they did the next Day of the Caftle, and all 
the Othfer Pofts. The ^urks entirely evacUated 
the Place bn the i^th, to the Number of about 
i2oooMen in Arms, of whom between 2 and 
3000 were Spahi*s or Troopers: They were al- 
lowed to march out with Colours flying, Drums 
beating, and all other Matks of Honour ; but 
they did not think fit to do fo, for they* had 
packed up their Colours and ;Standards in the 
Waggons, and were Contented to carry a Horfe 
Tail, covered with black Crape before the 
Bafla. The Imperialijis found in the Place 10 
Mortars, 136 Pieces of Brafs and Iron Cannon^ 
5000 Barrels of Powder, with other Ammuni- 
tion. 

Thus fell this important Foftrefs iiito the 
Hands of the ImptrialiJtSf after the Infidels had 
been in Pofleflion of it 1 64 Years. It is zt 
Town of Hungary J upon the River of Temes^ 
from whence it has its Name 5 it lies five 
Leagues from Lippa^ towards the Borders of 
Tranjyhaniay and about ten from Belgrade. The 
Turks took it from the Tranjyhanians^ in issh 
and fortify'd it to that Degree, that they 
efteemed it impregnable. It is indeed th6 
ftrongefl: Place they had. Its Dependencies 
are the County of Temefwaery which is bound- 
ed on the North by Chaunad and Tranfylvanid,

^n the Weft by the -tihifcus^ on the South bj^ 
the Danube^ and on the Eaft by Moldavia. 

The Imperial Troops were fo much fatigued 
by the long Defence made by the Garrifon of 
Temefwaer^ that Prince Eugene thought fit to 
feparate, and fend his Army into Winter Quar- 
ters ; and leaving the Command of them to 
Count Merely arrived on the 9th of November 
at Vienna^ v^here he found the Joy of the Im- 
perial Court, for the good Succelfes of the Cam- 
paign againft the Infidels, turned into the deep- 
eft Affliftion, by the Death of the Emperor's 
only Child, the Archduke of Aujlria^ who 
died on the 4th of November y N. S. at' the Age 
of fix Months and twenty two Days. Mean 
while Count Merely with a ftrong Detachment 
of Imperialijisy diflodg'd the Turks from Vipa- 
lankay and fome other fmall Places along the 
Danube^ jind on the Frontiers of JValacbia^ 
whilft another Detachment of Imperial Troops 
from Tranfylvaniay march'd. with fo much Se- 
crecy and Expedition to Buchorejiy the Place of 
Refidence of Mauro CardatOy^ Hofpodar or 
Prince of Walacbiay that they furpriz'd him 
iind his Family, and brought them ofK 

The "Turks were fo little difcouraged at the ill 
Succcfs they had had in Hungary y that notwith- 
ftandirig the Deftruftion of their Army, near 
Peterwaradiny the taking of Te^tefwaery and 
their Difappointments ellewhere, they (hewed 
not the leaft Inclination to Peace 5 but on the 
contrary, the next Year 1717, the Grand Sig- 
nior having held a great Divan at Conjiantino^ 
pie J to have their Advice, whether he fliould 

make 
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hiake Pedce with the Chriftians, or cdndnue t\i^ 
War, all the Members unanimoufiy dcdarcd 
for War. 

On the 21 of May Prince Eugene afriv-ed at 
Futacbj the Place appointed for the general 
Rendezvous of the Imperial Army, and having 
made the neccfliry Difpofitions to enter upon 
Aftion, he broke up from thence on June 9, 
and the next Day advanced to Vilone^ ^ntTiV Ti- 
tuly where he immediately caufed his Cavalry 
to pafs the Tbeiffe ; they were followed by the 
Infantry the next Morning, and by the Baggage 
in the Afternoon, fo that his whole Army, codf- 
fifting of 73 Battalions and 37 Squadrons, en- 
camp*d that Night between Titul and Segetb^ on 
the other Side of the Tbeijj'e^ where they relied 
the 1 2 th. Prince Eugene decamped next Day, 
and with DifHcuIty enough paflfed a Branch of 
the Temes^ that comes out of the Lake of Tejnef- 
waer. The 14th he advanced near Banzova^ 
and the next Day to the Camp of Count Merci 
a little below that Place. This Camp con lifted 
of about the fame Number of Men as the Array 
commanded by Prince Eugene. Thefe two Ar- 
mies being joyned, 15000 Men were put o« 
Board a great Number of Barks, which Count 
Merci had affcmblcd for that Purpofe, and 
palTed the Danube without any Oppolitibn. 
Count Merci was the firft Man who landed on 
the o^her Side ; and as foon as his Forces were 
on Shore, the Barks were fent back to bring 
over 15000 Men more, under the Coqpiand 
of General Heijiery who landed lik-ewife with-^ 
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[ out Oppofition. When the firft Tranfport was 
about the Middle of the River, a Signal was 
made by firing a Cannon, upon which all the 
Drums in the Army began to beat 5 and the 
Turksy who, to the Number of 50000 Men 
were polled on the other Side of the Danube^ 
feeing no Preparations made for laying a Bridge, 
thought themfelves very fecurc, not imagining 
that the Imperialifts would venture to pafs fuch 
a River in Boats ; but when they faw the 
Troops landed, they ran away in the utmoft 
Confternation, fome towards Belgrade^ and o- 
thers towards the Mountains. Prince Efigene 
^ve Orders immediately to prepare a Bridge 
of Boats, which being perfefted on the i6th 
in the Morning, the Cavalry and Artillery 
marched over ; and having joinM the Troops 
that paffcd the Danube the Day before, the 

' whole Army was formed a new upon the 
Heights of Vifinza^ about a League and a half 
below Belgra de ; which lafl: Place was inveftcd 
the iStKToy all the Carabineers, Horfe, Gre- 
nadiers, and 8 Regiments of Huflars, under 
the Command of General Pnlji. We come 
next to give our Readers a Relation of the 
Siege of that important Place. 

Prince Eugene never opened any Trenches 
before it -, but forefeeing well that the furks 
would venture a Battle to relieve it, apply*d 
himfelf chiefly to fortify his Camp in fuch a 
Manner, as might put him in a Condition*'to 
cope with .an Army much fupcrior in Nuni&tjr 
to his own. Accordingly, an the 26th df* 
7«»tf, he began to caft up Lines of Circum- 
18 S . vallatioa 
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vallation and Contravallation, and to fofti%i < 
his Camp with Intrenchments, Redoubts^ and 
other Works, that it lookcdrather like a For- 
trcfs, than an Incampment of Troops that 
were laying Siege to a Town. The Lines at 
the Front of his Caqip, which looked towards 
Semendria^ was i6 Feet wide and 8 deep ; and 
being defended by all the Field-pieces of his 
Army, planted at regular Diftances, was an 
Ornament as well as Security to his Camp. Thus 
he lay behind his Intrenchments, receiving 
every Day freflh Advices of the March of the 
Grand Viiier with an Army of near 200000 
Men, that were advancing tp attack him ; 
whereas his whole Army confided but of 74 \ 
Battalions of Foot, 203 Squadrons of Horfc v 
and Dragoons, and 25ofHuflars: Befides, in 
the befieg*d Town there were 15000 Janifaries, 
and about half that Number of Spahi*^ and 
Tartars. At length, on the 28th of July ^ fome 
Hundreds of furkijh Horfe appear*d within 
Sight of his Army, to take a View of his 
Camp -, thus for feveral Days together, did the 
Enemy view his Intrenchments, and the Prince 
daily expefted to be attacked ; but the Grand 
Vifier thought better of it, and refolved to be- 
fiege the Germans in Form, as they had be- 
fieg'd the^ Town : Accordingly he opened 
Trenches, raifed Batteries and cannonaded 
tiiem with great Fury. Some Days paflfcd in 
this Manner, ^till the Turks had advanced^ 
tJbeir Approaches very r>ear the Intrenchments 
of* the Germans^ infomuch that ^r'mct Et^enB 
finding his Gamp grow too hot for him, re- 
folved 
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folvcd tb attack the Enemy. Accordingly on 
the 15th of jiugufit at three in the Afternoon, 
all the General Officers of his Army werefum- 
mon*d to his Quarters, not to give their Ad- 
vice in this Exigency, as they expefted, but 
j to receive Orders for the Difpofition and March 
of theijf Troops, td attack the Enemy that very 
Night, or by Break of Day the next Morning. 
A Copy of thefe Orders was delivered tb each 
General Officer in Writing, and in Purfuance 
of them the Troops were difpofed in the fol- 
lowing Manner. One half of the Cavalry, 
commanded by Field- Marfhal Palfij and thd 
General of the Horfe Count Merely made two 
Lines on the Right, and marched out before 
Midnight : The other half of the Cavalry, 
comrtiand^d by the Generals Marti^ni and 
Montecuculi marched out at the Yarhe Time. 
The Foot commanded in the Centre by Prince 
Alexander^ on the Right by Count Meximilian 
of Staremberg^ and on the Left by General 
Haracby began to move oqt foon after Mid- 
nighty thefirft Line confifting of 30 Battalions, 
the fecdnd of 2 2. A ftrong Body of Merf was 
left in the Camp to obferve the Garrifon. It 
was intended that both Wings fhould attack at 
the fame Time, before the Turks had any No- 
tice of their Dcfign r But while the Princes 
himfelf • was forming on the Left, he heard 
great Firing on his Right, and found that Ge- 
neral P^^had already begun the Attack ; up- 
on which he was forced to attack like wife, it 
being then between 4 and 5 o'Clock in the 
Morning of the i6thi The Janifaries defend- 
S 2 'ed 
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cd themfclves with great Bravery, and repulfed 
the Imperialijis in their firft Attack ; but they 
returning a fecond Time, beat the ^urks from 
their firft Intrenchmcnt, and after having 
formed again, advanced regularly to the fe- 
cond without firing a Musket, till they came 
within ten Paces of the Enemy, who did not 
defend their fecond Intrenchment fo well as 
their firft, . fo that the Imperialifts made themr 
fclves Matters of it in lefs Time, and in fhorr, 
beat them from all their Intrenchments one 
after another, as well as from feveral Coupures, 
with which the Turks had fortifyM their Camp, 
tho* they gained them only one by one, the In- 
fidels making fome Refiftance at each of them, 
fo that the Imperialijis advanced Step by Step 
againft the Enemy, who made every where a 
terrible Fire. At length, after a Difpute of 
about Six Hours, Vidory began to declare for 
the Germansy who then puflied the Enemy on 
all Sides. The laft ftand they made was at 
their great Battery, bqt after fome Refiftance 
there, they were all put to the Rout, leaving 
behind them their Camp, Baggage, Ammuni- 
tion, and Artillery. Though this Aftion laft- 
ed'^^very long, the Lofs on the German Side 
was not great in Proportion to the Length of 
the Fight, which is attributed to a Fog that 
was fo chick, and lafted till between Six and 
Seven in the Morning, that no Body could fee 
ten Yards off, for which Reafon the Garrifon 
made no Sally during the Fight. In the Turkijb 
Camp were found i^i Pieces of Brafs Cannon, 
37 Mortars, with a great Number of Bullets, 
3 Bombs, 
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I Bombs, (jrenadoes, and a good Quantity of 
Powder. The Imperialifts took likewife 52 
Colours, and 9 Horfe Tails, with other Mili- 
tary Trophies ; and their Lofs in the Battle, 
r according to a Lift printed at Vienna^ was as 
follows. Killed the Generals Hauben^ Dalbbergy 
and LobcbwitZy three Lieutenant Colonels, one 
Major, 22 CapKiins, 21 Lieutenants, 15 En-- 
figns and Cornets, one Adjutant, 13 Serjeants, 
14 Drummers ^nd Trumpeters, 21 Subaltern 
Officers, 45 Corporals, and 1887 private Sol- 
diers ; in all 2046. Wounded, 2 Generals, 
viz. Coutr^mrt and Rothenhatny i Colonel, 3 
Lieutenant-Colonels, 6 Majors, 34 Captains, 
r 32 Enfigns and Coronets, 20 Serjeants, 6 Drurfi- 
; jncrs and Trumpeters, 117 Subaltern Officers, 
\ 71 Corporals, and 1358 private Soldiers 5 in 
all 1650. The Lofs of the Turks on the Field 
of Battle was 15000 Men. 

This Battle haying been fought on the i6ch, 
the next Day about Noon the Gai:rifon Hung 
out a white Flag, and defired to capitulate j 
but as they infifted upon fome Demands, efpe- 
cially upon keeping their naval Armament, 
thfe Imperialifts began to fire again upon the 
Town. However, the next Day in the Morn- 
ing, there was a Parley ^between them and the 
Turkiffj Deputies, and thefe laft were told very 
plainly what Terms they were to expeft, and - 
had an Hour given them to confider of them 5 
after which the Capitulation was figned, in pur- 
fuanceof which, three Battalions of JmperialiSs 
took Pofldffion of a Gate on the 19th, and 20 
Companies of Grenadiers, and' 12 I^ttalions 

S 3 were 
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were polled in the Outworks, The next Day 
the Garrifon delivered up thePrifoners andDe- 
ferters, and on the 22 d marched out of the 
Town, and the Imperialifts took Poffcffion 
of it. 

The fpecdy Surrender of this Place was the 
EfFeft of the Defeat of the great Army which 
came to relieve it, not of any Extremity the 
Garrifon was reduced to ; for it confifted ftillof 
20000 Men fit for Service, and had fufficient 
Magazines of Ammunition and Provifions to 
laft them fome Months longer ; but they ra- 
ther chofe to fave their Lives and the beft of 
their EfFefts, by yielding in good Time, than 
to* hazard the Lois of all by an obftinate De- 
fence after they could no longer hope for 
Succour ; part of the Garrifon being Inhabit 
tants .of the Place. Thus Prince Eugene ac- 
quired for the Emperor one of the ftrongeft 
Fortrefles in Europe^ in fuch a Condition that 
h was already provided againft the Siege. The 
Jmperialifts found in the Town 115 Brafs GunsI 
and 40 Mortars, and in the Ifland, and on 
Board the Shipping, yj Brafs and iii Iron 
Guns. 

After the glorious Vidory obtained by Prince 
Eugene over the ^urks^ and the Surrender of 
Belgrade-, which was the Confequencc of it, 
the Campaign of Hungary drew to a Clofe, 
and nothing could be reafonably expefted 
from thence, but' to hear the ufual Account 
of the vanquifh'd Party's abandoning the 
Country, ^nd of the Victor's tending his Con- 
queffs, and bringing all Things to a happy 

Con- 
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Conclufion : But Fortune who feemed to have 
fecur^d to the Germans all the Laurels they 
could have wiftied, fhewed them a flippery 
Turn ; for towards the End of this Campaign, 
they met with feveral unlucky Rubs, when 
they expefted nothing lefs. 

The routed Turks fo entirely evacuated th? 
Country, that it might be evpn faid they dif- 
appcared; for a great Part of the Foot were 
cut off in the Aftion, and the Horfe being too 
fleet for the Germans ^ paffed the Morava with- 
out being overtaken by their Purfuers : But the 
Defeat of the Infidels giving the Germans the 
Opportunity of enlarging their Conquefts, Dc- 
tachnfients were immediately fent to ext«nd 
themfelves over the Country, and tlie TCurk^ 
fled in moft Places before them, Meadia^ yir 
palankaj and Qrfova^ on the other Side of the 
Danube^ were abandoned, and the Infidels re- 
tired towards Moldavia and the River Pmtb^ 
Sabazaj on the River Save^ was likewife aban- 
don*d, and 15000 Horfe, who had been ia 
the Battle, having been fent over that River to 
plunder the Country, retired that way, taking 
the Garrifon of that Place along with them, 
and made ofi^ towards Bofnia, Semendriay oa 
the J^anuhej a Town far enougli out of Reach, 
they alfo quitted ; and in a Word, all they 
were poffefled of to the Banks of thp River 
Morava. 

And now the Imperial Army havipg no Ene- 
my left to oppofe them, had little clfe to do, 
than to repair the Fortifications of Belgrade^ 
level their Works, and then march into Wiri- 
S4 ter 
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tcr Quarters ; but they were fo coop'd up ia 
the Camp in which they lay-, the Nymber and 
Stench of the dead Bodies grew fo unfupporta- 
ble, apd the great Rains that fell, fo much in- 
commoded them, that the Army grew very 
fickly, and both Men and Horfe died apace, 
upon which the General thought fit to remove 
the Camp; and pafling the Save^ march'd and 
cncamp'd near Semlin^ on the Banks of the 
Danube. They had not long lain here, *ere 
fuch violent Rains fell for feveral Days toge- 
ther without ceafmg, and fwell*d the Rivers to 
fuch a Height, that both their Bridges on the 
Save were broken, and the Boat^ carried into 
the Dariube by the Force of the Stream, which 
is always very violent on fuch Occafions, the 
Save being naturally a very rapid River. Their 
Bridge alfo upon the Danube was broken, and 
it was not without great Difficulty that the very 
Boats were faved, they being fo hurry'd toge- 
ther, and da(hed againft one another by the 
Impetuofity of the Water. This Accident 
made the General determine to fend the Troops 
into Winter Quarters, and accordingly 0<S. 22, 
N. S. the Camp broke up. 

Meanwhile Prince Eugene thinking it much 
for the Emperor's Intereft to have a good Body 
of Troops quartered on the Frontiers, refolved 
to extend his Conquefts into Sofnia^ a rich ^nd 
fertile Country lying towards Dalmatian and 
the Shores of th« Adriatick Gulph : To this 
End he fent a Detachment of 1600 Horfe that 
Way, not doubting but that the great Confter- 

nation 
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nation the ^urks were in, had fpread itfclf even 
thither, and that they would abandon all on 
the firft Appearance of his viftorious Troops ; 
but he found himfelf difappointed in his Hopes ; 
for the In^delsaffembling about Zwornicky ap- 
peared in great Bodies, and feemed refolvcd to 
ftand upon their Defence, The Imperial Com- 
manders feeing this, fent to Prince Eugene for 
more Troops, who accordingly fencihem 3000 
Foot, with 12 Pieces of Cannon and 4 Mortars. 
This Reinforcement .encouraged them to fit 
down before Zwornick ; and having raifed a Bat- 
tery againft the Palanka or Suburbs, they made 
a fnrraH Breach, and ftorming it, took it Sword 
in Hand -, the Turks after a very defperate Re- 
fiftance, retiring into the Caftle, which is a 
Place of great Strength. The Germans how- 
ever being determined to pufli on their good 
Fortune, refolved on the Siege, and fent to 
Prince Eugene for ftill more Troops, who com- 
plied with their Requefts, and fent 5000 Men 
more, fo that they were now near looooftrong. 
the mean Time the Baffa of Bofnia^ a bold 
fighting Man, being reinforced by the 15000 
Horfe mentioned above, who came from Sa- 
hatZy had made a great Ravage of that Side of 
Croatia^ which at that Time was unprovided 
of Forces. For when the Turks entered the 
Country, the Generals Heifter and Da.cklebergy 
two Officers of known Courage and Experience, 
who commanded there, had with them not 
above 2000 regular Troc^s ; but the People of 
the Country running to Arms on the Approach 

of 
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of the Enemy, they made up about 7000 Men, 
and expeftcd in a few Days to be joined by as 
many more. The ^urks^ who were aware of 
this, refolved to be beforehand with them, 
and coming furioufly upon them, put them to 
the Neceflicy of venturing a Battle, in which, 
though they behaved with great Bravery, yet 
being overpowered with Numbers and fur- 
rounded, they were entirely defeated ; near 
3000 being killed on the Spot, and as many 
token Prifoners : The two Generals themfelves 
efcaplng with great Difficulty, and with but 
very few of their Men. This terrible Blow 
gave the ^urks the Opportunity to fpread over 
the whole Country, to burn and lay it wafte : 
And what was yet worfe, to carry many of the 
poor Inhabitants away into Slavery. 

Flulhed with thisSuccefs, the fame BalTa re^ 
folved to attempt the Relief of Zwornick ; and 
inarching thither in great Diligence, he arrived 
there on the 8th oiOSlober^ and attacked the 
Befiegers in their Camp with fuch Fury, that 
after a defperate Defence, they were alfo en- 
tirely defeated, and obliged to raife the Siege, 
leaving the Enemy Matters of their Camp, and 
all their Artillery and Baggage 5 and about 
2000. Men were killed upon the Spot, and 
thus ended the Campaign in Hungary. 

Soon after the taking of Belgrade^ Prince 
Eugene of Savoy y upon fome Encouragement 
given him by the Bajham Muftapbay the late 
Governor of Belgrade^ writ a Letter tp the 
Grand Vifier, containing the Emperor's Refd- 

lutions 
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lutions in Relation to a Negociation of Peace i 
to which the Vifier fent'this Anfwer. 

After moft fincere Salutations, we notify to 
you, that we received the Letter which you 
wrote to us, containing, among other Things^ 
that for eftablifliing a Peace between the two 
Empires^ you believe it to be neceffary firft to 
lay folid Foundations, upon which a Peace may 
be afterwards built, agreeably to the Tenor of 
the Letter of Muftapba Bafhaw^ late Governor 
of Belgrade^ who mentioned that it was necef- 
fary to agree before-hand upon Limits. But if, 
as he went out of the Place, or at his Arrival 
at 'Nijfa^ he talked in general Terms to fome 
of your Generals, upon fome Head relating to 
Peace, we gave him no Commiflion or full 
Power for it. And alfo, if, in the Letter 
which he fent you by fome of his People, whom 
he fent to Belgrade upon particular Affairs, he 
declared or promlfed you any Thing concern- 
ing our Inclination to Peace, we believe not 
that you ought to lay any Strefs upon fuch vain 
Promifes, or even to hearken to them. And 
as you difavowed in the iLetter, which you 
wrote to us while we were ft ill at Nifja^ the 
Anfwer of fome of your Generals to the faid 
A&ftapba Bajhaw^ upon the Subjeft of reftoring 
Peace, as having been made without your Con- 
fent \ fo alfo it ought not to be doubted, that 
if the faid Muftapba in -his Letter advanced any 
Thing concerning Preliminaries of the Peace, 
he did it without any Authority from us. 

We doubt not that being fo underftanding 
as you are, you will agree, that a Peace made 
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by the Concxirrencc of both Parties, will pro- 
cure many Advantages ; among the reft, the 
Rcpofe, and Tranquillity of the Subjefts of the 
two Empiresy and that in banilhing all Hoftili- 
ties. Concord will be the true Fruit of it. In 
your Letter you obferve, that the Congrefs for 
treating of Peace ought not to be held at Pajfa- 
rowitZy but in fome other Place tliat Ihall be 
agreed on. To which Purpofe the Sublime 
Porte has already named for its Plenipotentia- 
ries, Ibrahim Effendiy Secretary and faithful 
Counfellor, and Treafurcr of the fecond Order, 
and Mahomet Effendi^ Treafurer of the third 
Order ; and for Mediator, the Ambaffador of 
Great' Britain. When all thefe Miniftcrs are 
arrived at Baravoicky we fhall fct out with our 
glorious Army to go to Adrianople upon Affairs 
of the Empire which call us thither, as alfo to 
labour there in the Preparations for the War, 
and bow ourfelves humbly before our moft 
powerful, auguft, and invincible Emperor, 
and Lord, to whom may the Empire by divine 
Protedion remain for ever. We have not fail- 
ed to communicant^ ta our moft auguft Empe- 
ror, what you have mentioned concerning the 
true Inclination, which your moft Serene Em- 
peror and Lord ftjcws to Peace, for putting an . 
End to fo many Misfortunes, arid for reftoring 
the publick Tranquillity. His Highnefs, ac- 
cording to his Imperial Clemency, touched 
with Compaffion towards the Subjeds of both 
Empiresy has granted his Imperial Powers, to 
re cftablifh a new Peace. To which Effeft he 
has written to all the faid Plenipotentiaries and 

Mediators, 
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Mediators, to go dircftly to Ntjjaj and to re- 
main there. 

And as \n the laft Treaty of Peace concluded 
at CarlowUz^ the Embaflador of Holland was 
equally received as Mediator with that of Greai 
Britain ; it is now found ufeful and neceffary 
that the Embaflador of Holland employ all his 
good Offices in Quality 6f Mediator. When 
all thefe Minifters are come together, they will 
invite the Plenipotentiaries whom his Imperial 
Majefty ftiall name, to come thither alfo. 

And fome Place in Walacbia between Bucbo^ 
deft and Hermanftadt^ or about Fretiflaw, or 
towards Msravia^ being more convenient to 
us than any other, you may chufe one of the 
three, which appears mpft commodious for 
you 5 to the End that the Plenipotentiaries n^ajr 
take ia Hand this great Work, and treat ac-. 
' cording to the Inftruclions and Powers that arc 
given them. . . ; 

This is what I have to write to you in this {,., 
Letter which will be delivered to you by your '\ 
Man, not doubting but when you have receiv- , 
cd it, and are fully informed of the prcfent Si- i * 
tuation of Affairs, you will labour with Since- 
rity and Ardour for reftoring the publick Tran'-* 
quillity, and will take juft Meafures for pro- ' 
curing a Peace founded upon reafonable Condi- 
tions. 

On my Side, •till fuch Time as our Armies 
come out of their Winter Quarcers, I fhall em- 
ploy all my Cdre that no more Prifoners be 
made ; and by my Words and Adions will en- 
deavour to remove all Obftacles that ,may arife 

to 
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to interrupt the Succefs of our future Amity, 
You ought alfo in Imitation of your Predecef- 
fors, to employ yourfelf with the fame Dili- 
gence, towards the accomplifhing fo great a 
Work, in order to acquire thereby an immor- 
tal Glory. We muft then after fo many Preli- 
minaries, employ all our Strength towards 
bringing to Perfeftion this great Work, and to 
the reftoring our antient Friendfhip -, and fo to 
order Things, that War may not throw out 
new Flames, which may in the End occafion 
an entire Ruin of the Subjcfts ; and that finally, 
the reciprocal Inclination of both Parties for 
the Re-eftabli(hment of Peace and Tranquillity, 
may be the folid Foundation of the Treaty. 
Let the Plenipotentiaries of both Parties then 
aflemble, and treat of what concerns our mu- 
tual Advantage, to the End (hat it may be 
known that Rcpofe is eftablifhed in both Em- 
fires. 

When you have fully confidered this our 
Letter, we affure ourfelves, that you will em- 
ploy your Care in caufing one of the Places we 
have mentioned to be chofen, and in fending 
thither without Delay, the Plenipotentiaries 
named by the Emperor, to labour in the Ac- 
complifhment of this great Work : We defire 
they may be furnifh'd with the neceflary full 
Powers, and we hope his Imperial Majefty will 
give thereupon convenient Orders, fc?r. 

In Anfwer to this Letter, Prince Eugene writ 
another to the Grand Vifier, declaring in ex- 
prefs Terms in the Emperor's Name, that his 
Imperial Majefty would not confent 'to the 

Opening 



Opening of a Congrefs on any other Terms, 
than that the Turks fhall not difpute the Con- 
quefts made by the Imperial Arms ; that the 
Subjeft of the Negotiation fliould be only the ^ 
fettling of the Limits of both ErHpiresy and 
that there fhould ,be no Ceffation of Arms 
daring the Time of Treaty. Upon this the 
Turks began ferioufly to defire Peace, and the 
new Grand Vifier, though the beft Soldier who 
had filled that Poft for many Years, and a Man 
who had made himfelf terrible to the Hungs- . 
rians and Croatians^ by feveral ASions that 
had been fatal to them, yet was withal a Man 
of fuch Prudence as not to be ralhly forward 
to War, and being willing befides to keep the 
n^w Honour he had gained, which in Cafe of 
a Defeat he was fure to lofe, and perhaps his 
Life, began to infpire the Sultan with peace- 
ful Thoughts, by difcountenancing Prince Ra- 
gotzi^ whofe Influence over the Grand Signior 
had chiefly inclined that Prince to continue the 
War. In Profecution of this pacifick Temper 
of the Grand ViQer, a Divan was held at AdrW 
anopky where it was carried by a great Majo- 
rity of Votes, to enter into a Negociation of 
Peace. Accordingly about the Beginning of 
April an Exprefs arrived at Vienna with Advice^ 
that the Porte had agreed to thq above De- 
mands of the Emperor, except only that they 
made prefling Inftances to the Imperial Court 
to obtain a Ceflation of Arms : But that Court 
having Reafon to fuppofe that the chief View 
of the Turks was to gain Time, 'till they fhould 
be able to difcovcr what Turn the Etttperor's 

3 Quarrel -| 
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Quarrel with Spain was like to take, at firft 
abfolutcly perfifted in their former Refolution, 
not to fufpend the Progrefs of their vidorious 
Arms, and would confcnt only that a fmall 
Extent of Land of about two Leagues round 
the Place of Congrcfs, fhould be exempt from 
Hoftilities on both Sides ; but at the fame Time 
promifed that the. Imperial Army fliould not 
enter upon Aftion before the 15th of Jum, 
In Purfuance of thefe Refolucions, fuch Steps 
were taken to pufh forward a Treaty, that a- 
bout the Middle oi May^ the Plenipotentiaries 
on all Sides repaired to thfc Place of Congrefs, 
which was agreed to be held in the open Fields, 
under Tents, near PaJfarcwiiZy on the Banks 
of the River Morava. The Turkijh Plenipo- 
tentiaries were Ibrahim Effendi^ Mahomet Ef- 
fendi^ and Mauro CordatOy the Hofpodar, or 
Prince of fFalachia. Thofe on that Part of his 
Imperial Majefty were. Count Virmond and 
M. Dahlmanj and Signior Ruzzina on the Part 
of the Republick of Venice. The Minifters 
Mediators were Sir Robert Sutton and Mr. Sta- 
nyan^ on the Part of the King of Great Bri- 
iain^ and Count Colly er on Behalf of the States 
General. This Treaty between the Emperor 
of Germany y and the Grand Signior confifts of 
twenty Articles, in Subftance as follows. 

I. The firft Article regulates the Frontiers 
of Moldavia^ JValachia^ and ^Tranfyhania^ and 
fecures to his Imperial Majefty the Poffcflion of 
Temefwaer^ and all the Country on this Side 
the River Aluta^ according to the fundamental 

Condition 
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GonditiQn of the Peace, namely. That each 
Party fhall keep what they poflefs •, fo that all 
the Territories on the Eaft of that River Ihall 
remain to the Ottoman Porte, and thofe towards 
the Weft (hall belong to the Emperor. And 
the faid River Aluta ihall make the Separation 
of the two Empires^ from the Place where it 
comes out of Tranfylvania to its Entrance into 
the Danube ; and from thence according to the 
Courfe of the Danube towards Orfova^ to the 
Place where the River Timock falls into the 
Danube. 

II. From the Place where the River Titnock 
difcharges itfelf into the Danube^ tht Frontiers 
of the two Empires are fo fettled, that I/per lek-- 
bania with its Diftrift, fhallDelong to the "Turks^ 
and Rejfovo to the Emperor ; and from thence 
between the Mountains towards Parakin, which 
Place is yielded to the Emperor^ and Rafna to yf 
the Porte ; and palling the leffer Morava^ be- 
tween Sbahak and Bilana, and forwards by Land 
to Bedka^ and from thence towards the Terri- 
tory of Zokolenfe^ going to Belini^ as far as the 
Dmna: So that Belgrade^ Parakin^ IJioldt\ 
Scbacb Bedkay and Belina^ with their antienc 
Dependencies, are yielded to the Emperor ; 
and Zokol and Rofna^ with their antient De- 
pendencies, fhall remain to the Ottoman Porte ; 
And the Subjeftsof both Empires fhall mutually 
enjoy the Liberty of a free Navigation of th{: 
Timoek.

X. All Excurfions, Hoftilitics, and Vcx:a* 
tions ar« prohibited on both Sides, and the Of- 
fenders are to be punilhed with Severity. 

XI. The Chriftians of the Roman Catholick 
Religion fhall enjoy the fame Liberties in the 
Oitoman Empircy which were granted by for- 
mtv OttomatL Emperors ; and according to the 
Capitulation^ and Conventions made for that 
Purpofe, it fhall be free for the Ambaflador of 
his Imperial M^efty at the Ottoman Porte to 
acquit himfelfofthe Commiflions he fhall be 
charged with, relating to Religion and Pi]gri« 
mages in the Holy City of Jirujalmi and other 
Places. 

XII. The Prifoijcrs on both Sides taken in 
this or the precedmg War, fhall be fet at Li- 
berty within 6i Days after the figning of this 
Treaty. The fTeywode Nicholas Scar laiti^ hia 
Children and Domefticks, fhall be exchanged 
in 3 1 Days, againft the Barons Stein and Pe* 
trafcby with their Attendants. And all thofe 
who are in Slavery may be redeemed for the ^ 
fame Price Which the Owners gave for them. j 

XIII. The Merchants on both Sides may ex* 7 
ercife their Traffick in all Places according to d 
former Capitulations, and according to what 
fhall be regulated by CommifTaries named on '•

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both Sides for that Purpofe. The fame Adv^n* 
tagcs (hall be granted to the Subjedb of his Im- 
perial Majefty which the other Chriftians enjoy: 
And for this End the neceflary Orders (hall be 
given to thofc of Algiers^ Tunis^ Tripoli^ &c. 

XIV. It fhall not be permitted to either of 
the Parties to harbour Rebels, Robbers, or fuch 
who live upon Booty, but they fhall be given 
up, or punilhcd according to their Deferts. 

XV. In Order to eftablilh Tranquillity in 
the Frontiers, Ragotzi, Berezeniy Anthony 
EJierhafty Forgatz^ Adam Vay^ Michael Orfcby^ 
and other Hungarians^ who, during this War, 
retired to the Ottoman Empire^ fhall be obligM 
to retire from thence, and their Wives (hall be 
permitted to follow them to fuch Places as Ihall 
be appointed. 

XVL Upon the Propofal made by the Ple- 
nipotentiaries of his Imperial Majefty, to in- 
clude the King and Republick of Pol/indin this 
^Treaty, it wasanfwered. That there were fome 
)ifferences between the King and Republick of 
"^oiand^ about the perpetual Peace with the 0/- 
^tcman Empire -j but if the Poles had any Thing 
to propel e with Refpeft to Choczim^ or other 
Affairs, they may notify it by Envoys, or Let- 
ters, to the Ottoman Porte, where every Thing 
fhall be terminated according to Juftice and 
Equity-

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Xyil And XVIII. And to the End this 
Truce may be the better eftablilhed, and a good 
Underftanding rcftored between the two Em- 
perors, Ambafladors fluU be fent by both Par- 
tips, which fhall be according to the ufual Cur 
ftoms; (Esfr. And all the Minifters fent from 
one or the other, fhall be provided with Paff- 
ports and other neceflary Securities. 

XI3j:. The prefent Treaty (hall be ratify'4 
by the two Emperors, and exchanged upon the 
Frontiers in the Space of 30 Days or foonen 

XX. This Truce fhall laft 24 Years ; and 
after that Tern> js expired, it fhall be free for 
both Parties to prolong the fame. And for the 
Confirmation of this Peace, the Cham of the 
Crim Tartars fhall be exprefly forbid to attempt 
any Thing contrary to the Articles of tnc 
prefent Treaty, under the mofl rigorous Pe- 
nalties. 

This Treaty was faithfully executed on both 
Sides, In all its material Articles*, and immedi- 
ately after the Ratifications of it were exchanged^l 
the Turkijh Baftiaws and Governors of the Fron- 
tier Towns publifhed circular Letters, import-^ 
ing, that the Peace being reftored. Merchants 
were not only allowed to tr^de with all Manner 
of Freedom in the Dominion of the Grand Sig- 
nior, but that they fhould receive all Manner 
of Pxoceftion and Encouragement : Tlie Go-h 
vernors of the Imperial Territories alfo publifh- 
T 3 lifhed 
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lifhed the like Declaration, and the Trade 
foon began to revive at Belgrade. 

After the fettling of this Peace, his High- 
nefs Prince Eugene had a long Sufpenfion froni 
thofe Glories which conftantly attended his 
▼iftorious Sword in War, for in that wh^ch en-- 
fued between his Imperial Majefty and the King 
of Spain^ Cbunt Merci had the Cominand of 
the Army in lialy^ and Prince Eugene had no 
^hare in it, any farther than in Council, and 
At the Conclufion of it, being appointed the 
. Emperor^s firft Plenipotentiary in the Treaty of 
Vienna^ in the Year 1725. 

We fliall now find him entering into a new 
Scene of Adion in the pxefcnt War, between 
fhe Emperor (lis Mafter, and the Kings of 
jp^ancej Spain, and Sardinia. To give our 
Readers a particular Account of which, we 
ftall begin with a Writing publilhed in Qpp^er 
1733* called : 

Motives inducing theprefent Refolutiqns, ifjhis 
rnqft Cbriftiau Majefty^ 

I H E King has given, fincc his Acccffion 
to the Crown, fo many Ihinihg Proofs 
his Moderation and Love for his Country, 
an Imputation niay even lie againft him 
for having urged it to an Exccfs. But not- 
withftanding he has conftantly preferred the 
Quiet and Welfare of his Peqple to any Ambi- 
tion to extend the iiimics of his Empire, Mo-

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And Europe might have ftill enjoyed a pn^ound 
Peace, if the Enemies of France had not 
forced his Majefty to take up Arms in Defence 
of the Dignity of his Crown, the Glory of 
the French Nation, and the Honour and Li- 
berty of Poland. 

Since the Throne of Pvland has been vacant^ 
the King has paid a tender Regard to the Po^ 
ft/h Liberties, he has exaded nothing from a 
People free and Arbiters of their own Fate. 
The Republick herfelf implor'd his Succour, 
ifae doubfed her Importunity as her Dangers 
increafed, and as fhe faw herfelf environed with 
hoftile Armies : fhe implor'd an Afylum in the 
Juftice and Power of his Majefty, an Afylum 
always open to Powers threatened with Oppref- 
fion. The King, after the Example of his An- 
peftors, has a(]^r'd Poland of his Prote^ion. 
fie declared it to the refpeftive Powers^ in 
Terms the moft inofFenfive, and with a Mode-< 
ration fuiting the Dignity of great Pj inces j * 
nay, he acquainted the Court of j^r^^xr^, upon 
(he earlieft Occalion, with the fole Expedient 
chat could poffibly prevent DIforders in Europe^ 
and all the Steps he has fincc taken » are fo 
inany illuftrioui Monumenu of his Care for 
the Prefervation of the publick Tranquillity. ^- 
. But a Condu^ fo prudent has not hinder*cff 
the Court of Vienna from thundering again fl a 
Prince born in the Bofotn of Poland^ and allied 
to his Majefty by the neareff Ties, That Court 
encouraged by fome former Meafures tending 
to the Advancement of its private Views, haa* 
T 4 . fur^ri2^y 1 
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furprized all Mankind, in anfwcring bis Ma- 
jcfty's Declaration with Terms the fnoft galling, 
and fuch as ought to be unknown to Prmces 
whofc Sceptres render them equal. The King 
has not exceeded the Limits that Wifdom and 
Decency prefcribe him ; he has not appeared 
eager to take the Revenge that a Pcrfonal In- 
fult upon his Honour required ; and if his Pre- 
parations feem*d to declare a Refentment, he 
fufpended the EfFedts of it as long as it was 
poflible, without wounding the Dignity of his 
Crown, and the Honour of his Blood. 

Is it to be doubted, whether the Pcrfonal 
Intereft of the Emperor has not determined his 
Condudt, and influenced the Engagements he 
enter'd into, to-difpofe of a Crown diftinft 
from the Empire, even before it was become 
vacant ? He then pretended equally to exclude 
$tani/laus, becaufe of his Ties to France ; and 
the Eleftor of Saxony, becaufe he feemed at 
that Time to have Interefts oppofite to thofe of 
the Houfe of Auftria. The Death of King 
Augufius gave Field for new Projefts; the 
^Eledor haften*d into the Views of the Em- 
3eror, and from that Moment ceasM to defcrve 
[he Exclufion which that Prince and tht Czarina 
i^d given him. This Exclufion has been taken 
fpff, a new Treaty has been concluded to raife 
the Elcdtor of Saxany to the Throne of Polaniy 
and feveral Armies hover'd upon the Borders 
pf Poland to frighten her ipto aConipjiange 
wki] their Defigns.

T)?e Pqles thought it moft neceflary to their 
Liberty, to exclude any Foreign Prince from 
fetting up as Candidate to their Crown. This 
Exclufion was agreed upon in the Diet of Cpn- 
vocation, and feem'd of fo eflfential a Nature, 
that it was confirmed by a folemn Oath. The 
Court of Vienna has laboMr'd inceflantly to break 
down this new Barrier ; there has been no- 
thing left unattempted to procure an Abfolu- 
tion of thils Oath ; as if the Interefts and un- 
limited Projedls of the Houfe of Aujlria^ were 
of fufficient Importance to deftroy an Engage- 
ment confecrated by a folemn Aft of Reli- 
gion. 

The Emperor redoubled his Efforts, he de- 
clared that hp \yould never permit that Stanijkus 
ihould re-afcend the f hrone of f^oland, either 
under Pretext of his firft iEleftion, or in any 
other Manner whatever. His Minifters at 
fTarfaw afted in the clofeft Concert with thofe 
of Saxony and Mufcovy ; they even boafted d$ 
their Union, and made a pompous Deelaratio i 
pf it at Warfaw, 

All their Declarations were made in the fan:ie 
Spirit, the fame Jnflilts upon the King of i?^* 
land^ the fame domineering over the Rep6b- 
Jick; the Menaces, the Intrigues, the mtoll 
fcandalous Inventions, the Marches of their 
Troops •, all thefe were done in concert, they 
were all made the common Caufe. During tke^ 
Time-of the Ele6Uon, the Minifters of SaxSi^ 
an4 Mufcovy retired to the Imperial Ambafl" 
^or's Houfe ; ^nd that no doubt might rem? 

concern! 
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concerning their Union^ but that the Repub- 
lick affembled, might fee the Fetters prepared 
\dt them, the Emperor's Minifter joined thiit 
of Mufcovy^ in publickly notifying to the Pri* 
mate the Entrance of the Mtifc^vitfs ipto P^ 
land. 

Could the Court of Fienna think of {mpofing 
upon all Europe^ and flatter itfelf with diffipar 
ting the gathering Storm, by fufpending thi: 
March of its Troops into Polandf at the very 
Time that it determined the Mufcovites to make 
an Irruption there : It did not doubt, but the 
Arms o^ the Mufcovites were fufficient to in- 
timidate and enflave the Polanders ^ but fup- 
pofing the contrary, were not the Imperial and 
Saxon Troops dill upon the Frontiers of Ffir 
land J ready to march in and fupport their Vio- 
Ifenccs ? 

By all thefe Marks it is eafy to find out the

Tjeifls by Force of Arms ; thofe Hoftilities 

Vovecl^ and even proclaimed by his Mini- 
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flcr I furcly t^is Conduft wjU ever remain ^ 
publick Tcftiinony, that thatlVincc is the only 
Author of the War» that he has forced the 
|Cing to take Arms by the Outrage offered tq 
his Majefty, and by the Violences exercifed ei- 
ther by him, or by hi^ Cqnfcnt, againft the 
Republick of Poland. 

If all thefe ^pfForts^ were to no Purpofe during 
(he Time of the Eleftion, the King and the 
Kingdom of Poland are beholden for it only to 
Wxm to whom alone it appertains to difpofe of 
Crowns, and in whofe Hands are the Hearty 
of the People, as well as thofe of the Kings. 
The G)urage of the Polanders fet them free 
from the Slavery into which the Court of 
f^iennaj would have precipitated them ; but 
the King can call none but the Emperor to an- 
fwer for his Oppofition to the Re-eftablifhment 
of the King of Poland for his injurious Decla- 
^tions difperfed all over Europe^ by the Ene- 
mies he has raifed up againft France and Pa* 
land^ who dcfired nothing but Peace and Li- 
^rty 5 for the Counfel he gave to the Court of 
^uffiay for the Hopes with which he flitter "4 
that of Saxony ; and laftly, for all the Etforts 
lie ftill makes tofupport his firft Projefts. 

In vain does the Court o^ Vienna think to 
conceal its Intrigues from the Eyes of Europiy 
its Counfels, its Principles, its indecent Ex* 
preflions, its Defigns are every where kno\|a 
to be formed againft (he Liberty oi Poldnd^ 

The venerable Prince againft whom the EfU-* 
feror.thus ftickles, is the fime ki whom tno!|^ 
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of the Sovereigns of Europe^ and particujarly 
the Emperor Jofepb^ formerly recognised the 
facred Charafter of Royalty : The Alliance 
which King Staniflaus had contrafted with the 
King, has changfed the Difpofitions and the 
Language of the Court of Vienna : That Prince 
is ever fince become, as the Allies exprefs it, 4 
Citizen profcribed by bis Country. This Vari- 
ation would have appeared very furprizing, if 
the Ground of it were not difcerned in the 
Projcft which the Emperor has formed ; to af- 
front his Majefty in the Pcrfon of a iprince 
who is deaf to him, and to render himfelf the 
Difpofer of Crowns. 

The Republick of Poland has no Prerogative 
fo valuable, as that of difpofmg of her Throne ; 
it is the mod (hining Attribute of her Liberty, 
for the Prefervation of which, Ihe has fo often 
fpilt her Blood. The Emperor refolv*d to have 
ilroke ac it; he did not ftick to point out* 
kH the Prince that he had a Mind to exclude, 
id him that he had a Mind to raife to the 
hi rone ; he has undertaken without Authority, 
.pronounce concerning what was done within 
Ws by the Republick, in Relation to the 
^r Election of the Kin^ of Poland: Like 
jpreme Legiflator, he has decided what 
fws lliould be continued in Poland^ and pro- 
inccd upon the Foundation of that Liberty, 
ich he is Endeavouring to fubvert. The 
y Regard he has (hewn her, has been by 
TuiTing his Enterprizes upon the Appearance 
\ flilhi.cioiis Proceftion, that under the Mask 

of 
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of a pretended Treaty haftily brought forth a- 
midft the Tumult of Arms, which the Repub- 
lick (when Ihe came to herfelf) did not think 
herfelf obliged to obfcrve. 

The Emperor and the Czarina have always 
cxprefsM themfelves to the Republick, in the 
Stile ufed to tributary Kingdoms, or to a con- 
quered Nation ; and their Menaces have been 
accompanied with the March of their Troops 
to the very Frontiers : the Mufcovite Army en- 
tered Polandj in order to fulfil their Engage- 
ments with the Emperor, at the ve^y Time of 
the Eleftion, in the View, and with the Dc- 
fign to drown the Laws and Suffrages of the 
Republick with the Din of Arms. 

Neverthelefs, the Polijh Nation deliberated 
concerning the Eleftion of their King, with 
that Tranquility which Juflice alone can infpire 
in the midft of Dangers. The Vows of the 
Republick had anticipated the King of Poland'^ 
Return ; his Prefence united their Minds ; the 
Field of Eleftion rang with one unanimous 
Voice in his Favour ; and their Delibsraciona 
were carry'd thro* with an Unanimity not to be 
parallelled in the Annals of Poland. 

This Iftianimity ought to have impofed an 
everlafting Silence upoii their Enemies, becaufe 
it proclaimed the Will of the Ruler of Kings \ 
and yet it is the very Thing that determines 
them to .run all Lengths. Their Violence it 
carried to the higheft Pitch ; the Mufcovin 
Army, by Concert of the Allies, is advancing 
towards Warfaw^ and the Troops of the Etn- 

perof. 
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pcror and the felcflor of Saxony are ready t& 
inarch the fame Way, if the Mufcavites are 
not capable to crufli a frgc People who claiitt 
their mod undoubted Rights, and the glorious 
Ufe of their Liberty. 

The Courts of Vienna afid i!iu0ia ought t6 
drop the auguft Title of Proteftors of Poland^ 
for that Title does not empower them to open 
or (hut the Avenues which lead to a vacant 
Throne: It is not in trampling upon the 
Rights of a Nation that the name of ProteAor 
is acquired, but in defending It againft fuch ad 
would opprcfs it. Of this his Majefty*s Con^ 
du<5t might exhibit an Example to the Emperor \ 
nor does he fear to challenge the Republick 
herfelf, or all Europe^ to be his Judges. For 
how much foever the King might wifh tire 
Re-acceflion of a Prince whom France recfeiv^d 
in his Misfortunes, and whom the moft facred 
je5 has fince united to him, yet he has eicaft- 
nothing of the Poles^ being convinced that 
belongs to none but the Polt/b Nation to re^ 
|1 a Prince whom Misfortunes hate a long 
jif- cftrang^d from its Bdbm* His Majefty'i 
tier to the Primate of the 6th of Jufy^ 
Eaths nothing but Peace and Juftice : Europe 
ly perufe therein the Uprightnefs of his Ma- 
ty's Intentions, (he may fee there how far 
ke King is from infpiring the King of Poland 
Jth Sentiments feparate from the Intercft of 
le Republick ; and may difcover, that how- 
[rer anxious he has been for the Re-eftabli(h^ 
lent of that Prince, 'tis only to join with him 

in 
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in the Obfervance of thofe Treaties which re- 
gard the Republick, and to contribute at thd 
fame Time to the Glory and Happinefs oi Po^ 
iandj and the Tranquility of the North. 

*Tis then, with no ambitious or felf-interefted 
Views, that the King has Rccourfe to Arms ; 
content to poffcfs a flourifliing Kindom, and to 
feign over a dutiful People, his Majefty fceks 
not to extend the Bounds of his Dominion. In 
vain does the Emperor, in order to draw the 
Empire into his Projefts, ftrive to alarm themf 
with Defigns, which are falfly imputed td his 
Majefty. The Emperor has brought upon 
himfelf a War, which he has rendered unavoid- 
able by the Violences offer'd his Majefty, in a 
Particular that ought to be hfeld the moft fa« 
cred amongft Sovereigns ; and his Majefty it 
determined to wipe ofF the fourSlcmilhes cafl: 
upon him, and to light up the Honour of 
France in its brighteft Luftrc. For from Mo-^ 
tives fo juft the French Troops fhall receive a 
(k>uble Ardour. Tlxey are already eager to 
rcVcnge their King, and to prevent his illuftri 
oi}s Allies from being overwhelmed by th 
Forces which the Emperor has causM to be 
pour'd in upon them. 'Tis to God to give 
ViAory to our Arms i the King calls upon hi mi 
with Confidence, and is bold to hope that his 
SuccefTes will anfwer up to his Moderation, his 
Patience, and the Purity of his Sentiments. 
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Declaration of the moft Chrijlian Kihg to 
the Electors and Princes of /i&^ Empire. 

ALtho* the Memorial containing the Mo- 
tives which induced the King s Refolu- 
tions at this Conjunfture, may have fufficient- 
ly demonftrated to all Europe^ the Purity of 
his Majefty's Intentions, neverthelefs, whilft 
his Troops are paffing the Rbine^ he would 
more particularly reprefent to the ^Empire his 
Sentiments, and the Principles he afts uponi 
He defires to preferve the Peace with the Ger- 
manick Body, and is intirely difpofed to obferve 
with it all the fubfifting Treaties fo long as his 
Majefty may look upon it as a Frieijd. If 
his Majefty in attacking the Fort of Keblj en- 
deavours to fecure to himfelf the Paffes of the 
Rhine^ 'tis not with any ill Intention againft 
the Germankk Body, to whom he has evidenced 
[upon many Occafions, how dear its Interefts 
are to him* He will offer no Violence to any 
[of its Members -, nay, he propofes by gaining 
PafTage over the Rbinej to be in a Condition 
fuccour fuch of the Princes of Germany^ as 
ie Emperor would compel to be fubfervient 
his private Views, and the Execution of his 
*roje£ts. He has given Orders to his Gen6- 
frals, that the Eftate of thofe Princes which 
hnd ntutei", and furnifh no Succour againft 
ilm, Ihill be treated with all kind of Regard 
md Teniiernefs. His Majefty, well fatisfy'd 
fwith the Bounds of his Dominion, and far 

fcom 



from defiring to extend them by thcT Saccefs 
of his Arms, docs not heficate to declare fo* 
lemnly, that he has no Views of making Con- 
quefts, nor to gain any new Footings, which 
may expofc the Security of the Germanick Ter- 
Htory. He is folely intent upon purging his 
juft Refcntmcnt for the many Injuries the Em-< 
peror haS done him in the Face of all Europi. 
He will omit nothing that may more and more 
convince the Pf incies of Germany^ how ardent- 
ly he defires to preferve with them that good 
Intelligence which is fo neceffai7, and fo agree- 
able between thie Guarantee of the Treaties of 
fFeftpbdlia^ and the members of the Germanick 
Body. 

On the 1 2 th oipStobeVi theMarefchal Duke 
tpF Berwick fcceivM Orders from the Court of 
Prance to pafs the Rhine. Accordingly having 
tnade a general Review of the Army under hts 
Command, he prdcr'd Powder and Shot to be 
diftribuecd among the Soldiers, and that they 
Ihould provide themfelves with Bread for fijc 
Days, and at Night all the<jrenadiefs of the 
Army^ as wcllas thofe of the Garrifon of Sira/- 
burg^ were order *d to pafs over the Rbincii 
which they did in Boats about Ten o*CIock 
without any Oppofition. Next Day, the whole 
irijh Brigade^ and a great many Regiments of 
French Foot paffed,over in BoatSj in which the 
Foot (jontinued pafling all the next Day like- 
wife, the Bridges not being all finifticd. The 
15th the Bridges being finiftied, the reft of the 
Infantry paffed over, and all the Cavalry ; the 
2d» U 1 6th 
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i6tb, i7tb, and i8th^ were ukcn up in fend^ 
ing over the Cannon, Bombs, Powder, Shot, 
and other Implements of War. Fort Kehl had 
been invefted on the 14th by that Part of the 
Army which had then paiTed over ; and there- 
by Hoftilities of all kinds were aftually begun 
in the Empire. On the 20th the Trenches were 
opened, and the Approaches carry'd on till the 
28th when theGarrifon beat theChamade, and 
furrender'd the Fort on Articles of Capitula- 
tion, by which they were allowed to march 
out with military Honours, and were conduft- 
ed to. Ulm. 

On the ^pth of November N. S. the Marc- 
fchal Duke of Berwick returned to Verfailles^ 
and gave the King an Account of the Cam- 
paign upon the Rhine ^ for which, and other 
Succefles in Italy ^ Te Deum was fung in the 
Metropolitan Church at Paris. 

Upon this was publifh'd as follows^ 

^e EMPEROR'i Declaration of 
War. 

ON E can hardly imagine a more frivo- 
lous Motive, than that which the Crown 
of France borrows of the Eiedkion of a King of 
Poland^ openly to break the Treaty concluded 
at Baden^ with his Imperial Majefty the 7th of 
September 17 14, not only by committing effec- 
tual Hoftilities on thisSide of the jRA/»^, in the

territories of the Empiric and jiarticularly d* 
gainfl: Fort Kehlj but alfo by phojefting thofc* 
ihc is going to execute in Italy againft thd 
States of the Emperor. His ImpeHal Majefty 
was informM by his Miniftef at thfe Court of 
turin^ ever fince the 14th of this Month, that 
the King of Sardinia^ as Duke of Savoy j beihg 
induced thereto by the Perfuafions of France^ 
had concluded an oflfenfive Alliance Vrith thiC

Very Time when he . was taking the Oath of 
fidelity for the Fiefs he poffeffes dependant Oil 
the Empire \ that Prince having catifed a De- 
claration to be made to the f;^i3 Miniftef^ 
That be bad made dn Alliantf witb France, t9 
enter into a War witb the Etnpert^ j but that 
he was at Liberty to ftay fome few Weeks it 
Turitj to ptit his Domeftick Affairs ih ordef^ 
forbidding him, however^ to appear in thd 
King's Prefence^ or to ^confer with his Mi- 
nifter. 

, About th6 fafne Tirfte, the Minifter Of 
France^ refiding at the Court of the Elector of 
MentZy made a Declaration there, which fervesl 

, only as a Veil to finterpfizes^ vefy differed 
from thofe covered with the Pretext df defigrl-«; 
ing to maintain the Popijh Liberty ift theEled* 
tlon, and which are infinitely mote dangefoiiS 
for the Holy Empire. In EfFeft, has hislm-s 

^ pcrial Majefty caufed fo much as one fingld 

Soldier to enter the Kingdom of Poland to this 

Day ? And has not te as well as the holy EfH^ 

pire^ forborn to take the leaft Step which'mighf 

♦ V ;2l draw 
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draw upon him any Reproach of Hoftility ? 
Wherefore his Imperial Majefty, equally ani- 
mated by his Duty» and by his paternal Lov« 
for the Empire f cannot help informing the 
Eleftors, Princes, and States of the Empire^ in 
a moft exa<fl, true and particular Manner of all 
that has hitherto pafs*d concerning the Aflfau"S 
in Poland^ and every thing that has any Rela« 
tion thereto. His Imperial Majefty affurcs.Jiim* 
felf beforehand, that by comparing the Con- 
duA he has obfervM from the Beginning, with 
Regard to the Affairs of Poland with that of 
France^ the whole Univerfc will be convinced 
of his Imperial Majefty^s Impartiality, and of 
the felfifh Views of that Crown, which fince 
the Death of King Auguftus II. has left no Stone 
unturned to. make Advantage of that ^vent, 
laying hold of it as a fpecious Pretence, to put 
the £mperor, the J^pire^ and his faithful 
Allies, in a Situation to appear not to have any 
Right to open People^s Eyes, with refpefl to 
the Troubles which Prance was going to ftir 
up ; ihe could not imagine that the common 
Tics between the Head and the Members, or 
thofe which ftriftly bind the Union between 
Allies, could not be broke by a frivolous Pre- 
tence which the Enemy might alledge, to 
palliate his Hoftilities, or by the Cunning he 
ihould make ufe of, to oniound, if it were 
pofTible, the Aggreffor w:th the Attacked, or 
lafUy, that all Obligations ihould lofe their 
Force, and Tr^atiea remain but bare Names. 

% Some 
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Some there will be found, who, out of mere 
Prejudice, will blindly efpoufe the contrary 
Party : It is in vain to try to bring them back 
to Equity by Reafon and Argument ; but ex- 
cepting thfcte, there is no Man, but in the 
prefent Junfture can perfeftly well diftinguifh 
who is the Aggreffor, In Effeft, what has 
his Imperial Majefty done in Relation to Po- 
land^ befides making the neceflfary Motions to 
cover his Hereditary Countries, bordering upon 
that Kingdom, as has been cuftomary at other 
Eledtions ? What has he undertaken more than 
the Primate and the Republick required of him, 
even in the late King's Life Time, as Guaran^ 
tee of the Polijh Liberty ? The Primate did not 
dare to deny this, as often as we have put him 
in Mind of it in the prefent Junfture ; neither 
will he dare to deny it for the future, is this 
^ the firft Time that France^ not content with 
lawful Methods, has attempted to force the 
Republick to receive the Candidate (he recom- 
mended, exclufive of all others, and to the 
Prejudice of the I^iberum Veto ? She had taken 
the/ Meafures long ago, as plainly appears 
by her late Proceedings ; though, as the Pri- 
mate acknowledges, by the Conftitutions of 
the Republick, both antient and modern, no- 
thing can be more contrary to the Liberty, of 
which thofe Conftitutions ^re the Bafis. The 
Crown of France gained the Advantage, by 
backing ' her Menaces with extraordinary 
Preparations of War, and at laft beginning 
Hoftilitics at a Time when his Imperial Ma- 
U3 jeny. 
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ly, trufting to the Faith of the moft folemn 
reaties, could not expedl that France ^ whom 
: vainly flattered himfclf he had conciliated tQ 
nif would, without any juft Motive, and for 
irticular Views of Intereft, take upon her to 
fturb the Peace of the Empire^ >nd th^t 
[lich all Europe had fo long enjoyed, and to 
c Prcfervation of which, his Imperial Ma? 
\y has fo often f^crlficed his own In- 
-efts, 

Though the indecent Declarations of Fravu 
fperfed, contrary to all Expedlation, with fq 
uch Precipitation, left no Room to doubt; 
hat that Crown was meditating, yet his Im- 
rial Majefty, equally fincere and inclinedlQ 
aintain Liberty in the Eledion of the King 
Poland^ far ffom throwing the leaft Obftacle 
its Way, as he has proved in the Sight of 
the World by his Declaration, could not 
rfw^dc hipifelf thaf the pacifick Sentiments, 
Appearance pf the Court of France^ would 
ce fo fiidden ^ Change as has been feen, the 
:her becaufe ampng fuch a^^ Multitude of paci- 
k Meafufes, his Imperial Majefty fhew*d in 
5 Letter to the Primate of Boland^ fo much 
juity, and fo great z^ Defire to maintain ^ 
od Intelligence with the Republick, tl^at ijc 
LS eafy to perceive that his natural Mag- 
nimity would not permit him to deviate 
^m his Principles, and to have Recpurfe tq 
ethods that Tavqur'd pf Violence. This 
ope, however juft, was difappointed, and 
} Pyc{ qf the Conyooatior} made ^ood what 



was foretold in his Imperial Majefty's Counter 
Declaration, where it was faid, that all the 
Steps taken by France would end in violating 
the Conftiti}|:ions of the Kingdom, both antienc 
and modern, and in fupprefllng the Freedom 
of Votes, to place upon the Throne the Candi* 
date fhe favoured, exclufively of all others. 

' A^dfooii as (he had taken her.Meafures, what 
MertsLces, what Violences were made ufe of 
with Impunity againft feveral Bifhopsand Tem- 
poral Senators, and againft the greateft Part of 
the Equeftri^n Order. The Liberum VetOi which 
is the Foundation of the Polijh Liberty, was 
fapped by extorted Oaths, which as fuch muft 
certainly be holden in Execration by the fu- 
preiite Being. In a word, all Efforts were 
tryed, tho* without Succefs, to excite t\it'Turks 
and Tartars to take up Arms againft the neigh-' 
bourSng Powers: In fhort, they afted- every 
whdre to bare faced, that; there is no Example 
in all fhe AnUaJi;if?^^^»^, that ever the Laws 
and Liberties 9fth%^ation were violated lb 
openly, and iii lb irianyMifferent Refpefts. 

Th^fe arc Fafts fo publick and notorious,' 
that neither the Primate nor his Adherents • 
could 'deny them, but have tRemfelves acknow- 
ledged, them in their Declaration. Such ex- 
travagant Proceedings eng^ed feveral of thej 
Grandees of the Equeftrian Order, to have Re- 
courfe to his Imperial and Catholick Majefty, ' 
-and to her Czarian Majefty, as Guarantees of 
the Polijh Liberty, and to implore their Aflift-. 
ance. ^juft Motives might have immediate-

ly detcrmiiw^d his Imperial Nfajefly, ai^d her 
Czarian M^efty, to concur in the Execution 
of the Quarantee$| with which, it is well 
known, they have b<^n charged for feveraj 
jfVgies, and which would authorize tlffm to take 
the ncceflary N^eafures : However, their Ma* 
jefties did not make fo much hafte, as Necef- 
fity and their Obligations required, they chofe 
t^ u(e the gentleft Methods, and the Remon'* 
ilrances they made to the Primate pf the King- 
dom for that Purpofe, are manifeft Proofs 
thereof : It was in Anfwer to thefe Remon- 
llrances, that the Primate made his Imperial and 
Catholick Majefty an Anfwer, which is in e- 
very one's Hands. But how difierent was the 
£Se£t fron^ the Promifes contained in that Letr 
ter \ At the fame Time that he gave his Imper 
rial Majefty the mpft refpedlful Aflurances, he 
^avifhed th^ inoft fhocking Terms upon the 
neighbouring Powers in the Univerfalia to the 
Dyettines of Relation \ then it was, that his 
Imperial Majefty thought himfelf obliged to, 
anfwer the Primate's Letter. In vain were En- 
deavours ufe^ to perfuiade that prelate to put ^ 
'^top to the Violences which openly threatned 
^the Poliib Liberty with a total Ruin \ "his 
^miliar iesv in Concert with the ir^^^^ft Mini- 
£r at tFmfaw^ did all that wa^ in theif Power 
arm the "^urks againft Chriftendom. 
Far from giving Occafion to projefts foun- 
^hriftian, his Imperial Majefty has declared 
more than once, in the moft fokmn Manner 
(and his Moderation and pacifick Sentiments 

- light 
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in'^ht have been depended upon) that he had 
no Defign to have the lead Share in the Elec? 
tion of Poland. Thefe Steps of France ou^% 
alone to be fufficient to open the Eyes of the 
Chriftian World, as to what may be expe<5te4 
from a King in»fo ftrLft Alliance with the Ohot 
man Porte, as foon as the Turks have their 
Hands at Liberty, as well as from the Pro-r 
moter of that Candidate, 

They went farther yet, the Primafc and h«| 
Adherents carry'd their ExceflTes fo high, as to 
violate, in ,an unheard of Manner, the facred 
Charafter of publick Minifters, refpefted even 
by the moft barbarous Nations, and which the 
Republick had acknowledged and refpefted iii 
^hofe that bore it. Pid not the Pope's Nuncio, 
his Imperial and Catholick Majefties Ambafla- 
dor, her Czarian Majefty's Ambaflador, the; 
l^inifters of Great Britainj Pruffia^ and Holland^ 
find in this Outrage, juft Reafon to make a 
common Caufe of it, and to infill on the Pri- 
rnate's giving them a publick Sattsfai5llon ? 
What Impreffion did all their Proceedings 
make upon the Mind of the Primate ? Had 
they any better Sucf efs, than the well ground* 
cd Remonftrances they had made to him be- 
fore ?- They ferved only to heighten the Rage 
of the Palatine of Kiow^ his Brothefj who in 
defpite of the moft ferious Riemonftrances, went 
fo far as to undertake E[oftilities again (t the 
BaUces of the Minifters of Rujfia and Saxony^ 
to plunder them, and to deprive thofe Minifters, 
and that of his Imperial and Catholick Ma- 
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Jefty, of all Communication, not only with the 
wtll afFcftcd Pclanders^ but even with their 
Courts, and to keep them (as it were) under 
Arrcft, as publick and declared Enemies of the 
Republick. 

Will not the Impartial World be convinced 
by all thefc Fafts on the one Hand, and the 
Indignity of the Violences of the contrary 
Party ; and on the other, of the evident Proofs^ 
that the Proclamation of the EleAor of Saxony^ 
which was made in the midft of thofe Violen- 
ces, is exempt from the Illegality, and the o- 
ther Dcfeft which render that of Staniflaus un- 
lawful ? Without doubt, they wouM have car- 
ried their Exceffes and their Violences much 
farther, even againft the Imperial Ambaflador's 
Palace, and they who had taken Refuge in it, 
had not the Interceffion of the Nuncio at fFar- 
faw^ and of the Minifter of Great Britaitij or 
ither of the Ruffian Arms, proved of Weight 
lOugh to fufpend the Animofity of the Pala- 
ine of Kiow.

»n into the Empire : This was the Plea (he 

^de ufe of to give out and threaten with Im- 

licy long before, that ,even tho* his Impe* 

Maiefly's Troops (hould not enter Poland^ 

Effeft they did not, fhe would neverthe- 

ifclare War againft his Imperfal Majefty, 

"be revcng'd upon him for that Entrance of 

le Rujflan Troops, for this only Reafon, be- 

v4t his Imperial Majefty was in good Intel- 
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ligence with her Czarian Majefty. Far from 
denying the laft FaA, his Imperial Majefty 
efteems it his Glory to declare, that he will al- 
ways endeavour to maintain, to the utmoft of 
his Power and with the rcquifite Fidelity, aa 
Alliance fo advantageous to all Chriftehdom. 

Firmly refolved to condemn the Suppreflion 
of the Freedom of Suffrages in the Kingdom of 
Poland^ and the Violences to which Recourfc 
was had for thait Purpofe, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty cannot difapprove of the Succours granted 
by her Czarian Majefty, at the prefling Inftan- 
ces of the Republick, and which the latter 
judged fo ncceflary to fecure her Liberty from 
the Violence of its Oppofers. And therefore 
the Ruffian Troops cannot be looked upon as 
Enemies to the Republick, which they have 
entered as Friends, and far from attacking her 
Liberty, have only endeavoured to fecure the 
Eledion againft all Violence, and to miiintain 
the Liberum Vet$^ that moft valuable Beprjitum 
of the Republick/ 

Would one believe it ? The Fidelity with 
which his Imperial Majefty has executed the 
Treaties concluded and obferved for fo many^ 
Years with her Czarian Majefty, and parci-- 
cularly that of 1726, ferves a third Power for 
a Pretence to declare War againft his Imperial^ 
Majefty and the Empire: What wouki (he 
have done if thofe Treaties had not been fo 
undeniably Juft as they are, whatever they be, 
J^rance will find but fome pre tended juft motive 
ia therp, by pretending that it was with the 
^ Emperor's 
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Emperor's Knowledge^ and by his Perfuafion^ 
that her Czarian Majelly caufed her Troops to 
enter Poland. y 

ThoTe who have the lead Knowledge of h^% 
fairs, and are above Prejudice and Prevention, 
will the more eafily judge of that now in Quef- 
tion, vi%. That about eighteen Years ago, 
Matters were carry'd fo far, that there were 
Confederacies and Scullions between the late 
King and the Republick, touching the Saxon 
Troops ; infonmch that to appeafe the Trou- 
bles at that Time, the Czar Peier I. was ob- 
Jig'd to interpofe, and to remove the EHfficuU 
ties by his Mediation^ On one Side it was llt- 
pulated by a folemn Convention confirmed in 
full Dyet, in 1717, ^bat the Saigon droops 
Jbould depart the Kingdom \ and on the other, 
ibi Profcripiion of Staniflaus was foUmnly and 
%inanimoufly concluded' and refohed on^ and he 
%i^as declared for ever ineligible. The late Czar 
[was Guarantee of both, the King of Poland^ 
the Rr^publick guaranty'd on their Part, the 
Jnterefts which Ruffia had in thofe Conven- 
tions : Upon thefe folemn A6ts it is, that her 
prefent Czarian Majefty grounds all that fheunr 
krtakes in Relation to the Affairs of Poland \ 
"id becaufe that Princefs will not give up a 
tight ilic fo juftly acquired, FranceldWs upon 
-Ak Imperial Majefty, as an AUy of Ruffia^ and 
lartts herfelf his fenemy. 
rius is the true State, and the moft exaft 
xcount of the Affairs of Poland. It is eafy to 
ifcern irt bis Imperial Majefty's Conduft, fa 
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far as he has had any Concern in them, as well 
as up(Ki all other Occaiions, a Dinnterellednefst 
Equity, and Moderation, equal to his Zeal ta 
maintain the Peace^ and Ballance of Jufticc, 
With thefe Principles* wlio is there that can- 
not eafilydlftinguifh between the Aggreflbr and 
the Party injured ? His Imperial Majefty Is not 
afraid to affcrt before God and the Imparti^ 
World, that all the juftice is on his Side, and 
in this Confidence he has Reaibn to promife 
himfelf every Thing that the Order, the ftrift 
Ties, the mutual Obligations, and the com* 
mon Interefts between him and the Holy Em* 
pire^ make him naturally expcft from it. 

His Imperial. Majefty, induced by his pater- 
nal Love for the Empire^ ufcd his utmoft En- 
deavours to provide beforehand, and by way 
of Precaution, for the common Safety, as foort 
as he perceived, that neither hisMagnanimlty^ 
nor his Moderation, could any longer ftop the 
hoftile Entcrprlzes of France. It was to this 
iEnd that he took the firft Step, and having re- 
folved to draw off the greateft Part of tlie 
Troops from Silejay he affembled his Army in 
the Kingdom of Bohemia^ between Egerand 
Pilfen^ and gave them Orders to march to tl^e 
Places where the Peace feeitied to be mofl ck* 
pofed to Danger. It was moreover, the fam^ 
Zeal for the common Welfare of the Edipire^ 
that induced him to invite his worthy iWXtm^ 

Great Britainy Denmark^ Prujfia^ and the Stacfl| 

General to aflift him like faithful Friends, iTi™ 
bas neither fpared for the neccfiary Pains^ n 
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for the greateft Expences, to take a confidef^ 
able Number of Troops into his Service : He 
has put Luxemburg into a good Pofture of De- 
fence) not to mention a great many other Pre* 
cautions, and early Meafures, which he took 
to advance every Thing that the Good of the 
Empire required of him. He has caufed the 
neceffary Remonftrances to be made to the 
Minifters of his faithful Allies, and is not a-* 
fratd of flattering himfelf too highly^ in hopimg 
they will take EfFeft j and that maugre the 
eager Purfuits of "Fr^^rf, to alienate them from 
his Imperial Majefty, their Fidelity will furely 
triumph over the flattering Hopes of thai 
Crown, in a Circumftancc fo preffing, as an 
open Breach of the Peace* 

His Imperial Majefty refl:s himfelf with Con* 
fidence upon the Divine Afliftance, the Jufl:ice 
of his Caufe, and the powerful Afliftance of 
^ihc Holy Empire, and his faithful Allies: He 
onfides beforehand in the Afftflion of the 
eftors, Princes, and States of the Empire^ 
that they will alii and each of them aflift him 
liithfuUy with their Counfels, and with that 
treptd Courage, which is fo natural to the 
pnans : and that, in Oppofition to the Hof- 
tks at prefent undertaken by France againft 
the Scates of the Empire in Germany and Jtafyi 
""* will take a firm, efiedual, and unanimous 
aiion, tending to fecure the common 
'ty of the Empire, in- a Conjunfture fo 
nifeftly unjufl:, and the Confcquences where- 
may prove fo dangerous : The rather, be- 

caufc

caufe it is not in Effedl againft his Imperial Ma« 
jefty'fl hereditary Countries only, which make 
a part of the Empire, but againft the whole 
Empire in general, that the moft dangerous 
Projefts are formed. They have even already 
begun Hoftilkies, againft the Forts and Places 
of the Empire, in the Neighbouring Circles of 
the Rhinej whilft others arc attacking the 
States and Fiefs belonging to the Empire in 
Italy ; by the Affiftance of the King ot Sardi- 
nia^ as Duke of Savoy^ in fpite of the ftrift 
Ties which bind him to the Empire, and of 
every Thing that Religion holds facred among 
Men, fo tlj^t the Liberty of the Holy Empire 
is expofed on all Sides to the greatcft Dangers^ 
And as the Experience of Times paft, has fuf- 
ficiently fhewn what Alloy French Promifes 
are made of, though they appear never fo fair 
and tempting at firft Sight, being gilded over 
with a fpecious fhew of fine Words, his Impc^ 
rial Majefty does not doubt but Men are per- J 
fnaded e'er now, that the prefent private Vicwsf 
of France^ both againft the Holy Empire 
general, and againft each State of the Empire^ 
in particular, are of fuch Importance, that 
concerns the whole Empire to oppofe thec^ 
with one common Confent, inordcr torclievft 
Liberty now in Danger. i^ 

On the firft of Marcb^ the Emperor*s I^* 
claration of War was taken into Confidentsii 
by the Dyet of Ratisbon^ purfuant to the En 
peror's Commifforial Decree laid before them,*^ 
the Reafons for it were principally founded up- 
on 
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bD Franc^% having taken Fort KeU^ and ex^ 
aded Contributions within the Empire \ and 
alfo upon their having auacked and taken Pof- 
jjef&on of the Dutchy of Milan^ which was a 
tief of the Empire. 

Thcfc Reafons were anfwered by the Mini- 
ftcrs of Bavaria^ Palatmt^ and Coiogrij whd 
alledged, that the prcfent War was occafioned 
by the Conteft in Poland^ with which the Em* 
pirc had nothing to do,^fpecialIy as France had 
ofiered to reftore Fort Kehl^ and to make good 
whatfoevcr Damage the Empire had fuffer'd by 
any Contributions that had beeii exa^ed, or 
other wife. At laft the Qucftion wa^ put, and 
tarried for declaring War againft Prance^ Six 
to Three in the Eleftorai College % and 75 to 
i2y \n that of the Princes.

The 
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The German and French Armies having been 
fomc Tinne on the Rhine^ hi$ Excellency Prince 
Eugene arrived about the latter End of -^r/7, 
at the Canftp near Philipsburgb ; but the French 
Army being fuperior to his above double in 
Number, it was impoflible for him to do any 
thing to prevent their Dcfigns ; they had al- 
ready reduced the Caftle of Traerbachy and be- 
gan to think of pufliing their Conqucfts far- 
ther. 

The Duke of Berwick quitted his Camp at 
Spires^ and caufed his Army to pafs the Rbine^ 
in order to attack the Germans who had march- 
ed from their Camp at Pbilipsburgh^ and was 
then encamped at Mulburgh ; to this end he 
forced the Lines, drawn at Etlingen. Prince 
Eugene*^ Camp being very weak, and that 
great General in no Condition to come toa^dc- 
cifive Battle with the Enemy, as foon as he 
heard that the Lines of Etlingen were farced, 
and the Marquis de Asfeldt had paflt^d tlife I 
Rhine J he retired with his Army to the ftrong 
Camp at Heilbr^my and the next Day. the Duke 
of Berwick^ witli 42 Squadrons and 6 Batta- 
lions of Foot, came into the Camp whici^ 
Prince Eugene had left at Melburg^ from whence 
he marched to Graben^ where the Marquis 
A^AsfAdt joyncd him with the 30 Battaliorts 
under his Command, the next Day he nurc^^i, 
cd and encamped with his Right at Qhfiaiil^ 
and his left at Brucbfall. 

In this Camp the Frenth continued feveral 

Days, and finding that the Germans continued

in their ftrong Camp at Heilbron^ the Marq[uis 
d*Asfeldty with 32 Battalions, and two Regi- 
ments of Dragoons, was dctitchecl on the 23d, 
to go and invcft Pbilipsburgb \ and gn the 25th 
the" Duke of Berwick^ with the reft of the 
Army, came and encamped at Kiflock: Ac- 
cordingly the Marquis d^Asfeldt^ with the De- 
tachment under his Command, arrived before 
fbilipsburgbj the 24th, and that Evening the 
Chevalier de Marcieux attacked and took a Re- 
doubt, fituated about 5OO Toufes from the 
Outworks of the Town : The Men wferc im- 
mediately fct to work on the Lines of Circum- 
vallation^ and two Bridges were fixed over the 
Rhinii one at Grandenbeim, and the other at 
Oberbauzen : The Marquis, who is an excel- 
lent Engineer, took Care to lay out the Lines 
of Circumvallation in the beft and moft re- 
c;ular Form, which was afterwards of great 
Benefit to him, when he came himfelf to have 
the chief Command. The Governor of Pbilipf- 
hurgb^ as foon as he heard they had laid thofe 
Bridges over the River, Atted out a large Boat 
filled with all Sorts of combuftible Matter, and 
hi it afloat down the River^ in hopes that the 
Flames would catch hold of their Bridge be- 
low the Town, and deftroy it 5 but the EfFeft 
;>f this Stratagem was prevented, by the Care 
id Vigilance of the Frencb^ who kept Guard 
it that Bridge. 

On the 27th they began to land and Gonvef 

to the Camp, the Artillery and Ammunition 

whith were arrived from StrasbUfgby at the 

, ' 3 :\ Bridge 



Aidge zbovt 'Philipsiuribi and the Cdunt 
de Billifie^ who was charged with the Attack 
of the Fort on the other fide of the Rbine^ 
which coyercd the Bridge of Philipsburgb^ car- 
ried on his Approaches with fuch Diligence^ 
that on the 1ft of Jun€ he opened the Trenched 
before it, and cm the 3d in the Mormng, he 
attacked and made a Lodgment on the falliant 
Angle of the covered Way ; upon *rhich the 
Enemy abandonied the Fort ; and retired intd 
the Town ; this Retreat was thought too haftyi 
becaufe they might have held out longer. 

'On the «d of June the Duke of Berwick 
marched to Pbilipshurgb^ with his whole Army ; 
and in the ^ight, between, the 3d and 4th 
every Thing being prepared for that Purpofe^ 
the Trenches were opened by the four Batta- 
lions of the Regiment of French Guards, under 
the Command of the Marquis d^ Asfeldt^ 2400 
Workmen were emjJloy'd, and the opening:: 
was carried on with fuch Secrecy and Silence, 
that the Beficgcd difcovered nothing of it, nor 
fir'd a Gun ; fo that the Befiegers did not lofe 
(Dne Man. 

Every Day during the Siege, the Trenches 
were relieved by a Lieutenant General, and 
Mlajor General i with a Number of Soldiers 
and Workmen, fufficieht to carry on and fup- 
pbrt the Works for that Day. On the 7th thA 
Befieged, to the Number of loo Men, made 
a Sally from a Redoubt upon the Avani fope^ 
but were rcpulfed by two Companies of Grena- 
diers of the Regiment' of Bmrhonnm^ which 
X a happened 
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happened to be pofted in that part of the 
Trenches^ who upon their Retreat, purfucd the 
Enemy fo clofe» that they entered the Redoubt 
with thero» and made themfclves Matters of it. 
Cin the 1 2th about feveno'Clock in the Morn- 
ing, the Duke of Berwick^ accompanied by 
the Lord Edward^ his Son» the Lord Clare^ 
and feveral other Officers, went to view the 
Works of the Trenches, and having a Mind 
CO judge for himfelf of a Sap begun the Night 
before, and expofmg himfelf too much (not- 
withftanding the Reprefentations that weref 
made to him of the Danger) he was killed by 
a Cannon Ball from the Town, and the Duke 
de DuraSj who was by his Side, was wounded 
by a Splinter from the Sc^keof a Gabion which 
that Ball had pierced. 

The Marfhal Duke of Berwick^ was natural 
Son of our late King James IL and was named 
JamesFitZ'James : He was Duke of Berwick^ 
of Fiiz-James^ of Liria and Xerica^ in the 
Kingdom of Valencia^ Peer of England^ Peer 
of France^ Grandee of Spain of the firlt Clafs, 
Marefchal oi France^ and General of the French 
Army in Germany ; Knight of the French 
King's Orders, Knight of 'the Garter in Eng- 
land, and Knight of the/ Golden Fleece in 
Spain ; Governor of the Upper ^nd Lower Li- 
mojinj and Governor of the City of Strasbcurgh. 
He had for many Years been a chief Com- 
mander of the Armies of France^ and was al- 
ways fuccefsful even in the late War : When 
the French Armies were beat every where elfe, 

that 
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that under him came ofFViftorious, by beating 
the Army of the AlHe? at the famous Battle of 
Alnutnza^ by which the Houfe oi Bourbon pre- 
ferved the Poflcffion of the Kingdom oiSpain^ 
fo that he well deferved all the Honours that 
were conferred upon him by the Kings of 
France' and Spain. 

The Death of the Duke of Berwick put the 
French under a general Confternation for fome 
time 5 but foon after the tiead Officers caufed 
the whole Army to be drawn up in order of 
Battle (except thofe employed in the Siege) 
and continued under Arms for 24 Hours, but 
no Enemy appeared. 

As for the Siege, the Marquis d^Asfeldt took 
upon him the Command as eldeft Lieutenant 
General, and Matters were pufli'd forward with 
the fame Vigour as before. 1 Whilft the Baron 
de fVutgenauy Governor, made as gallant a De • 
fence. , 

Prince Eugene being obliged to wait for his 
Field Arcill^fl-y, did not decamp from Heilbron 
*till the 15th, when his Army was reckoned 
fcarce 70,000 Men. His Excellency marched 
with half his Army towards Manheiniy while 
the Duke* of IVirtemberg with the other half, 
took the Rout towards Guntejhall^ to have the 
Enemy between two Fires, if they (hould ad- 
vance to attack them. The 6000 Dane^ were 
not yet arrived, but Orders were fent them to 
ftop at a certain Place, there to join the Army, 
The Bridge of Boats which lay at MentZy wa$ 
carried higher up the River, with Defign, 
X 3 'twaa 
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*twas thought, to make Ufc of, and pafs the 
JU)inej Ihould Prince Eugtne find it too ha- 
zardous to attack the French Camp. 

On the 25th his Highnefs came with his 
Army to Odenbeim^ within two Le^ues ot 
J^rucbfall. A great Number of Peafants, fup- 
portcd by a Detachment from the Army, were 
cmpk)yed in repairing and cleaning the Roads, 
through the Fore ft between the two Armies, 
and on the ift of July the Imperial Army took 
Poft at Graben and ^iefentbal^ within Sight of 
the French J and erefted feveral Batteries to Qrc 
upon their Intrcnchments. The Prince ordered 
at the fame Time a vaft Number of Fafcines to 
be made, in order to fill up the Trenches the 
J^rench had caft before them, to render the Ap- 
proach of their Army more difficult. 

The Marefchal d^Asfeldt^ having received 
the Staff, together with the Duke of Noailles^ 
foon after the Death of the Marefchal di Ber- 
w/fi, had, on the other Hand, fo well fecur'd 
his Intrcnchments, that .the Itrf^erial Army 
(;ould not in the leaft interrupt the Approaches 
or flacken the Vigour of^the Befiegers. In the 
Night between the 23th and 24th of June^ tjic 
French attacked a Half-moon, which covered 
the Hornwork, and after a vigorous Refiftance, 
made themfelves Matters of it. From this 
Time they began to be piore incommoded than 
pver, by the. Deluge of the Rhine th^t filled the , 
^renches, and damaged their Batteries, info- 
much that the Soldiers were difpirited, and had 
toft their Martia} Ardour, which they fhewed 
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when they were led te the Lines of Ettingen : 
However, they made Ihift: to carry the Hornr 
work on the firft oiyuly^ though they fufFered 
extremely thereby, the Governor difputing the 
Ground with them almoft Inch by l}ich ; and 
proceeded to Imtter the Crown^work, in order 
to make a Breach.. The fame Day Prince Eu-^ 
gene pafs*d his whde Army throughthe Wood, 
in order to come and attack the Frenvb and raife 
th^ Siege. Upoa this, Marefcbal SAsfeldt 

^ caufed 33 3quadrons to re-enter the Lines, and 
made the Picquet tOt march on the Parapets, 
Qn the ad the two Armies cannonaded each 
other for fome Time. On the 3d the Maref-* 
fbal d*Asfddt being informed, that his High* 
Xiefs. Prince Eugene had quitted his Defign of 
attacking their Lines, but inten,ded to pafs tho 
Rhine about Philipjburgb^ ordered the Duke de 
"jyuras^ and Count *de Belleijle to march out of 
the Trenches with the Cavalry and Slwifs Guards, 

> (he reft of the Swifs Regiments, and eight Bat<^ 
talions of Militia, who immediately pofted 
themfelves along the BJbine^ to oppofe the Paf- 
fage of the Imperialifts. Prince Eugene made^ 
feveral Attempts to pafs the River 5 but finding 
it every where well guarded, returned the 4th 
to his Camp, *id began to draw Lines, in or- 

j.der to approach nearer the Firencb Army, under 

* Cover, and by erefting Cavaliers at proper An- 
gles, to befiege the Befiegers. The Frencb in 
the mean Time, raifed a Battery on the Horn- 
work, of 20 Pieces of Cannon ^nd feveral Mor- 
tafs, and played without Inter miffion on the 

X 4 Crown- 
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Crown-work. On the loch, a Body of 2000 
Germans took Poflfcffion of a Redoubt which the 
French had credcd at the Head of their Camp, 
and immediately fortify'd it with eight Pieces 
of Cannon, with which they play'd inceffantly 
on the French Camp. In . the Night between 
the nth and 12th, the French gave a general 
AiTault to the Crown-work } and though the 
Breaches in the Baftion were extremely wide, 
they fail'd in their Attempt, and Joft a cohiji- 
derable Number of Men : But on the 14th at 
Night, they renew'd the Attack, and carried 
the Work. The Befieged behaved extremely 
well ; of 300 that defended it, 100 were killed, 
100 taken Prifoners, and the reft favcd t^ieir 
Lives by fwimming. On the 14th the King 
of Pruffia arrived in the Imperial Camp at Wie- 
fenthal. The Ground the Germans werof)ofted 
on was not at this Time, above two Muikecs 
Shot from the French Iptrenchments, On the 
15th they had three confiderable Batteries fi- 
nilhed, from which they playM on the Enemy 
with great Fury. On the i6th they took a lit- 
tle Ifland of the French^ fituated on the Rhine^ 
whereby they made themfelves Matters of the 
PafTage of the River, both above and below 
Philifjburgk. The fame Day, his Highnefs 
caufcd a l^xly of his Troops to advance within 
Mufket Shot of the Enemy's Lines, and order- 
ed a large Quantity of Hurdles and Fafcincs to 
be carried thither, in order to fill up their Foflcs^ 
and expofe their Troops to his Attacks, But 
(be Marefcbal d^4sfMt got Wii^d gf his Dt. 
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fign, and drawing up his Men, let fly at the 
Jmperialifts fo furioufly, that they were glad to 
make off. His Highnefs ftrove ncact to take 
Advantage of the Separatioij of their Quarters, 
and cut off the Communication thereof; but the 
Duke of Noailks perceiving his Drift, ftcpp'd 
in with feverai Regiments, and prevented the 
Execution of his Defign : However, foon after, 
the Imperialifts furprifed the fmall Poftof Rsuf^ 
fpHy guarded by 400 French Grenadiers, who 
fled at the Approach of them. 

About this Time a remarkable Intercourfe of 
Civility paffed between his Highnefs Prince £«- 
genedind the Mar efcbal d^Jjfeldt.^ The Rhine 
it fcems having been thick and muddy from 
the exceflive Floods, and the Imperialifts being 
in Poffcffion of the fole Springs that were there- 
abouts the Marefchal fent a Country Boy to 
their Camp to defire a Pitcher of Spring Water. 
The Boy had not paffed the firft Guard before 
he was feiz'd on Sufpicion of being a Spy; but 
making loud Affertions of his Innocence, the 
Noife -of the Accident reachM Prince Eugene^ 
ivho caufcd the Boy to be brought immediately 
before hin), and being foon convinced of his 
Simplicity, fcnt him back with a double Sup- 
ply of what he wanted ^ under a Safeguard to 
the very Lines of the Enemy. The Marefchal 
d*Asfeldt was ftruck with Prince Eugene's Po- 
lirencfs, and immediately fcnt his Highnefs two 
Mules laden with Burgundy^ who accepted the 
fame, and returned the Mules to the Marefchal, 
with a Prefent of Tockay. 

On 
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Oa the 17th the Qovernor qF Pbilipjhurgh 
fcnt tn OfEccr to the Marefchal ^AsfeUt^ to 
defire leave for the faid Officer to pafs 10 the 
Camp of Prince Eugene^ to know of his Excel- 
lency Mrhat Courfe he fhould take. The Ma- 
refchal did not underftand the Propofal, and 
fent htm Word back again, that if he did not 
refolve to furrcnder, before the French Batteries 
were placed on the Crown- work, he would be 
cxpofed to the Fury of the Grens^diers, who 
wanted no better Sport than to talliate their 
Revenge on the Gairifon, 

The Governor no fooncr received this An- 
fwer, but he fent to capitulate. On the i8th 
in the Morning, Hoftages were given, and the 
Articles of Capitulation being fign'd about fix 
in the Evening, the French Guards were put in 
Pofleffion of the Gates of the City. It muft be 
allowed that no Nation ever fhewed more Coi|- 
rage and Refolution, than the French did in 
taking of this Citadel. In the laft Attack they 
waded up to the Waift in Water. The Articles 
of Capitulation agreed on were in Subftance as 
follows, viz. 

The Garrifon obtained all the l^onours of 
War, with 80 Waggons, uncovered, that the 
Deierters might not be concealed ; feven Pieces 
of Cannon, one of them for the Governor, and 
20 Charges of Powder and Ball for each Man. 

The Garrifon to march out the 21ft in the 
M6rning, to be conduced to Meniz, and not 
to the Imperial Army, as the Governor demind- 

' ed. 
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cd. The King to fumifh them with Provifioqs 
during the eight Days they were allowed to 
inarch thither. 

All the Sick and Wounded of the Garrifoqi 
to be removed to Spires, there to be taken Care 
of at the Expence of the Emperor, and fent 
to Mentz as faft as they recover. * ^ 

OiEcers to remain as Hoftages for thje Pay- 
ment of Debts of the Garrifon. ^ 

The* Magiftrates to be continued in their Of- 
fices, and the People in their Privileges, as 
before. 

The Goverrior demanded feveral Pieces of 
Cannon newly caft^ belonging to different 
Princes of the Empire, and not to the Body of 
the Place; helikeWife demanded 10,000 Sacks 
of Meal ; and that every Thing they fhould 
find in the Palace of Schonborn^ might be look 
ed upon as belonging to the Burghers; but 
thefe three Articles, and feveral others, were 
jefufed th,em* 

About the iStb, Prince Eugene, broke up 
his Camp at Bruchfal, and marched towards 
Heidelberg. General Petrafch went before his 
Excellency, to poft himfelf with 2000 Horfe in 
the Neighbourhood of Mentz j to obferve tho 
Motions of the Fren4;b. • 

The Marefchald^Jsfeldt repafs^d the iJWi^^ 
with 72 Battalions, to join the Count de Bellifle 
near JVorms. The Marefchal had a confidcrable 
Train of Artillery with him, and having de- 
tached a Body of Troops towards Oppenheinij 

^twas 
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•twas thought he intended to fit down before 
diat Town. 

On the 30th, News was brought to the Im^ 
ferial Camp, that the French were intreriching 
themfelves at Mieder Ulm^ a Place not above 
two Leagues diftant from MeniXy having fur- 
prtfed the Caftle. The Grofs of their Army,^ 
then encamped at Wormsy the Communication 
being rtftored again over the River by a new 
Bridge built at Rbinebaufen^ over-l^gainft Phi- 
Upfburgb. 

On the 2d of Auguji^ Prince Eugene came 
with his Army to encamp between Manbeim 
and Heidelbergy on the Bank of the Neckar. 
Next Day his Highnefs pafs*d the River over 
tw6 Bridges, and encampM at Landenbourg ; 
on the 5th he came with bis Army up to Wjnd- 
helm\ and *twas expefted would reach the 
Neighbourhood of MentZj by the 8th follow. 
jng, in o/der to prevent the Frencb invefting the 
City. His Army at this Time*confifted of 
72,000 eiFeftive Men, befides a large Detach-t 
mcnt left at Bruchfal^ and another under Gene- 
ral Petrafcb^ watching the Motions of the 
Freneb near Oppenheini. Hereupon the main 
Body of the Frencb'Txoo^% quitted their Camps 
under fVormSy and advanced near Mentz to 
fupport the Detachments they had fent before 
them. *Twas generally believed by thefe Mo- 
tions of both Armies, they would foon come 
to a Battle. The King of Pruffia put off his 
Departure from the Army, to fee the Iffue of 

thefe 
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thefc Marches^ and the DirpoHtions Prince £«- 
gene fliould make to favc Mentx. 

On the 5 th the Marefcbal d^AsfeUt came to 
encamp at Oppenbeim. On the 9th^ the Ma« 
refchkl fent Count Br^chini with a Detach* 
ment of 100 King's Guards, 50 Horfe Gre- 
nadiers, 450 Horfe Dragpons, lOo HuflarSn 
and (ix Companies of Grenadiers, to advance^ 
towards MeniZj and reconnoitre the Enemy. 
He was difcavered by a Body of Troops that 
arrived at Mentz^ the Day before, and atcacked 
early the next- Morning by 2500 HuffaVs: 
However he retired in good Order, the Ene- 
my, though fuperiour in Number, not being 
able to gain the lead Advantage over him. 
Prince Eugene was now going to throw a Bridge 
over the Rhine ^ upon his paffing whereof, a 
Battle was thought unavoidable, when News 
came on the 14th, that the Marefcbal d'Asfeldi 
decamped from Oppenbeim^ the 13 th at Night, 
and filed off towards Warms. Upon which 
General Petrafcb^ who lay encamped under the 
Cannon of Mentz^ with a Body of Horfe and 
Huflars, broke up, and marched away to ob- 
fcrye the Rout of the Frencb Army. On the 
I5ch Prince Eugene^s Army, inftead of pafllng 
the Rbine at MentZj to feek the Enemy, de- 
camped to return to Heidelberg. Thus the ge- 
neral Expeftations of a Battle vaniflied at once. 
On the 19th the Marefcbal d^ Asfeldt and the 
Marefcbal de Noailles both arrived with their 
feparate Bodies at Fort Lewis^ from whence 
they went foon after to encamp with their Right 

towards 
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towards Kupfnbeim^ and their Left at kajidl 
This fuddcn Motion of the French gave Prince 
Eugene a Sttfpicion that they intended to feize 
the ftrong Poft of Heili^m upon which 
20,000 Men were immediately detached to gd 
and fave the Place. 

The Imperialifts gained this Point by a falfc 
Report fpread abroad, whereby the Marefchal 
de Noailles was made to believe, that the Poft 
was already pofieiTed by 10,000 Germans^ and 
defifted from marching thither on that Ac- 
trtint. 

The French came next to the Camp of IVilU^ 
jlei. On the ^d of September they niarched 
from thence, and on the 7th came and en- 
camped at Ofenburg^ where they remained till 
their Breaking up to march info Winter Quar- 
ters, as did the Imperial Army in their Camp 
bn the Neckar. Prince Eugene fet out on the 
£d of OSlober on his Return home, leaving the 
chief Command to the Duke of H^irtemberg^ 
and arrived on the loth at Vienna. 

We fhall not tire the Reader's Patience with 
a Detail of what pafs'd on the Rhine jhe laft 
Campaign, 1735* For there having been nei- 
ther Siege nor Battle, the Operations there can 
afford very little Matters of Amufcmcnt; but 
X>nly obferve, that his Royal Highnefs Printe 
Eugene^ with an Army far inferior to that of 
the French General, was^ by his prudent Con- 
du6i; able to defend his Country, againft any 
farther Incroachments, and to maintain the 
high Opinion which all Europe ever entci'tainM 

of 
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of kis WifiJom and Valour, as well as preferve 
the entire AflFcdtion of his Mafter the Emperoft 
and that of all his fellow Subjefts and fellow 
Soldiers, a Proof of the laft was given in a late 
Inftance before the Army went into Winter 
Quarters ; when it having been reported that 
his Royal Highnefs v/as about to quit the A^ my, 
in order to return to Vienna^ ^ or as others faid 
to make a Tpur to Hanover^ the Soldiers took 
an Opportunity, when he^was reviewing them* 
to cry.out, oneand all, May bis Highnefs long 
live the Father 6f our Arm/^ but kt him iM 
leave us. ^ 

Thus have we given fome Account of the 
Life of this illuftrious Hero, to the fatal Pe- 
riod of it which was at Viennay on the loth of 
Aprih ^7J^9 O.S. when he was found dead ia 
his Bed, though he had been very gay but the . 
Night before with Company, whom he had 
entertained at Supper, without making the leaft 
Complaint . . , 

The News of his fudden Death, caft the 
City and Court into fuch a Confternation, as 
does njore Honour to his immortal Memory^ 
than can redound to it from the Pancgyricks 
of all the Orators in the World. It is fuppofed 
that he was choaked by an immoderate DefJuc- 
tion of Rheum, with which he was fometimei 
troubled. His Royal Highnefs died in the 
73d Year of his Age, being born as we hare 
already mentioned in the beginning of this Hif- 
tory^ in the Year 1663, 

' He 
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He was without Qaeftion one of the moft 
worthy Ptrfons of his illuftrious Houfe, which 
has been famous for many Ages for producing 
great Statefmen and great Captains. 

His Highnefs was ipious without Afieftation, 
extremely brave, ana at the fame time ex- 
tremely modeft. He had all the Politenefs of 
a Court, and more folid Learning than is ufu- 
ally found in Colleges ; with the greateft Ta- 
lents for War, he never preferred it to Peace, 
and in the very laft Days of his Life laboured 
to the utmoft a thorough Reconciliation be- 
tween his Imperial Majefty . and the King of 
Sardinia. 

Among* his Papers there was found a Will, 
by which he had made the late Prince Eugene 
of Savoy his Heir, to which a Codicil was an- 
nexed, by which he declared his Kiece Made- 
moifelle de Carignan his univerfal Heirefs, but 
this was not figned ; yet MonCitur Kock^ Agent 
of the Aulick Council of War, offered tode- 
pofe, that it was the Intent of the Deceafed 
that (he fhould be entitled to his EfFefts. 

The following Piece is fufEcient to demon- 
ftrate, that though the deceafed Prince chofe 
Arms rather than the Sacred Profeffion, for 
which he was firft dcf^gned, yet he lived the 
Chriftian as well sls tht Soldier.

The Corpfc oF his Royal Highncfs y^as la- 
Jerr'd on the 15 th of Aprils 0. 5, in the Tomb 
rof the late Prince Emanuel of Saviiy^ his Ne* 
phew (which the Pirincefs of Savoy y Countefs 
of SoiJfonSf caufed to be erefted in the metropo- 
litan Church of St. Stephen^ for the Prince her 
Husband.) Their Imperial Majeftics, and the 
whole Court, came from the Palace at Luxem- 
iurg incognito, to fee the Funeral Pomp, 
-which the Emperor gave Orders fhould be fo- 
lemnized with the fame Honours that are paid 
^ thb Remains of the Imperial Family, 
^ 2 The 
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The Body being opened and embalmed, and 
the Heart lent to turin^ to be depofited in the 
Royal Tomb there ; the Corpfe lay in grand 
State for three Days in the firft Antichamber 
of his Palace, which was hung with black 
Cloth, and continually frequented by inexpref- 
fible Crowds of Spe&ators. The Body was 
drefs'd in the Habit of his Regiment (which 
is Scarlet trim'd with Gold Lace, and fac'd 
with black Velvet, and a Waiftcoat of Gold 
Tiflue) with Boots and Spurs : His Battoon 
and Sword lay acrofs each other in his Right 
Hand, near which his Hat and Gloves were 
placed Upon a black Cufhion. His Ducal Bon*- 
net, round which was the Collar of the Order 
of the Golden Fleece, lay on another black 
Cufhion, towards the Head. On the left Side, 
upon another Cuffiuon, was the Cap of the Or- 
der, which was of black Velvet, edgM with 
Gold Lace, and on the fame Side was placed a 
Sword, the Hilt whereof was richly adorn *d 
with Diamonds, and the Scabbard was of green 
Velvet, ornamented with Plates of Gold and 
precious Stones. This is the Sword which, 
with a HGat, Pope Clemtnt XL fent him as a 
Prefent after he defeated the I'urksuX ^elgradf^ 
which lignal ^i&orjr procures hiin the glori- 
ous Title of Defender of Cbrijiendom againft the 
common Enemy. His Coat of Mail, with the 
Helmet and Qauntlets, hune over his Head. 
I»^the Room were fcveral little Alurs, where- 
on there burned a Number of Wax Candles, 
and at which Mafs was.continually celebrating, 
y 2 ^nd 
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and two Minor Fryars praying : And all* the 
Bells of the City were tolled every Day at Noon 
for three Days. • 

The Pall was fupported by fifteen General 
Officers ; the Knights of the Order oJF the 
Golden Fleece attended the Funeral' Proccf- 
fion, which was made in the following Man*

Altbamy Wallis^ W^^if^gg^ and ten other Gene- 
rals. Upon the Litter was a Silver Crofs, as 
alfo the late Prince's Ducal Bonnet, his Bonnet^ 
as the Emperor's Vicar General in Italy^ his 
Battoon, his Sword, and the Rapier which 
Pope Clement XL fent him» On both Sides 
ofthe Coffin, and of the Generals that bore 
the Pall, marched the Officers of the Chan- 
cery of War, clad in their Robes of Ceremony^ 
and carrying each a lighted Flambeau, 14. 
Prince Eugene*^ Horfe magnificently capari- 
foned, and led by two Grooms in Mourning 
Cloali, the Horfe- Cloth being of Searlet, em 
broidered with Gold, and the Prince's Arma 
fixed on the Saddle.. 15. His Field Pa|^ 
walking on Foot. 16. Two Heralds on Hoile 
back, armed Cap-apee. 17. All the Mem- 
bers of the Emperor's Aulick Council of War, 
accompanied by their Officers and Agents, in 
deep Mourning, and each bearing a lighted 
tlambeau. 18. The Officers and Domeitlcks 
of the late Prince's Houlhold alfo in deep 
Mourning, ip. A great Number of Gemle*- 
men, Counfellors of the Regency, and Mili- 
tary Officers, whofe Swords were covered witl 
Crape, and who each carried a lighted Flam-

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beau. 20. The Companies of Pikemen wiek 
Lan thorns. 21. A Detachment of Horfe clofed 
the March t which reached almoft from the 
Palace to the Cathedral. 

The Corpfc-was received in the Church by 
the Knights of the Golden Fleece and the Em- 
|)eror*s Minifters of State, the Foreign Mini- 
Iters being alfo prefent to pay their laft Devoirs 
to the Deceafcd. The Churqh was illuminated 
by a vaft Number of Lanthorns. The GcnC'- 
ral Officers who bore the Pall, raifed the 
Corpfe from the Litter, and let it down into 
the Vault, upon which the Troops in Garrifon 
made a treble Pifcharge of their Small Arms. 
All his Furteral Pomp was defrayed at the Em- 
peror's own Expence, and ic was not his Faul( 
that the Cannon were not fired upon the Occa- 
fion, which is the diftinguiftied Honour paid 
only to the,deceafed Emperors. 

Among the valuable EfFefls left by Prince 
k^ene^ were found a rich Crucifix, fcmbcl- 
IMhcd with Diamonds, which the Emperor pre^ 
ftinted him with upon his laft Campaign in 
Hungary 5 fix (Jold hiked Swords fct with 
Diamonds ; one prcfcnted him by his prefent 
Imperial Maiefty, another by Queen jhne^ as 
before mentioned, a third by the late King of 
Prujfia^ a fourth by his late Majefty King 
George^ before his AcceflBon to the CrOwn, a 
fifth by thcRepubKck of Ifollartd^ and a fixth- 
by the States of Venice \ an exceeding rich 
String of Diamonds for a Hat, with a Buckle 
of the fame \ twenty Gold Watches fet wirii 

Diamonds; 
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Diamonds ; befi4es a prodigious Qiandty ctf 
Gold and Silver Hate, Jewels, ^c. ^ to an 
immcnfc Value. He has lifcewife left a nu- 
merous and curious Library of Books, among 
which are feveral rare Mandcripts ; befides 
a fine Cabinet of Medals» and other Curiofi* 
tics. 

As to a general Charadter of his Royal High* 
nefs, we find one already drawn by the ingd* 
nious Pen of the kte Sir Richard Steele ^ with 
i^yhich, and part c^ a Letter containing his 
Character, fuppofed to be wrote fince his 
. I>eath, from a Perfian at Paris^ to his Friend 
. at Ifpaban^ we &all conclude this Work.

.*. certain. Art of mijcing infenfibly with thc- 

• reft, and becoming one of the Company, 

• inftead of receiving the Courtfbip of it. 
^ The Shape of . his Perfon- and Compofurc 

• of his Limbsj are remarkably exaft and 

• beautiful. There is in his Look fomething 
-• fublime, which does not feem to arife from 

• his Quality or Charader, but the innate 

• Difpofition of his Mind. It is apparent 
i • that he fuffers the Prefence of much Com- 
, • pany, inftead of taking Delight in it ; and 
/he appear'd in Publick, while with us, ra- 

• ther to return Good-will, or fatisfy a Curi- 

• ofity, more than to gratify any Taftc he
